A Colledlion of all the Treaties of Peace, 
'^•^ , Commerce, and Alliance, between 
Great Britain and Other Powers, from the Re- 
volution to the prefent Time, requires no Re- 
commendation. The Utility of fuch a Work 
is fufficiently obvious to the Gentleman, and 
the Politician. To the Statefman it is a Code, 
or Body of Law ; fince a CoUeftion of Trea- 
ties is to him of the fame ufe, that a Collec- 
tion of the Statutes is to a Lawyer.

Treaty of alliance^ (commonly called the grand alliance) he^ 

tween the Emperor and the States General, concluded at 

Vienna, May 12, 1689. To which the King of Qfeat 

Britain acceded^ December g, 1689. Together with the 

feparate articles* 

WILLIAM the third, by the grace of God, king of 
Great Britain^ France and Ireland, defender •f 

- the faith, &c. To all and every one to whom thefe prc- 
fents ihall come, greeting. Whereas, a certain treaty of 
friendfhip and ftri6ter alliance between the inoft ferene, 
moft potent, and moil invincible prince and lord Leopold, 
by the grace of God, eleQ: Roman emperor, always au* 
guft,and of Germany, Hungary, Bohemia, Dalmatia, Cro^ 
atia, Sclavonia, &c. king, &c. and the high and mighty 
lords the States General of the United Provinces, was 

• made and concluded at Vienna, the 12th day 6f May lad 
: paft, on the emperor's part, by Leopold William, count 
of Kottigfegg, vice-chancellor of the empires, &c. and 
Theodore Althete Henry, count of Stratman, chancellor 
of the court, his Imperial Majefty's plenipotentiaries, and 
counfellors of ftate : and on the part of the States .Gene- 
. ral, hy Jacob Hop, counfellor and recorder of the city of 

- Amfterdam, and deputy for Holland and Weft Frieze- 
land, in the aflcmbly of the States General. The tenor 
of which treaty is as follows; 

Be it known and declared, that although the treaty con- 
cluded at the Hague a few years fince, between his facred 
and imperial majefty, and the high and mighty lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, for their mutual 
defence, does yet remain in its full vigour ; neverthelcfs, 
» both his Imperial Majefty, and the faid States General, 
confidering the greatnefs of the common danger which 
threatens all chriftendom fince the laft French invafion, and 
the unconftant faith of the French in the obfervance of 
treaties, have judged it neceffary to ftrengthen the condi** 
tions of the aforefaid treaty, and the former union,, with 
ftrifter and firmer ties ; and, at the fame time, to confiider

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of more cffcSual means, as well for refioring as prcferving 
the public peace and' fafcty : and therefore 3ie plenip6ten* 
tiaries conlUtuted to that purpofe by both parties, viz. by 
his Imperial Majefty, his counfellors of ftate, Leopold Wil- 
liam, count ofiConigfeJKgi vice-chancellor of the empire, 
&c. and Theodore Almfete Heriry, count of Stratman, 
chjlnce^lor of the court ; and by the States General, Ja* 
cob Hop, counfellor and recorder of the city of Amftcr- 
dam, and deputy for Holland and Weft Friezelahd, in 
the affembly of the State? General, after ih^ ^mutual ^X- 
change of their full powers, have covenanted and agreed 
in the manner following. 

I. Thereflwiilbe^iidreraainfor ever a- cooftlht,. perpe- 
tual, and inviolable frtendfhip, and good correfpondence^ 
between his lAiperial Majefty and the Stkes General; and 
each of them Ihail be obliged earneftly to promote the 
other's interefts, and as mnch as in them iies, to .prevent 
^1 da!mfag6s and inc^ilvet liences to them. 

II. And whereasthe French king hat lately , without any 

lawful caufe or pretext, attacked as well his ImperiaLMa- 

j^&y, as the States General, by a moft grievous and mod 

^unjuft war, there ftallbe daring the fame -not (xily e de- 

feimve, but aMb an ofFeniive adliance between the con- 
traditig parties, by virtue i^rhercof diey Ihall both of them 
a£i in a hoftile mailner, ^with all their forces, by fea and 
land, againft the faid French king, and fueb of his allms» 
as upon exhortation to be ufed for that purpofe, (hail fe-- 
fiifetQ feparate themfelves from him; and they (hall alio 
communicate to one another, their advices for the more 
ufefiiiy contriving the anions of the war, either jointly or 
feparately, for* the deftrudion of the common enemy. 

III. It ihall not be la^ftil for either, {>arty to wtmdraw 
from this war with France, Otto entenfeparately upon any 
convention, treaty of peace, or ceffation of arms with 
France, and its adherents, upon any pretext whatfoever, 
without the confent and concurrence of the other party. 

IV. There (hall by no means any peace be concluded, 
before the peace of Weftphalia, and thofe of Ofnabrug, 
Munfter, and the Byreneans, have, by the help of God, 
and by common force, been vindicated; and that all things, 
both in church and ftate, are reftored to their former ieon- 
dition, according to the tenor of the fame. V. 
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V* In cafe any negotiation^ of peace or truce fliaH, by 
common confent, be entered into, all things that are trarifr 
%&.cd ihali, on both fides, be communicated bonajide ; nor 
jhall one conclude any thing without the confent and fatis* 
faction of the other, 

VL After the prefent war, by common confent, IhalJ 
be ended, and a peace concluded, there fhall remain be- 
tween his Sacred Imperial Majefty, his heirs and fuccef- 
fors, and the States General of the United Provinces, a 
perpetual defenfive alliance againft the often mentioned 
crown of France, and its adherents ; by virtue whereof, 
both parties Ihall ufe their utmoft endeavours, that the 
peace to be made may remain firm and perpetual. 

VII. But if it fhould happen, that the crown t)f France? 
ihould again atuck one or both of the confederate parties^ 
contrary to the faid peace, at what time foever this Ihall 
be done, they Ihall be obliged faithfully to affift each othe? 
with all their forces, a nd in the fame manner s^s now, both 
by fca and land, and to repel all manner of hoftility and 
violence ; and not to defift till all things are brought again 
into their former ftate, according to the conditions of the 
aforefaid peace, and that fatisfaduon be given to the party 
offended. 

VIII. Further, his Imperial Majefly, and the States Ge- 
neral, fhall at all times, and by all means, and with all their 
forces, proteQ: and defend all the rights of each other, a- 
gainfl the crown of France and its adherents ; nor fhall 
they themfelves do apy prejudice to each other in their faid 
rights. 

IX. If there are any controverfies between the contraft^ 
ing parties, on occafion of the limits of their dominiop3, 
or that any fuch fhould arife hereafter, they fhsill be ac- 
commodated and compofed in a friendly manner, either 
by a commiflion, or minifters deputed by both fides, with- 
out making ufe of any manner of force ; and, in the mean 
time, nothing fhall be innovated therein. 

X. There fhall be invited into the fociety of this pre^ 
fent treaty, by his Imperial majefty, the crown of Spain, 
and, by the States General, the crown of England ; and 
there fhall be likewife admitted into the fame, all the allies 
and confederates gf either party, who fhall think fit to en- 
er into the fame. B a XL 
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XI. This treaty fliall be ratified by both fides, within 
the fpace of four weeks, or fooner, if it may be.

the credit and fincerity hereof, there are two inilruments 
of the fame tenor made, and figned and fealed by the ple- 
nipotentiaries of both parties, and reciprocally exchanged.

And whereas the States General have, by their ambaf- 
fadors extraordinary, invited us, by virtue of the tenth ar- 
ticle, to enter into the alliance of the aforefaid treaty ; we 
who defire nothing more than to lay hold of all thofe means 
which are neceffary and moft ufeful for reftoring and pre- 
ferying the publick peace and quiet, do the more , readily 
come into the fame, that we may give this proof of our 
firicere affeftion and friendfhip for his Imperial Majefty, 
and the faid States General. Know ye therefore, that we 
having perufed, and maturely conCdered the faid treaty, 
have accepted, approved, and ratified, as we do by thefe 
prefents, for us, our heirs and fucceffors, accept, approve, 
and ratify the fame, together with all and every article 
thereof; engaging, and upon the word of a king promifing, 
that we will religioufly and inviolably obferve and perfonn 
the faid treaty, without violating it in any article, or fuf-

(aid States General, do admit us into the faid treaty, and 
give and deliver to us the neceflary inftruments relpcftivc- 
ly drawn up in the beft manner. In further witnefs and 
teftimony whereof, we have caufed our great feal of Eng- 
kmd to be affixed to thefe prefehts. Signed with our hand. 
Given at our court at Hampton-court, the 9th day of De-

Separate Articles. 

FRANCE having openly declared, in feveral places 
and courts, that notwithftanding the moil folemn re-* 
niinciation, they ftill pretend by force of arms to aflert^ 
for the Dauphin, the fucceffioii of the Spanifh monarchy, 
in cafe his Catholick Majefty fhould die without lawful ifiue, 
and publickly aiming to make the faid Dauphin king of the 
Romans : the States General of the United Provinces, ma- 
turely confidering what a blow either of thefe pretenfions 
would give to their ftate, and what prejudice i^ would bring 
to ihe publick affairs and quiet, do promife by thefe fepa- 
rate articles, which are ^s valid as if they had been infert- 
ed word for word in the principal treaty ; firft, That in 
cafe the prefent king of Spain fhould diie without lawful if- 
fue (which God forbid) they will, with all their forces, affift 
his Sacred Imperial Majefty, or his heirs, in taking the fuc- 
ccflion of the Spanifh monarchy, lawfully belonging to that 
houfe, together with its kingdoms, provinces, dominions 
and rights, and in their obtaining and fecuring the quiet 
pofTcffion thereof againift the French and their adherents, 
who fhall direftly or indireftly oppofe this fucceffion ; and 
with force repulfe the force they bring againft them. 

They will likewife ufe all friendly oflBces sgid endeavours / 
with the princes eleQors of the Empire, their confede- / 
rates, that the moft ferene Jofeph, king of Hungary, his / 
Imperial Majefty 's eldeft fon, may be fpeedily chofen 
king of the Romans : and if France fhould by threats o 
arms hinder, oppofe, or any way difturb thjs elefilibn, th* 
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Will, in oppofition thereto, tffift his SacrecJ Imperial Ma* 
jefty with their utmoft force. 

The crown of England (hall be likewife invited to enter 
into the agreement of thefe articles, made at Vienna the 
12th of May, 1689. Signed,

A Convention made between the commiffioners of Willikm III. 
King o/'Englahd, and the ambaffadors of the United Pro-' 
vinces, concluded at liondbn, Auguft 44j T^Spi concern^ 
ing the prohibition of commerce xvith France. 

FOrafmuch as that the Moft Chriftian King hath de- 
clared war againft the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Low Countries, and the other allies of the 
king of Great Britain ; and his majefty having put forth 
his declaration of war againft the faid Moft Chriftian King, 
it behoves the faid king of Great Britain, and the faid lords 
the States General, to do as much damage as poffibly they 
canto the common enemy, in order to. bring him to agrcQ 
%o a j^ft an4 equitable peace, an4 to comply with fuch con* 
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ditionS) as may reftare the tranquility and' repofe of Chri« 

ftendoni: and as it is neceflaiy for this> end, that they 

ihould make ufe of all their forces, and more particularly 

order matters fo, as eSe6lually to interrupt and break off! 

all trade and coitimerce with the Moft Chriftian King's 

fiibj eds, that the faid' king and? his fubjed^ ma^ be debarred 

of all manner of fupplies for the ufe of the war, which other- 

vfite may, by the condnuance.ofit, become.voy injurious* 

and' be the c»ife of the efiufion c^ much chriftian^blood;. 

and diat his faid majefty the king of Great Britain, and the 

laid IcM-ds the States General, the better, to. attain that end, 

have ordered their fleets to fail towards the xoaft* of France, 

aikk to block up ^U the ports, havens and roads, belonging, 

to the Molt Chriftian King. 

I« It is agreedand concluded^ between his majefty the 

k.ing of Great Britain, and the lords the Statea G<sneral» 

that neither the king, nor the States fiibjedp, fh$dl' be al« 

h>wed, either with Aeir own fliips, or thpfe of any other 

kingdom, country or territory,' tp. traffic, or haye any 

commerce with the fubjefis of the Moft; Chriftian Kii^, in 

saiy manner whatibever ; neither fii&H they import into the 

havens or countries of the (aid king, or the.ikid Stages Ge^ 

neral, nor into any other, countries, any mejchandizes or 

^ares, the produce of the dominbn^^ and terrijijories under 

his Moft Chriftian Majefty 's obedience; no, oojc to carry 

into the faid countries and territories, any merchandizes or 

wares whatfbever, under the penalty of forfeiting the faid 

merchandizes and wares, as alfo the veflcis employed in the 

carrying of them. 

II. And as feveral kings, princes and ftates in Europe, 
are already engaged in a war againft the Moft Chriftian 
King, and that they have already prohibited, or yfiW in a 
fhort time prohibit all commerce with France : it is agreed 
between his laid majefty of Great Biitaio, and the faid 
lords the States General, that if, during the courfe of this 
war, the fubjefts of any other king, prince or ftate, fhall 
undertake to traffic, or have any commerce with the fub- 
jefts of the Moft Chriftian King; or if their veflels or Ihip- 
ping are met with, in their paflage to the ports, havens or 
roads, under the obedience of the Moft Chriftian King ; 
the faid veflels,' fliipping, merchandizes or wares, fliall, in 
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the cafe abovementioned, be attacked and^taken by the 
captains of men of war, privateers, or other fubje6ls of 
the king of Great Britain, and the lords the States Gene« 
ral, and fhall before proper judges be condemned for 
lawful prize. 

III. It is agreed and concluded, that the faid king of 
Great Britain, and the faid lords the States, fhall, as foon 
as poifible, notify this treaty and convention to all the- 
kings, princes and flates of Europe, that are not in war 
againft France ; and that the faid kings, princes and ftates^ 
ihall at the fame time be informed, that if the Chips or vef- 
fels of their fubjeSs are found, before this notification is 
given, at fes^ making their way for the ports, havens or 
road^, under the obedience of. the Moft Chriftian King, 
they fliadl be obliged, by the fhips ef the king of Great 
Britain, and of the lords the States, forthwith to turn back : 
and if the ihips or veflels appertaining to thofe kings, prin« 
ces and ftates, or to their fubjeds, {hall be met with fail- 
ing from the faid ports, laden widi the merchandizes or 
commodities of France, the faid fhips or veflels (ball be 
obliged to fail back to the faid ports, and there to leave 
the faid goods and merchandizes, upon pain of forfeiture ; 
and in cafe the {hips or velTels of thofe kings, princes and 
ftates, or of their fubjefts,. Ihall, after the faid notificati- 
on, be found at fea, and failing towards the ports, havens, 
or roads, under the obedience of the Moft Chriftian King, 
or from the ports of the faid king, they fliall be feized and 
forfeited, together with their cargo, and be reputed good 
prize. And as to the princes and allies who are already at 
war with France, it is alfo agreed and concluded, that no- 
tification fliall be given them as foon as is beforemention- 
cd^ and that they fliall be defired, at the fame time, to 
concur with fuch methods as are fo conducive to the com- 
mon intereft, « and rive and execute fuch oxd^rs as. tend 
to the fame'eftal ■ Thep'refent treaty ftiallf be ratified by 
his majefty, ahd the lords the Stktes General, and the ra- 
tification fliall be exchanged within the fpace of fix weeks, 
-unlefs a treaty of an offenfiveand defenfive alliance ftiall 
be concluded and figned between His Majefty, and the 
faid States General, before the expiration of that term; 
in- which cafe, this prefent treaty fhallbe confirmed and 
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comprized iherein. In the mean time it is a^eed and con- 
cluded, that all and every' the articles of this treaty, fhall 
be executed on both fides, punftually and fincerely, iii 
the fame manner as if the ratifications were exchanged^

IT has been agreed by. and on both fides, that notifica- 
tion Ihall forthwith be given, of all the contents of this 
treaty, not only to the minifters of the kings, princes and 
potentates concerned, that fhall be refident at His Majefty's 
court, and with the States General, but alfo to thofe who 
are at the courts of foreign kings, princes and ftates re- 
ipeflively : and moreover it has been agreed, that in cafe 
either the one or the other party (hall be incommoded or 
molefted by reafon of the executionof this, prefent treaty, 
or any article thereof, his Britannick Majefty, and' the 
high and mighty lords the States, do promife and oblige 
themfelves to be guarantee for and to one another upon 
that account.

THERE (hall, for the future, be a fincere, firm, and 
perpetual friendfhip, and good corrcfpondence, as 
well by fea and laod, every where and in all places, as well 
without as within Europe, between the^ king of Great Bri- 
tain and his fucceflbrs, kings of Great Britain, and their 
kingdoms on the one part, and the lords the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces of the Low Countries, toge- 
ther with their dominions, provinces, and fubje£b, reci- 
procally, on the other part. * And 
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And to the end that this friendfhip and gooc^correfpon- 
dence may be the better confirmed, and sJl difficulties re- 
moved, which may happen between both parties, under 
what pretence foever they may be ; it is agreed between 
the faid king of Great-Britain, and the laid lords the 
States General, that aU the treaties of peace, friendifliip, al« 
liance, confederation, commerce and marine, hereafter 
named and fpecified, fhall be approved and confirmed, 
both on the one and the other part, viz. the treaty of peace 
and confederaey' concluded at Breda, July ^, 1667.

The treaty of peace and friendihip, concluded at Weft- 
roinfter. February ^, 1 67 1. 

The marine treaty concluded at London the loth of Oc- 
tober, 1679, with a declaration explaining divers articles 
of the iaid marine treaty, February 17, i66j^, concluded at 
the Hague, December ^^i 1675.

Treaty of concert between the fleets of' England and 
Holland, concluded April 29, 1689. 

Treaty for prohibiting any commerce with France, con- 
cluded Auguft 44» 1689. 

All the faid treaties, and all and every article contained 
io them, are effeflu^Uy approved and xonfinned by this 
prefent treaty, and fhall remain in their original force and 
vigour, as if they had been inferted here word for word, fo 
far as they do not contradift or derogate from one ano- 
ther, or this prefent treaty ; in fuch a manner that the 
points and matters ftipulated by a newer treaty, (hall be 
fulfilled in the proper time, without regard had to ah 
older treaty : moreover, there fhall be bet^^en HH Ma- 
jefty and his fucceflfors, and the lorfs the States General, 
their fubje8s and inhabitants reciprocally, a flrid alliance 
and fincere confederacy, in order to the mutual fupport 
and prefervation of each other in tranquility, peace, friend* 
Ihip and neutrality, by fea and land, and for the main- 
taining of each other in the pofTcflion of all the rights, fran- 
fbifes and liberties, they dp or h?ive a right to enjoy, or 
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fuch iai^ they ihall acquire, or (hall be acquired for them, 
by the treaties of peace, friendfhip and neutrality, which 
heretofore have been made, or Ihall be made for the fu- 
ture, conjointlj^ and in concert with other kings, republicks 
and cities ; the whole however to be confined within the 
boundaries of Europe only. And they do promife and 
oblige thcmfelves, not only to be reciprocally guarantees 
of all the treaties which His Majefty, or his predeceflbrs, 
and the faid lords the States General, have aJready made 
with other kings, republicks, princes and dates, which ihall 
be produced on the one and the other part, before the ex- 
change of the ratification, but alio of all thofe which they 
may make for the future, in mutual concert, and by com*' 
mon confent ; and alfo to defend the faid treaties, and to 
affift and continually preferve each other in the pofleflion 
of the territories, cities, and places that now do, or here- 
after fcail belong, as well to His Majefty and fuccefibrs, 
the kings of Great Britain, as to the lords the States Ge- 
neral, in what part foever thofe territories, cities and pla- 
ces are fituated, in cafe His Majeftv and the faid States 
General fliall, in any cafe, as aforeudd, happen to be mo- 
iefted or attacked by any hoftile aft, or an open war, be it 
under what pretence foever it will; upon which occafion 
they (hall regulate themfelves on both fides, according to 
what is ftipulatedin the forementioned treaty concluded on 
the third of March, 167^. 

And ^ as the faid king of Great Britain, and the faid 
lords the States, arc at this time engaged in a war againft 
France, andthatthe king of Great Britain, and the States, 
do find they are under a mutual obligation of iiding and 
defending one another, as alfo of reciprocally maintaining 
their countries and fubjefts in their pofTefiions, immunities 
and liberties, and likewife navigation and commerce, and 
laD other rights whatfoever, as well by fea as by land, to- 
wards and srgainft all kings, princes and ftates, and par- 
ticulariy againft the faid Moft Chriftian King ; and to the 
end they may the better attain to a juft and honourable 
pekcc, Dy which the repofe and tranquility of Europe may 
be eftabliflied, it is agreed between the faid king of Great 
Britain, and the iaid lords the States, that neither of the 
faid ^li^s ihall m?^ke any fufpenfipn of arms, truge or peace, 
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\nth the fekl Moft Chriftian King, nor with any other k,ing, 
prince or ftate, by whom either the one or the other of the 
allie;5 fliall be molefted or attacked, conjointly, or by com- 
mon confent. And as the faid king of Great Britain, and 
the faid States General, have already agreed on a t,reaty 
by which they are, for this year, to aft in concert with 
their forces, againft the faid Moft Chriftian King, it is a- 
greed and concluded, that they fliall forthwith concert; 
other articles and ftipulations, concerning the number, 
and employing of their, troops and men of war in fuch a 
manner, as ftiall be thought moft proper for them to aft 
with the greateft fuccefs againft the commoa enemy. 

Moreover, it is agreed between the faid King and the 
faid States, that if after the peace which fliall conjointly, 
and by common confent, be made with the Moft Chrifliaii 
King, as before ftipulated ; and that after that, cither one 
or the other party comes to be attacked again by the Moft 
Chriftian King, in that cafe the treaty of alliance and 
guarantee, concluded at Weftminfter on the 3d of March, 
167^, between England and the faid lords the States, an4 
which is alfo approved and confirmed by this prefent treaty, 
fliall then fubfift in the full extent of it, and be executed 
in all its points and articles, as if the fame or the like treaty 
had been made anew, ot fince the conclufion of the peace 
with the Moft Chriftian King, but with this variation only, 
that if the war happens according to the cafe mentioned in 
the article of this treaty, neither of the faid allies fliall agree 
to any ceflation of arms with the faid Moft Chriftiah King^ 
or any other aflailant; but conjointly, and by common 
confent, all kings, princes, and ftates, who have a mind tp 
it, fliall be comprehended in this treaty, before the 6X7 
change of the ratification, or fix months after, with the 
common confent of the faid King and States. 

The prefent treaty fliall be approved and ratified by the 
faid King and the faid States General, and tbje ratification 
fliall be exchanged on both fides, in due and proper form, 
withih the term of fix weeks, or fooner, if it can be done : 
in witnefs whereof, we the ambafladors, &c. by virtue of 
our refpeQive powers, have figned thefe prefents, and put 
to our feals, at Whitehall, in Auguft, 1689. 

Articlci 
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Articles of peace between the moji ferene and mighty prince 
William III. k^ng o/* Great Britain, and the mojt fefent 
and mighty prince Lewis XIV, the mojl chrijlian king^ 

' concluded in the royal palace at Ryfwicke, the \^ day of 
September, 1 6p7 . Reprinted from the copy printed by 
command of their excellencies the lords juftices, 

I. 'THHAT there be an univerfal perpetual peace, and a 
\. true and fincerc friendfhip, between the moft fe- 
rene and mighty prince William III. king of Great Bri- 
tain, and the moft ferene and mighty prince Lewis XIV* 
the moft chriftian king, their heirs and fucceflbrs, and be- 
itween the kingdoms, ftates, and fubjefts of both ; and that 
the fame be fo fincerely and inviolably obferved and kept, 
that the one fhall promote the intereft, honour, and ad- 
vantage of the other, and that on both fides a faithful neigh- 
bourhood, and true obfervation of peace and frieridfhip, 
may daily flourilh and increafe. 

II. Tnat all enmities, hoftilities, difcords and wars, be- 
tween the faid king of Great Britain, and the Moft Chri- 
ftian King, and their fubjeSs, ceafe and be aboUflied, fa 
that on both fides they forbear and abftain hereafter from 
all plundering, depredation, harm-doing, injuries and in- 
fefiation whatfoevcr, as well by land as by fea, and on 
frefli waters, every where ; and efpecially throughout all 
the kingdoms, territories, dominions and places, belonging 
to each other, of what condition foever they be. 

Ill* That all offences, injuries, damages, which the faid 
king of Great Britain and his fubjefts, or the faid Moft 
Chriftian King and his fubjefts, have fufFered from each 
other during this war, ftiall be forgotten ; fo that neither, 
on account of them, or for any other caufe or pretence, 
neither party^ or the fubjefts of cither, fliall hereafter do, 
caufe, or fuffer to be done, any hoftility, enmity, molefta- 
tion or hindrance to the other, by himfelf or others, fc- 
credy or openly, direQly or indireftly, by colour of right, 
or way of faQ:. 

IV. And fince the Moft Chriftian King was never more 
defirous of any thing, than that the peace be firm and invi- 
olable, the faid king promifes and agrees for himfelf and 
his fucceflbrs, that he will on no account whatfoever di- 
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fiurb the faid king of Great firitain, in the free pofleflion 
of the kingdoms, countries, lands or dominions, ;ivhich 
he now enjoys, and therefore engages his honour, upon 
Che faith and word of a king, that he will not give or afford 
9ny affiftance, direftly or indireQly, to any etiemy or ene- 
mies of the Ikid king of Great Britain ; and that ne will in 
no manner whatfoever, favour the confpiracies or plots 
which any rebels, or ill diipofed perfons, may in any place 
excite or contrive againft the faidking; and for that end- 
promifes and engages, that he will not afiift with arms, 
ihips, ammunition, provifions, or money, or in any other 
way, by fea or land, any perfon or perfons, who (haJihere* 
after, under any pretence whatfoever, difturb or mole0 the ! 
faid king of Great Britain, in the free and full pofTeffion of 
his kingdoms, countries, lands and dominions. The kinoj^ 
of Great Britain likewife, promifes and engages Cor himfell^ 
and fucceifors, kings of Great Britain, that he will inviolably.? 
do and perform the fame towards the faid Moft Chriftiaii ' 
King, his kingdoms, countries, lands and dominions. / 

V. That there be a free ufe of navigation and commerce 
between the fubjcQs of both the laid kings, as was former- , 
ly in the time of peace, and before the declaration of the 
late war, fb tbat every one of them may freely come into 
the kingdoms, marts, ports and rivers of either of the faid 
kings, with their merchandizes, and may there continue 
and trade without any moleftation, and fhall ufe and en- 
joy all liberties, immunities and privileges granted by fo* 
lemn treaties, and ancient cuftom. 

VI. That the ordinary adminiftration of juftice fliall be 
rcftored and fet open, throughout the kingdoms anddomi- 
mons of both kings, fo that it fhall be free for all the fub- 
jefts of either, to claim and obtain their rights, pretenfions 
and a6lions, according to the laws, conftitutions and fia- 
tutes, of each kingdom. 

VII. The Moft Chriftian King fliall reftore to the faid 
king of Great Britain, all countries, iflands, forts and co- 
lonies, wherefocver fituatcd, which the Englilh did poflefs 
before the declaration of this prefent war. And in like 
manner the king of Great Britain fliall reftore to the Moft 
•Chriftian King, all countries, iflands, forts and colonies, 
wherefoever fituated; which the French did poflefs before 
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the iaid declaration of wan And this reflicution fliaU be 
made on both iides, within tbQ fpace of fix months, or 
iboner, if it can be done. And to that end, immediate}^ 
after the ratification of this treaty, each of the faid kings 
Ih all deliver, or caufe to be delivered to the other, or to 
commifiioners authorized in his name for that purpofe, d| 
afts of concefllon, inftruinents, and neceffary orders, duly 
izKade, wad in proper form ; fo that they may have their 
effea. 

VIII, Coinmiflioners ihall be appointed on bath fides, 
to examine and determine the rights and pretenfions whick 
eitlier of the faid. kings liath to the places fituated in Hud- 
fon's-4>ay ; but the pofTeffion of thofe places which were ta- 
ken by the French, during the peace diat preceded this 
|>refentwar, and were retaken by the Englilh during, this 
war, fliali be left to the French, by virtue of the foregoing 
article. The cs^uUtion made by the Englilh on the fifth 
of September, 1696, fhall be obferved, according to its 
form and tenor ; the merchandizes therein mentioned fliaU 
be rcftored; the governor of the fort taken there fbalt be 
fct at liberty, if it be not already done ; the diflFerences a- 
rifen concerning the execution of the faid capitidation, and 
the value of the goods there lofl, fhall be adjudged and de- 
termined by the faid commifiioners ; who, immediately at 
ter the ratification of the prefent treaty, (hall be invefted 
with fiifiicient authority for fetding tjbe limits and confines 
of the lands to be reftored on either fide, by virtue of the 
foregoing article, and likewife for exchanging of kinds, as 
may conduce to the mutual intereft and advantage of both 
kings. 

And to this end the commifiioners, fo appointed, ihaU, 
within the fpace of three months from the time of the rati- 
fication of the prefent treaty, meet in the cky of London, 
and within fix months, to be reckoned from their firft meet^ 
ing, fiiall determine all difierences and difputes which may 
arife concemil^ this matter ; after which, the articles the 
faid commifiioners (hall agi^e to, fhall be ratified by both 
kings, and fiiall have thefame force and vigour, as if they 
were inferted word for word in the prefent treaty, 

IX. All letters, as well of reprifal as of marque and 
counter-marque, which hitherto have for any caufe been 
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granted on either fide, fhail be, and remain null and void; 
nor fliall any the like letters be hereaftergranted, by cither 
of the faid kings, againft the ftibjefts of the other, unlefs.it 
be firft made manifeft, that right hath been denied ; and it 
fliall not be taken for a denial of right, unlefs the petition 
oftheperfon, wh<^ defires letters of reprifal to be granted 
to him, be firft fhewn to the minifter, refiding there on the 
part of the king, againft whofe fubjeftsthofe letters are de- 
fired ; that within the fpace of four months, or fooner, he 
may inquire into the contrary, or procure that fatisfadtion 
be made with all. fpeed from the party offending, to the 
complainant. But if the king, againft whofe fubje£ts re- 
prifaJs are demanded, have no minifter refiding there, let- 
ters of reprifal fhail not be granted, till after the fpace of 
four months, to be reckoned from the day on which his 
•petition was made and prefented to the king, againft whofe 
fubjefts reprifals are defi'red, or to his privy council. 

X. For cutting off all matter of difpute and contention, 
which may arife concerning the reftitution of fhips, mer- 
chandizes, and other moveable goods, which either party 
may complain to be taken and detained from the other, 
in countries, and on coafts far diftant, after the peace is 
concluded, and before it be notified there ; all fhips, mer- 
chandizes, and other moveable goods, which fhail be taken 
by either fide, after the figning and publication of the pre- 
fent treaty, within the fpace of twelve days in the Britifh 
and North feas, as far as the cape St. Vincent ; within the 
fpace often weeks beyond the faid cape, «ry?d on this fide of 
the equinoSial line or equator, as well in the ocean and 
Mediterranean fea, as elfewhere ; laftly, within the fpace 
of fix months beyond the faid line throughout the whole 
" world, fball belong and remain unto the poffefTors, without 
any exception, or further diftinftion of time or place, or 
any confideration to be had of reftitution orcompenfation. 

XIr But if it happens through inadvertency or impru- 
dence, or any other caufe whatever, that any fubjeft of 
either of the faid two kings, fhail door commit any thing 
by land or fea, or on frefh water, any where, contrary to 
the prefent treaty, or that any particular article thereof is 
not fulfilled ; this peace and good corrcfpondence between 
the faid tw^o kings, fhail not, on that account, be inter- 
rupted 
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rupted or infringed, but (hail remain in its former force, 
ftrength and vigour, and the faid fubjefl; only (hall anfwer 
for. his own faft, and undergo the puniflimentto be inflift- 
ed, according to the cufiom and law of nations. 

XII, But if (which God forbid) the differences nb\^ 
compofed between the faid kings, fliould at any time be re- 
newed, and break out into open war, the fhips, merchan- 
dizes, and all kind of moveable goods of either party, 
which £hall be found to be and remain in the ports and do- 
minions of the adverfe party, fhall not be confifcated or 
brought under any inconveniency, but the whole fpace of 
•fix months fliaB be allowed to the fubjeQsof bothofthe faid 
kings, that they may carry away and tranfport the aforefaid 
goods, and any thing elfe that is theirs, whither they fhall 
think fit, without any moleftarion. 

XIII. For what concerns the principality of Orange, 
atid other lands and dominions belonging to the faid king 
of Great Britain, the feparate article of the treaty of Ni- 
meguen, concluded between the Moft Chriftian King arid 
the States General of the United Provinces, the Joth day 
of Auguft, 1678, fhall, according to its form and tenor, 
have full. effeQ, and all things that have been innovated 
and altered, fhall be reftored as they were before. All 
decrees, edifts, and other a£ls, of what kind foever they 
be, without exception, which are in any manner contrary 
to the faid treaty, or were made after the conclufion there- 
pf, fhall be hela to be null and void, without any revival 
or confequence for the future : and all things fhall be re- 
ftored to die faid king, in the fame flate, and in the fame 
manner, as he held and enjoyed them before he was dif- 
pofTeCred thereof in the time of the war, which was ended 
by the faid treaty of Nimeguen, or which he ought to have 
held and enjoyed according to the faid treaty. And that 
an end may -be put to all trouble, differences, proceffes 
and queftions, which may arife concerning the fame, both 
the laid kings will name commifEoners, who, with full and 
fumroary power, may compofe and fettle all thefe matters. 
And forafmuch as by the autjiority of the Moft Chriftian 
King, the King of Great Britain was hindered from enjoy- 
ing the revenues, rights and profits, as well of his principa- 
lity of Orange, as of other his dominions, which after the 
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conclufion of the treatjr of Nimeguen, until the ^eclarai- 
tion of the prefent war, were under the power of the faid 
Moft Chriftian King, the faid Moft Chriftian King will 
reftore, and caufe to be reftored in reality, with efFed, 
and with the intereft due, all thofe revenues, rights and 
profits, according to the declarations and verifications thkt 
Ihall be made before the faid coramiffioners. 

XIV, The treaty of peace concluded between the Moft 
Chriftian King, and the late £Ie6ior of Brandenburg, at 
St. Germains in Laye, the 29th of June^ ^^79* A^^dl be rq- 
ftored in all its articles, and remain m its former vigour be* 
tween his facred Moft Chriftian Majefty, and his eie&orkl 
highnefs of Brandenburg. 

XVi Whereas it will greatly conduce to the publip tran- 
quility that' the treaty be obferved, which was concluded 
between his facred Moft Chriftian Majefty, and his royal 
higHnefs of Savoy, on the 9th of Auguft, 1696, it is agreed, 
that ,the faid treaty fliall be confirmed by this article. 

XVI. Under this prefent treaty of peace, fliall be coin* 
prehended thofe who fliall be named by either party, with 
common confent, before the exchange of ratifications, or 
within fix months after. But, in the mean time, the moft 
ferene and mighty prince William, king of Great Britain, 
and the moft ferene and mighty prince Lewis, the moft 
chriftian king, gratefully acknowledging the finpere o£Bces, 
and indefatigable endeavours, which haye been employed 
by the moft ferene and mighty prince Charles, king of Swe- 
den, by the interpofition of his mediation, in brining this 
happy work of the peace, with the divine afliftance, to the 
defired conclufion ; and to ftiew the likft affeftion to him^ 
it is by confent of all parties ftipulated and agfeed, that his 
faid facred royal majefty of Sweden, fliall, with all his king- 
doms, countries, provinces and rights, be included in this 
treaty, and comprehended in the bcft manner, in the pic-- 
fent pacification. 

XVII. Laftly, the folemn ratifications of this prefent a- 
greement and alliance, made in due form, fliall be c^fivered 
on both fides, and mutually and duly exchanged at the 
royal palace of Ryfwicke, in the province of Holland, with- 
in the fpace of three weeks, to be reckoned from the day 
of the fubfcription, or Iboner, if it may be» 
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In tefiimony of all and every the things before liien- 
lioned, and for their greater force, arid to give them all the 
vigour and full authority they ought to have, the under^ 
written ambafladors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries, 
together with the illuftrious and moft excellent the extraor- 
dinary ambaflador mediator, have figned and fealed the 
|>refent inftrument of peace. . Done, &c. 

Signed by the Englifh and French ambajadors, and by 
the mediator. 

SiPARATB Article. 

B Elides all that is concluded and ftipolated by the treaty 
of peace figned this prefent day, the 20th of Septem- 
ber, it is moreover agreed, by the prefent feparate article, 
which ihall have the fame force and eiFe£i, as if it was in- 
ferted word for word in the feid treaty ; That the Moft Chri- 
ftian King fhall covenant and agree, and by the prefent ar- 
ticle he does covenant and agree, that it mall be free for 
the Emperor and the Empire, until the ift day of No- 
vember next, to accept the conditions of peace lately pro- 
^ofed by the Moft Chriftian King, according to the decla- 
ration made on the ift day of this prefent month, unlefi, in 
the mean time, it (hall be otherwife agreed between his Im- 
perial Majcfty and the Empire, and his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty. And in cafe his Imperial Majefty does not, with- 
in the time prefixed, accept thofe conaitious, or that it be 
not otherwife agreed, between his Imperial^ Majefty and 
the Empire, and his Mpft Chriftian Majefty, the faid treaty 
(hall have its full effea, and be duly put in execution ac- 
cording to its form and tenor ; and it mall not be lawful for 
the king of Great Britain, direftly or indireftly, on any 
account or caufe whatfoever, to aft contrary to the faid 
treaty. 

Treaty between England, France and Holland, commonly 
caued^ the firft treaty of partition, concluded A\x^^ 19, 
1698. 

HE peace re-eftablHhed by the treaty of Ryfwickc, 
between the moft fefene and moft mighty prince 
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Lewis XIV. the moft chriftian king of France and Navarre, 
the moft fcrene and moft mighty prince William III. king 
of Great Britain, and the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, their heirs and fucceffors, 
their kingdoms, ftates and fubjeOs, fhall be firm and laft* 
ing; and their majefties, and the faid States General, fhall 
reciprocally do every thing that may contribute to the be- 
nefit and advantage one of the other. 

II. As the chief aim which his feid Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, and his faid majefty of Great Britain, and the faid 
States General, do propofe to themfelves, is the maintain- 
ing the general tranquility of Europe ; they have not been 
able to fee, without grief, how the king ot Spain's ftate of 
health is of late become (b languifliing, that there is all the 
reafon in the world to fear, that that prince cannot have 
long to live. Now, although they are oot able to turn 

. their thoughts towards that event without affliflion, becaufe 
of the true and fincere friendfiiip thqy have for him ; yet 
they have judged it to be much the more ncceflary to look 
forward upon the fame, becaufe his Catholick Majefty ha- 
ving no ifliie, the fucccflion coming to fall, would infallibly 
occafion anew war, if the Moft ChriftianlCingfhould main- 
tain his pretenfions, or thofe of the Dauphin, to the whole 
fucceffion of Spain ; if the Emperor fhould likewife fup- 

. port his pretenfions, thofe of the king of the Romans, the 
archduke, his fecond fon, or the other children; and the 
eleQor of Bavaria thofe of the prince eleftoral, his eldeft 
fon, to the faid fucceffion. 

III. And whereas the two kings, and die State« General, 
defire, above all things, the prelervation of the public quiet, 
and the avoiding a new war in Europe, by accommodating 

^ the difputes and differences that might arife on account of 
the faid fucceffion, or by reafon of the umbrage from too 
many dominions being united under one prince ; they have 
thought good to take beforehand, the neceCTary meafures 

* for preventing the calamities which the faid accident of 
the death of the Catholick King, without iffue, might 
produce. 

I V- Therefore it hath been ftipulated and agreed, that 
the faid cafe happening, the Moft Chriftian King, as well 
in his own name as. that of the Dauphin^ his children, male 

* and 
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and female, heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be bom, as 
likewife the faid Dauphin for himfelf, his children, male and 
female, heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be born, fhall 
hold themfelves fatisfied, as they do by thefe prefents hold 
themfelves fatisfied, that the faid Dauphin have for his ihare, 
in full propriety, plenary pofleffion, and extintlion of all 
his pretenfions to the fucceffion of Spain, to have and en- 
joy the fame to him, \(\i heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to 
be bom, for ever, without being ever molefted on any pre- 
tence whatfoever, of rights or claims, direSly or indireft- 
ly, even by ceflion, appeal, revolt, or otherwife, 'on the 
part of the Emperor, the king of the Romans, the arch- 
duke Charles his fecond fon, his other children, male or 
female, and defcendants, his heirs and fucceflbrs, bom 
and to be born ; or in like manner, on the part of the elec- 
tor of Bavaria, in the name of the prince eledoral of Ba- 
varia, his eldeft fon, or of the prince cle6loral, their ifliie, 
defcendants, heirs and fucceflbrs, bom and to be bom ; 
the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, the places at prefent 
depending on the monarchy of Spain, fituated on the coaft 
of Tufcany ; or the adjacent iflands comprehended under 
the name of Sanfto Stephano, Porto Hercole, Orbitello, 
Telamone, Portolongo, Piombino, in the fame manner 
likewife as the Spaniards do now hold them ; the town and 
marquifate of Final, in the fame manner likewife as the 
Spaniards hold them ; the province of Guq^ufcoa, parti- 
cularly the towns of Fontarabia and St. Sebaftian, fituated 
in that province, and efpecially the port of Paflage, with 
this reftriftion only, that if there be any places depending 
on the faid province, which Ihall be found to lie beyond 
the Pyrenees, or the other mountains of Navarre, Alava, 
or Bifcay, on the fide of Spain, they fliall remain to Spain ; 
and in like manner, if there be any places depending on 
the provinces fubjeO: to Spain, but lying on this fide the 
Pyrenees, or other mountains of Navarre, Alava or Bif- 
cay, on the fide of the province of Guipufcoa, they fliall 
remain to France ; and the paflages of the faid mountains, 
and the faid mountains, that fliall lie between the faid pro- 
vince of Guipufcoa, Navarre, Alava and Bifcay, to whom- 
foever they belong, they fliall be ftiared between France 
^d Spain^ in fuch manner, as that there fliall remain as 
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much of the faid paflages and mountains to France on her 
fide, as there fhall remain to Spain on hers ; the whole. 
With the fortifications, warlike ammunition, powder, bul*-^ 
lets, cannon, gallies, galley-flaves, which Ihall be found 
to appertain to the king of Spain, at the time of his deceafc 
without iffue, and to be annexed to the kingdoms, places, 
iflands and provinces, which are to compofe the fliare olf 
the Dauphin : it being to be underftood, that the gallics, 
g'alley-flaves, and other efFeQs appertaining to the king of 
Spain, by the kingdom of Spain, and other domini6ns 
which fall to the fliare of the prince eleftoral of Bavaria, 
Ihall remain to him ; thofe which belong to the kingdoms 
of Naples and Sicily, being to go to the Dauphin, as above-^ 
faid. In confideration of which kingdoms, iflands, pro- 
vinces and places, the faid Moft Chriftian Ring, as well 
in his own name, as in that of the Dauphin, his children, 
male or female, heirs and fucceflfors, born and to be born ; 
as likewife the faid Dauphin, for himfelf, his childreo, male 
or female, heirs and fucceflbrs, bom and to be born (who 
has alfo given his full power to that purpofe to the count de 
Tallard) do prpmife and engage to renounce, at die time 
of the faid fucceffion, as in that cafe they do at this time, 
by thefe prelents, renounce all their rights and pretenfions 
to the faid crown of Spain, and to other kingdoms, iflands, 
ftates, countries^ and places now depending thereon ; and 
that they will caufe folemn afts of the whole matter to be 
difpatched in the ftrongefl: and beft form that can be, which 
fliall be delivered at the time of the ratification of this 
tre^ity. 

V. The crown of Spain, and the other kingdoms, iflafnds, 
dates, countries and places, which at prefent depend there- 
on, fliall be given and afligned to the prince, eld^ft fon 
to the eleftor of Bavaria, except what has been declared 
in the foregoing article, to make up the Oiare of the Dau- 
phin) in full propriety and plenary pofleflion for his fliare, 
and in extinaion of all bis pretenfions to the faid fucceflion 
of Spain, to enjoy the fame to him, his heirs and fuccef- 
fors, born and to be born, for ever ; fo as that he fliall ne- 
ver be niolefted, on any pretence whatfoever, ' of rights, op^^ 
claims, direftlyorindireclly, either by ceflion, appeal, re- 
volt, or otherwifc, on the part of the Moft Chriftian King. 
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the (add DaupKin> or his iffue male or female, and defcen* 
dant^y his heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be bom ; hbr 
on the part of the Emperor, the king of the Romans, the 
archduke Charles his fecond fon, his other children, male 
or female, and defcendants, his heirs and fucceflbrs, born 
and to be born. In confideration of which crown of 
Spain, and the other kingdoms, iflands, ftates, countries, 
and places depending thereon, the eleftor of Bavaria, as 
well in the quality of father, and lawful tutor, and admini- 
ftrator to the eledoral prince his eldeft fon, as in the name 
of the faid eleftoral prince, and in that of their children^ 
heirs and fucceflbrs, born and to be born ; as likewife the 
faid electoral prince of Bayaria, as foon as he fhall come of 
age, for his own felf, his children, heirs and (ucceflbrs, 
born and to be born, fhall hold themfelves fatisfied, that 
the laid eledoral prince have for his (hare, the ceflion 
tnade above in this article : and the faid eleftor of Hava- 
na, as well in the quality of father, and lawful tutor, and 
adminiflirator to the eledoral prince his eldeft fon, as in 
the nam? of the faid prince, in that of his children, heirs

the Romans, and the archduke Charles, as foon as he

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Britain, and the States General, immediately after the fign* 
ing and exchange of the ratifications ; and his Imperial 
Majefty, the kmg of the Romans, and the faid Eledor, 
ihall be inyited lo approve thereof, at the time of the de- 
ceafe pf his Catholick Majefty without iflue; and the arch- 
duke Charles, as likewife the eleQoral prince of Bavaria, . 
as foon as they fhall come of age. 

IX. But if the Emperor, the king of the Romans^ or

tually affift each other with all their power ; aod: they .fiiall 
make themfelves guarantees of the pundjual execution 
of the faid agreement, and the renuiiciaxions made purfu- 
ant thereto. 

Xli. All kings^ princes and ftates, ihall be admtted in- 
to the prefent treaty, that defire to enter therein ; and the 
faid two kings, and the States General, and each of them 
in particular, fiiall be permitted to requeil and invite all 
whpm they fiiall think fit to requeft and invitC; who fiiall 
in like manner be guarantees of the exec\ition of this 
treaty, and of the validity of tberenUaciations therein con* 
tained. 

XIIL And for the further fecuring of the qiiiet of Eu- 
rope, the faid kings, princes and fi:ate% |halt not only be 
guarantees pf the laid execution of the prefent treaty, and 
of the validity of the &id renunciation^ aa abovemention-» 
tdy but if ainy one of the princes, in fayodr of wliom the 
faid partition is made, fliould hrieafter endeavour M di*^ 
iiurb tbe order fettled by i!^ (featy, makfi «ew attohi^a 
contraiy thereto, and lb aggrandize kimfelf to the detri- 
ment of the others, under any pretext whatfi;iev(^f,4iie §aaxx% 
guaranty of the treaty fiiali fa« judgc#^ to extend even to 
that cafe, in fuch manner as tli^ kings, princei and ftates, 
vho undfertake the fame, fiiall be obliged to tmipioy their 
forces in oppofing the faid attempts, and maintaining att 
^iiigs ijfi the condition agreed on by the faid articles* 

XIV. If any prince whatfoevfcr oppofe the taking poA 
fefiion of the (hares agreed on, the faid two kings, and the 
iStates General, fiiall be obliged to aflift one ahpiher a* 
gain ft fuch oppofition, and t6 hinder the fame with ail their 
power; ahd it fkail be agreed, immediatdy after the fig^r 
ing of this prefent trea^, in what proportion each t& trt> 
contribute, as well by fea as by land. ^ 

XV. The prefent treaty fiiall be ratified and appifoved 
by the &id two kings, and the States General ; and the let- 
ters of ratification (hall be exchanged within the ^ce of 
|hree weeks, or Iboner, if poffible, to ke computed from 
^e day of the figning.

Treaty of alliance between William III. King of Grt^i Bri- 
tain, Charles XIL J!^m^ ^ Sweden, and the States Ge- 
neral of the united Netherlands ; yfith Jecret and fepa* 
rate articles. Hague, January 44-1 A, D. 1 700. 

I. THHE treaty of alliance concluded on the Vr ^^ -^'^f 
JL 1698, mall remain in force, and be confirmed l^ 
virtue of chefe prefents, in the fame manner as if it was 
in ferted -herein verbatim. 

II. In like manner, all the alliances concluded, as, well 
{between the kings aforefaid, as bei^een either of them and 
thp faid lords the States General of the United Nether- 
lands, fliall remain entire and in force, every one accord*- 
ing to thj5 term fixed for its duration. 

III. And thefe alliances (hall take place, not only in 
the cafes therein concluded and determined, but alio par* 
ticularly, if it (hoi^ld happen that one or more of the con- 
federates, and contra3ing |iarties, be invaded by reafopl 
of this alliance, under any colour or pretence whatfocver. 

IV., And therefore the contrading powers abovemen- 
lioned, do bind themfelves to the reciprocal guaranty bf 
their kingdoms, ftates, provinces^ jurifdiftions, arid tcrri^ 
tories in Europe; and promife tf> defend one another ti^ 
the heft manner, againft all attacks, infults, and oppref> 
lions of the enemy whatfoever; fb th^t, as foon as any one 
of the confederates is molefted, the other two ihall baften 
to his defence, according to the conditions of the treaty 
already entered into with him, and to the ftipulations of 
fhe prefcnt league : and if the fuccours promifed by thefe 
freaties be not fufficicnt. all the neceffary forces that can 
• • • " ^bc 
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be raifed, (hall be employed in the defence of him who 
(hall be injured, and for procuring him due fatisfadion. 

V. And becaufe the abovementioned confederates arc 
of opinion, that the fecurity of their kingdoms, ftates, pro- 
vinces, jurifdiSions and territories, depends, in a great 
meafure, on the prefervation of a general peace among^ 
the chriftian princes ; and forafmuch as it highly concern* 
them, that their kingdoms, ftates and provinces, be not 
difturbed in a traSof time, by oppreflions and attacks from 
any other powers, and that they be not involved with them 
in war, they have therefore promifed one another, and do 
by thefe prefents promife each other, that they will defend 
and ftand by the particular treaties following, viz. 

VI. The treaties of Ofnabrug and Munfter, Anno 
1648; the treaties of Nimeguen, Anno 1678, and 1679; 
9s aifo the treaty of peace between the Emperor and Em- 
pire, and the kingdom of France, concluded at Ryf- 
wicke, the 20th day of OQober, Anno 1697, as far aj 
the fame does not differ from the treades of peace at Of- 
nabrug, Munfter and Nimeguen. 

VI I • As alfo the treaties of peace concluded atRyf- 
wicke,' the 20th of September, 1697, between the king of 
Great Britain, the king of France, and the lords the 
States General of the United Netherlands. 

VIII. And that the faid engagement or guaranty may 
have its full efficacy and efFeft, th^ aforefaid contrafting 
parties fhall ufe all their endeavours, that the covenants 
nientioned in the former articles may remain entire and 
inviolable; and if they happen to be infringed or violated 
in any manner whatfoever, they ftiall endeavour, by ami- 
cable ways arid means, feparately and jointly, to obtain re- 
paration of the violation and infringement of the faidtrea^ 
tics of peace. But if thefe endeavours and offices prove 
fruitlefs, or, if a war fhould be excited before the parties 
can be reconciled, each of the confederates fliall furnifli 
6000 foldiers for performing the faid engagement or gua- 
ranty,- and for obtaining reparation of the violation and 
infringement of the faid treaties of peace, as foon as they 
Ihall be required by any one of the confederates, or as 
foon as it fliall be ^bought ncceflary^ uU the violations and 



inlringemeats committed are repaired^ and the peace h , 
reHored. 

IX, Provided nevertbelefs, that the faid 6000 foldiers 
fiiall not be required as fuccour by any of the confederaDes 
any more than once; fo that if they be fent to,oneof the 
allies by virtue of this common league, no more are to be 
fcnt ; but the confederates fhall agree among themfclves, 
about the place where they are moft neceflary. 

X. That if any of the confederates, upon an exigency, 
Ihall furnifh another with the fuccours ftipulated by private 
conventions, either in whole or in part, then he fhall noc 
be obliged to give fuccours to the faid confederate, by vir- 
tue of this common league ; unlefs the furplus which re- 
mains over and above the number of fuccours ftipulated 
by the common league, exceeds the number determined 

. by the private treaty. 

XL But if it fhall happen, that thefe fuccours are not 
fufficient to eftablifh peace, or if the aforefaid confederates; 
or any one of them, be involved in a war, in that cafe the 
confederates fhall treat with one another for increafing the 
fuccours, according to the contents of the fourth article of 
this treaty. 

XII. The confederates alfo bind themfelves, that they 
ivill not furnifh fuccours, or give afliftance to the enemies , 
of hfm or them who fhall be involved in war; but, on the 
contrary, that they will make it their bufinefs to. weaken 
the enemy's forces : and to this end the allies fhall confult 
together, for prohibiting commerce with the cnemie* of 
fuch confederate or confederates; or how fuch enemies 
may be weakened, and how all approach of their forces 
may be prevented. 

XIII. In cafe that the fuccours abovementioned are to 
be fent to a certain place, the confederates fhall unite their 
endeavours to render the paflage of the foldiers fafe and 
eafy ; and to this end they fhall ufe their beft offices with 
the princes whofe countries they are to pais through. 

XIV. The faid auxiliary forces, fent as is already faid, 
(hall be under command of the general of the confederate 
who is required to fend them, and fhall alfo remain united 
in one and the fame body, as long as the nature of the war 
vill admit of it ; but the faid general fhall be obliged to 
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obey Ihdchtef commanding dfficer, or gene^l of ihe con- 
federates that requires them. 

XV. Thofe confederates who happen to be involved in 
urar, Aall fincerely and faithfully communicate to ont an- 
other, tvtry thing that is done, and undertake no nego- 
tiad(H), nor make any truce or peace, without mutual 
confent. 

XVI . They ihall likewife confer about all matters with 
that confederate who happens not to be engaged in war, 
and fliall alfo comprehend him in the future treaty of 
peace ; and, in the mean time, they fliall confer with him, 
in what manner the fuccours lent may be made mod ef* 
fednal. 

XVII. Itfhall be lawful for other kings, princes, aiid 
ftates, to accede to the prefent treaty, asi far as their ac- 
ceiEon may, by the joint opinion of the cor^derates^ be 
thought conducive to promote, and afiert the public tran* 
quility. 

XVI II. This league fliall continue 1,8 years, and the ra-> 
tiiications fliall be exchanged at the Hague in two or three 
months, orfooncr, ifpofiible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the plenipotentiaries abovenamed, 
have iigned and fealed the prefent treaty, of which fix in- 
ftruments are drawn, viz, I Nicholas, free baron de Lit* 
lienroot, for the king of Sweden, at the Hague, January

FOtafin,ti(ih $s there is i difeAfive league concldtfed thfs 
day, betwcfen His fected royil majefty of Sweden, hU 
Ikcred royal majefly of Great Britain, and the high an'd 
mighty lords the States General of the United Netfae^nds, 
and it has been thought, for the common intereft, to add 
certain articles to it, which Biall be of the fame validity, as 
if they were expreffed in the treaty itfclf. It is therefore 
agreed as follows : 

I. The confederates abovenientioned, fliall not only' de- 
fikid and maintain the peace and treaties mentioned in the 

' 6th and 7th articles of the principal league, but alfothe trea- 
* ty of peace concluded at Ryfwicke, the 20th of Septem- 
ber, 1607, between the kings of France and Spain. 

II. If the king of Great Britain, and the lords the 
States General, fhall be compelled to take up arms for the 
vindication or guaranty of the peace of RyfWicke, in that 
cafe the king of Sweden (hall be obliged, inftead of the 
6000 foldiers. mentioned in the 8th article of the principal 

. treaty, to farniltf them with to,ooo (bldiets, well tlothed 
' and armed, together with the neceffary field-pieces ; and 
the king of Great Britain, or the lords the States General, 
• fliall pay nothing for muttering and tranfmitting theiji ; but 
the confederate who fcall require thbfe auxiliary forces, 
** fhill maintain them, and pay them their wages, ftom the 
' very tifne that they fet out from their pofts in Ptoftcfrania 
' and Bremen, according to the accuftomed rule and me- 
thod in the pay of the forces of the lords the State* G6ne- 
\ ral ; and it (hall be^free for thofe forces, at all times, to 
be recruited in the kingdoms and countries (Ubjcft to his 
facred royal majefty of Sweden. 

III. Neither of the confederates -fhall be obliged to fetid 
the promifed fuccours to Italy, Spain, or other places of 
the fame , or greater diftance ; and if the confederate who 
calls for ^fuccours has need of them there, he fhall fend 
for them elfewhere ; but, in the mean time, he nihy make 
ufe of the faid auxiliary forces in his ovm or neighbouring 
countries, as well to divert the enemy, as to defend him- 
felf and his confederates. 

IV» Forafmuch alfo, as the tranquility of the North is 
what the confederate powers ^bovementioned have very 

much 
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much at heai;! ; and whereas for that end thejF have each 
of them feverally conftituted themfelves , heretofore as fu - 
reties and guarantees of thel treaty concluded at Altena, 
between the king of Denmark and the duke of Holftein 
Gottorp ; and fince they are of opinion that the (aid tran- 
quility of the North depends very much pn the obferva- 
tion of this treaty, they have therefore thought nt to bind 
one another again by this fame treaty, to be fureties and 
guarantees of the faid treaty of Altena ; and this furetiQiip 
and guaranty ihall, for the prefent, take place againft any 
attack and violence whatfoever : and as for the controver- 
fy between the king of Denmark and the duke of Holftein * 
Gottorp, it fhall be referred to the negotiation at Pinnen- 
berg, there to be decided as foon as poffible. 

Vi The Emperor and the king of Spain mayi If they^ 
think fit, accede to this treaty, as they are ppwers-to whom 
the proteftion oj guaranty of the peace of Ryrwicke chief- 
ly appertains ; and terms of agreement fhall oe mad^ with 
them. 

VI. The king of Great Britain, and t^ lords the States 
General, engage, that they will ufe tlieir utmoft endeavours 
with the king of Spain, to pay the king of Sweden what is 
become due fox the Swedilh f hips imjuftly taken, in the late 
war, by the fubjeQs pf the king of Spain. 

In witnefs whereof,, we the underwritten ambafladors qX" 
traca:(^nary, and plenipotentiaries of the kings of Sweden 
and Great Britain', and the deputies of the lords the States 
General of the y nited Netherlands, mentioned in the prin- 
cipal treaty, have, figned and fealed thefe feparate articles, 
or which -fix inftruraents are drawn, viz.

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The treaty between the Moji Chrifiian Kingy the King of 
Great Britain, and the States General ojtiie United Pro^ 
vinces, Jw fettling the Juccejion of the crown of S^Km^ 
&c. in cafe his Cathdlick MaJ£jty die without ijfue ; comA 
manly called the Second Trcgity of Fzxtition y and vcca^ 
Jioned by the death of the EleSor of Bavaria. 

I. ^ I ^HE peace re-eftabliflied by the treaty of Refwicke, 
JL between his Mod Chriftian Majefty, his Britan-* 
nick Majefty, and the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Low Countries, their heirs and 
fucceiibrs, their kingdoms, dates and fubje£b, fhall be 
firm and conftant ; and their majefties, and the faid lords 
the States General of the United Provinces of the Low 
Countries, Ihall reciprocally do what they can to contri- 
bute to the advantage and profit one of tb^ other. 

IL As the principal objeft which his faid Moft Chri-^ 
ftian Majefty, his faid Majefty of Great Britain, and the 
faid States General propofe to themfelvOi, is, that of main- 
taining the general tranquility of Europe ; they could not 
without forrow underftand, that the ftate of the king of 
Spain's health hath for fome time been fo languifliing, 4bat* 
the life of the faid prince is much feared : though they can- 
not think upon this event without trouble, becaufe of the 
fincer^ and true love they have for him, they have n^ever- 
thelefs thought it the more neceffary to confider it, becaufe 
his Catholick Majefty having no children, the bufincfs of 
the fucceflion will mfallibly raife a new war, if the Moft 
Ghriftian King fliould maintain his own pretenfions, thole, 
of MoDfeigneur the Dauphin, or of his fucceflbrs, to the 
whole fucceflion of Spain ; and if the En^eror fliould al(<> 
make good his pretenfions, thofeof'the king of the Ro- 
mans, of the archduke his fecond fon, or of his dther chil- 
dren, inalesor females, unto the faid fuqceflion. 
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IIL And as the two I^^g^ ^fn^ tijfi t^r^j;^ 47f States Ge* 
neral delire, above all thi^gs^ thc^^coinfi^ry^Mpnofthe pub* 
lick peace, and to prevent a, ^lew war in, Europe, by ac- 
commodating the difpul^s ^nd 4ifteFeiK:e5, wbiph might a- 
rife upon the fubje£l 9f die feji^it fi|cce(§,o^, ox by the um-» 
brage of three eftates reunited under one and the fameprince, 
ihey have thought good to take, beforehand, neceflary mea-

to mAtom Aey will, they fliall be divided between France 
mnA Spain, iit fach ibrt as dtere ifaali rehiain as much of 
the laid mountains and pafles to France on her fide, a^ 
fliall remain to Spain on hers ; the whole, with the foxtifi- 
cstioiis, ammunition of war, powder, ball, cannon, gal- 
lics, galley-flaves, which fhall be found belonging to the 
Icing of Spain, at the th^e of his deceafe without inue, and 
to be annexed to the kingdoms, places, iflands and pro- 
rince'fe, -which are to compofe the fhare of Monfeigrieur 
flie I>atiphiii: provided that the gallies, galley-flaves, and 
the effoas beloTTging to the king of Spain for the^ kingdom 
of Spain, and other dominions which fall to the Ihare of 
Ae moft ferene archduke, fhall remain to him ; ihok 
"WKidi bdong to the kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, bein^ 
lo return to Monfeigneur the Dauphin, fo as abovefaid. 

Further, the dominions of the duke ,of Lorrain, that i? 
to fay, the dutchies of Lorrain and Bar, fo as Charles IV. 
of tliat name poffeffed them, and as (hey were reftoredby 
tfee treaty of Refwicke, fliall be yielded and transferred to 
Moiifergneur the Dauphin, his heirs and fucceffors males, 
or, Ac. in property and full pofleffion, in lieu of the dutchy 
of Milan, which mall be quitted and exchanged to the faid 
<krke of Lorrain, his male children, or, &c. in all proper- 
ty and foil poffeffioti ; who win not refufe fo advantageous 
a bargain, it being underflood that the country of BitfcTi 
belongs to Monfieur the prince of Vaudemont, who fliaU 
enter rrito pofleffion of the lands which he heretofore en- 
joyexJ, which have teen, or ought to have been, reftored 
accorcBng to the treaty of Re^icke : on the account of 
^ich faid kingdoms, iflands, provinces, and places, the 
laid Moft Chriftian King, as wc?H in his own as in the name 
of Monfeigneur the Dauphin, his male children, or, &c. 
•who feadi alfo given his full power to the Count de Taflard, 
and'to the Count de Briord, promifing and engaging them- 
■felves to renounce at the opening of the faid fucceffion oF 
Spam, as in this cafe they have at this time renounced by 
lihefe prefents, all their rights and pretenfions to the faid 
ciowfi of Spain^ and to all the other kingdoms, iflands, 
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dates, lands, and places, which at this time depend there-^ 
4upon, except what is above excepted for his part* All 
which they fhall confirm by folemn a6is, in the moll au- 
thentick and beft form as may be ; which fhall be deliver- 
ed at the time of the exchange of the ratification of this 
prcfent treaty, to the king of Great Britain and the States 
General. 

V. All the towns, places and ports, fituate in the king- 
doms and provinces which are to compofe the Ihare of 
Monfeigneur the Dauphin, fhall be preferved without be- 
ing demolifhed. 

VL The faid crown pf Spain, and the other kingdoms, 
iflands^ ftates, lands and places, which the Catholick King 
at this time pofTeffes, as well within as without Europe, fhall 
be given to the mofl ferene archduke Charles, fecond fon 
to the Emperor, except what has been given in the fourth . 
artick for the fhare of th^ Dauphin, and of the dutchy of 
Milan, according to the faid fourth article, in full propri- 
ety and poffeffion, as his part, excluding all his other pre- 
tenfions to the faid fucceffion of Spain ; to» enjoy the fame 
for himfelf and fucceCTors, born or to be horn, for ever, 
without being' ever molefled, under aiiy pretext whatfo- 
ever, of rights or pretenfions, diredly or indireSly, by 
cefEon, appeal, revolt, or otherwife, on the part of the 
Moft Chriflian King, or Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or his 
children male, or, &c. For which laid crown of Spain, 
and other kingdoms, iflands, and places thereupon de- 
pending, the Emperor, as well in his own name as in that 
of the king of the Romans, and the archduke Charles his 
fecond fon, the archdutcheflfes his daughters^ his children 
male, or, &c. as alfo the king of the Romans for himfelf, 
and the moft ferene archduke Charles, as fopn as he fhall 
be of age, for himfelf, their children, &c. fhall be fatisfied 
that the moft ferene archduke Ctiarles, fhall have in lieu 
of all their pretenfions upon the crown of Spain, the faid 
ceffion abovefaid. And the faid Emperor, as well in his 
own name as in that of the king of the Romans, the moft 
.ferene archduke Charles his fecond fon, the archdutchef- 
fes his daughters, his children male, or, '&c. or their iffue ; 
as alfo the faid king of the Romans, in his own name fhall 
renounce, when they fhall enter into, and ratify this pte^ 
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fent treaty ; and the moft ferene archduke Charles, as foon 
as he /hall be of age, all other rights and pretenfions to the 
faid kingdoms, iflands, dates, lands and places, which com* 
pofe the fhare or portion affigned to Monfeigneur the 
Dauphin, and of him who fliall have the dutchy of Milan 
by exchange of what Ihall be given to Monfeigneur the 
Dauphin : of all which they ihall caufe the moft iblenyi 
and authentick afts to be made that may be ; that is to fay, 
the Emperor and die king of the Romans, when they ihall 
ratify this prefent treaty, and the moft ferene archduke as 
foon as he ihall come of age ; which ihall be delivered to 
his Britannick Majefty, and the iaid States General. 

VII. Immediately after the exchange and ratification 
6f this prefent treaty ,,it ihall be communicated to the Em- 
peror, who ihall be invited to enter thereinto. But if after 
three months time, from the day of the faid communica- 
tion and the faid invitation, or the day that his CathoHck 
Majefty ihall die, (if it happen before the expiration of the 
faid three months) his Imperial Majefty, and the king of 
the Romans, ihould refufe to enter thereinto, and to agree 
to the ihare aiBgncd to the moft ferene archdukq Charles, 
the two kings, or their fucceifors, and the States General, 
ihall agree upon a prince to whom that part ihall be given : 
and in caie, notwithftanding the prefent convention, the 
moft ferene Archduke IhaJl take poiTeflion, either of 
the part which might fall to him,* before he has accepted 
the prefent treaty, or of that part; which might be aflSgned 
to Monfeigneur the Dauphin, or to him who ftiall have the 
dutchy of Milan in exchange, as abovefaid ; the faid two 
kings, and the States General, by virtue of this conven* 
tion, ihall hinder him with all their forces. 

VIII. The moft ferene Archduke (hall not pais into 
Spain, nor into the dutchy of Milan, during the life of 
his CathoHck Majefty, but with common confent, and not 
otherwife. 

IX. If the moft ferene Archduke ihould die without 
children, either before or after the death of the CathoHck 
King, the ihare which is hereby affigned to him by the ar- 
ticles of this treaty, ihall come to fuch male child of 
the £mperor, or, &c. except the king of the Romans, or 
fq9b ghildren, males, or, &c. ofthekingof the Romans, 
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ln^ieh his Imperial Majedy ihall think fit to affign it to^ 
And in cafe his faid Imperial Majefty ihould die withoi^ 
having made the abovefaid affignment, it may be doae by^ 
the kmg of the Romans ; but on condition that the ikia 
part fliall never be united, nor belong to the perfon of hira 
^ho Ibali be Emperor^ or king of the Romans, or is be-- 
come one or the other, be it by fucceffipn, uilU contrad 
• of marriage, donation, exchange, ceflion, appeal, revolt, 
or otherwavs. And in like manner the (aid (hare of the 
ierene Aichduke, fliall never come, or belong to, theper^ 
(on of a prince that fliall be king or Dauphin of France, or 
that is become one or the odicr, be it by fucceflion, wi|l* 
contra^ of marriage, donation, orotherwife. 

X* The kins of Spain dving widiout children^ and the 
abovefaid cafe happening, the two kings and the States Ge- 
neral do oblige themfelves to leave the whole fuccefficxi in 
the fame date as it fliall then be, without feizinff the whole 
or any part, direfitly or indire8Jy ; but each prince imme« 
diately may put himfelf in poifeinqn of what is aiTignedhtm 
as his fiiare, as foon as he lias fulfilled, on his part, the 
fourth and fixth preceding articles : and in cafe of difficul- 
ty, the two kingis and the States General fliall do their ut- 
mofl: endeavours, to the end that each one fliall be put in 
pofleflion of his part, according to this agreement ; and 
that it may have its entire effeft, engage themfelves to give, 
by fea and land, ilich help and afliftance of men and fliips, 
as fliall be neceflary to conftrain, by force, luch who fliall 
oppofe the faid execution. 

Xt. If the abovefaid kings and States General, or either 
of them, be attacked becaufe of this convention, or of the 
execution that fliall be thereof made, they fliall mutuallj 
affift one another with all their forces^ and render them- 
i£blvefi guarantees of the abovefaid conventions, and of the 
renunciations made thereupon* 

Xn. All kings, princes and fl:ates, that will enter into 
the fame, fhall be admitted iBto the prefent treaty : and it 
ihall be lawful to the two kings and States General, and to 
each of them in particular, to require and invite all that 
they fliall think fit to enter into this prefent treaty, and to 
be Jointly guarantees for the execution thereof, and of tbp 
validity i)f the renunciatioBs herein contained.

The fccond grand allianct, or the treaty concluded between 
the. Emperor^ the iTm^ o/* Great Britain^ and the States 
General, September 7* 1701.

WHereas Charles the Second, king of Spain, of moft 
glorious memory, being not long fince dead with- 
out iflue, his facred Imperial Majefty has claimed the fuc- 
cellion in the kingdoms and provinces of the deceafed king, 
as lawfully belonging to his auguft family ; but the moft 
Chriftian King, aiming at the fame fucceffion for his 
grandfon the duke of 4^njou, and pretending a right did 
accrue to him by a certain will pf the deceafed king, has 
ufiirped the poffeffion of the entire inheritance, or Spanilh 
monarchy, for the aforefaid duke of Anjou, and invaded 
by his arms the provinces of the Spaniih Low Countries, 
and the Dutchy of Miian ; has a fleet ready fitted in the 
port of Cadiz, has fent feveral (hips of war to the Spanifh 
Wefl Indies ; and by this and many other ways the king- 
doms of France and Spain are fo clofely united and ce* 
mented, that they may feep henceforward not to be other- 
wife confidered, than as one and the fame kingdom: fo that 
it fufficiently appears, unlefs timely care be takenj that his 
Imperial Majefly will be deflitute of all hopes of ever re-t 
ceiyitig fatisfaQion in his pretention, the facred Roman. 

Empire 
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£mpite will lofe its rights in the fiefs belonging to it in It^ljr 
and the Spanifh Netherlands ; the free intercourfe of navit 
gation and commerce which the Englifh and Dutch have in 
the Mediterranean, the Indies, and other places, will be 
utterly deftroyed ; and the United Provinces will be de- 
prived of the fecurity, which they enjoyed by the provin- 
ces of the Spanifh Netherlands lying oetween them and 
the French, which is commonly called a barrier. Lafily, 
that the French and Spaniards, being thus united, will 
within a fhort time become fo formidable to all, that they 
may cafily afTume to themfelves the dominion over all Eu- 
rope . And therefore, by this way of proceeding of the moft 
Chriflian King, his Imperial Majefly was brought under a 
neceflfity of fending an army, for the prefervation as well 
. of his own private interefls, as the fiefs of the Empire; the 
king of Great Britain has thought it requifite to fend his for- 
ces to the affiftance of the States General, whofe affairs are 
in the fame condition as if they were a&ually invaded ; and 
the faid States, whofe frontiers lie in a manner expofed on 
all fides, by the breaking and taking away of that fence, 
commonly called a barrier, which fkreened them from the 
neighbourhood of the French, are forced to do all thofe 
things for the fafety and defence of their commonwealth^ 
which they fhould and could do if they were in a war : and 
whereas fo dubious a poflure of their affairs is more dan- 
gerous than a war itfelf, and that France and Spain take bA^ 
vantage of this flate of their affairs, to make a flrongerand, 
firmer union between themfelves, for oppreffing the liber- 
ty of Europe, and taking tway the freedom of comiperce*. 
Thefe. reafbns inducing his Sacred Imperial Majefly, his 
Sacred Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General of the United Provinces, 
to obviate fo great evils as might arife from thence ; and 
defiring, as much as lies in their power, to apply remedies 
thereto, have thought a ftrid conjunftion and alliance be- 
tween themfelves, neceffary for repelling the greatnefs of 
the common danger; and to this end have agreed to the 
following aijides of alliance. 

I. There fhall be and continue, between his Sacred Im- 
perial Majefly, his Sacred Royal Majefly of Great Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States General of the United Pro-, 

vinces 
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Ttwces, a ^oftfhmt, *pcrp«ttrf, and itivtoJatte ftfenilft^ 
and t:oTrc}poiTdcnce : and either party fhaft ht <Aftgfed t^ 
jjfonwyte the advantages of ihfs other, aiHl pl^vetit Si inp- 
• conveniencks ^nd damages that might happen tt> thtfla, dSr 
&r as lies in their power.^ 

n. His Sacred ImpefiaJ Majcfty, his SaCred Royal Mav 
jrfly of Great Britain, and the States General, defiring no- 
diing more eameftly rfian the peace and general quiet of ail 
fioFope, liavc judged Aat nothing can be more efle6hial 
fcr the eftaMifhment thereof, than the procuring an ^xiui- 
idWeandTeafonablefatisfkaiontohis Imperial Majefty,fbr 
Ins prctenfion to the Spanilh fucceflion ; and that the king 
rf Great Britain, and the States General, may obtain a. 
particular and fufEcicnt fecurity for their kingdoms, pro* 
▼tnces and dominions, and for the navigation and com- 
merce of their fubjeds. 

IIL TTic confederates thereforeihall, in the firft place, 
ttfe their utmoft endeavours to obtain by amicable mean^, 
atnd a folid and firm agreement, an equitaole and realbnable 
£itisfa3ion for his Imperial Majefty, on account of the 
arforeiaid fucceffion, and the fecurity beforementioned to 
his Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces; and the confed^ 
rates (hall, to that purpofe, employ two months rime with 
alleameftnefs, and without intermiffion, to be reckoned 
from the day that the inftmments of ratification Ihall he 
exchanged. 

IV. But if, contrary to their expeSations and wrfhc^, 
matters cannot be tranfaSed in the manner aforefaid, withitt 
the rime Kmited, the confederates do engage and prcMHife 
to one another, that they will aflift each other with aH their 
ferces, according to a fpecification to be agreed upon in a 
peculiar convention t6 that purpofe, that fo they may attain 
the fatisfeftion and ftcurity before mentioned. 

V. The confederates, in order to the procuring the fit* 
risfaftion and fecurity afofefetd, IhaH, amongft other things, 
nfe their utmofl endeavours to recover the provinces of 
the Spanifh Low Countries, that they may be a fence and 
rampart, commonly called a barrier^ feparating and dif- 
tancing France from the United Provinces, for the fecurity 
eif the States General, as dtey have ferve^ ixt 9H thnes m- 
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tUoflate, that the Moft Chriftian King hat feised themlf 
Iu3 forces ; as likewife Uie dutchy of Milan, with iu depcan 
4encies^ at ^fief of the Empire, and contrihufci]^ to the 
C^curity of his Imperial Majefty's hereditary coontrieti 
faefides the kingdoms of Naples and &cily, and the lamds 
and iilauds upon the coafts of Tufcany, in the Meditem* 
nean, that belong to the Spanift dominion9,^nd nmy fenre 
to the fame purpofc^ and will alfo be of advantage to the 
navigation and commerce of the fiibje&s of the king cf 
Great Britain, and of the United Proviocea. 

VI. It ihall be lawful for his Royal Majefty of Great 
Briuin, and the Lords the States General, by common 
advice, and for the benefit and enlargement of the naviga* 
tion and commerce of their fubjefb, to feize by thdr foiw 
ces what lands and cities they can, belonging to the Spanifii 
dominions in the Indies ; and whatfoever they (hall So take; 
fliall be their own. 

VII. In cafe the confederates, neceCBty requiring il»fliaU 
be Cbrced to enter into a war, for obtainmg the iatisfaOion 
aforefaid for his Imperial Majefty, and tl^ fecurity of Ua 
Majefty of Great Britain and tlW States General* thqr 
ihall faithfully ccMnnmunicate their defigns to one another^ 
as well in relation to the a£iions of the war, aa all other 
filings, where the common caufe is concerned. 

VIIL It (hall not be permitted to either parly, when 
the war is once begun, to tre^t of peaice with the enemy, 
unlefs jointly, and \yith the common advices of the other 
parties ; and no peace ihall be made, unlejfs an equitable 
and reafonable fatisfa£lion for his Imperial Majefty, and 
the particular fecurity of the kingdoms, provinces, doai** 
nions, navigations and commerce, for his Majefty of Great 
Britain, and the States General, be firft obtained ; and un« 
leis care be taken by fitting fecurity, thai the kingdoms of 
France and Spain mall never come and be united under 
the. fame government; nor that one and the iame per Jbn 
(hall be king of both kingdoms; and particularly tluit the 
French ihall never get into the poifelTion of the Spaniih 
Indies, neither ihall they be permitted to fail tfakher on the 
accouf)U>f tr^ffick, diredly or indirefUy, on any pretence 
whatfoeveir : and laftly, unleis full liberty be granted unto 
|he iubje^ of the kin^ of Grtsd firitaia and the States Ge^ 

neral^ 
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MUf; to cxcrcife and enjoy all the fame privileges, rig&fs, 
namantties and franchifes, of commerce by Tea and land, 
m Spain, the Mediterranean, and all lands and places 
^ich the king of Spain laft deceafed did poffefs at the time 
of his death, as weU in Europe as elfewhere, which they 
ufed and enjoyed, or which the fubje6b of both, or either 
irf^ them, by any right acquired by treaties, agreements, 
cnftoms^ or any other way whatfoever, might have ufed 
and enjoyc4 before the death of the late king of Spain. 

IX, At the fame time that the faid agreement or peace 
ftall be made; the confederates (hall agree amongft them- 
felves, about all the things that they ftiall think neceffary 
for maimaining the navigation and commerce of the fuh- 
jcfls of his raajefty of Great Britain and the States Gene- 
ral, in the lands and dominions they may acquire, and that 
were poffcffed by the late deceafed king of Spain, and alfb 
in what manner the States General may be fecured by the 
sfbrefaid fence or barrier, 

X, And becaufe controverfies may arife on account of 
rdigion, in the places which the confederates, as it is hoped, 
may acquire by their arms, they (hall agree among them- 
fehres, concerning* the exercife of it at the fame time, as is 
mentioned in the foregoing article. 

XL The confederates {hall be obliged to affift and fuc-i 
courone another, with all their forces, againft any aggreP- 
for, if the Moft Chriftian King, or anyone elfe, fhall dhink 
fit to invade any one of the confederates, on the account 
of this aUiance. 

XI L But if an agreement ctn now be made, concerning 
the (atisia£tion and feciirity fo often mentioned, or if after 
a war entered into by neceffity, peace fhall be again re- 
ftored, there fhall, after fuch an agreement, or peace con- 
cluded, be, and always continue between the contracting 
parties, a defenfive alliance for the maintenance of the faid 
agreement or peace. 

XIII. All kings, princes and flates, that pleafe to have 
a concern for the general peace, fhall be admitted into the 
ibciety of this aHiance; but becaufe it is the peculiar inte- 
reft of the Sacred Roman Empire, that the publick quiet 
fiioold be preferved, and the recovery of the fiefs of the 
Empire, being among othet* diings the fubjeft now in band; 

the 
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^he faid Empire ihall in a fpecial manner be invited into dbe 
fociety of this alliance. It fhall moreover be iawful for the 
c6nfederaiQs, jointly, or any of them feparatdy, to define 
whomfoever they ihall think fit to be an.acceflary to diit

XIV. This treaty fliall be ratified by all the €Os&^ 
derates within, the fpace of fix.weeks, or foaner) if it may

After the chaiiige 
of affairs in Europe, by the death of the late Catlio* 
lick King, bis majefty the king of Great Britain,, tod their 
High Mightinefles the Stated 1 General of the United Pto- 
vinces of the Netherlands, on the one part^:and.hisnniL« 
jefty the king of Denmark on; the other, have mature^ 
confidered, that for the fecurity of their kingdoms and pro- 
vitices, it would be of great ufe to reftore their ancieoft 
amity and confidence, in fuch manner that there ^ni^ts^ii^ 
a .perfe£l union of. interefts and concord, and ah entiir 
confidence eftablilbed between them,, with regard to all af- 
fairs that might happen in Europe, and that they jQaould 
enter into ftriO; engagemej!kts to one another, and thai for 
this purpofe they Ihould agree on a defenfivei.alliaiice:'

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VI II. His tnajefty the king of Great Britain alfb pro- 
mifes in. particular, to pay to his majefty the king of Den-« 
mark what remains due to him, by virtue of the conven- 
tionrin 1689, as well fqr the transportation of 7000 men 
to Ireland, as with regard to what ftill remains due to the 
(aid troops out of their pay, in cafe it appear by infpedJng 
the accounts, that the whole has not been paid ; and the 
fame fhall be caft up in a year after the ratification of this 
treaty, and the payment afterwards be made, without delay, 
in the city of Hamburg. 

IX. And in order to remove every obftruftion out of 
the way, his majefty the king of Denmark is willing tQ re- 
cede from all demands, which he may have upon their 
High Mightineffes, on condition that their High Mightinef* 
ks oblige themfelves to pay thofe fums for his majefty, 
which are demanded of him by the province of Holland, 
and the city of Amfterdam, and to reftore to his laid 
majefty, the bonds which his late majefty king Frede- 
rick II I. of glorious memory, gave to the faid province 
and city. 

- X, His majefty the king of Denmark promifes to Ijbnd 
to the affiftance of his majefty the king of Great Britain, 
and their High Mightineffes, as foon as the prefent treaty 
is figned, 3000 horfe, 1000 dragoons, and 8000 foot, of 
the kingdom of Denmark, and the country of Holftein ; 
which troops fiidll be duly mounted and armed, and fur- 
niflied with their ofiicers and generals. The faid troops 
Ihall. take an oath of fidelity to his majefty the king of 
Great Britain, and their High Mightineffes, in the fenie ^ 
manner as the 7000 men of the Danifti troops did former-' -^ 
ly to his majefty the king of Great Britain, when they en- 
tered into his fervice. The difpofal of vacant commiflions^ 
and the adminiftration of juftice, fliall be upon the fame 
foot as they were, with regard to the faid 7000 men. His 
majefty the king of Great Britain, and their High Mighti- 
neffes, fliall pay for the raifirtgof the faid troops, 80 crowns - 
for every trooper, 60 for every dragoon, and 30 crowas 
for every foot foldier : one half of this money fliall be paid 
as foon as the faid forces are aftually on their march to- 
wards their High Mightineffes frontiers, and the other half 
when they are all arrived there. The pay and maintenance 
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of thofe troops, fhail be on the fame foot as that of the 
other troops of their High Mightineffes, and the money 
&all be advanced to the Danifh CommifTaries, for them to 
diftribute it» without any difcount or deduflion ; and the 
pay (hall commence from the day that the faid troops be- 
gin their march tows^rds the frontiers. And if it fhould be 
thought proper to tranfport the troops that are to come 
from Denmark and Holftein, either in whole or in part, by 
fea, towards the countries in the dominion of the States, 
the laid tranfportation fhall be at the expence of his majef- 
%y the king of Great Britain, and their High Mightineffes; 
and in cafe of neceflity, they (hall be permitted to make 
ufe of the (hips of his majefty the king of Denmark, or 
thofe of his fubjefls, to facilitate and haften the faid trans- 
portation. His majefty the king of Great Britain, and 
their High MightineCTes, may keep the faid troops in their 
fervice, as long as they think fit ; and when they are for 
fending them home, they (hall let* his majefty the king of 
Denmark know it three months beforehand. Mean time, 
if any rupture or war happen, the faid troops fliall, never- 
thelefs, continue in the fervice of his majefty the king of 
Great Britain, and their High Mightine(res, as long as the 
v^ar lafts, unlefs his majefty the king of Denmark (hould 
be attacked in his own kingdoms and dominions, for hav- 
ing furniflied the faid troops ; in which cafe his majefty the 
king of Denmark referves to himfelf the right and power of 
recalling them, as foon as he thinks necelTary. 

XI. In cafe that one or more regiments or companies 
of the faid troops have the misfortune to be ruined, his 
majefty the king of Great Britain, and their High Migh- 
tinelTes, promife to pay, without lofs of time, to the colo- 
nels or captains of the regiments or companies ruined, the 
neceCTary fums to recruit and replace them on the fame foot 
as before. And at the end of the campaign, the fame fums 
for recruits fhall be paid to the Danifli officers, as are 
paid to the other officers of their High Mightineffes; to 
the end that the faid troops may be always kept up in a 
good condition, to be fent home in due time, in as good 
order as they came. 

Xn. In like manner his majefty the king of Great Bri- 
tain, and their High Mightineffes promife, that if his ma-

jttfy the king of Denniark b^e attlck^d, br difturbed in the 
pofleffiort of his kingdoms, provincfes, territories, toUs^ 
navigation, commerce, or other rights, they will fpeedily 
fend back the faid troops, and give them a month's pay, 
to bear their charges home ; which month's pay fliall be 
advanced likewife, when the faid troops are feht home af- 
ter the conclufion of a p^ace. And befides, they will fend 
to his majefty the king of Denmark, the fuccours both by 
land and fea, which are ftipulated in the fecret articles of 
the treafy of 1690, which fuccours they will mainttih, 
during the war, at their own expence ; only the king of 
Denmark fliali be obliged to furnifh them with bread and 
forage. 

XIII. And tor rendering this alliance an^ union Ml 
more perfeft, and to leave the parties no manner of doubt 
as to the certainty of the fuccours, which they may expeft 
from one another in the manner agreed to as above, it is 
expfeftly contrafted, that in order to form a judgitieht 
hereafter, in what cafe this alliance exifts or not, if any 
one of the parties be aftually attacked by force of atms, 
though it has not made ufe of any force yet agaiiift thfe 
aggrdflbr, tfiat Ihall be fufficient to determine the cafe. 
But this article fhall only be applicable to occafions that 
may happen hereafter. , And for the prefent, the fupply 
of i'2ooo men fliall march towards their High Mightinefles 
frontiers, as foon as the treaty is figned, according 
to the loth article. 

« 

XIV. And to the end that no broil may happen hereaf- 
ter between his majefty the king of Denmark, and theit 
High Mightineffes, on the account of commerce, it is now 
agreed, that the projeQ: of the treaty of commerce and toll 
of the year 1692, upon which a negotiation was entered 

,into, firft at Copenhagen, and afterwards at the Hague,^ 
' fhall be reaflumed, adjufted, concluded and figned, at the 
fame time as this. 

XV. This alliance Ihall fubfift for the fpace of ten 
years, computing from the day of figning this treaty ; and 
the alliances of 1690 and i6g6, which afe renewed by this 
treaty, Ihall alfo continue ten years. 

XVI. The Emperor (hall be invited to enter into this 
alliance; and if the king of Pruffia, the houfe of Lunen- 
burg, 
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btttg, or that of Hcffe Caffel, defke to be included in it, 
the high allies Biall be at their liberty to confent to it, when 
they are agreed among one another, on the ccHiditions 
upon which the faid powers may be received into it. 

XVII. For the fuller explanation of all the claufes of 
this prefent treaty, relating to the fiuns for railing, main* 
taining, tranfporting, marching, recruiting, and fending 
back the troops mentioned in the loth article, it is exprefsly 
ftipulated, that his liiajefiy the king of Great Britain ihali 
pay all thoie charges wheD the faid troops are in his fervice^ 
and that the States General fliall ^ay them when they are 
in the fervice of their High Mightineflcs, 

XVIIL The ratifi-cations of this prefent treaty fliall be 
exchanged at Copenhagen, in fix weeks from the day of 
iigning it, on the part of his majefty the king of Great 
Britain, and in four weeks on the part of the States 
General. 

In witnefe whereof we have figned this treaty, and there* 
unto affixed the feals of our arms.

Treaty ef alliance, offtnjtsoe arid defenfivc^ bctmeen Leopold 
Emptror cf the Romans, Anne Queen of England, and 
the States General of the United N etherlands, on the one 
part^ and Peter II. King 0/^ Portugal, on the 'Other part ; 
for afferting the liberty ofS^dxn^for averting the common 
danger xf aU Eur<q)e, and for defending the right of the 
mofl augyfi houfe <f Auftria, to the Spanilh monarchy. 
At Lifban, May 16, 1703. Together with feparate arti'- 
cles made and confirmed the fame day. 

WHEREAS the moft ferene and moft potent prince 
Leopold, emperor of the Romans, and the moft 
ferene and moft potent prince William III. late king of 
Great Britain, and alfo the High and mighty lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, of the Nether- 
lands, emered into an alliance which was Concluded at the 
Hague, the 7th of September, 1701, which, after the 
death of the &id king, the moft ferene and moft potem 
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princefs Anne, queen ei Great Britain, clieaarfuUjr under- 
took to obferve ; and whereas they invited the moft ferene 
and moft potent Peter IL king oi Portugal, that he would 
be pleafed to accede to the faid alliance ; and his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal, being not only prevailed on by 
fo friendly an invitation of the princes the confederates, 
but alfo confidering that the moft chriftian king Lewis XIV. 
fince the late alliance concluded betwixt himfelf and his 
grandfon, the moft ferene the Dauphin's fecond fon, and 
his Portuguefe majefty, made it evidently appear, both by- 
tokens and fafls, that his fole defign was to opprefs. the li- 
berty of the Spaniards by a French government, and to 
annex the kingdoms and dominions of Spain, as fo many 
provinces to the kingdom of France, which would not only 
be very prejudicial and pernicious to the tnterefts of Por- 
tugal, but alfo to all the other kingdoms and nations of Eu- 
rope; he has thought itmoftjuftand advifable, to ufe his 
utmoft endeavour to avert the commqn danger, to free 
not only the Spaniards from the yoke of tyranny, bm 
their neighbouring and kindred^ nation the Portuguefe, 
who are derived from the fame original ; efpecially fince it 
were to be feared, that the prefent age and pofterity would 
have blamed a king who is a Spaniard by birth and origin, 
(for the Portuguefe are included in the denomination of 
Spaniards) if he fliould fbrfake Spain, his native country, 
in the time of her greateft diftrefs, and refufe to ftretch out 
his friendly hand to Spain their common mother, which 
implored the affiftance of her children : therefore, fince 
nothing was decided concerning the right of fucceffion to 
Spain, by the treaties entered into between his lacred 
royal majefty of Portugal, and the moft Chriftian King and 
his grandfon, which, without prejudging that caufe/had 
nothing in view but the promoting the peace and tranqui« 
iity of Spain, and the reft of Europe, the laid moft fe- 
rene and moft potent king of Portugal, hath therefore 
thought fit to enter into a treaty with the laid moft ferene 
and. moft potent prince Leopold, emperor of the Ro- 
mans, to whom, by the death of Charles 11^^ without ifliie, 
the fucceffion to the dominions of Spain belongs, by right 
of birth and treaties ; and with his confederates in the fame 
caufe, viz. with the moft ferene and moft potent princeis 

Anne, 
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Aaae, queen of Great Britain, and the high and mighty 
lords the States General of the United Provinces of the 
Netherlands; to the end that, with their united counfels and 
forces, , they might make the ftrongeft provifion for. the 
Qommon fafeiy, the liberty of the Spaniards, and the law- 
ful right of fucceffion to the Spanifli monarchy. There- 
fore, in order to bring fuch treaty to a conclufion, his Sa- 
bred Imperial Majefty on the one part, hath given his full 
powers and commiffion to Charles Erneft, count Wald- 
fiein, his ambafTador in Portugal, and the mpft ferene and 
moft , potent princefs Anne, queen of Great Britain,xto 
Paul Methuen, £fq; her ambaflador in Portugal, and the 
high and mighty lords the States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands, to Francis Schonenberg : 
and on the other part, the king of Portugal to Don Nonio 
de Mello Alvares Pereira, his deareft coufin, &c. (o Don 
Emanuel Telles de Silva, marquis d'Alegrette, &c. and to 
Don Francis de Tavora Conde de Alvor, and to Don 
Roque Montegro Paim, and to Don Jofeph de Faria. 
Whifh (aid plenipotentiaries have agreed and confented to 
the following articles. 

L The three confederate powers abovementioned, to- 
gether with his facred royal majefty of Portugal, fliall 
unanimoufly endeavour, that the moft ferene archduke 
Charles, his Imperial majefty s fecond fon, may be put in- 
to the poffeflion of all Spain, as it waspofTeffed by the ca- 
tholic king Charles II. but with this provifo, that his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal Ihall not be obliged to carry on 
an offenfive war any where, except in Spain itfelf. 

II. For the carrying on of the faid offenfive war in 
Spaiiv, his facred royal majefty of Portugal fhall ,not be 
obliged to bring into the field, and maintain there, more 
than 12000 foot, and 3000 horfe, on his own part. 

III. Befides thefe, his facred royal majefty fhall levy 
13000 Portuguefe foldiers, that the forces may amount in 
all to 28000 men; of whom 5000 fliall be horfe, and 
23000 foot. 

IV. Ofthefe 13000 foldiers, viz. 11 000 foot, and 2000 
horfe, the faid 11000 foot foldiers fhall be armed with pro- 
per weapons, which the confederate powers fhall furnifh 
fox the purpofe, and 2000 arms over and above. 
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V. The confederate powers (hall be obliged to gH^ ^ 
million of patacoons to bis facred royal majefty of Portvi-' 
gal every year» as long as the war fhall continue, for the 
expence of the faid 13000 (bldiers, as well for their wage9 
as other charges which they fhall be liable to, as welt in 
quarters as in the field. 

VI. The pay of the faid million of patacoons fhall be 
fetded by equal payments through every month of the year, 
viz. that part which relates to the wages of the 13000 (bl- 
diers, (hall commence from the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations, in proportion to the number of foldiers already 
raifed, and to be raifed forthwith ; and as for that part of 
the million which is for the extraordinary expences of the 
army when brought out of quarters, the payment thereof 
fhall commence from the firft day that they march out. 
Provided neverthelefs, that two months pay be always ready 
at Lifbon, for the difcharge of the firft part of this million; 
and as for the payment of the fecond part, as ibon as the 
army is brought out of quarters, two months pay ihali 
be advanced beforehand, which fhall Hot be reckoned but 
in the two laft months of the year, 

VI L But if it happen that his facred royal majefty of 
Portugal do not raife the whole number of 13000 foldiers 
afoiefaid, fuch part of the wages fhall be deduded from 
the million of patacoons, as would be fufficient for the 
number of foldiers not muftered, 

VIII. Befides the faid million of patacoons which the 
confederate powers ought to furnifh every year, for the 
pay of the 13000 Portuguefe foldiers, as is premifed, they 
fhall likewife be obliged to furnifh 500000 patacoons for 
accoutring the army, and other things that fhall be necef^ 
fary this firft year; and they fhall deliver the faid fum of 
money at the time of the ratification of this treaty. 

IX. The confederate powers ftiall furnifh, and always 
have ready in this kingdom of Portugal, every year as 
long as the war fhall laft, 12000 foreign veteran fol- 
diers, viz. 10000 foot, 1000 light horfe, and 1000 dra- 
goons; which 12000 foldiers they fhall furnifh not only 
henceforwards at their own expence, as far as is neceffary, 
but fhall likewife arm and pay them their wages both in 
quarters and in the fields and fhall furnifh the foldiers with 

military 
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militaiy breads and the horfes with hay and barley; which 
iaid bread, hay and barley Ihall be afforded to them at 
the fame price as they have been ufually, and are aftually 
afibrd^d to his facred royal majefty of Portugal's own fol- 
diers : arid this fhall be taken care of by hfs general re? 
ceivers and officers. Provided neverthelefs, that his facred 
royal msyefty of Portugal fhall be at no manner of exi- 
pence for the faid foreign forces, befides providing hofpi- 
tals and carriages, and every thing thereto belonging. 

X. His facred royal J^fiajefty of Portugal fhall furnifh 
2000 horfes in Portugal, to be bought with the money of 
the corifederate powers, for mounting their cavalry^ a( 
the rate of 40000 rees a horfe for every private m^Hy and 
6oopo a horfe for the officers : and at the fame rate they 
Ihall be obliged to furnifh all other horfes which the con- 
federate powers fhall defirc, for augmenting their cavalry, 

XI. Together with the above-mentioned 12000 veteran 
foldiers, ten great brafs guns mounted on their ^arrjage^, 
and. cq^ipped with all the other furniture neceffary for the 
i|fe of an arpay, except the mules to dr^w theip, Ihall be 
brought into the field at the expence of the confederate 
powers, 

XII* And with the arras for the 11000 Portuguefe, part 
of the 13000 which his facred royal majefly of Portugal 
is to furnifh, there fhall be ten other brafs cannons from 
12 to 24 pounders mounted on their car riagi^s, which guns, 
together with the ^rnts for the 11000 Portuguefe, fhall be 
the property of his facred royal majefty of Portugal, fo 
that they fliall not be redemanded of him, nor any price 

required for them. 

XIIJ* The confederate powers fhall be immediately 
obliged to bring into the field at their own expence 4000 
quintals of giin-powder, each quintal amounting to 128 
pounds Portuguefe weight, for the ufe of the expedition of 
,tbjs firfl year; and they fhall alfo take care to buy and 
bring into the field every following year, as long as the 
war confinues, 4000 quintals m6re of gun powder, before 
the forces are brought: out of their quarters. 

XIV. The confederate powers fhall likewife fend im- 
n^ediately, together with thq foreign forces, two com- 
manders or general officers, who fhall have acquired the 
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charafler of lieutenant generals, of whom his majefty 
Ihall be informed beforehand; four ferjeant majors ta 
mutter the army ; four officers of horfe who fhall dis- 
charge the office of commiflaries ; two lieutenant generals 
of the ordnance, 12 engineers, 40 gunners, ^o workers 
in fire-works, 20 pioneers, all to be paid by the confe- 
derate powers, in the fame manner as they are obliged tq 
pay for the 1I2000 foreign foldiers. 

XV. All the foreign forces which the confederate powers 
are to fend to, and keep in Portugal, fhall not only be 
fubjeO: to his Portuguefe majefty 's command, but alfo to 
that of his governors, generals, and the officers who are 
fupcrior by their pofts. But for breach of commands and 
other wicked crimes, they fhall be pqnifhed by the mar- 
fhals or generals and auditor generals of the army, in the 
military way, as the Portuguefe themfelves are or fhall be 
punifbed; eQ)ecialIy for .thofe things which relate to the 
violation of religious concerns. 

XVI. The confederate powers fhall give all aid and 
affiftance to the king of Portugal's undertakers, in export*. 
ing from their lands all the gun-powder, arms, provifions, 
and all the other inflruments and materials for war, whc- 
ther by land or fea, which they fhall defire, at the fame 
prices as the feid confederate po\yers ufed to get them for 
their own ufe. 

Xyil. The maritime powers fhall be obliged to have 
and keep a fufficicnt number of men of war on the fea- 
coafts, and in the harbours of Portugal, to proteft the faid 
coafts and harbours, and the trade and merchant-fleets 
from hoftilities ^ fo that upon notice that the faid harbour* 
and fleets are likely to be attacked with a fuperior force, 
the faid confederate powers fhall be obliged before fiich 
cafe happens, to fend fuch a number of men of war to. 
Portugal as fhall be equal, and even fuperior to the fhips 
and forces of the enemy, who fhall form a defign to attack 
the faid harbours or fleets. And as fudden cafes may hap- 
pen upon the departure of the fhips of the faid confederate 
powers from the coaft and harbours of Portugal, the faid 
confederate powers fhall be obliged to let as many fhip^ 
remain in thofe feas or harbours, as his facred royal ma- 
jefty of Portugal fhall judge neceffary. 

XVIII. But 
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XVni. But if any powers make war upon the domi^ 
nions and territories of the Portuguefe beyond the feas; 
pr if his facred royal majefty of Portugal be informecl 
ihat the enemies have fuch a defign, the confederate powers 
(hall a£Pord fuch a number of men of w^ to his facred 
royal maji^fty of Portugal, as fliall be of equal, if not fa«> 
perior force, not only to repel the enemy's Ihips, but to 
hinder fuch war or defcent, as often as occafion ihall re^ 
quire. Bi^t if (l^e enemies have taken any town, or poP 
(e^d any place which they fortify in the faid provinces and 
territories beyond fea, tbofe aids (hall be continued till the 
iowns or places fo taken are intirely recovered. 

XIX. AH the auxiliary Ihips ihall be fubje£i to the com^ 
mand of his f»cred royal majefty of Portugal ; and when 
they go to the provinces and territories of the Portuguefe 
}>eyond fea, they fhall da thofe things which his facre4 
royal majefty's vjcerQvs ^nd governors fhall injoin them iq 
his^ name. 

XX, But when thefe auxiliary iOiips, of the two powers, 
happen in any cafe whatever to be joined with the Portu^ 
guefe ihips, the commander of the Portuguefe fquadron 
or fhips who has the right of carrying the flag, fhall give 
the fignals, and fummon a council of war, which fhall be 
Jield in the Portuguefe commodore's cabin : and from him 

' commands fhall be iffued for putting the deliberations of 
the council in execution ; which the captains of the auxir- 
liary Ihips fhall execute every one in his own fhip. . 

XXL Neither peace nor truce fhall be made but by 
the mutual confent of all the allies: Nor fhall etther be 
concluded at any time, whilft his moft chriftian majefty 's 
fecond grandfon by the dauphin, or any other prince of 
French extraftion, fhall continue in Spain ; and the Por- 
tuguefe crown fhall have the intire pofTeffion and govern- 
ment of all lands, kingdoms, iflands, ftates, territories, 
cafUes, cities, towns, villages, and their territories and 
appendages, which it hath now in Spain and out of 
3pain. 

XXII. Nor fhall peace be made with the moft chriftian 
king, unlefs he gives up all the right he pretends to have to 
the countries belonging to the North Cape, and the addi- 
tional territories of the ftate of Maranon, lying between 

the 
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Ac river of Amazons and that of Vincent Pifo ; notwith* 
ftanding any treaty, either provifional or decifive, made 
between his faered royal majefty of Portugal and the laid 
ttioft chriftian king, concerning the pofleflion of, and right 
to the faid countries. 

XXIII. After the moft ferene archduke Charles fiiali 
have conquered Spain, he fhall pay to his faered royal 
majefty of Portugal and the India company whatever the 
crown of Spain was obliged to pay to them by virtue of 
« convention made with that crown, as much as if it had 
been really made with him ; and ihall puhQually obferve 
all its obligations and conditions, and take care that the 
payments be made at the terms therein exprefled; viz. the 
fira payment at the arrival of the firft India fleet or Flo- 
tiDa, which comes to Spain after the faid moft ferene arch- 
duke (hall afcend the throne; the fecond at the arrival of 
the fecond fleet: and he (hall perform the other things that 
are contained in the faid convention, ib as that the crown 
of Portugal and the India company may obtain all things 
which they ought to obtain by virtue of the laid conven** 
tion. And her faered royal majefty of Great Britain, and 
the high and mighty lords the ftate$ general of the United 
Netherlands, bind themfelves as guarantees for the moft 
ferene archduke's performance of the contents c^ this 
article. 

XXIV. The moft ferene archduke Charles (hall come 
to Portugal, and land there, with all the auxiliary forces 
which the confederate powers ought to fend, as it is fiipu- 
lated and agreed in this treaty ; nor fliall his faered royal 
majefty of Portugal be obliged to make war, till the moft 
ferene archduke and all the fuccours both of men and 
fhips are arrived in Portugal. 

XXV. Moreover,, as foon as the moft ferene archduke 
arrives in Portugal, his faered royal majefty of Portugal 
Ihall acknowledge and hold him for king of Spain, as 
king Charles II. poffeffed it. Provided neverthelefs, that 
he give previous notification in due form of law to his 
(acred royal majefty of Portugal, that the right by which 
he is king of Spain is lawftiUy yielded and transferred to 

him* 
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XXVI. At the fame time that his facred royal majefljr 
of Portugal fliall enter upon the war, the maritime powers 
ilaaU be^ obliged to fend a ftrong fleet to annoy the coaft 
of Spain, in order to give a diverfion to the enemy** 
forces, and to facilitate the main bufinefs of the txpt^ 
4iition. 

XXVII. For the fame reafon the confederate powers 
ihall be obliged to profecute the war ftrenuoufljy, as wcH 
in the Netherlaniets and on the upper Rhine as in Italy, at 
the very time that Portugal Ihall carry her arms into 
Spain; and this ihall be continued in the fame manner 
every year as long as the war (hall laft. 

XXVIII. It is provided, that it fhall not be lawful at 
any time for the (aid potentates to claim or demand from 
the crown of Portugal all or any part of the cofts and 
charges, which they fhall incur on account of the aids to 
be fumiihed by virtue of this treaty, whether in land-forces 
and fhipping, or in money, arms, gun-powder, guns, &c* 
altbou^ the fame be not particularly provided againft in 
all and lingular the claufes and articles of this treaty, in 
which thofe aids are ftipulated. 

XXIX* This treaty fhall be duly and legally confirmed 

and ratified by the above-mentioned principals of the faid 

plenipoteniiaries ; and the ratifications fhall be exchanged 

at Lifbon within the Jpace of three months from the time 

' of figning it. 

In witnefs of all which, we the above-named plenipo- 
tentiaries of his facred irpperial majefty and his facred 
royal majefty of Portugal, and of the high and mighty 
/lords the ftates general of the United Netherlands, have 
fet our hands to this inftrument, and fealed it with the 
feals of our arms. But the plenipotentiary of her facred 
royal majefty of Great Britain, for avoiding the difpute 
between the crowns of Portugal and Great Britain con- 
cerning precedence, has, after the manner and cuftom 
obferved between both crowns, figned and fealed other 
inftrumeqts of the fame tenor feparately. Done at Lif- 
bon, May: 16, ^703-

Secret and Ssparatk Articles. 
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IT has been agreed that the two fecret articles under* 
written fhould be added to the treaty, figned and feakd 
this day by the plenipotentiaries of his facred imperial 
majefty, his facred royal majefty of Great firitain, and 
the high and n^igfaty lo|-ds the ftajtes general of the United 
N.e;therlands on the one part, and by the plenipotentiaries 
of his fajcred royal majefty of Portugal on the other hand; 
with this provifo neverthejefs, that they fliall be altogether 
;as firm and valid as the intire and fubftantial part of the 
fiiid offenfive alliance. 

J. *Tis provided, ihat the moft ferene archduke Charles, 
;after the right is lawfully yielded and transferred to him, 
for his being king of Spain and «the Weft Indies, as the 
catholick king Charles II. poffefled them both, fhall yield 
^d give to his facred royal majefty of Portugal, the towns 
of Badajox, Albuquerque, Valencia, and Alcantara in 
JEftremadura, and the towns of Guarda, Tuy, Bayonne 
and Vigo in the kingdom of Galicia, and all thofe towns, 
$:ities and caftles, with the territories thereof, as they be- 
long to each refpeflively, and in the fame manner as they 
^e now extended. Which ceffion and donation ftiall be 
made to the crown of Portugal for ever, to the end that 
jhe kings of Portugal may poflefs all thofe towns, cities, 
and caftles, as is premifed, with the fame title, propriety 
and fovcrcignty as they were poflefled by the aforefaid 
catholick king Charles II. 

II. Moreover, the moft ferene archduke fhall in like 
manner be obliged at the fame time to yield ^nd give to 
his facred royal ipajefty of Portugal, and to the crown of 
that kingdom for ever, all and every right which, he had, 
and might have had, to the countries fituate on the north 
fide of Rio de la Plata, which ihall be the boundary of 
^c American doflaiiiioi)* of both prowps^ ip fuch jpapner, 

that 



that his facred royal majefty of Portugal may poSeis and 
garrifbn them as their true fovereign, in the fame manner 
as all the other countries of his dominions; notwithftatid^ 
ing any treaty either proviiional or decifive, made with 
the fidd crown of Spain. In withefe whereof, &c- figned 
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Treaty of Commerce betwixt Anne Queen of Great Britain, 
arid Peter, King of Portugal, Concluded at Lifbon, the 
27^A o/" December, 1703. 

WH E R E AS the league and ftria friendlhip which 
is between the moft ferene and moft potent 
princefi, Anne, queen of Great Britain, and the moft 
ferene and moft potent, Peter, king of Portugal, requires 
that the commerce of both the Britilh and Ae Portugal 
nations fhould be promoted as much as poffible ; and her 
facred royal majefty of Great Britain hath lignified to his 
facred royal majefty of Portugal, by the moft excellent 
John Methuen, Efq; member of the EngliOi parliament, 
and embaflador extraordinary in Portugal, that it would 
be very acceptable to her^ if the woollen cloths, and the 
reft of the woollen manufa6lures of Britain, mi^t be ad- 
mitted into Portugal, the prohibition of them being taken 
oflF: that this matter may be treated and tranfa6led, they 
have given their full powers and commands ; that is to fay, 
her facred majefty of Great Britain to the abovefaid moft 
excellent John Methuen, and his facred majefty of Por- 
tugal, to the moft excellent don Emanuel Telles, marquifs 
of Alegrete, Conde de Villa Major, in the fociety of the 
knights of Chrift, &c. &c. who by virtue of the full powers 
to them relpeftively granted, having maturely and dili- 
gently confidered the matter, have agreed upon the follow- 
ing articles. 

I. His facred royal majefty of Portugal promifes, both 
in his own name, and that of his fucce(]R)rs, to admit, for 
ever hereafter, into Portugal, the woollen cloths, and the 
reft of the woollen manufaftures of the Britons, as was 
accuftomed, till Ihey were prohibited by the laws ; never- 
thelefs upon this condition,

tl. That is to (ky, that her facitd royal msg^fty of GjiemC 
Bfiiiiii (hall, in "her own name, and that of her fucpe^Rsrs, 
be abided for ever hereafter, to admit the wines of the 
growdi of Portugal into Britain ; (b diat at no time, whe- 
ther diere ihall be peace or war between the kingdoms of 
Britain and France, any thing more fhall be demanded 
fcr thefe wines by the name of cuftom or duty, or by what- 
fcever other title, direCUy or indirefUy, whether they fhall 
be imported into Great Britain in pipes or hogfheads, or 
other calks, than what ihail be demanded from the like 
quantity or meafure of French wine, deducing or abating 
a third part of the cuftom or duty. But if at any time 
tfai^ dedudiofi or abalteiQenc of cuftom^, whidi is to be 
made as aforefaid, (hall in any manner be attempted and 
prejudiced, it (hall be juft and lawful (or his (acred royal 
majefty of Portugal, again to prohibit the woollen clodis, 
mid the reft, of the Briti(h woollen manufadures. 

III. The moft excellent lords the plenipotentiaries pro- 
mile and take upon themfdves, that their above-iramed 
matters flitil ratify this treaty, and within the fpaoe of two 
Hionths the ratilications (hall be exchanged. 

For the &ith and teftimony of all which things, I the 
pfenipotenttaiy of her facred royal majefty of Great Bri- 
lain, have conlirfned this treaty, by the fubicription of my 
hand, and by the feal of my coat of arms. And the moft 
excellent lord the plenipotentiary of his (acred royal ma- 
jefty of Portugal, for avoiding the controverfy about pre- 
^eedence between the tw6 crowns of Britain and Portugal, 
hath fubfcribed another inftrument of the fame tenor, 
changing only what ought to be changed for that reafon. 
Given at Li(bon, the 27 th of the month of December, 
1703.

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HE R majefty the queen of Great Britaun, and tfee 
lords the ftates-general of the United Province^ 
baying cdnfidered how much it concerns the (juiet and fe- 
curity of their kingdoms and ftates, and the public tran^ 
quiUity, to maintain and to fecure on one fide the fuc^ 
ceffion to the crown of Great Britain, in fiich manner aft 
it is now eftabliflied by the laws of the kingdom ; and oit 
the other fide, that the faid ftates-general of the United 
Provinces Ihould have a ftrong and fiifEcient barrier aj- 
gainft France, and others, who would furprize^ or attack 
them ; and her majefty and the faid ftates-general appre^ 
hcnding, with jtift reafon, the troubles and the mifchiefi 
whicb may happen, in relation to this fucceffion, if at any 
time there fliould be any perfon, or aiiy power, who fhouM 
call it in queftion ; and, that the countries and Aates of 
the (aid lords the ftates-general, were not provided with 
fuch a barrier. For thefe reafons, her faid majefty the 
queen of Great Britain (though in the vigour of her age, 
and enjoying a perfeft hesJth, which God preferve for 
many years) according to her ufual prudence and piety^ 
has thought fit to entdr with the lords the ftates-geineral of 
the United Provinces, into a particular alliance and con- 
federacy, whereof the publick quiet «md tranquillity, and 
the preventing, by timely raeafiires, all the events, which 
might one- day or pther occafion new wars> are to be the 
principal end and bnly aim. With this view it is, that her 
Britannick majefty, for adjufting certain artides of a 
treaty, which is additional to the treaties and alliances 
that fbe has already with the lords the ftates-general of 
the United Provinces, has given her full power to her 
ambaffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary, Charles 
vrfcount Townfliend, baion of Lynn-Regis, and the lords 
the ftates-general of the United Provinces, to the fieurs 
John de Welderen, Frederick, baron of Rheed, Anthoiy 
Heinfius, Con^elius Van Gheel, Gedeon Hoeuft, Heflel 
Van Sminia, Erneft Itterfum, and Wicher Withers, who 
have agreed upon the following articles. 

I. The treaties of peace, friendfliip, alliance, and con- 
federacy, between her Britannick majefty and the ftates- 
' general of the United Provinces, are approved and con* 

firmed

firmed by the prefent treaty, and fhall remain in thcit 
former force and virtue, as if they were ihfe^rted word for 
word. 

II. The fucceflion to the crown of Elngland having 
been fetded by an a£t of parliament pafled the twelfth 
year , of the reign of his late majefty king William the 
Third ; the tide of which is, " An aQ: for the farther limi-^ 
*' tation of the crown, and better fecuring the rights and 
•* liberties of the fubjeft;" and lately, in the fixth year of 
the reign of her prefent majefty, this fame fucceffion hav- 
ing been again eftabliihed and confirmed by another zSt 
made " for the greater fecurity of her majefty's peribn 

and government, and of the fucceffion to the crown, of 
Great Britain, &c. in the line of the moft ferene houfe 
of Hanover, and in the perfon of the princefs Sophia, 
and of her heirs, fucceflbrs, and defcendants, male and 
" female, born or to be born." And no power having 
any right to oppofe the laws made to this purpofe, by the 
crown and parliament of Great Britain ; if it fhould hap« 
pen, nevenhelefs, under any pretence, or for any caufe 
whatever, that any perfon, or any power, or ftate, Ihould 
pretend to call in queftion the eftaUifliment which the par- 
liament has made of the aforefaid fucceffion in the moft 
ferene houfe of Hanover, to oppofe the faid fucceffion, to 
affift or to favour thofe who may oppofe it, dire31y or 
indireftly, by open war, or by fomenting feditions and 
confpiracies againft her or him, in favour of whom the 
crown of Great Britain fhall be fetded purfuant to the a£b 
aforefaid : the ftates-general of the United Provinces en- 
gage and promife to affiil and maintain in the faid fuc- 
ceffion, her or him to whom it fhall belong by virtue of 
the faid a6ls of parliament, to affift them in taking poffef- 
iion, if they have not already got it, and tp oppofe thofe 
who would difturb them in the taking fuch pofTeffion, or in 
the afiual poffeffion of the aforefaid fucceffion. 

III. Her faid majefty and the ftates-general, purfuant 
to the fifth article of the alliance concluded between the 
emperor, the late king of Great Britain, and the lords thie 
ftates general, the 7th of September, 1701, fhall employ 
all their forces to recover the reft of the Spahifh Low- 
Countries. 

ly. And 
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IV. And farther, they Ihall endeavour to conquer as 
ttiany towns and forts as they can, that they may ferve as a 
barrier and fecurity to the faid Lords the States. 

V. And whereas, according to the ninth article of the 
/aid alliance, it is to be agreed-, ^ijiongft other things, how 
and in what manner the States fhall be fecured by means 
of this barrier^ the queen of Great Britain fhall ufe her en- 
deavours to procure, that in the treaty of peace it may be 
agreed, that all the Spanifl^ Low Countries, and what elfe 
may be found neceffary, whether in refpe6l to towns and 
places conquered, or not conquered, fhall ferve as a bar- 
rier to the States. 

VI. That to this end, their High MightinefTesjmay put 
and keep garrifon, change, augment, and diminifh it, as 
they fhall judge proper, in the places follow^ing; namely, 
Newport, Fumes, with the fart of Knocke, Ypres> Me- 
nin, the town and citadel of Lifle, Tournay and its cita- 
del, Cond^ Valenciennes, and the places which fhall here- 
rfter be conquered from France ; Maubeuge, Charleroy^ 
rJamur, and its citadel ; Liere, Halle to be fortified ; the 
forts of Perle, Philippe, Damme, the caftle of Oand and 
Dendermoride ; the fort of St. Donas being joined to the 
fortifications of Sluice, and being entirely incorporated 
with it, fhall remain and be yielded in property to- the 
States. The fort of Rodenhuyzen, on this fide Gand, 
fhall be demolifhcd. 

VII. The faid Lords the States General may, in cafe 
of an apparent attack, or. war, put as many troops as they 
fhall think neceffary, into all the towns, places and forts 
of the Spanifh Low Countries, where the ufage of war 
ihall require it. 

VIII. They may likewife fend into the towns, forts, 
and places, where they fhall have their garrifon^j without 
any hindrance, and without paying any duties^ provifions, 
warlike ammunitions, arms, and artillery, materials, for the 
fortifications, and all that (hall be found convenient and 
neceffary for the faid garrifons and fortifications.^ 

IX. The faid Lords the States General may alfo put in 
the towns, forts, and places of their barrier mentioned in 
the foregoing fixth article, where they fhall have their gar- 
rifons, fuch governors and commanders, majors, and other

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officers, a^ tliey (hall think fit, who fliall not be fubjeO: to 
any other orders relating to the fecurity and military go^ 
vernment of the faid places, whatfoever they may be, or 
from wliomToever they may come, but only to thofe of 
their High Mightineffes, exclufive of all others; yet, with- 
out prejudice to the rights and privileges, as well ecclefi- 
aftical as political, of king CbarlcwS III. 

X. Thar farthermore, the faid Lords the States may 
fortify the faid towns, places, and forts belonging thereun- 
to, and repair the fortifications thereof, in fuch manner a^ 
they (hall judge neceffary ; and farther, they may do what- 
ever fhall beufeful for their defence. 

XL The Lords the States General fhall enjoy all the 
revenues of the towns, places, chatelTenies, and their de- 
pendencies, which they fliall have for their barrie;- fromi 
France, whereof the crown of Spain was not in pdfleflion 
at the time of the.death of the late king CharMs IL and, 
befides, a million of livres fliall be fetded, to be paid, of 
one hundred thoufand crowns every three months, out of 
the cleared revenues of the Spanifli Low Countries, which 
the faid king was then in polFeffion of: both which are to 
ferve for maintaining the garrifons of the $tates, and pro- 
viding for the fortifications, as atfo the magazines, and 
other neceffary expences. in tlie towns andf places above- 
mentioned. And, to the end that the expences to be 
made may he fupplied from the faid revenues, endeavours 
fhall be ufed for enlarging the dependencies and chatelle- 
nie$ abovementioned, as much as poffible, and particular- 
ly for ftipulating, that the chatellcny of CafTeJ, and the 
wood of Niepe, may go along with the chatelleny of 
I'pres, and the jurilaiftion of Douay with the chatelleny^ 
of Lifle ; both the one and the other having been annexea 
thereto before the prefent war. 

Xir. That no town, fort, place, or country, of the 
Spanifli Low Countries, ihatl be yielded, transferred, or 
given, or dcfcend to the crown of France; or to any one 
of thiu French line, whether by virtue of any gift, fale, ex- 
change, marriage-agreement; inheritance, fucceflion by 
will, or without will; nor by any title, or in any othei: 
manner whatfoever, fliall they be put into the power, or 
' ---^ under 
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under the authority of the Moft Chriftian King, or of any 
one of the French line. 

XIII. And whereas the faid Lords the States General, 
in purfuance of the ninth article of the faid alliance, are 
to make a convention or treaty with king Charles III. for 
putting the States in a condition of fafety, by means of 
the faid barrier, the queen of Great Britain will concur 
with her good offices, that all that is aboveincntioned, re- 
lating to the barrier of the States, may be inferted in the. 
aforefaid treaty or convention ; and that her faid majefty 
wilJ continue her good offices, till the abovementioned 
convention, between the States and the faid king Charles 
III. be concluded, agreeably to what is before-mentioned ; 
and that her majefty will guaranty the fkid treaty, or con- 
vention. 

XIV. And to the end that the faid Lords the States 
may enjoy, from this prefent time, as much as poffible, a 
barrier for the Spanifh Low Countries, they (hall be per- 
mitted to put their garrifons into the towns already taken, 
and which may be taken before the peace be concluded, 
and put in execution ; and in the mean while, the faid 
king Charles III. (hall not enter into poffeffion of the faid 
Spanifh Low Countries, neither iii the whole, nor in part; 
and, during that time, the queen 0iall affift their High 
Mightinefles in maintaining them in the enjoyment of the 
revenues, and in finding the million of livres a year above- 
mentioned, 

XV. And whereas their High Mightinefles have ftipu- 
lated, by the-treaty of Munfter, in the fourteenth article, 
that the 'river Schelde, as alio the canals of Sas, Swyn, 
and other mouths of the fea joining thereunto^ fliould be 
kept fhut on the fide of the States* 

And in the fifteenth article, that the (hips and commo- 
dities going in, and coming out of the harboui-s of Flan- 
ders, ihall be and remain charged with all fuch impofts, 
and other duties, as are raifed upon commodities going 
and coming along the Schelde, and the other canals above- 
mentioned. 

• The queen of Great Britain promifes and engages, that 
their High Mightinefles fhall never be difturbed in their 
right and pofieffion, in that refpeft, neither direSly nor 

F 2 indireftly, 
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indireBIy, but that they Ihall continue fully to enjoy the 
fame ; as alfo, that in prejudice of the faid treaty, the 
commerce (ball not be made n>ore eafy by the fea port*, 
ths^n by the faid rivers, canals, and mouths of the fea, on 
the fide of the States of the United Provinces^ neither di- 
reftly nor indireftly. 

And whereas, by the fixteenth and feventeenth articles 
. of the fame- treaty of Munfter, his majefty the king of 
Spain, is obliged to treat the fubjefls of thei|- High Migh- 
th'ieffes, as favourably as the fubjeQs of Great Britain, and 
the Hans Towns, who were then the people the moft fa- 
vourably treated : her Britannick majefty, and their High 
Mightinefles, promife likewife, to take care that the' fub- 
jeQs of Great Britain, and of their High Mightinefles, fliall 
be treated in the Spanifh Low Countries, as well as in 
Spain, the kingdoms and States belonging thereunto, equal- 
ly, and both the one and the other, as favourably as the 
nations which are the moft favoured. 

XVI. The faid queen and States General oblige them- 
felves to furnifh, by fea and land, the fuccours and aflift- 
ance neceflary to maintain, by force, her faid majefty in 
the quiet pofleflion of her kingdoms, and the moft ferene 
houfe of Hanover in the faid fucceffion, in the manner it 
15 fettle4bythe a6ls,of parliament before-mentioned; and to 
maintain the faid States General in the poffeffion of the faid 
barrier. 

^ XVII. After the ratifications of this treaty, a particular 
convention Ihall be made of the condition^, according to 
which the faid queen, and the faid Lords the States Gene- 
ral, will engage to furnifti the fuccours which (hall be 
thought neceflary, as well by fea as by laikl. * 

XVI 1 1. If her Britifli majefty, or the States General of 
the United Provinces, be attacked by any one whatfo- 
ever, on account of this conventionj they fliall mutually 
affift one another with all their forces, and fliall become 
guarantees of the execution of the faid convention. 

XIX;. All the kings, princes and ftates, that fliall be 
' willing to enter into this prefent treaty, flaall be invited 
and admitted into the fame, as loon as poflible, particu- 
larly his Inoperial Majefty, the kings of Spain and Pruflia, 
the Eleftor of Hanover^ and her Britannick majefty, and 
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the Sates General of the United Provinces, and each of 
them in particular, (hall be permitted to require and invito 
thofe whom they (hall think fit to require and invite, to erj* 
ter Hito this treaty, and to be guarantees of its execution. 

XX. And as time has fhewn the omiffion which was 
made in the treaty figned at Ryfwicke, in the year 1697, 
between England and France, concerning the right of the 
fucceffion of England, in the perfon of her njajefty the 
queen of Great Britain, now reigning; and that, for want 
of having fetded in that treaty this indifputable right of her 
majefty, France refufed to acknowledge her for queen of 
Great Britain, after the death of the late king William III. 
of glorious memory : her majefty the queen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the Lords the States . General of the United 
Provinces, do agree and oblige themfelves likewife, not to 
^nter into any negotiation or treaty of peace with France, 
before the title of her m^efty to the crown of Great Bri- 
tain, as alfo the right of fucceffion of the moft ferene houfe 
of Hanover, to the faid crown, in the manner it is fetded 

•and eftablifhed by the abovementioned aSs of parliament, 
be fully acknowledged by France as a preliminary ; and 
that France has promifed at the fame time, to remove 
out of its dominions, the perfon who pretends to be king 
of Great Britain ; and that no negotiation nor formal dit 
ciiffion of the articles of the faid treaty of peace fhall be 
entered into, but joindy, and at the fame time with the 
faid queen, or with her minifters. 

XXI. Her Britannick majefty, and the Lords the 
States General of the United Provinces, fliall radfy and 
confirm all tjiat is conta-ined in the prefent treaty, within 
the fpace of four weeks, to be reckoned from the day of 
die figning. In teftimqhy whereof, the underwritten am- 
baflatdor extraordinary and plenipotentiary of her Britan- 
nick majefty, and the deputies of the Lords the State^i 
General, have figned this prefent treaty, and have affixed j 
their feals thereunto. At the Hague the 29th of Odober, j 
in the year 1709. 

SfipaHATE Articles. 
^' A S in the preliminary arncles figned here at the 
- jljL Hague the 28th of*^May, 1709, by the plenipoy 
feiuiaifle? of his Imperial majefty, pf her majefty the queer 
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of Great Britain, and of the Lords the States General of 
the United Provinces, it is ftipulated, amongft other things, 
that the Lords the States General fhall have the entire pro- 
perty and fovereignty of the upper quarter of Guelder ^ ac- 
cording to the 52d article of the treaty of Munfter of the 
year 1648 ; as alfo that the garrifons, which are, or here- 
after {hall be, on the part of the Lords the States General, 
in the town of Huy, the citadel of Liege, and in the town 
of Bonne, ihall remain there, till it fliall be otherwife fet- 
tled with his Imperial majefty and the Empire. And as 
the barrier which has been this day agreed to in the princi- 
pal treaty, for the mutual guaranty between her Britifli 
majefly and the Lords the States General, cannot give to 
the United Provinces the fecur'.ty for which it is eitablifli- 
ed, unlefs it be well and clofely formed from one end to 
-the other, and that the communication thereof be well 
joined together; towards which the upper quarter of Guel- 
der, and the garrifons in the citadel of Liege, Huy, and 
Bonne, are abfolutely neceffary ; experience having thrice 
fliewn, that France having a dcfign to attack the United 
Provinces, has made ufe of the places abovementioned, 
in order to come at them, and to penetrate into the faid 
provinces. That farther, in refpeft to the equivalent for 
which the upper quarter of Guelder is to be yielded to the 
United Provinces, according to the 52d article of the fea- 
ty of Munfter abovementioned, his majefty king Charles 
IIL will be much more gratified, and receive greater ad- 
vantages in other places, than that equivalent can amount 
to. Wherefore, that the Lords the States General may 
have the entire property and fovereignty of the upper 
quarter of Guelder, and that the faid upper quarter, of 
Guelder may be yielded in this manner to the (aid Lords 
the States General, in the convention or treaty that they 
are to make with his majefty king Charles IIL accorciing 
to the 13 th article of the treaty concluded this day; as al- 
fo that their garrifons in the citadel of Liege, in that of 
Huy, and in Bonne, may remain there, until it be other- 
wife fettled with his Imperial majefty and the Empire, her 
majefty the queen of Great Britain engages and promifes 
by this feparate article, which ftiall have the fame force as 
if it was inferted in tjie principal treaty, to in^kc the fame 
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'efforts for this, as (be has engaged to makd for procuring^ 
to them the barrier in the Spanilh Low Countries, 

If. Whereas the Lords the States General have repre- 
fented, that in Flanders, the limits between Spanifh Flan- 
ders and that of the States, are fettled in fuch manner, 
as that the land belonging to the States is extremely 
ftreightened ; fo that on fome places, the territory of Spa- 
nilh Flanders reaches to the fortifications, and under the 
cannon of the places, towns, and forts of the States, 
which occafions many inconveniencies, whereof an exam- 
ple has been feen a little before the beginning of the pr^e- , 
fent war, when a fort was going to be built under the can- 
non of the Sas de Gand, on pretence, that it was upon . 
the territory of Spain : and as, for avoiding thefe and other . 
inconveniencies, it is neceffary, that the land of the States, 
on the confines of Flanders, Inould be enlarged, apd that . 
thereby the places, towns and forts, (hould be better <x)ver- 
ed, her Britannick majefty, entering into the juft motives 
of the Yaid Lords the States General in this refpe£i:, pro- 
mifes and engages, by this feparate article, that in the 
convention that the faid Lords the States General are to . 
make with his majefty king Charles II L flie will affift 
them in having it agreed, that by yielding to the faid 
Lords the States General, the property of an extent of 
land neceffary to obviate fueh like a^a other inconveni- 
encies, their limits in Flanders may bje enlarged more 
conveniendy for their fecurity, and thofc of the Spaniih 
Flanders removed farther from their jLowns, places and 
forts, to the end that the fame may not be fo expofcd for 
the future. .

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Tht treaty of guaranty for the protejlant fuccejfivn to the 
crown of Great Britain, and the barrier of^the States 
General, concluded at Utrecht, January 29, 1713, be^ 
tween the queen of Great Britain, and the States Gene- 
ral of the United Netherlands. 

WHEREAS, in the treaty which was concluded the 
29th of Oftober, 1709, between the molt ferene 
and potent princefs Anne, queen of Great Britain, France, 
and Ireland, defender of the faith, &c. and the high and 
mighty Lords the States General of the United N ether- 
lands, about the fuccefljon to the crown ^f Great Britain, 
and the barrier of the United Provinces, feveral articles 
and claufes are contained, which require a more ample 
explanation, and which, without fome equitable amend- 
ments, are already prejudicial, and may nereafter prove 
dangerous to the welfare and intereft of her faid royal 
majefty's fubjefts ; and there are alfo others, which fince 
the making of the faid treaty, are become neither neceflary 
nor convenient : and whereas it was provided in the 17th 
article of the faid treaty, that a certain agreement fhould 
be made feparately about the conditions on which her faid 
royal majefty, and the Lords the States General, Ihould 
promife and engage to furnifli each other with the neceP 
fary aids for the mutual performance of the furetifliips, 
commonly called guaranty, which faid agreement was ne- 
ver yet made ; her faid royal majefty of Great Britain, and 
the Lords the States General of the United Netherlands, 
ferioufly confidering how much it concerns them, that no- 
thing Ihould remain imperfect or obfcure, in a treaty 
which is of fuch great importance to both nations, and 
that no article whigh may feem grievous to the fubjeQs of 
either party, ought to be inferted in a treaty, whofe end 
and purpofe was to make the bonds of friendfhip Itrong- 
er on both lides, and to make better and more effeQual 
provifion for their mutual fecurity, have thought fit to 
make a new treaty, to be added to the other treaties 
and leagues which now fubfift betwixt them; and have a- 
greed on the folio^nng c^rticles. 

I. The 
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I. The treaty, commonly called of Aicceffion and bar- 
rier, which was concluded at the Hague on the 29th of 
Oftober, 1709, between the fcrene queen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the lords the ftates-general of the United Nether- 
lands, together with two feparatc articles, (igoed the fame 
day, is to be from henccforwards of no force or virtue ; 
and the laid treaty, with the two articles before-mentioned, 
are hereby refcinded and declared void, ijn the fame man- 
ner as if they had never been concluded or ratified. But 
all other treaties of peace, friendlhip, union and confe- 
deracy, concluded between her faid royal majefty and the 
lords the ftates-general, are hereby approved and con- 
firnied, and are to have as much force and authority as if 
they were inferted in this prefcnt treaty. 

II. Whereas it was ena£led and declared by a certain 
law made in the parliament of England, in the 12th year 
of the reign of the late mod ferene king William III. the 
title of which is, " An afl: for the further limitation of the 
" crown, and the better fecuring the rights and liberties 
*« of the fubjea, &c." That after the deceafe of the faid 
king,* and the prefent queen, who . was then (tiled princefs 
Anne of Denmark, and upon failure of iflue of the faid 
king or queen, that the crown and royal government of 
England, France and Ireland, with the dominions there- 
unto belonging, fliould defcend and belong to the mod 
excellent princefs Sophia, elefirefs and duchefs dowager 
of Hanover, and to her heirs, being proteftants. 

And whereas it has fince that time been enaBed in 
fevelal parliaments both of England and Scotland, that the 
fucceffion to the monarchy of the united kingdom of 
Great Britain, and the dominions thefeunto belonging, 
ihould, after the death of the faid moft ferene queen, 
and on failure of iflue of her, defcend and belong to the. 
moft excellent princefs Sophia, and her proteftant heirs; 
and that all papifts, and thofe of either fex who marry 
with papifts, fliall be excluded from the crown of Great 
Britain, and the dominions thereunto belonging, ^nd be 
for ever rendered incapable to inherit, poffefs, or enjoy 
the fame : which faid provifion concerning the faid fuc* 
ceffion, fettled by divers afts of parliament, was after- 
wards eftabliflied and confirmed by a certain law made 
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in the parliament of Cireat Britain, in the 6th year of the 
rdgn of her prefent majefty, entitled, *' An aQ: for the 
•' greater fecurity of her majefty's perfoh and govern- 
** ment, and of the fucceffion to the crown of Great Bri- 
•* tain in the proteftant line, &c." And whereas no foreign 
power, nor any perfon whatfoever, has a 'right of calling 
in queftion any provifion made by a parliament of G reat 
Britain, or of oppofing the fame, as concerning the devo- 
lution, limitation, or inheritance of the crown, of the 
fame kingdom: if neverthelefs it fliould happen, that any 
foreign power or ftate, or perfoia or perfons whatficver, ' 
under any pretence whatfoever, direftly or indireftly, by 
open war or confpiracy, or treafonable vioience, ifliould 
endeavour to oppofc the right of fucceffion of the heirs 
of her royal majefty after her death; or, for want of fuch 
heirs, the rights of fucceflion of the faid moft excellent 
princefs Sophia, or any of her heirs, to whom the faid 
fucceffion Ihall then belong, according to the laws and 
ftatutes of Great Britain ; the lords the ftates-general of 
the United .Provinces of the Netherlands do promife and 
engage, at any time whatfoever, during the hfe of the moft 
ferene queen above-mentioned, to affift her to defend the 
right of fucceffion to the royal crown of Great Britain, as 
by the laws and flatutes of the fame kingdom 'tis fettled 
and limited, and after the deceafe of the aforefaid moft 
ferene queen, to affift her heirs, or for want of them, the 
abovementioned princefs Sophia, or fuch of her heirs to ' 
whom, as is afo,refaid, the fucceffion of the royal crown 
of Great Britain, after the deceafe of the moft ferene 
queen now reigning, fiiall lawfully belong, that they may 
obtain and keep the polTeffion of the fame; and to oppofe 
any perfon whatfoever, who fhall endeavour to obftruft 
the poffeffion and keeping of the crown aforefaid ; accord- 
ing to fuch requeft, and at fuch times, and in fuch mannefr, 
and with fuch proportion of forces by land and fea, as by 
the \ 4th article of this treaty is more plainly exprefTed. 

III. Whereas, by the 5th article of the alliance con- 
cluded at the Hague, the 7th Of September, 1701, between 
the moft ferene emperor, the moft ferene king of Great 
Britain, William III. of glorious memory^ and the lords 
the ftates-general of the United Provinces pf the Nether- 
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lands, it was ftipulated and agreed, that the faid atlies 
ihould employ all their forces to recover the provinces of 
the Spanilh low-countries, that they may ferve as a barrier 
and reparation between France and the United Provinces, 
and the fecurity to the ftates-general, as they did hereto- 
fore, till the moft chriftian king invaded and took pofleA 
lion of the fame with his armies ; it is now ftipulated and 
agreed, that h^r majeily the queen of Great Britain (hall 
ufe all her efforts and endeavours in the enfuing treaty of 
peace, not only that the provinces of the Spanilh low* 
countries, but alfo what other towns and places will be 
found neceflary, whether conquered or not conquered, 
may ferve to form the barrier of the ftates-general. 

IV'. To this end therefore it is ftipulated and agreed. 
That the lords the ftates-general may put and keep garri- 
fon, augment and diminifh the fame, as they Ihall judge 
proper, in the places following; namely, Furnes, Fort 
Knocke, Ipres, Menin, the town and citadel of Tournay, 
Mons, Charleroy, the town and caftle of Namur, the caftle 
of Gand, the forts la Perle, Philippe and Damme, the fort 
St Donat being joined to the fortifications of Sluice, and 
yielded in property to the ftates-general. And that the 
fort Rodenhuyfen, on this fide Gand, fliall be demo- 
liftied. 

V. In cafe the faid ftates-general be aQually in war 
againft France, or in manifeft danger of being attacked 
by France, they may put as many troops as they fhall 
think neceflary into thofe towns, places, and forts of the 
Spanilh low-countries, as the ufage of war, and neceflity 
fliall require. 

VI. They may Hkewife fend into the towns, places, and 
forts, where they fhould have their garrifons, without any 
hindrance, and without paying any duties or cuftoms, pro- 
vifions, warlike ammunitions, arms, artillery, materials for 
the fortifications, and, in fliort, all that may be convenient 
and neceflary. 

VH. The faid lords the ftates-general may alfo put in 
tjhe town^, places, and forts mentioned in the 4th article, 
where they fliall have garrifons, fuch governors and com- 
manders, majors, and other pfficers, as they fl)all think 
fit, who fliall not be fubjcQ to any other orders, relating 
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' to die fecurity and military government of the faid places, 
but only to thofe of the ftates-gencral, exclufive of all 
others : yet without prejudice to the rights and privileges, 
as well ecclefiaftical as political, of the moft ferene em- 
peror Charles VI. 

VIII. Moreover, the faid lords the ftates-general may 
fortify the Vaid towns and -places, and the forts thereunto 
belonging, and repair the fortifications thereof, in fuch 
manner as they fhall think neceflary; and farther, they 
may do whatever fhall appear to be ufeful for their de- 
fence. 

IX. Now whereas it is agreed, That the fovereignty of 
the provinces of the Spanilh low-countries, both of thofe 
that were poffefled by the late Charles II. king of Spain, 
at the time of his death, and of thofe that were not come 
into his poffeffion, and which might be yielded by France, 
in the future treaty of peace, belongs in property to his 
Imperial Majefty; it is therefore neceflary that there be 
an agreement and ftipulation, and accordingly it is agreed 
and ftipulated, that all the revenues, beCdes thofe that be 
neceflary for the fupport of the civil government of the 
towns, places, caftles, and their dependencies, wJbich by 
virtue of this treaty are to become part of the barrier, 
and which did by no means belong to the late Charles II. 
king of Spain, at the time of his death, fliall for the future 
belong to the lords the ftates-general, and they fliall levy 
the feme for the ufe and maintenance of their garrifons, 
and forproviding for the fortifications and magazines, and 
other neceflary expences : but with this exprefs condition. 
That neither by virtue of this article, nor under any other 
pretence, the ftates-general may never aflume to them* 
fclves the authority to lay new taxes or duties in the places 
above-mentioned, or to raife or diminifli the old. More- 
over,"^ it is agreed and ftipulated, upon the fame condition, 
and no otherwife. That towards the expences before-men- 
tioned, a million of florins yearly, or one hundred thou- 
fand crowns every three months, be paid to tlie lords the 
ftates-general, out of the cleareft and moft certain revenues 
of the provinces of the Spanifli low-countries, which the 
late king of 6pain was in poficflion of at the time of his 
death.

X. No town, place, fort, or territory of the Spanifii 
low-countries Ihall be yielded, ' transferred, given, or def* 
cend to the crown of France, or to any one of the French 
line, whether by virtue of any gifts, iaie, exchange, mar- 
riage-ag'rcement, inheritance, fucceflion by will or without 
will ; nor by any title, or in any other manner whatfoever^ 
(hall any of tjje faid provinces be put inco the powe^-, or 
under the authority of the moft chriftian king, or of any 
pne of the French line. 

XL And whereas by the ninth artide of the alliance 
above-mentioned, concluded the 7th of September, 1701, 
it was agreed. That when a treaty of ppace fhould be 
made, the allies fhould, among other things, agree among, 
themfclvcs, in what manner the lords the ftates-general , 
(hould be put in a condition of fafety, by means of the. 
faid barrier; her majefty the queen of Great Britain, in 
purfuance of the faid agreement, promifes, That Ihe will 
uic ail her endeavours, to engfige his Imperial Majefty to. 
enter with the lords the ftates-general into a treaty, agree- ' 
able to all that has been above flipulated relating to the 
barrier : and her (aid majefty promifes affo, that {he will 
continue lier good offices till the aforelaid conyentipn be 
concluded, and that ihe will guaranty the faid. treaty whea 
made. 

XII. Whereas the fuprenae authority in the provinces 
of the Spanifli low-countries, fince they happened to be 
recovered from tlie enemy, was put in the hands of her 
majefty the queen of Great Britain, and of the lords the 
ftates-general; and whereas moft of the towns^ places, and 
forts thereunto belonging ^re garrifoned by the troops of 
her faid majefty, and of the lords the ftates-general; it is 
now ftipulated and agreed. That neither the goveniment 
of the provinces above-mentioned fliall be changed, nor 
the gar rifbns drawn out of any of the faid towns, places, 
or forts, until the commerce and concerns of. the fiiiJbje6ls 
of Great Britain be adjufted to her majefty's fatisfaftion, 
and until the affairs and intcrefts of the fubjefts of the 
United Pr€>vmces of the Netherlands be reguJated accord- 
ing to the intention of their high mightinelfes the ftates- 
general, and the barrier of the lords the ftates-general be 
fcttkd an4 lecured in the aijinner above-mentioned. 

XIII. Anjl 
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Xfll. And whereas experience has (hewn, That ft is 
highly neceflkry to obviate not only any obftruftion, in- 
terruption, or any other grievance that may befal rlie 
commerce of Great Britain, from the lords the ftates- 
general being allowed the right to garrifon fo many places 
that are feated on rivers and canals, and other parts of 
the provinces of the Spanifh low-countries, but aUb to 
prevent all frauds and collufions that may be fet on foot 
through abufe (or under colour) of the privilege or immu- 
nity granted to them by the 6th article of this prefent 
treaty; it is agreed and ftipulatc4»^ That the fubjefts of 
the moft ferene queen of Great Britain fhall, for the fu- 
ture, both in time of war, and in time of peace, enjoy 
the fame privileges, immunities, franchifes, and all manner 
of advantages, in relation to trade, as well for importation. 
,^ as exportation, which they ever enjoyed heretofore, in all 
the places and towns of the provinces of the Spanifh low- 
^countries, and of the barrier that is to be yielded to the 
faid ftates-general ; and moreover, that they fhall enjoy 
all the privileges, immunities, franchifes, and advantages, 
which either have already been granted, or in any time to 
come fhall be granted, to the fubjefts of the flates-general 
in the provinces of the Spanifh Idw-couhtries, and of the 
barrier: in fuch a manner that no officer, civil or military, 
Iball ever be fufFered to hinder, or delay the free pafTage 
of the merchandizes belonging to the faid fubjefls of Great 
Britain. And the faid flates-general promife and engage. 
That, as far as it fhall lie in their power, they fhall caufe 
fevere punifhments to be inflifted on him or them, who 
fliall be convifted of having, in any manner, afted con- 
trary to the meaning and intent of this article. More- 
over, the faid flates-general promife. and engage, That 
they will give flrift and effeftual orders, and caufe the 
fame to be carefully obferved, That, under colour or pre- 
tence of conveying, or bringing in provifions, warlike flores, 
and other things mentioned in the 5th article of this treaty, 
no frauds be committed as to the duties and cuftoms laid 
on wares and merchandize, which wares and merchandize 
(hall not be laden or tranfported in the fame vefTels, boats, 
or other carriages, together with the faid provifions^ and 
warlike ilores, And to the end that fuch particular rules 
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and conditions may be fettled, as may be neceflary for the 
better and more effe&ual performance of this general ar- 
ticle, it is moreover hereby, agreed, That commiflioners 
be named on each fide, who, within the fpace of 1 5 days 
from the figning of the prefent treaty, fliall meet to fettle 
and adjuft between themfelves, and with the commiflioneri 
of his Imperial Majefty, if be pleafes to name any on his 
part, all things relating to the traffick and commerce that 
ihall be made in the Spanifh low-countries, and in the 
places belonging to the barrier, according to the true fenfe 
and cleareft meaning of this article. 

XIV. And to the end that the furety (hips or guaran- 
ties mutually undertaken by virtue of this treaty, may be 
the better and the more certainly executed, it is ftipulated 
and agreed, That the moft ferene queen of Great Britain^ 
and her heir$ or fucceflbrs, fliall, at the requeft of the 
lords the, ftates-generai,.and not otherwife, furnifh the 
fuccours hereafter exprefled, to make good the guaranty 
of the barrier; and in like manner the lords the ftates-- 
genera^ fliall, at the requeft of her royal m^ajefty, or (after 
her deceafe) of the next heir born of her body^ or (on 
failure. thereof) of the next proteftant heir who fliall at 
that time have :a title to the crown by virtue of the afts^ 
and ftatutes of Great Britain, and not otherwife, furnrfh 
the fuccours hereafter mentioned to make good the gua- 
ranty concerning the fuccefliion to the crown of Great 
Britain. And it is further ftipulated and agreed, that in 
cafe either of the parties contrafting fliall be required in 
the manner aforefaid, the fuccours which are to be fur- 
niflied, fliall be fent according to the following propor- 
tions: namely, the moft. ferene queen of Great Britain, 
her heirs and fucqeflbrs, ihall fend 10000 foot to the aflTiftir 
ance of the lords the ftates-general, and on the other hand, 
the lords the ftates-general fliall fend to the aflTiftance of 
her royal majefty, her heirs and fucceflqrs, 6000 foot, well 
provided with arms, under fuch generals, and other offi- 
cers, and diftributefl into fuch regiments and companies 
as fliall feem good to her royal majefty, her heirs and fuc- 
ceffcjrs, if flie or they fliall fend fuch fuccours ; and as 
the lords the (lates-general fliall think fit, if the fuccours 
{h^ll be ftnt by them. Each party fliall aJfg be obliged to 
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fit out 2o men ^f war well equipped^ ahd provided wkh 
all i}eceflaries< And the fuccour^ afotefaid ihall be main- 
tained at the expence of the party that fhall fend them, 
for the ufe and behoof of the party who (haH have re- 
quefted them. But if it (hall happen that the danger be 
{i> fudden^ that there ihould be no time left for any- 
friendly applications^ and fo great as to require a greater 
number of forces and ihips of war, then each party fhall 
be obliged, being required by the other to augment their 
fuccours, to declare war againft the aggreffor, and to joinr 
all their forces by land and fca with the forces of the party 
attacked^ 

XV. Moreover it is agreed. That all kings, princes, 
and ftates, that deiire to come into this treaty, may be 
invited and admitted thereunto ; provided the faid invi- 
tation and admiffion proceed jointly, and not feparately, 
from the moft ferene queen of Great Britain, and the 
lords the ftates«-general. 

. XVI. Her.majefty the queen of Gtt^t Britain, and 
the lords the flates-general, have confirmed and ratifiied 
all that is contained, generally and particularly, in this 
treaty*

A Declaration and Engagement concerning the Rights and 
Privileges of the Britilh Merchants in the Kingdom of 
Sicily, made at Utrecht the 6th 0/ March, N. S. 
1712-13. » 

WH EREAS by feveral treaties of peace, alliance, 
commerce and navigation, formerly made between 
. the kingdoms of Great Britain and Spain, and at this 
time fubfifting, but more particularly by the treaty coq- 
cluded at Madrid, the ^^ of May, in the year 1 66 j^ and 
thti c^dalus annexed thereunto, provision was made for 
the freedom, fecurity, and perfeft eafe of the commerce 
of the Britifti fubjefts trading in the kingdoms and pro-r 
vinces of Spain ; the obfervance and ufage of which trea- 
ties have been hitherto received in the kingdom of Sicily, 
in the fame manner as in any other the dominions of 
Spain, and have remained there in full force, except fome 
variations which have been introduced in the courfe of 
time; for the reQifying whereof, according to the rule 
of thofe treaties, Great Britain has juftly infifted hitherto. 

Wherefore on occafion of transferring the kingdom of 
Sicily to his royal highnefs the duke of Savoy, her facred 
majefty of Great Britain being watchful to preferve the 
rights and privileges of her (ubjefts trading in the faid 
kingdom, and being likewife willing to preferve to the 
Sicilians the privileges they have in .Great Britain, which 
are fo very dear to the moft ferene tlie duke of Savoy, 
hath been gracioufly pleafed to give inftruftions to her 
underwriten minifters plenipotentiaries to agree with the 
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tnifiille'tt pldnip6fcntilries of his foyal hightiefs of SaVOy 
About itiakihg declataitions mutually upon thli fiibj^. I A 
purfuance thereof the faid minifters plenipotentihries of' 
his royal highneflj in the nartie of their mod ferene mafter, 
do moll folemnly dedare arid pmmife, that during tht 
ri^ign of the aferefaid moll ferene duke In Sicily, as like- 
ivife of his heirs ahd fucccflbrs, the Britilh merchants art 
h^irtceforward to have, and (hall feffeftuAlly have, ufe, krrd 
enjoy all thofe tights, privileges, libetti^js and chiife fe- 
turity, as to their perfons, goods, ftiips, feamen, trade 
and navigation in. the faid kingdom of Sicily, which by- 
virtue of the treaties made between Great Britain and 
Spain they have hitherto enjoyed, or ought to enjoy: 
and to that end that all abufes which deviate from the tenor 
of the faid treaties fliall be forthwith removed, and the 
rights and privileges acquired to the BritiQi fubjeCls, by 
virtue of the aforefaid treaties, Ihall not on any occafion, 
6r under any pretence, ever be violated or ieftened. And 
if hitherto any more favourable privileges have been 
granted, or Ihall hereafter be granted, to the merchants 
of any other Foreign nation, any way relating to the per- 
fons of the traders, their fiiips, goods, duties, ot the 
bufitiefs of merchandising, the Britifh merchants fhall like- 
wife in all rcl^efts, artd in the fuUeft manner, enjoy the 
fame. 

Afid tn like manner, the minifters plenipqterttiaries of 
Creat Britain do, in the name of her majefty, eohfirm 
that the Sicilians Ihall hereafter enjoy the fame |)rivileges 
and liberties which they have hitherto enjoyed, or ought 
to have enjoyed, as fubjefts of the king w Spain, by vir- 
tue of the aforefaid treaty of the year 1667. 

The ratifications of this prelent declaration and engage- 
ment made in due form fhall be exchanged at Utrecht, 
within fix weeks, Or fooner, if poffible. In vitnefs and 
confirmation whereof, the aforefaid minifters plenipoten- 
tiaries of her majefty of Great Britain, and of his royal 
highhefs of SaVoy, have fighed this prefent inftrument with

V[7 H E R E AS the affiento agreed on with the royal 
V Guinea company, fettled in France, for the in* 
troducing of Negro Slaves into the Indies, is determined, 
and the queen of Great Britain being defirous of coming 
into this commerce, and in her name the Englifli com- 
pany, as is ftipulated in the preliminaries of the peace, 
and that this affiento fhould continue for the time and 
fpace of 30 years; Don Manuel Mcnaffes Gilligan, de- 
puted by her majefty of Great Britain, did, in purfuancp 
thereof, put into my hands a draught, made for that pur- 
pofe, containing 42 articles, , for the regulating this con- 
traft; which I referred to the confideration of a junta of 
three minifters of my council of the Indies, that upon pe- 
rufal thereof, they might report to me what Ihould occur 
to tbcm upon each article or condition. Which being 
done, and feveral points remaining upon this examination 
ttOMietermioed and controverted, I referred it back to 
mother junta; ^d being fully inforn^ed of the whole 
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matter, notwithftanding the objeftions made by bo 
junta's, it being my intention to conclude and finifli thi 
affiento, with all poflible condefcention and complacency 
towards the queen of Great Britain, I have thought fit^ 
by my royal decree of the 1 2th of this prefent month, to 
admit and approve of the faid 42 articles, contained in 
the forementioned draught, in the manner hereafter fpe- 
cified, with the enlargement, which over and above I have 
of my own free will refolved to grant to the faid company 
by my faid decree. All which is in the manner follow- 
ing: 

I. Firft theii to procure, by this means, a mutual and 
reciprocal advantage to the fovereigns and fubjefts of both 
crowns, her firitifh majefty does offer and undertake .for 
the perfons, whom fhe fliall name and appoint. That they 
fhall oblige and charge themfelves with the bringing into 
the Weft-Indies of America, belonging to his catholick 
majefty, in the fpace of the faid 30 years, to commence 
on the ift day of May, 1713, and determine on the like 
day, which will be in the year 1743, viz. 144000 negroes, 
Piezas de India, of both -fexes, and of all ages, at the 
rate of 4800 negroes, Piezas de India, in each of 
the faid 30 years, with this condition. That the perfons 
who fliall go to the Weft-Indies to take care of the con- 
cerns of the affiento, fliall avoid giving any offence, for 
in fuch cafe they fliall be profecuted and puniflied in the 
fame manner, as they would have been in Spain, if the 
like mifdemeanors had been committed there, 

II. That for each negro, Pieza de India, of the regular 
ftandard of feven quarters, not being old or defeftivc, ac- 
cording to what has been praftifed and eftabliflied hitherto 
in the Indies, the aflientifts fliall pay 33 pieces of eight 
(Efcudos) and one third of a piece of eight, in' which fum 
fli2rtl be accounted to be, and fliall be comprehended, all 
and all manner of duties of Alcavala, Siza, Union de 
Armas, Boqueron, or any other duty whatfoever, of im- 
portation or Regalia, that now are, or hereafter (hall be 
impofed, belonging to his catholick majefty, fo that no- 
thing more fliall be demanded; and if any fliouldbe taken 
by the goveniors,- royal officers; or other minifters, they " 
ffiall be made good to the affientifts, on account of the ^ 
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duties which they are to pay to his Catholidk Majefty, of 
33t pieces of eight, as aforefaid, the fame being made ap- 
pear by an authentick certificate, which ftiall not be deni- 
ed by any publick notary, thereunto required on the part 
of the Affientifts; for which purpofe a general order (ce- 
dtda) fliall be iifuedin the moft ample form. 

III. That the faid Affientifts Ihall advance to his Ca- 
tholick Majefty, to fupply the urgent occafions of the 
crown, two hundred thoufand pieces of eight (efcudos) in 
two even payments of one hundred thoufand pieces of 
eight each, the firft to be made two months after his ma- 
jefty Ihall have approved and figned this Affiento; and 
the fecond at the end of two other months next after the 
firft payment; which fum fo advanced, is not to be reim- 
burfed before the end of the firft twenty years of this Affi- 
ento, and then it may be deduced by equal portions in 
the tep laft remaining years, after the rate of twenty thou-» 
fend pieces of eight yearly, out of the produce of the 
duty upon negroes, which they are to pay in thofe years. 

IV. That the Affientifts Ihall be obliged to pay the a- 
forefaid advance of two hundred thoufand pieces of eight, 
in this court ; as alfo firom fix months to fix months, the 
half of the amoimt of the duties payable for the Piezas of 
flaves, which they have agreed to import yearly. 

V. That the payments of the faid duties ftiall be made 
in the manner mentioned in the foregoing article, without 
any delay or difpute, or without putting any other inter- 
pretation upon it ; yet, with this declaration, that the Af- 
fientifts fliall not be obliged to pay the duties for more 
than four thouiand negroes (Piezas de India> yearly, and 
not for the remaining eight hundred, the duties payable 
for thefe laft, during the whole thirty years of this Affien- 
to, being to be, as they are hereby given and granted to 
them the faid Affientifts, by his majefty, in the beft form 
and manner poffible, in confideration of the.rifques and 
intcreft that ought to be made good to the Affientifts, for 
the money advanced, and payment in this court of the du- 
ties for the faid four thoufand jfrt^z^s. 

VI. That the faid Affientifts, after they fliall have im- 
ported the four thoufand eight hundred negroes yearly, ac- 
<:ording to their: contraft, if they find it neceflary for his 
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CfltlioUck Maj^(ly*8 fervke, and that of hk fubjefls, to 
import a greater number, diey fhall have liberty to do it, 
during the firft twenty five years of this contrad ; (for as 
much as in the five laft years they (hall import no inore 
than the four ihou&nd eight hundred agreed upon) with 
condition, that thev fliall pay no mone than fixteen pieces 
of eight, and two tnirds of a piece of eight, for all duties 
on each negro, Pieza df India, whkh they fhall, imprnt^ 
over and above the faid four thoufand ei^ hundred, that 
being the half of thirty three pieces of ei^t, and one thitti 
abovementipned ; and this payment alio ihall be made in 
this court. 

VII. That the faid Aflientifts ihall be at liberty to em- 
ploy, in this eomoierce for the carrying of thchr cargoes, 
her majeily of Great Britain's own Ihips, 6t diofe of her 
fisbje^, or any belonging to his catholick majefty's fub- 
je^, (paying them their freight, and widi the cOn^t of 
&eir owners) mavigatod with Engtiih or Spaniih mari- 
ners, at their choice, care being taken that nekher the 
commanders of thofe fiiips employed by the Aflientifls, 
nor die mfariners 4o give any oififence, or caufe any ican« 
dal to the exercife of the roman catholick religioD, imder 
the penakies, and purfiiauH to the regulations eftafabAied 
by the firil artide of dnis Affiemo. And alio it fhaU be 
lawful lor the &id Afitenttib, and they (hali hove power 
to JMroduce their black 'ilaves contraded for, into all the 
ports of the north fea, and of Buenos Ayres, in any of 
the afbremenckmed Stops, m tike manner as has been 
jgrainted to any former AfBemifts ; however always with 
this afiurante, that neither the comcnanden nor feamcn 
fhati occafron any fcandal to the roman catholick religion, 
under the pensdties already mentioned. 

Vni. That whereas, experience has fhewnit to be ve- 
ry prejudicial to the interefl of his Cathcdick MajeAy, and 
4yrs fobjeds, that it hath not been lawful for the Affieh* 
tifts, to tranipoit their negroes into all the ports of India in 
general, (it being certain that the provinces which have not 
had them, endured great hwdflrips for want of having theii' 
lands and eftates cultivated, from whence arofe the necef* 
fity of ufing all imaginable ways of getting them, even 
t!hou^ it were fraudulently) it is made an cxpreis condi^

dr^d of thofe Ppe^a^ de India of both fe^es, tp felj them 
ther^ at fiich ppccs as they flia.ll be able, (hipping the 
fame in four veffels, large enough to c^rry them ; eight 
hyndred pf tii^m to be difpofed of at Buenos Ayres, and 
the remaining four hundred m^y be carried into, and 
ferve for the provinces above, and kingdom of phili, fell- 
ing .them Jo the inhabitants, if they will copie to buy them 
in tb^ (aid pori pf Buenos Ayres ; it being hereby de- 
clared, that her Britannick m^jefty, and the A(fientifts in 
i^r name, may bold ib the faid river of Plata fome 
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parcels of land, which his Catholick Majcfty fliall appoint 
or affign, purfuant to what is ftipulated in the prelimina-- 
rics of the peice, from the time of the commencing of this 
Affiento, fufhcicnt to plant, to cultivate, and breed cattle 
therein, for the fubfiftence of the perfons belonging to the 
A'ffiento, and their negroes ; they fhall be allowed to build 
houfes there of timber, and not of any other materials, 
and they fliall not throw up the earth, nor make any the 
Icaft (or flighteft) fortification : and his Catholick Majefty 
fiiall alfo appoint an officer to his fatisfafiion, one of his 
own fubj efts, who (hall refide upon the aforementioned 
lands, under whofe command are to be all fuch things as 
relate to the faid lands ; and all other matters that concern 
the Afliento, fliall be under that of the governor and roy- 
al officers of Buenos Ayres, and the Affientifts fliall not, 
on account of the faid lands, be obliged to pay any du- 
ties during the time of the faid Afliento, and no longer. 

X. In order to the carrying and introducing of black 
flaves into the provinces of the South-Sea, liberty is to be 
granted, as it is hereby granted to the Affientifts, to freight 
either ^t Panama, or in any other dock or port of the 
South-Sea, ftiips or frigates of about four hundred tons, 
little more or lefs, on board which they may fliip them 
at Panama, and carry them to all the other ports of Peru, 
and no others on that fide, and to man thofe ftiips with 
fuch feameh, and appoint fuch officers, both military and 
for fea, as they ftiall think fit, and may bring back the 
produce of the fale thereof to the faid port of Panama, as 
wellinfi-uits of the country, as in money, bars of filver, 
or ingots of gold, and fo as they may not be obliged to 
pay any duties for the filver or gold, which they ftiall bring 
either upon importation or exportation, it bemg ftamped, 
and without fraud, and appearing to be the produce of 
the negroes, for that the fame is to be free of all Ibrts of 
duties, in the fame manner as if the faid money, bars pf 
filver, and ingots of gold, belonged to his catholick ma- 
lefty : and likewife leave is granted to the faid Affientifts, 
to fend from Europe to Porto Bello, and from Porto Bel- 
lo to Panama, by the river Chagre, or by land-carriage, 
cables, fails, iron, timber, andx likewife all other ftores 
and provifions, neceflary for the faid fliips, frigates, or 
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barcoluengo's, and for the maintaining the fame ; provid- 
'ed that they Ihall not be allowed to fell, or trade in the faid 
ftorcs, in the whole nor in part, under any pretence what- 
(bever ; for that in fuch cafe they fhall be confifcated ; 
and as well the buyers as the fellers, fhall be punilhed ac- 
cording to law, and the Affientifts fhall be, from that time 
forward, abfolutely deprived of this privilege, unlefs k 
fli all appear that they had obtained leave for the fale there- 
of from his Catholick Majefty. And it is farther provid- 
ed, that when the term of this AfEento is ended, the faid 
Afiientifts fhall not be allowed to make ufe of the faid 
fliips, frigates or barks, to carry them to Europe, becaufe 
of the irtconveniencies that might enfue. 

XL The faid Affientifts may make ufe of Englifh or 
Spaniards at their choice, for the management and direc- 
tion of this Affiento, as well in the ports of America, as in 
the inland places, his Catholick Majefty difpenfing for that 
end, with the laws which forbid ftrangers entering into, or 
inhabiting in that country ; declaring and commanding 
that' the Englifti, during the whole time of this Affiento, 
fhall be regarded and treated as if they were fubje£ls of 
the crown of Spain, with 'this reftriftion, that, there fhall 
not refide in any one of the faid ports of the Indies, 
more than four or fix Englifhmen ; out of which number 
the (aid Affientifts may chufe fuch as they fhall think fit, 
and fhall have occafion to fend up into the country, where 
' negroes are allowed to be carried, for the management 
and recovery of their effefts ; which they ftiall perform in 
the moft convenient mannef, and that which they fhall 
think beft, under the regulation mentioned in the ift ar- 
ticle; without any hindrance or difturbance from any 
minifters civil or military, of what degree or quality fo- 
ever, under any pretence, unlefs they can be charged 
with afting contrary tothe eftablifhedlaws, or to the con- 
tents of this Affiento. 

■ XII. That for the better management of this Affiento, 
his Catholick Majefty will be pleafed to grant, that 'as 
foon as the peace is proclaimed, her Britannick Majefty 
may fend twofhips of war, with the faid faftors, officers, 
and others, who are to be employed in this fervice, giv- 
ing firft a lift of the names, both of the one arid the others, 
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that are to go «(hor^ in all th^ ptCHts, wh^re ^y Ciiall ^ 
allowec} to fettle ^nd regul^c their ffiQoriej^, as well ih^ 
they may go with the greater convcniency gml fecmrity, ^ 
th^ they may provide all tiling* nec^^ary for th? rcoeiy-r 
ing the veifels that ihall go with negroes, which being o^Ii^ 
g^d to go to t^ke the blacks in upon the coaft of Africa^ 
and thence tranfport them to the pom of the Spanifh Ame* 
rica> it would be very incommodious as well as Mnprofiti* 
able, for the faftors and others employ^, to gq on board 
the {hip$ made ufe of in thole voyages, and yet it is indif* 
penfably ncceifary that lK>ufes be prepared beforehand for 
them to dwell in, and all other proviGons marie whicb they 
ihall want ; and for the tranfporting of the fa^rs, and 
others, bdonging to the company, to Buenos Ayres, a 
veflel of a middling burden ihall be allowed ; and it i3 here* 
by declared, that as 'well this veflTel, as die two fliip§ of 
war, are to be vifited and fc^rched ii) the ieveral ports by 
the royal officers, who may fei^&e-jheir merchandize, if 
tliey carry any ) and farther, th^ faid frips ihaU be fur- 
i>i(hed with nepeflary provifions for {;heir return, ?t a regi- 
liable ra^. 

^IIJ. The &id Aflientifts may nominate, in all the 
ports and diief pJace^ of America, judges coflifervators of 
this Ailiento, whom they may reniove and difplace, a^ 
appoint others at pleafure, in the manner fdlow^d to the 
P-ortugueze in the eighth article of their Affiento> provided 
always that they ihew a juftifiable caufe for their fofioiog, 
before the prefident, governor^ or audience of fuch di- 
ftriii, which ihall be by them refpefiively approved, fo as 
this nomination may fall on fpme of bis cathoUck mi^ef* 
ty's minifters ; which faid judges are to have cog^za^ce, 
^xclufive of all others, of all 'Caufes, aSairis and fi^ita, ire-* 
lating tp this Afjiento, with full authority and |urii(iiQian : 
aU audiences, minifters and tribunals, prefidents, captains 
general, governors, corregidores, great alcaldes^ and oAejr 
judges and juftices whatloever, the viceroys ofdjofejcingr 
doras included, being forbidden to meddle therewith, for^ 
afrauch as the faid judges confervatofs are alone to have 
the cognizance of thefc caufes and their incidents, from 
whofe fentences an appeal (in fuch cafes as the law allows) 
^ull lie to the fupreme council ^f the Indiei, with this 
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crondBtion, tkit the faid judges confervators majr not ^ 
ii»t»d or pretend to greater ialams than thofe the A^n^ 
tiftf ihaii d»nk good to allov them for that fctvkft ; ^md if 
ai^ of them ts^ any ipore, his C^tholkk Majefty vr^} 
order it to be reftored ; he will alfo grant that the prefix 
dent or governor of the feid oouncil for the time feeing, 
or the detano (eldeft meinber) thereof, (baJl be prote^or 
<rf this Afiienio ; utvi alfo that they m^y propofe a mm^ 
fter of the fame council, (whom they (hall think moft pro- 
per) to he their judge conferuacor, exclufive of all otl^ers^ 
with his Cadkolick Majefty'j approbadon, in like mwincr 
as ha» been done in former Afliento 3. 

XIV, h fliall ndt be lawfiij for the viceroys, audience^^ 
prefidente, captain3 general, governors, roygj oflicers, or 
other tribunal or minifter whatever, of hi^ Catholic); 
Majc&y, to lay an embargo on, or detain the fhips be- 
longing fio thi^ Alfiento, nor to hinder them in their voy-r 
ages, under any pretence, or for any caufe or motive 
whatever^ even though it jhouid be to fit them oi^t for 
War, or «pon any otber defign ; but, on the contrary, they 
flidi be K^li^ed to aJSR>rd them all the favour, amAance 
and fuccour, that the faid Affientifts or their faflors Ihall 
d^fire, for the more Ipeedy fitting out, difpatching, and 
lading of their faid &ips ; and likewife the vi3uals, and aU 
other things they (hall ttand in need of, for forwarding 
their voyages, at tie current prices, with this warning, and 
under this penalty, tl>at thofe who do otherwife, foall be 
oWigedj at their own proper coHs, to make good and fa* 
tisfy all the damages and lofles, which tlie Affientifts may 
foftain by fttch impediment or detention. 

XV. Neither fhall the viceroys, prefidents, captains gcr 
Jjeral, goveirnors, corregidores, great alcaldes, judges. 
And royal officers, or any other tribunal or o'fiScer what- 
foever, take, feize, detain, or lay an embargo by violence, 
or in any* other manner, under any pretence, or for any- 
•caufe or motive whatfoever, (though never fo urgent) o^ 
any of the (ftock, goods and effe6b, that are the produce 
-of diis Affiento, or belonging to tlie Aflientifts, under 
the penalty of being puniflied, and paying, out of their 
^n eftates, the damages and loffesthat feall accrue thyetie- 
ky : nc^r/lhallthe faid ipinifters fearch the houfcs^pr ware- 
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boufes of the faSors or others belonging to this Aflienta,- 
who are to enjoy this privilege and exemption, to prevcitf 
the fcandal and difcredit that attend fuch proceedings ; 
unlefs in cafe it (hall have been proved that there has been 
ibme fraudulent and prohibited importation, and then 
they may be fearched, with the affiftance of the judge 
confervator, herein abfolutely required, who fcall take 
care to prevent pilferings and embezzlements, that ufe to 
happen by the great number of foldiers and officers, that 
croud to fuch places on thofe occafions; it being agreed, 
that jif any fuch goods are found, they may be feized, but 
not the flock or effefts of the Affiento, which are to con-» 
tinue free; and if the faftors are concerned in fuch ofFen- 
ces, an account thereof fhall be given to the junta, thstt 
they may be punifhed. t 

XVI. That the faid Affientifts, their faftors, and others 
belonging to them in the Indies, may employ in their fer- 
vice fuch mariners, carriers, and workmen, as they ihall 
have occafion for, to load and unload their fhips and vef- 
fels, upon a voluntary agreement made with them, and 
paying them fuch falaries and ftipends as they ihall have 
agreed for. 

XVII. That the faid Affientifts fhall have liberty to 
load, at their choice, the effeCls they may have in the 
Indies, upon the Ihips of the Flota or the Galeons, to 
bring them into Europe, agreeing for the freight with the 
captains and owners of the faid fhips, or upon the vefTels 
belonging to the Affiento ; which if they think it conve- 
nient, may come under convoy with the faid Flotas and 
Galeons, or other (hips of war belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majefly, who will be pleafed to lay his exprefs com- 
mands, both upon the one and the other of them, to ad^- 
mit and take them nnder their proteftion and fafeguard, 
with this warning, that no fum whatever be demanded of 
them, by way of ordinary or extraordinary indulto^ or for 
their coming in company with the faid fleet or galeons ; 
arid that the efFeQs which fhall come in them, and fhali 
appear, by an authentick writing, to belong to the Affien- 
tifts, fhall be free of all duties whatfoever, on their impittr- 
tation in Spain, feeing their ftock is to be looked upon to 
have the fame privilege as if it belonged to his Catholick 
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Majefty ; and it is forbid, that the faid fhips belongjidg to 
the Amento (which may come in company with the fiotas) 
do bring on. board them any Spanifh paflenger, or any 
effefts of any fubjeft of his Catholick Majefty, 

XVIII. That from the ift day of May of this prcfent 
year 1713, till they (hall have taken pofleffion of this 
^fliento, nor after their taking fuch pofleiTion, it fhall not 
be lawful for the French Guinea company, or any other 
perfon whatfoever, to introduce any negro flaves into 
India, and if they do, his Catholick Majefty will declare^ 
as by this prefent article, he does declare, them to be con- 
fifcated and forfeited, in favour, and for the benefit of 
thefe AflSentifts, to whom they ftiall remain, they being 
obliged to pay the duties for the negroes thus imported 
contrary to this article, as are regulated and fettled by 
this contrad, for which purpofe, ib foon as it is figned^ 
circular orders^ in the moft ample form, fhall be daf-- 
patched to America, that there be npt any negroes for the 
account of the French company admitted into any of the 
ports, to whofe agent the fame ftiall be notified; and that 
this may be the more effedual and advantageous to the 
royal revenue, it is agreed, that when the faid Affientiflk 
fhall have notice that any ftiip with negroes Tnot belonging 
to them) is come upon the coaft, or entered into any port, 
they may fit out, arm, and lend out immediately fuch 
vefTels as they fhall have of their own, or any others be- 
longing to his Catholick Majefty, or his fubjeSs, with 
whom they fhall agree, to take, feize, and confifcate fuch 
fliips and their negroes, of whatever nation or perfon they 
be, to whom the fame fhall belong ; to which end the faid 
AfEentifts, and their faftors, fhall have liberty to take cog- 
nizance of, and fearch all (hips and veftels <hat fhall come 
upon the coafts of India, or into its ports, in which they 
ftiall have reafon to believe or fufpeft, that there are con- 
traband negroes : provided always that for the making of 
fuch fearches, vifits, and other proceedings before-men- 
.tioned, . they fhall firft have leave from the governors, to 
whom they fhall communicate what occurs, and defire 
them to interpofe their authority; provided that peace 
fhall be proclaimed before any thing of this can be done, 
or this AfTiento take place. 

XIX. That

XIX. "that the f^ Aifientifts, their fa£k>»» tfiid agents, 
fludl haf^e power to navigate and hnport their negro flaves, 
acGOr^ng to their contra^, to all the northern ports of 
his Catholick Majefty's Weft-Indies, including the river 
of Plata, with prohibition to all others, whether fubje6b 
of the crown, or ftrangers, to carry and introduce thither 
any negroes, under tlie penalties eftabliflied by the law» 
tiiat relate to this contrad of trade ; and bis Catholidk 
Majefty obliges himfetf by his faith and royal word, ta 
maintain the iaid Affientifts, in the entire and full poffeffion 
and performance of all the articles thereof, during the 
time agreed on, without allowing or conniving at any 
thing that may be contrary to the pun6lual and exa£t ful- 
filling thereof, his majefty cbnfiddring it as his own con- 
cern ; with this condition, that they Ihall not import into 
the faid river i>[ Plata, or Buenos Ay res, more than the 
i«oo Piezas de Negroes allowed by the 8th article, 

XX; That in cafe the feid Affientifts be molefted iii the 
execution and performance of this Affiento, and that their 
proceedings and rights be difturbed by way of fuits at 
law, or in any other manner whatfoever, his Catholick 
Majefty declares that he will referve to himfelf alone the 
cognizance thereof, and of all caufes that may be moved 
thereupon, with an inhibition to all and whatfoever judges 
and juftices to take to themfelves the examination and 
cognizance of the faid caufes, or of the fuits, omiflSons 
or defefis that may happen in the performance of this 
Affiento. 

XXI. That whenever the (hips of the faid Affientifts, 
fball arrive in the ports of tlie Indies with their cargoes of 
negroes, the captains thereof ftiall be obliged to certify 
that there is not any contagious diftemper amongft them, 
that the governor and royal officers may permit them to 
enter into the faid ports, without which certificates, they 
&ail not be admitted. 

XXII. When the faid fliips Ihall have entered into any 
of the ports, they are to be vifited by the governor and 
royal officers, and fearclied to the bottom, even to the 
ballaft ; and having landed their nergroes in whole or in 
part, they may at the fame time land the provifions, which 
they ftiall bring for their fubfiftence, laying them up in 
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particular houfes or magazines, having obtained l^ve of 
the minifters who had fearched the faid ihips ; to avoid by 
thefe means all opportunides of fraud or controveriy; but^ 
they ihall not land, import, or vend any goods or mer- 
chandize under any pretence or motive whatfoeveri and 
if there ihouid be any on board the fliips, they (hall be 
ieizcd, as if they were found on fliore, excepting only the 
faid negro flaves, and the magazines of proviiions for their 
ikbfiftence, under the penalty, that thofe who are guiky, 
Ihall be feverely punifhed, and their merchandize arid 
fsSt&s Gonififcated or burnt^ and they (hall be declared for 
ever incapable of having any employment in the faid 
Afliemo ; and the . officers and fubjeds of his Catholick 
Msijefty who fliall connive at the fame, fhall be feverdy 
punilfaed aifo^ all importation and trading in merchandize 
being abfolutely forbidden and denied to the faid Aflien- 
tifis, as being contrary to, and againft the laws of thefe 
kingdoms, ami the fincerity and good faith with which 
they ought to difcharge the obligations they are under by 
this Affiento. And his majefty declares and Ordains, that 
the merchandize which Ihall be fo feized, as being fraudu- 
iendy imported, fhall be appraifed and valued, and imme- 
diately burnt in fome publick place, by order of the faid 
governors and royal officers, and the captain or mailer of 
the faid fhip or veifel, Ihall be condemned to pay the price 
at which it was valued, though he (hould be guilty of no 
other fault, than of omiffion, in not taking care, that no 
fuch merchandize (hould have been put on board ; but if 
they are accomplices, or delinquents, they (hall be con- 
demned to pay a forfeiture proportionable to their offence, 
feverely punifhed, ^nd declared incapable to hold there- 
after any employment in the fervice of this Afliento : 
and his Catholick Majefty will require from all his mini* 
fters and officers, an exafl: and ftrift account of the per- 
formance of what is above-meutioned ; and it is declared 
that the (hips, on board which the negroes (hall be, or 
any provifions brought for their fubfiftcnce, (hall not be 
liable to the faid foifeiim-e and confifcation, they being 
declared to remain free, as not. being in fault; and the 
perfon or perfons, who have charge of them, may go on 
with their traffick j and if the merchandize or goods feized 
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da not exceed the value of loo pieces of eight [Efcvdo^ 
they Ihall be burnt without any remiffion (being firft ap- 
praifed) and.the captain fhall be condemned to pay the 
film at which they were appraifed^ as a punifhment for his 
negleft and omiffibn, and if he does not pay* down the 
value of what Ihall have been fo feized, he mall be fuf- 
pended and imprifoned till payment made ; but if it be 
proved that he was not an accomplice, he fhall be obliged 
to deliver up the perlbn guilty, and in that cafe he ifaall 
be free. 

XXIII. That the viftuals and other provifions which 
Ihall be put on Ibore.for the fubfiftence of the negroes, 
fhall not pay any duties of importation or exportation, or 
any others whatever, that now are, or hereafter may be 
impofed ; but if the Aflientifts buy or export them from 
the ports, then (hall, they be obliged to pay the duties eila- 
bliflied, in the fame manner as his Cathplick Majefty s 
liibjefts ought to do ; and it is declared, That if, of the 
provifions that were laid up in the ware-houfes, there 
Ihould remain fome, which could not be expended, and 
likely to periih, they may be fold, or carried to other 
ports to be.dilpofed of, paying the duties there eftablifhed; 
the whole, with the interpofition and knowledge of the 
royal officers. 

XXIV. That the duties upon the negroes imported, 
are to be due from the day of their landing in any of the 
ports of the Indies, after the fearch made, and all matters 
regulated by the royal officers; and it is declared, .That 
if any of the faid negroes die before they are fold, the 
Aflientifts fhall not thereby be quit of the obligation of 
paying the duties for thofe that die, nor have any preten- 
fion to make upon that account; except only, that in cafe, 
upon making the fearches, there be found any negroes 
dangeroufly ill, they may be landed for their recovery, 
and if thefe die within the fpace of ig days, from the 
time of their being put on fhore, the Affientifts fhall not be 
obliged to pay any duties, in regard they were not landed 
for fale, but in order to recover their health in the faid 
15 days; which being expired, if they Ihall be yet alive, 
then they fhall become indebted for the duties for them, 
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B^ like mmnef as tot tli)e reft, and fhaW pay them in thii 
coilrt, purfuant to what is agreed in tht 5th article, 

XXV. That after the AlTientifts, or their fa6lors, {hall 
have fettled the duties, and fold part of the loading of 
blacks, which they had brought to thai port, they ffiall be 
all6w^d to carry the remainder to any other port, carry- 
ing certificates from the royal officers of haVing there ac- 
counted for the duties, that fo the fatne may not be de-. 
inanded of them again in any other port; and they may 
receive in payment for thofe they fhall fell, money, barf 
of filver, and ingots of Gold, which fhall have paid the 
king's Quinto without fraud, as alfo the produce of th6 
country, which they may carry away, and embark freely^ 
as well the money, bars of (ilver, and ingots of gold, as 
the other effefts and fruits, as being the ptoducd of the 
fale of the faid negrpes, without t^ing obliged to pay any* 
duties, except only thofe that fhall be eftablifhed iri the 
places from whence thofe fruits and effefts are brought, 
which they are- allowed to receive in exchange, of for the 
yalu6 of their negroes, of whatever kind they be, up'bn 
falds rriade ip this manner for want of money, which they 
may carry on board the velTels employed in this Com- 
merce, to fuch ports as they fhall think fit, arid fell them* 
there, paying the accuftomed duties. 

XX Vi, That the fhips which fhall be employed by this 
Afiientc), may fail from the ports of Great Britairi of 
Spain at the choice of the AfTientifts, who fhall give an 
fitccount to his Catholick Majefty of what fhips they fhalf 
difpatch yearly for the negro-trade, and the ports for 
which they are defigned, and may return to cither, with 
the money, bars of filver, gold, fruits and produce of 
/the countiy, being the produce of the fale of their ne- 
groes, arid they fhall ,be under this obligation, that if the 
returns conie into the ports of Spain, the captains and 
commanders fhall give to his CathoHck Majefty's minifters 
an authentick regifter, by which it may appear what they 
ha^e on board ; and if they come back to Great Britain, 
they fhall fend over an exaft account of their lading, thai 
his majefty may be fully informed thereof; with this warn- 
ing, (hat they may not bring over, in any of the faid 
Ihips, any filver, gold, or other effects, than Whaf fhall 
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be the produce of the fale of the negroes, nor any Spa^. 
ni(h paflengers, they being forbid to receive on aboard 
any merchandize or other eflPefU, on account of his Ca- 
thoHck Majefty's fubje£ls in thofe dominions, without an 
exprefs licence firft obtained from his CathoUck Majefty; 
and they confent, that if the captains, commanders and 
officers, do bring any fuch on board, without fuch licence, 
they (hall b^ declared guilty, and puniflied as having de- 
frauded his majefty's cuftoms,. and tranfgrefled againft the 
contents of this article, and the orders which his majefty 
fliall have been pleafed to give for the execution thereof, 
and for the avoidings of fuch frauds in the ports of the 
Indies, lb that the offenders, being conviQed thereof, fhall 
be conftandy punifhed. 

XXVII. If it fhould happen that the fhips of this 
Affiento Ihould be fitted out as fhips of war, and fhould 
take any prizes from the enemies of either crown, or from 
the pirates that ufually cruize and plunder in the feas of 
America, they may bring them into any port belonging 
to Jbis Catholick Majefty, where they are to be admiued ; 
and the feid prizes being declared good and lawful; the 
captors fliall not be obliged to pay greater duties, upon 
the entry of their prizes, that what are eftablifhed and 
payable by the natural fubjefts of his majefty ; and it is 
declared, that if there fhould be any negroes on board 
fuch prizes, they may fell them in part of the number 
they have engaged to furnifh, as likewife the viftuals and 
provifions that fhould be over and above what is needful 
for their fubfiftence ; but this is not to extend to the mer- 
chandize and goods which they may take^ the fale whereof 
is ever to remain prohibited : however fuch regard is had 
to their interefts, that they are allowed to carry the faid 
merchandize and goods fo taken, to the ports of Cartha- 
gena or Porto Bello, and deliver them to the king's offi- 
cers, who are to receive them, and make an inventory, 
thereof, and lay them up in warehoufes, in the prefence 
of the captors, where they are to be kept till the arrival 
of the Galeons, and the time of holding the fairs in the 
faid ports of Carthagena and Porto Bello; and then the 
king's officers are to take care that they be fold, with the 
interpofition, and in the prefence of the deputies of com- 
merce, 
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merce, and the faid captors, or their agents; for which 
piupofe his Catholick Majefty is to give the neceflary 
orders, as he docs give them by this prefent article, and 
deducing a founh part of the produce of the fale thereof, 
which is to belong to his Catholick Majefty, to be put 
into the royal coflFers, and remitted to Spain, with a dif- 
tihft account of the faid produce, they are to deliver the 
three remaining parts of each prize, without the leaft 
delay to the captors, or their agents, deduQing and retain* 
ing thereout all expences for their fale and warehoufc- 
room, and fatisfying at the fame time that thefe prizes 
are fold, the accuftomed duties payable for the fame to 
the royal exchequer. And for the preventing all manner 
of doubt and cavil, his majefty declares. That the fliips, 
ketches, and other veflels, (thus made prize of J of what- 
ever fort they be, with their arms, guns, ammunition, and 
all the furniture and tackle on board them, fhall belong to 
the captors. 

XXVIII. That whereas in the eftablifhihg and adjufting 
this Affiento, a particular regard is had to the advantage 
that may thence accrue to their Britifh and Catholick Ma- 
jefties, and to their revenues, it is agreed and ftipulated. 
That both their majefties fliall be concerned for one half 
of this trade, each of them a quarter part, which is to 
belong to them purfuant to this agreement : and whereas 
it. is neceflary that his Catholick Majefty (in order to have 
and enjoy the benefit and gain that may be obtained by 
this trade) fhould advance to the faid Aflientifts, one mil- 
lion of pieces of eight, (Efcudas) or a quarter of the fum, 
which they fhall judge neceflary for the putting of this 
commerce into a^ good order and method, it is agreed 
a^ fettled, that if his Catholick Majefty fliall not think 
it convenient to advance the faid fum, the aforementioned 
AflSentifts do offer to do it out of their own money, upon 
condition, that his Catholick Majefty fliall make good the 
intereft out of what they fliall be accountable for, to him, 
after the rate of eight per cent, yearly, commencing from 
the refpeftive days of their 'laying out- the faid money, 
and to continue till they are reimburfed and fatisfied, ac- 
cording to the account that fliall be prefented to him, that 
his majefty may thus enjoy the profits that may accrue to 
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kimv wMdi ibcy oblige themfeiivcft to fVdOi this time; hit. 
sn cafe they do not make any profit by reafon of accidents 
or misfortunes, and that inftead thereof they fufFer lofles ; 
his majefty will k>e obliged (as he does oblige himleff froia 
this time) to caufe them to be reimbu^fed {b far as he is 
concerned, according to juftice, and in fuch way as. may 
be leaft prejudidal to his royat revenues! And his Catho« 
lick Majefty is to name two direftor* or faftors,, who arc 
to refide at London, two mofe m the Indies, and one at 
Cadiz, that they may be concerned on bis part, (together 
with thofe of her Briiannick Majefty, and thofe that ifaaU 
be interefted) in all the dire6lrons^ purdiafes and accounts 
of this AQiento, to whom his Catholick Majefty is to give 
proper inftruflions by which to govern themfelves, pard** 
cularly to thofe in the Indies, for the better avokling aU 
impediments and difputes which may happen* 

XXIX. That the faid Affientifts are to give an account 
of their profits and gain at the end of the firft five veor* 
of this AffientOy with accounts taken upon oath, ana ccr« 
tified by legal inftruments, of the charge of the purchaie, 
fubfiftence, tranfportation, and fale of the negroes, and 
all other expences upon their account ; and alfo certificates. 
in due form, of the produce of their fale in all the ports 
and parts of America, belonging to his Catholick M^efty^ 
whither they (hall have been imported and fold; which 
accounts, as well of the charge as the produce, are firft 
to be examined and fettled, by her Britannick Majefty 's 
minifters employed in this fervice, in regard to the ftiare 
fhe is to have in thi& Aificnto, and then to be examined 
in like manner in this court ; and his Catholick Majefty'-s: 
fhare of the profits n^y be adjufted and recovered from 
the Affientifts, who are to be obliged to pay the fam# 
moft regularly and pun6lually, in purfuance of this arn- 
cle, which is to be of the fame force and vigour as if it 
were a publick inftrument, and under the regulation men- 
tioned in the 28tli article, concerning the fa6:ors which 
his Catholick Majefty is to appoint. 

XXX. That if the amount of the gain made during 
the firft five vears, does exceed the ftmi which the Aflfen- 
tifts are to advance, and fliall advance for his Catholick 
Majefty, together with the intereft of eight fer cenU which

is to be incliKled ahd made good in the manner above- 
mentioned, the Affientills are to reimburfe themfelves in 
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the firft place, what they Ihall have advanced, with all the 
intereft, and then to pay to his Catholick Majefty the re- 
mainder of the profit that (hall come to his fhare, toge- 
ther with the duties upon negroes annually imported, with- 
out any delay or impediment ; which praflicc is likewifi? 
to be obferved and continued every fire years fucceffively, 
<iurinc[ the term of this Affiento ; and at the end thereof 
an account fliall be given of the gain made in the laft 
five years, in the fame manner as is mentioned m relation 
to the firft five years ; fo that his CathoHck Maj^efty, and 
his minifters, whom he Ihall employ in this affair, may 
remain fully fatisfied, purfuant to what is mentioned in 
the 28th article, concerning the faftors which his Catho- 
Jick Majefty is to appoint. 

XXXI. That whereas the faid Affientifts have offered 
by the 3d article of this contraft, to advance 200000 pieces 
of eight in the manner therein exprefled, they fliall not be 
retmburfed the fame, till the end of the firft 20 years of 
this Affiento, as is mentioned in the faid 3«d article, nor 
fhall they pretend to any allowance for the rifque or in- 
tereft of that fum ; but if upon the account that is to be 
;^iven by the Affientifts, at the end of the firft five years, 
they fhatt appear to be gainers, they may reimburfe them- 
felves the fum, (or part thereof) which they fiiall have 
advanced for the quarter part, wherein his CathoKck Ma- 
jefty is interefted i^ this Affiento, as alfo the intereft due 
to them on this account, purfuant to what is mentioned in 
the 28 th article. 
^ XXXII. That from and after the determination and 
fulfilling of this Affiento, his Catholick Majefty does grant 
to the Affientifts the fpace of three years, to adjuft their 
accounts, and gather in all their effefts in the Indies, jtnd 
make up a balance of the whole, during which term of 
three years, the faid Affientiftis, their feftors, agents, and 
others employed by them, (hall enjoy the fame privileges 
and immunities as are granted to them for the term of 
|his contrjiQ, for the free entr&nce of their ft)ips and veffels 
i^ aJl the ports of America, and exportation of fuch effefts 
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as they may have there, without any alteration or re- 
firifiion whatfoever. 

XXXIII. That all the debtors to the Affientifts (hall 
be compelled and forced to pay their debts, by taking 
them and their goods in execution, thefe debts being con- 
lidered upon the fame foot as thofe due to his Catholick 
Majefty himfelf, who declares them as fuch, that they may 
be the more effeftually recovered. 

XXXIV. That it being requifite for the fupport and 
fubfiftence of the negfoe flaves, who fhall be fet on fhorc 
in the ports of the Weft Indies, as likcwife of all the 
perfons employed in this commerce, to keep conftandy 
magazines filled with cloathing, medicines, provifions, and 
other neceflaries, in all the fa&>ries that fhall be efta- 
blilhed, for the more eafy and better management of this 
AfTiento, as alfo with all naval ftores, for die repairing of, 
and fumiihing the (hips and veflels employed in its fer- 
vice, the Aflientifts truft that his Catholick Majefty will 
pleafe to allow them, from time to time, to bring from 
Europe or her Britannick Majefty 's colonies in North 
America, dire6Uy to the ports and coafts of the Northern 
Sea of the Spanifti Weft Indies, where there (hall be 
royal ofiicers, or their deputies, and likewife to the river 
of Plata or Buenos Ayres, cloathing, medicines, prori- 
fions, and naval ftores, for the ufe only of the Aflientifts, 
their negroes, faftors, fervants, mariners, and fliips; and 
they may import the fame in fmall veflels, of about 1 50 
tons, (and not in thofe wherein the negro flaves are carried) 
of which and their cargoes^ they are, at the time of their 
departure^ to fend an account to the council of the Indies, 
and to lay before it a declaration of the fadors, of what 
goods the loading confifts, none of which fliall be fold, 
under penalty of confifcation aiad fevere punifhment to be 
inflifted on tne offenders, unlefs it be, in the cafe of an 
urgent neceffity, for a Spanifh Ihip, the captain whereof, 
in order to his return home, may be obliged to buy the 
fame as he can agree with the faQors. 

XXXY. For the refrefhing and preferving in health 
the negro flaves, which they fhall import into the Weft 
Indies, after fo long and painful voyage, and to prevent 
any contagious illnefs or diftemper amongft them, the 
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1a:3ors of this AfTiento Ihall be allowed to hire fuch par- 
<:els of land as they Ihall think fit, in the neighbourhood 
of the places where the fadories Ihall be eftabliftied, in 
order to cultivate the faid lands, and make plantations, in 
which they may raife frelh provifions for their relief and 
fiibfiftence ; which cultivating and improvenaent is to be 
performed by the inhabitants of the country, and the ne- 
groe flaves, and not by any others, nor may any minifters 
of his Catholick Majefty hinder them, provided they keep 
to this rule. 

XXXVI. That leave (hall be granted to die Affientifts 
to fend a ihip of 300 tons to the Canary iflands, and to 
carry from thence fuch fruits as are cuftomarily taken on 
board there, for America, purfuant to what was allowed 
to Don Bernardo Francifco Marin by the 26th article of 
his Affiento, and by the 21ft article of the Afliento of 
the Guinea company of Portugal, for one time only, 
during the continuance of this Afliento. 

XXXVII. That orders Ihall be difpatched for the pub- 
lication in all the ports of America, of an Indulto for the 
negroes unduly imported from the day that this Afliento is 
to take place, with free liberty to the fadors to lay an 
Indulto on them at what time and price they fliaU think 
fit; and that the produce of this Indulto fliall be applied 
to the benefit of the Aflientifl:s, who fhall be obliged to 
pay to his. Catholick Majefty the regular duties of 33 
pieces of eight, and one third of a piece of eight, for 
each negro, at the time that the Indulto is laid. 

XXXVIII. That for the better and more expeditious 
difpatch of this affair, his Majefty will be pleafed to efta- 
blifli a junta of three minifters, fuch as he fiiall think 
moft proper, who, with the afliftance of the fifcal and 
fecretary of the council of the Indies, fliall hear and take 
cognizance, (exclufive of all others) of all matters and 
caules relating thereunto, during the time that is ftipu« 
lated; and that the faid junta fliall lay before his majefty. 
what (hall occur to them, in the fame manner as was prac- 
tifed for the French company. 

XXXIX. That all the conceflions in former Aflientos. 
to Don Domingo Grillo, the confulado of Seville, Don 
l?ipolas Porcioj Don Bernardo Marin y Gufman, the 
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corrtpanies of Pftrtugal, and France, not being contrary 
to the contents of this cpntraQ, fhall be underttoocj and 
declared to be in its favour, as if they were herein liter^ly 
inferted; and that all the orders that have at any time 
been difpatched in favour pf thofe fore-mentioned Aflieo- 
tifts, Ihall be granted to thefe, whenever they fhall aflc 
them, without any doubt or difficulty. 

XL. That in cafe of a declaration of war (which God 
forbid) of the crown of Great Britain againft that of Spain, 
or of Spain againft Great Britain, this Affiento is to be 
fufpended ; however the Affientifts are to be fuffercd to 
rfempve with al| fecurity, (during the fpace of one year 
a^id an half, from the time of the declaration of fuch rup- 
ture) all their effefts, and to bring them home freely in 
luch of their ftiips as fhall then happen to be in xl:e port5 
bf the Indies, or in thofe belonging to the Spaniards; witl| 
thi$ conditipn, that if they (hould bring them to the ports 
df Spain, they may freely carry them away again, as if 
th^ Affiento was yet in force, it being firft made to appear, 
that they ^re the produce of the negroe trade ; and if i^ 
farther declared. That if it fhould happen that the crown§ 
of Spain aind England, or either of them, jointly or fe- 
pafately, iball enter upon s^ war with other nations, in 
fbch cafe the fhips employed in this Affiento are to have 
pafTes and carry flags with different arms from what are 
ufuatly borne by the Englifh or Spaniards, fuch as his Ca- 
tholick Majefty fhall pleafe to inake choice of, the like to 
which are not to be granted to any other vefTels than thofe 
belonging to this trade, which fhall proteft them from 
J)eing molefted or affaulted by the fhips of fuch nation^ 
^& fhall be, or declare themfelves enemies to ttie two 
crowns ; in order to the fecuring of which, her Britannick 
Majefiy will take upon her to folicit and obtain that in the 
cnfuing general-treaty of peace, an exprefs article may be 
inferred, that all the princes may take notice of it, and 
Tiiay be obliged to command their fubjefts to govern 
themfelves. ^cordingly, and to obferve the fame exaftly 
iand punctually. 

XLI. That all the contents of this prefent contract, 
and the condi^ons therein inferted, as likewife all that 
fhall be asmexed thereunto, or depending thereon, (hall 
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be fulfilled, and fincerely apd pun&ually executed, (q at 
it may not be obftrufted by any pretence, caufe, or mo- 
tive whatfoever ; for which purpofe his majefty is to di& 
penfe, (as he does hereby difpenfe) with all laws, ordinan- 
ces, proclamations, privileges, eftablifliments, ufeges and 
cuftoms, contrary hereunto, wherever the fame may b^ 
fiibfifting in any of the ports, places, and provinces of A- 
merica, belonging to his majefty, for the ti^rm of thirty 
years, during which this Affiento is to continue, and the 
three years farther, which are allowed to the Affientifts, 
for the getting in their effefts, and balancing their ac- 
counts, as has been already mentioned ; which laws, &c, 
^re, however, to continue m all their force and vigour, in 
all other cafes that do not relate to this contra6l, and in 
• all time coming, after the expiration of the thirty three 
years thereof. 

XLII. And finally, his majefty grants ta the faid AC- 
fien^ifts, their agents, faQors, minifters, officers civil and 
military, as well at fea as at land, all the favours, free- 
doms, privileges and exemptions, that have ever been 
granted to any former Aflientifts, without any reftriSion 
or limitation, fo far as they are not contrary to what is a- 
greed and expreffed in the foregoing articles ; which the 
Affientifts do likewife oblige themfelves to accomplifh and 
execute entirely and punftually. 

Additional Article. 

BEfides the foregoing articles ftipulated on behaJTof the 
Englifl) company, his Catholick Majefty, confider- 
ing the lofifes which former Aflientifts have fuftained^ andl 
upor^ this exprefs condition, that the faid company fhall 
not carry on, nor attempt any unlawful trade, direftly nor 
indire£Uy, under any pretence whatfoever ; and to raani- 
feft to her Britanhick majefty, how much he defires to 
pleafure her, and to confirm more and more a ftrift and 
gpod correfpondence, has been pleafed, by his royal de- 
cree of the 1,2th of March, in this prefent year, to allow 
to the company of this Afliento, a (hip of five, hundred 
tons yearly, during the thirty years of its continuance, to. 
trade therewith to the Indies, in which his Catholick Ma.* 
jefty is tQ paxu^e a fgurth p^r); of tbi? gaiij^. a$. in the At 
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fiento ; befides which fourth, his Catholick Majcfty is to 
receive five jper cent, out of the rieat gain of the other 
three parts which belong to England, upon this exprefs 
condition, that they may not fell the goods and merchan- 
dizes, which each of thofe ftiips fhall carry, but only at 
the time of the fair ; and if any of thefe Ihips fhall arrive 
in the Indies, before the flotas and galeojis, the fa£)x>rs of 
the AfBento (hall be obliged (o land the goods and mer- 
chandize (with which they fhall be laden) and put them 
into warehoufes that fhall be locked witli two keys, one 
€jf which to remain with the royal officers, and the other 
with the faSors of the company, to the end the faid goods 
and merchandize may be fold during the continuance of 
die {aid fair only ; and they are to be free of all duties ia 
the Indies. 

C O N c'l U S I O M» 

And whereas my will and pleafure is, that all that is con« 
tained in each of the articles and conditions (expreffed in 
the above draught herein inferted) and that which is the 
lafl of all (being added thereto of my own free will) 
feould have its full effeS, I do by thefe prefents approve 
and ratify the fame, and command that it be obferved, ful- 
filled and executed, literally, in the whole and throughout, 
according to the contents of it, and of every article there- 
of and what is therein declared, and that nothing be done 
or afted, c^ be any ways fuflPered to be done or aded, 
contrary to the tenor and form thereof, difpenfing (as I 
do for this time difpenfe) with all laws and prohibitions that 
may be contrary thereunto ; and I promife and affure, up- 
on my faith and royal word, thsit provided the company of 
England perform this contraft on their part, fo far as 
concerns them, and as they are obliged, I will perform it 
on my part : in witnefs whereof I have granted to the lord 
texingtdn, her majefly of Great Britain's minifter in this 
court, the prefent writing and acceptance of this contraft, 
correfponding with its entire performance and validity i 
which, in purfuance of my royal command, has been 
made out by the regifler's office of the chamber of my 
council of the Indies, the 26th day of this prefent month 
and year ; and 1 will, that for the execution of all that is 
mentioned'in this Affiento, all the cedulas, difpatches and 
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ordersj required for the entire eScGt and fulfiUing thereof, 
be iflued in their projiertime: and the comptrollers of ac-- 
coury^ who attend my faid council, are to take notice of 
thefirprefents. Given at Madrid the twenty fixth day of 
March, one thoufand feven hundred and thirteen.

I. 'T^HAT there be an univerfal perpetual peace, and a 
JL true and fincere friendfliip, between the moft fc- 
rene and mqft potent princefs Anne^ queen of Great Bri- 
tain, and the moft ferene and moft potent prince Lewis 
XIV. the moft Chriftian King, and their heirs and fuc- 
ceflbrs, as alfo the kingdoms, fiates, and fubje&s of both, 
as well without as within Europe ; and that the fame be fo 
fincerely and inviolably preferved and cultivated, that the 
one do promote the intereft, honour, aiid advantsige of 
the other, and that a faithful neighbourhood on all fides, 
and a fecure cultivating of peace and friendfliip, do daily 
flourifli again and encreafe. 

11. That all enmities, hoftilities, difcords, and wars, be* 
tween the faid queen of Great Britain, and the faid moft 
Chriftian K\ng, and their fubje6ls, do ceafe and be abo- 
liftied, fo that on both fides they do wholly refrain and de- 
fift from all plundering, depredation, harm-doing, inju- 
ries. 
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and annoyance ^hatfeever, as "Wdtl by land, asbyfea 

unci fre(b water, in all parts of the world, and chiefly 

through all tra£is, dominibna, and places, of what kind (<>- 

<^ver, of the kingdoms, countries, and territories of either

III. AU oflFcnces, injuries, harms, and damages, which 
the aforefaid queen of Great Britain, and her fohjefts, or 
the aforeraid mod Chriftian King, and his fubje3s, have 
fuSered the one from the other, during this war, Ihali be 
buried in oblivion, fo that neither on account, or under 
pretence thereof, or of any other thing, {hall either here- 
after, or the fubjcQs of either, do, or give, caufe, or fuf- 
fer to be done or given to the other, any hoftility, enmity, 
mcJeftation, or hindrance, by themfelves or by others, fe- 
cretly or openly, direftly or indireQly , under colour of 
right, or by way of faft. 

IV. Furthermore, for adding a greater ftrength to the 
peace which is reftored, and to the faithful friendfhip 
which is never to be violated, and for cutting off all oc- 
cafions of diftruft, which might at any time arife from 
the eftahliftied right and order of the hereditary fuccef- 
fioD to the crown of Great Britain, and the Kmitation 
thereof by the laws of Great Britain, (made and enafted 
in the reigns of the late king William III. of glorious me- 
mory^ and of the prefent queen) to the ifmt of the ^ 
bovefaid queen, and in default thereof, to the moft fcrene 
princefs Sophia, dowager of Brunfwick-Hanover, and her 
heirs, in the proteftant line of Hanover. That therefore 
the &id fucceflion may remain fafe and fecure, the moft 
Chriftian King fincerely and folemnly acknowledges the 
abovefaid limitation of the fucceflion to the kingdom of 
Great Britain, and on the faith and word of a king, on the 
pledge of his own and his fuccefibrs honour, he does de* 
dare and engage, that he accepts and approves the jiame, 
-and that bis heirs and fucceffors do and (hall accept and 
approve thje fame for ever. And under the fame obltga- 
lion of the word and honour of a king> the moft Chriftian 
King promifc^s that no one beSkies the queen herfelf, 
and her fucceftbrs, according to the feries of the feid li- 
mitation, fhall evCT by him, or by his heirs or fiicceffbrs, 

, be acknowledged, or F€p^te4^^ ^ ki^^ op ^uecn of Great 
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Brkaiiu And for adding more ample credit Co the faid 
acknowledgment and promifes, the mofi ChriRian King 
does engage, that whereas the perfon who, in the life-time 
of the late king James II. did take upon him the title of; 
prince of Wales, and fince his deceafe, that of king of 
Great Britain, is lately gone, of his own accord, out of 
the kingdom of France, to refide ih fome other place, he 
the aforefaid moft Chriftian King, his heirs and fijcceffors*, 
will take all poffible care, that he fhall not at any time 
hereafter, ox under any pretence whatlbever^ return into 
the kingdom of France, or any the dominions thereof. 

Moreover, the rooft Chriftian King promifes, as well in 
his own name, as in that of his heirs and facceffors, that 
they will at no time whatever difturb, or give any molefta- 
tion to the cptcn of Gresit Britain, her heirs and fucceflbrs, 
defccmied from the aftjrefaid proteftant line, who pelflels 
the crown of Great Britain, and the dominions belonging 
thereunto. Neidier will the aforefaid moft Chriftian King, 
or any one of his heirs, give at any time any aid, fuccour, 
favour, or council, direftly or indireQly, by land or by 
lea, in money, arms, ammunition, warlike provifidn, Ihips, 
foldiers, feamen, or any other way, to any perfon or per- 
fons, whofoever they be, who for any caule, or under any 
pretext whalfoever, ftiould hereafter endeavour to oppofe 
the faid fuccefljoo, either by open war, or by fomenting 
fedidons, and forming confpiracies againft fiich prince or 
princes who are in poffeffion of the .throne of Great Bri- 
tain, by virtue of the afts of parliament aforementioned, 
or againft that prince or princefs, to whom the fucceflfion 
of the crown of Great Britain fhall be open, according 
to the faid adis of parliament. 

VI. Whereas the moft deftruftive flame of war, which 
is to be ejfltinguiflied by this peace, arofe chiefly from 
thence, that the fecurity and Uberties of Europe could by 
no mekns bear the union of the kingdoms of France ancj 
Spain under one and the fame king ; and whereas it has at 
length been brought to pafs, by the afliftance of the divine 
power, upon the moft eanieft inftances of her facred roy- 
al majefty' of Great Britain, and with the confent both of 
the Moft Chriftian, and of the Ca'tholick King, that thi^ 
ifil fbould in all times to come be obviated, by means of 
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lenunciatioas drawn in the moft effe£tual form, and exe*- 
cuted in the moft folemn manner, the tenor whereof is as 
ibUows,. 

Letters patents by the king, which admit the renunciation of 
the king of Spaun to the crown of France, and thofe of M^ 
the duke of Berry, and of M. the duke of Orleans^ to the 
crown of Spain. 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, king of France and 
Navarre : to all people prefcnt, and to come, greet- 
ing. During the various revolutions of a war^ wherein 
we have fought only to maintain the juftice of the rights 
of the king, our moft dear, and moft beloved grandibn, to 
the monarchy of Spain, we have never ceafed to defire 
peace. The greateft fucceffes did not at all dazzle us, and 
the contrary events, which the hand of God made ufe of 
to try us, rather than to deftroy us, did not ^ive birth to 
that defire in us, but found it there. But the time mark- 
ed out by divine providence for the repofe of Europe was 
not yet come; the diftant fear of feeing one day our 
crown, and that of Spain, upon the head of one and the 
feme prince, did always make an equal impreflion on the 
powers, which were united againft us ; and this fear, which 
had been the principal caufe of the war, feemed alfo to lay 
an infuperable obftacle in the way to peace. At laft, after 
many fruidefs negotiations, God being moved with the Of- 
ferings and groans of fo many people, was pleafed to open 
a furer way to come at fo difficult a peace. But the fame 
alarms ftill fubfifting, the firft and principal condition, 
which was propofed to us by our moft dear and moft be- 
loved fitter the queen of Great Britain, as the effential 
stnd neceflary foundation of treating, was, that the king of 
Spain, our faid brother and grandfon, keeping the monar- 
chy of Spain, and of the Indies, fliould renounce for him- 
felf, and his defcendants for ever, the rights which his 
birth might at any time give him and them to our crown; 
that on the other hand, our moft ^ear and moft beloved 
grandfon the duke of Berry, and our moft dear and moft 
belQved nephew the duke of Orleans, fhould likewife re- 
nounce for themfelves, and for their defcendants male and 
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fcgnale for ever, their rights to the monarchy of Spain.md 
t£e Indies. Our faid filter caufed it to be reprefented iui« 
to us^ that without a formal and pofitive alTurance upon 
this point, which alone could be the bond of peace, £u« 
rope would never be at reft ; all the powers which fliare 
the fame, being equally perfuaded, diat it was for their 
general intereft, and for their common fecurity, to con- 
tinue a war, whereof no one could forefee the end, gather 
than to be expofed to behold the fame prince become one 
cUymafter of two.. monarchies, fo powerful as thofe of 
France and Spain. But as this princefs, • (whofe indefaii* 
gable zeal for re-eftabliftiing the general tranquility we can- 
not fuflBciently praife) was fenfible of all the reluftancy wc 
had to confent, that one of our children, fo worthy to in- 
herit the fucceffion of our forefathers, fhould neceflarily 
be excluded from it, if the misfortunes wherewith it has 
pleafed God to afflift us in our family, fliould moreover 
take from us, in the perfon of the Dauphin, our tnoft dear 
and moft beloved great grandfon, the only remainder of 
thofe princes which our kingdom has fo juftly lamented 
with us ; fhe entered into our pain, and after having joint-, 
ly fought out gentler means of fecuring the peace; we a- 
greed with our faid fifter to propofe to the king of Spain 
other dominions, inferior indeed to t;Jiofe which he poflfeflfes, . 
yet the value thereof would fo much the more increafe 
under his reign, in as much as in that cafe he would prc- 
ferve his rights, and annex to our crown a part of the faid 
dominions, if he came one time or other to fucceed us* 
We employed therefore the ftrongeft reafons to perfuade 
him to accept this alternative. We gave him to under- 
lland, that the duty of his birth was the firft which he 
ought to confult ; that he owed himfelf to his houfe, and 
to his country, before he was obliged to Spain ; that if he 
were wanting to his firft engagements, he would perhaps 
one day in vain regret his having abandoned thofe rights, 
which he would be no more able to maintain. We added 
to thefe reafpns, the perfonal motives of friendfliip, and of 
tender love, which we thought likely to moVe'him; the. 
pleafure we fhould have m feeing him from time to time 
near us, and in pafilng fome part of our days with him, 
which we might promifc ourfelves from the neighbourhood 
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of die (fomirilon^ tifat ^dri offered fiinr, tfid A&faftfd^ 
of inffnifting: hini ourfclVc^ confcerning the ftatte of our a1^ 
fairi*, and of rrfying opoh hitft for the fature; fo thit, if 
God {Kouftf preferve to usr the Dauphin, vre cotild giv^ 
our kingdom, ill the perfon of the king our brother, and 
grandfon, i regent inftrufled in the art of goVef nUaent ; 
and that if this child, lb precious to us and to our Ibb- 
jea^, were alfo taken ffom us; we ftiould at leaft have the 
confohtion of leaving to our people a virtuous kin^, fit 
to govern* them, and who would likewife annex to our 
crown very Confiderable dominions: Our inftances reite- 
rated with all the force, and with all the tender affedioir 
neceflary to perfuade a fon, who fo juftly deferves thofe 
etforts; which we made for preferving him to France; pro- 
duced nothing but reiterated refufals on his part, ever to 
abandon ftich brave and faithful fubfe6ts, whofe zeal for 
Kim had been diftinguifhed'ih thofe conjunftures, when 
His throne feertied to be the moff fhaken. So that perfift- 
ing with an invincible firmnefs in his firft refolution, affert- 
ing likewife, tHw it was more glorious, and more advan- 
tageous for our houfe, and for oar kingdom, thah that 
which we' preffed him to take, he declared in the meeting 
erf the ftatcs of the kingdom of Spain, affertbled at Ma-- 
drid for thatpurpofe, that for obtaining a general peace, 
and fecuring the tranquility of Europe by a balance of 
powtr, he of his own propeV motion, of his owri free will, 
and without any conftraint, renounced for himfelf, for 
his heirs and fucceffors, for ever and ever, all pretenfions 
rights and titles, which he, or any of his defendants, have 
at prefent, or may have at any time to come whatfoever, 
to the fucceffion of our crown; that he held for excluded 
therefrom himfelf, his children, heirs^ and defcendants 
for ever ;. that he confented' for himfelf and for them, 
that ilow, as well as then, his right, and that of his de- 
fcendants, ftiould pafs over and be transferred to him a- 
mong the princes, whom the law of fucceffion, atid the or- 
der of birth Calls, or (hall call to inherit pur crown in de- 
fault of our faid brother and grandfon the kin^ of Spain, 
and of his defcendants, as it is more amply fpecified in the 
a6t of renunciation, approved by the ftates of his king- 
dom ; and corifcquently he declared, that he defffted par- 
ticularly 
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ticularly from the right which hath been added to that of 
his birth, by our letters patents of the month of Decem- 
ber, 1700, whereby we declared, that it ivas our will, that 
the king of Spain and his defcendants, fhould always pre- 
fcrve the rights of their birth and original, in the fame 
manner as if they refided aftually in our kingdorh ; and 
from the regiftry which was made of our faid letters pa- 
tents, both in our court of parliament, and in our cham- 
ber of accounts at Paris. We are fenfible, as king, and 
as father, how much it were to be defired, that the gene- 
ral peace could have been concluded without a renunci- 
ation, which makes fo great a change in our royal houfe, 
and in the ancieilt order of fucceeding to our crown ; but 
we are yet more fenfible, how much it is our duty to fe- 
cure fpeedily to our fubjefts a peace, which is fo neceffary 
for them. We fhall never forget the efforts which they 
made for us during the long continuance of a war, which 
we could not have fupported, if their' zeal had not been 
much moreextenfive than their power. The welfare of a 
people fo faithful, is to us a fupreme law, which ought to 
be preferred to any other confideration. It is to this law, 
that we this day facrifice the right of a grandfon, who is 
fo dear to us, and by the price which the general peace 
will coft oiir tender love, we (hall at leaft have the com- 
fort of (hewing our fubjefts, that even at the expence of 
our blood, they will always keep the firft place in our 
hea!rt. 

For thefe caufes, and other important confiderations 
us thereunto moving, after having feen in our council the 
faid aft of renunciation of the king of Spain, our faid bro- 
ther and grandfon, of the fifth of November lalt, as alfo 
the afts of renunciation, whi^h our faid grandfon the duke 
of Berry, and our faid nephew the duke of Orleans, made 
reciprocally of their rights to the crown of Spain, as well 
for themfelves as for their defcendants, male and female, 
in confequence of the renunciation of our faid brother and 
grandfon the king of Spain, the whole hereunto annexed, 
with a copy collated of the faid letters patents of the month 
of December, 1700, under the counter-feal of our chan- 
cery, of our fpecial grace, full power, and royal authority, 
we have declared, decreed, and ordained, and by thefe 
. Vol. I. I prefents 
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prcfents figned with our hand, wc do declare, decneiev 
^nd ordain, we will, andjt is our pleafure, that the fiid 
aQ; of renunciation of our (aid brother and grandfon the 
king of Spain, and thofe of our faid grandfon the duke af 
Berry, and of our faid nephew the duke of Orleans, whick 
we have admitted, and do admit, be regiftered in all our 
courts of parliament, and chambers of our accounts in 
pur kingdom, and other places where it fhall be necefla- 
ry, in order to their being executed according to their 
form and tenor. And confequemly, ,we will and intend, 
that our faid letters patents of the month of December, 
1700, be and remain null, and as if they had never 
been made, that they be brought back to us, and that in 
the margin of the regifters pf our faid court of parlia-- 
ment, and of our faid chamber of accounts, where the en- 
rolment of the faid letters patents is, the extrafl of thefe 
prefents be placed and inferted, the better to fignify ouj? 
mtention as to the revocation, and nullity of the &id let-> 
ters. We will, that in conformity to the faid a6k of w^ 
nunciation of our faid brother and grandfqn the king of 
Spain, he be from henceforth looked upon and confider- 
cd, as excluded from our fucceffion, that his heirs, fuc- 
ceffors, and defcen4ants be Jikewife excluded forever, and 
looked upon as incapable of enjoying the fame. We un-» 
derftand, that in failure of 4hem, all rights to our &ici 
crown, and fucceffion to our dominions, which might at a- 
ny time wh?itfoever belong and appertain to them, be and 
remain transferred to our mod dear, and moft beloved 
grandfon the duke of Berry, and to his children, and 
defendants, being males, born in lawful marriage; and 
fucceffively in failure of them, to thofe of the princes qf 
our royal houfe, and their defendants, who in right of 
their birth, or by the order eiftablifhed fince the founcia- 
lion of our monarchy, ought to fucceed to our ccown* 
And fo we command our beloved and trufty counfel- 
lors, the members of our court of parliament at Paris, 
-fliat they do caufe thefe prefents, together with the aSs of 
renunciation made by oilr faid brother and grandfon the 
/king of S^ain, by our faid grandfon the duke of Berry, 
' pur faid nephew the duke of Orleans, to be read, 
^ed, and regiftered, and the content^ thereof to be 
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l&epty obferved, and executed, according to their form 
«uid tenor, fully, peaceably, and perpetually, ceafing, and 
oaufing to ceafe, all moleftations and hindrances, notwith- 
ftftnding any laws, ftatutes, ufages, cuftoms, decrees, re- 
gulations, and other matters contrary thereunto ; whereto, 
and to the derogations of the derogations therein contain- 
ed, we have derogated, and do derogate by thefe prefents, 
for this purpofe only, and without being brought into pre- 
cedent. For fuch is ourpleafure. 

And to the end that this may be a matter firm and lad- 
ing for ever, we have caufed our feal to be affixed to 
tb^fe prefents. Given at Verfailles in the month of March, 
in the year of our Lord 1713, and of our reign the 70th. 
Signed Lcwis^ and underneath, by the king, Phdyptaux. 
Vifa, Phelyfieaux. And fealed with the great feal on green 
wax, with firings of red and green filk. 

. Read and publifhed, the court being aflembled, and re- 
giftered among the rolls of the court, the king's attorney 
genera* being heard, and moving for the fame, to the end 
that they may be executed according to their form and 
tenor, in purfuance of, and in conformity to the afls of 
this day. At Paris in parliament the 15th of March, 
1713.

THE KING. 

WHereas, on the fifth of November in this prelent . 
year, 17x2, before Don Maimel of Vadillo and 
Velafco, my fecretary of ftat^, and chief notary of the 
kingdoms of Caftile and Leon, and witneffes, I delivered, 
fwore to, and figned a publick inftrument of the tenor 
following, which is word for word as here enfues: 

D. Philip, by the grace of God, king of Caftilg, Leon, 
Arragon, the two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre, Granada, 
Toledo, Valentia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sardinia, 
Corduba, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, the Algarves, Algezi- 
ra, Gibraltar, the Canary Iflands, the Eaft and Weft In- 
dies, the lilands and Terra Firma of the ocean, archduke 
of Auftria, duke of Burgundy, Brabant, and Milan, count 
of Habfpurg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barcelona, lord of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. By the account and informatioa 
of this inftrument and writing of renunciation and relin- 
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qilifhmcnt, and that it may remain for a perpetual re- 
membrance, Ido make known and declare to kings, prin- 
ces, potentates, commonwealths, communities, and par- 
ticular perfons, which now are, and Ihall be in future ages: 
that it being one of the principal pofitions of the treaties 
of peace, depending between the crowns of Spain, and of 
France, with that of England, for the rendering it firm and 
lalting, and proceeding to a general one, on a maxim of 
fecuring for ever the univerfal good and quiet of Europe, 
by an equal weight of power, fo that many being united 
iit one, the balance of the equality defired, might not turn 
to the advantage of one,* and the danger and hazard of the 
reft ; it was propofed, and infifted on by England, aud it 
was agreed to on my part, and on that of the king my 
grandfather, that for avoiding at. any time whatever the 
union of this monarchy, with that of France, and the 
poffibility that it might happen in any cafe, reciprocal re- 
nunciations fhould be made by me, and for all my defen- 
dants, to the poffibility of fucceeding to the monardiy of 
JVance, swid on the partofthofe princes, and of all their 
race, prefent and to come, to that of fucceeding to this 
monarchy 5 by forming a proper projeft of abdication of 
all rights which might be claimed, by the two royal houfes 
of this, and of that monarchy, as to their fucceeding mu- 
tually to each other ; by feparating, by the legal means of 
•my renunciation, my branch froni the royal ftem of France, 
and all the branches of France from the ftem of the blood 
royal of Spain ; by taking eare at the fame time, in pur- 
fuance of the fundamental and perpetual maxim of the ba- 
lance of power in Europe, which perfuades and juftifies 
the avoiding, in all cafes imaginable, the union of the mo- 
narchy of France with that of Spain, that the inconveni- 
ence (hould likewife be provided againft,* left, in default 
of my illiie, the cafe fhoulS happen that this monarchy 
fhould devolve again to the houfe of Auftria, whofe do- 
minions and dependencies, even without the union of the 
empire, would make it formidable ; a motive which at 
other times made it juftifiable to feparate the hereditary 
dominions of the houfe of Auftria, from the body of the 
Spanilh monarchy ; it being agreed and fettled to this end 
by England with me, and with the king my grandfather, 

that 
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xtat in failure of me, and of my iffue, the duke of Savoy, 
and his (bns, and detcendants, being males, born in con- 
ftant lawful marriage, are to enter upon the fucceffion of 
this monarchy; and, in default of his male line, the prince 
Armadeo of Carignan, and his fons, atid defendants, be-* 
ing males, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and, in de-. 
fault of his line, prince Thomas, brother of the prince of 
Carignan, his fons, and defcendants, being males, born 
in conftant lawful marriage, who, as defcendants of the 
infanta Donna Catherina, daughter of Philip II. and be- 
ing exprefsly called, have a clear and known right, fup- 
pofing the friendfhip and perpetual alliance, which the 
duke of Savoy, and his defcendants, are to folicit and 
obtain from this crown ; it being to be believed, that by 
this perpetual and never-ceafing hope, the needle of the 
balance may remain invariable, and all the powers, weari- 
ed with the toil and uncertainty of batdes, may be ami- 
cably Icept in an equal poife ; it not remaining in the dif- 
pofal of any of the parties, to alter this federal equilibri- 
um, by way of any contrafl: of renunciation, or retrocef- 
fion, fince the fame reafon, which induced its being ad- 
mitted, demonftrates its permanency, a fundarnental con-» 
ftitution being formed, which may fetde, by an unalte- 
rable law, the fucceffion of what is to come. Jn confe- 
quence of what is above faid, and for the love J bear to the 
Spaniards, and from the knowledge I have of what J owe 
to them, and the repeated experience of their fidelity, and 
for making a return to Divine Providence, by this re- 
fignation to its deftiny, for the great .benefit of having pla^ 
ced and maintained me on the throne, among fucb illuf- 
trious and well-deferving vaflals, I have determined to ab- 
dicate, for myfelf, and all my defcendants, the right of 
fucceeding to the crown* of France, defiring pot to depart 
from living and dying with my beloved, and faithful Spa- 
niards; leaving to all my defgepdants, the infeparable 
bond of their fideUty and love. And to the end that this 
refolution may have its due efl^eSt, and that the matter may 
ceafe, which has been looked upon as one of the principal 
motives of the war, which has hitherto afflifted Europe, 
of my own motion, free, fpontaneous, and uncon{lrained 
^vill, J Don Philip, by the grace of God, kipg of Caftille, 
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jLcon, Arragon, the two Sicilies, Jerufalem, Navarre^ 
Granada, Toledo, Valencia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, 
!?ardinia, Cordub'a, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, th^ Algarves, 
Algezira, Gibraltar, the Canary Iflands, the Eaft and 
Weft Indies, the Iflands, and Terjca Firm a of the ocean^ 
archduke of Auftria, duke of Burgundy, Brabant and 
Milan, count of Habfpurg, Flanders, Tirol, and Barce- 
lona, lord of Bifcay and Molina, &c. do by this prefent 
inftrument, for myfelf, for my heirs and fucceflbrs, re- ' 
nounce, quit, and relinquiOi, for ever and ever, all pre- 
tenfions, rights, and titles, which I have, or any defcen- 
dant of mine hath at prefent, or may have at any time to 
come, to the fucceffion of the crown of France ; and I 
declare, and hold myfelf for excluded and feparated, m&, 
and my fons, heirs, and defendants for ever, exclud* 
ed and difabled abfolutely, and without limitation, diffe- 
rence, and diftinftion of perfons, degrees, fexes, and 
times, fronijthe aft, and right of fucceeding to the crown 
of France. And I will and confent, for myfelf, and my 
faid defendants, that now, as well as' then, it may be ta- 
ken to be paffed over, and transferred to him, who by 
mine and their being excluded, difabled, and incapacita- 
ted, Ihall be found next and immediate in degree to the 
king, by whofe death it Ihall become vacant ; and the fuc- 
ceffion to the faid crown of France is at anv time, and irt 
any cafe to be fettled on, and given to him, to have 
and to hold the fame as true and lawful fuccefTor, in the 
fame manner, as if I, and my defendants, had not been 
born, or been in the world ; fince for fuch are we to be 
held and efteemed, becaufe in my perfon, and in that of 
my defcendants, there is no confideration to be had, ot 
foundation to be made of aftive or paffivc reprefentation, 
beginning, or continuation of lineage effeftive, or con- 
tentive ofTubftance, blood, or quality, nor can the de- 
fcent, or computation of degrees of thofe perfons, be 
derived from the moft Chriftian King, my lord and grand- 
father, nor from the Dauphin rny father, nor from the 
glorious kings their progenitors; nor by any other mean's 
can they come into the fucceffion, nor take poffeffion of 
the degree of proximity, and exclude frqm it the perfori, 
who, as is abovefaid, ihall be found next in degree. I 
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^n and confcnt for myfelf, and for my defcendants, that 
ftom this time, as well as then, this right be looked upon 
;and confidered as pafTed over, and transferred to the duke 
of Berry my brother, and to his fons and defcendants, be- 
ing males, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and in de- 
fault of his male iflue, to the duke of Orleans my uncle, 
and to his fons and defendants, being males, born in con- 
ftant lawful marriage ; and in default of his iffue, to the 
duke of Bourbon my coufin, and to his Ions, and defen- 
dants, being males, born in conftant lawful marriage ; and 
in like manner fucceffively to all the princes of the blood 
of France, theif fona, and defcendants, being males, for 
cyer and ever, according to the place and order, in which 
Chev ihall be called to the crown by right of their binh ; 
ana confequcndy to that perfon among the faid princes, 
who (I and all my (aid defcendants, being, as is above- 
faid, exeluded, difabled, and incapacitated) fhall be found 
ihe heareft in immediate degree after that king, by whofe 
^tkth the vacancy of the crown of France fliall happen, 
and to whom the fucceffion ought to belong at any time, 
and in any cafe whatfoever, that he may pofTefs the fame 
as true and lawful fucceflbr, in the fame manner as if I, 
and my defcendants, had not been bom. And for the 
greater ftrength of this aft of abdication of all the rights and 
titles, which appertained to me, and to all my fons and 
defcendants, of Succeeding to the aforefaid crown of France, 
I depart from, and relinquifh efpecially that which might 
moreover accrue to the rights of birth from the letters pa- 
tents, or inftrument, whereby the king my grandfather 
prefervcd and referved to me, and enabled me to enjoy 
the right of fucceffion to the crown of France, which in- 
ftrument was difpatched at Verfailles in the month of De- 
cember, in the year 1700, and pafled, and approved ?Al:1 
regiftered by the parliament, 1 will that it ccuiuor i:r\c 
me for a foundation to the purpofes therein provided 1 r. 
and I rejeft and renounce it, and hold it for null. viAd, 
and of no force, and for cancelled, and as if no iucr. ik 
•ftrument had ever been executed. I promife and ' 
myfelf, on the faith of a king's word, tliat as much a , 
relate to my part, and that of my fons and defc^rv 
\f\Vich s^re and ftiall be, I will take care of the obfei v 
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and accomplifiiment of this writing, without perrjiitting or 
confenting that any thing be done contrary thereunto, di- 
reftly or indireftly, in the whole, or in p^rt ; and I relin- 
quifli and depart from all and all manner of remedies, 
known or unknown, ordinary or extraordinary, and which 
by common right, or fpecial privilege might belong to us, 
to me, and to my fons and delcendants, to reclaim, men- 
tion, or alledge againft whatisabpvefaid; and I renounce 
them all, arfd efpecially that of evident prejudice, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous, which may be reckoned to 
have happened in this relinquilhment and renunciation of 
the right of being able, at any time, to fucceed to the 
crown aforementioned. I will that none of the faid reme- 
dies, nor others, of whatfoever name, ufe, importance, 
and quality they may be, do avail us, or can avail us. 
And if in faft, or under any colour we ftiould endeavour 
to feize the faid kingdom by foi:ce of arms, by making, or 
moving war, ofTenfive or defenfive, from this time for 
ever, that is to be held, judged, and declared, for an un- 
lawful, unjuft, and wrongfully undertaken war, and for 
violence, invafion, and ufurpation, done againft reafon 
and confcience ; and on the contrary, that is to be judged 
and efteemed a juft, lawful, and allowed war, which fhall 
be made, or moved in behalf of him, who by the exclufi- 
on of me, and of my faid fons and defcendants, ought to 
fucceed to the faid crown of France, to whom the fub- 
jeQs and natives thereof are to apply themfelves, and to 
obey hixp, to take and perform the oath and homage of 
fcaly, and to ferve him as their lawful king and lord. And 
the relinquifhment and renunciation, for me, and my faid 
fons and defcendants, is to be firm, ftable, valid, and irrer 
yocable perpetually, for ever and ever. And I declare 
and promife, that I have not made, neither will I make 
any proteftation, or reclaiming, in publick, or in fecret^ 
to the contrary, which may hinder, or diminifli the force 
of what is contained in this writing; and that if I fhould 
make it, although it be fworn to, it is not to be valid, neir 
ther can it have any force ; and for th^ greater ftrength 
and fecurity of what is contained in this renunciation, and 
of what is faid and promifed on my part therein, I giv^ 
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again the pledge of my faith, and royal word, and I fwcar 
folemnly by the eofpels contained in thrs miflal, upoif 
which I lay my right hand, that I . will obferve, maintain, 
and accomplifh this aft, and inftrument of renunciation, 
as well for myfelf, as for all my fucceflbrs, heirs, and de- 
fcendants, in all the claufes therein contained, according 
to the moft natural, hteral, and plain fenfe and conftruc- 
tion ; and that I have not fought, ijeither will I feek any 
difpenfation from this oath ; and if it fhall be fought for by 
any particular perfon, or fhall be granted motu profrio^ I 
will not ufe it, nor take any advantage of it. Nay, in 
fuch cafe as that it fhould be granted me, I make ano- 
ther the like oath, that there may always be and remain 
one oath above and beyond all difpenfations which i;nay 
be granted me. And I deliver this writing before the 
prefent fecretary, notary of this my kingdom, and I have 
figned it, and commanded it to be fealed with my royal 
feal; there being provided, and called as witneffes, the

CHARLES, fon of France, duke of Berry, Alenfon, 
and Angoulefme, vifcount of Vernon, Andely, and 
Gifors, lord of the chatellenies of Coignac and Merpins ; 
to all kings, princes, commomvealths, communities, and 
to all other bodies, and private perfons, prefent and to 
come, be it known. .All the powers of Europe finding 
themfelves almoft ruined on account of the prefent wars, 
which have carried defolation to the frontiers, and into 
:Jmany other parts of the richeft monarchies, and other do- 
minions, it has been agreed in the conferences and treaties 
of peace, which are negotiating with Great Britain, to 
cttabUfh an equilibrium, and political boundaries bcttreeti 
the kingdoms, whereof the interefts have been, and are 
ftill the fad occafion of a bloody difpute ; and to hold it 
for a fundamental maxim in order^ to preferve this peace, 
that provifion ought to be made, that the forces of thefe 
kingdoms may not become formidable, nor be able to 
cauTe ahyjealoufy, which, it has been thought, cannot be 
fetded more l<5lidly, than by hindering them from extend- 
ing themfelves, and by keeping a certain proportion, to 
the end that the weaker being united together, may de- 
fend themfelves againft the more powerful, and fupport 
themfelves refpeOtively agaiiift their equals. 

For this purpofei the king, our moft honoured lord and 
grandfather, and the king of Spain, our moft dear bro- 
iher, have agreed and concluded with the qnetn of Great 
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Britain, that reciprocal renunciations fliall be made by alT 
the princes, both prefent and to come, of the crown . of. 
France, and of that of Spain, of all rights, which may 
appertain to each of them, to the fucceffion of the one, 
or of the other kingdom, by eftablilhing an habitual right 
to the fucceffion to the crown of Spain, in that line which 
Jhall be made capable thereof, and declared immediate 
after that of king Philip V. our brother, by the eftates of 
Spain, who were to affemble for this purpofe ; by making 
an immoveable balance to maintain the equilibrium, which 
is intended to be placed in Europe, and by going on to 
particularize all the cafes of union .which are foreleen, to 
ferve as an example for all fuch as may happen. It has 
likewife been agreed and concluded between the king, our 
moft honoured lord and grandfather, king Philip V. our 
brother, and the queen of Great Britain, that the faid 
king Philip fhall renounce for himfelf, and for all his de- 
fcendants, the hopes of fucceeding to the crown of France ; 
that on our fide we fhall renounce in like manner for us, 
and for our defcendants, the crown of Spain ; that the 
duke of Orleans, our moft dear uncle, fhall do the fame 
thing ; fb that all the lines of France, and of Spain, re- 
fpeftively and relatively, fhall be excluded for ever, and 
by all kind of ways, from all the right, which the lines of 
France might have to the crown of Spain, and the lines 
of Spain to the crown of France ; and laftly, that car^ 
(hail* be taken, that under pretence of the faid rehuncia- 
tionSj or under any bther pretence whatfocver, the houfe 
of Auftria may not make ufe of the pretenfions, which it 
might have to the fucceffion of the monarchy of Spain ; 
fbrafmuch as by uniting this monarchy to the hereditary 
countries and dominions of that houfe, it would become 
formidable, even without the union of the empire, to the 
other powers, which are between both, and which would 
find themfelves as it were furrounded ; which would de- 
flroy the equality, that is eftablifhing at prefent, to fecure 
and ftrengthen more perfeftly the peace of chriftendom, 
and to take away aH manner of jealoufy from the powers 
of the North, and of the Weft, which is the end that is 
propofed by this political equilibrium, by removing and 
excluding all* thefc branches, and calling to the crown qf 
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.'Spain, in default of the lines of king Philip V". our bro- 
ther, and of all his children and defcendants, the houfe of 
the duke of Savoy, which defcends from the infanta Ca- 
therina, daughter of Philip II, it having been confidered, 
that in making the faid houfe of Savoy fucceed immedi* 
ately in this manner, this equality and balance between 
the three powers, may be fixed as it were in its centre, 
without which it' would be impoffible to extinguifh the 
flame of war, which has been kindled, and is capable of 
deftroying every thing. 

Being willing therefore to concur, by our relinquilli- 
ment, and by the abdication of all our rights, for us, our 
fucceffors and defcendants, to the eftablifliing of the uni- 
verfal repofe, and the fecuring the peace of Europe, be- 
caufe, we believe, that this method is the fureft, and moft 
effeftual, in the terrible circumftances of this conjunc- 
ture, we have refolved to renounce the hopes of fucceed- 
ing to the crown of Spain, and all the rights thereunto, 
which belong to us, and may belong to us, under any title, 
and by any means whatfoever. And to the end that this 
refolution may have its full efFeQ, and alfo by reafon that 
king Philip V. our brother, did on his part, tne 5th of this 
prefentmonth of November, make his renunciation of the 
crowA of France, we of our meer, free, and frank wili, 
and without being moved thereunto by any refpeQful 
awe, or by any other regard, except thofe abovemention- 
ed, do declare, and hold ourfelves from this prefent, we, 
our children, and defcendants, excluded and difabled ab- 
folutely for ever, without limitation or diftinSion of per- 
fons, degrees, or fexes, from every aft, and from all 
right of fucceeding to the crown of Spain. We will, and 
confent, for us, our faid children and defcendants, that 
from this time, and for ever, we and they, in confequencc 
of thefe prefents, be held to be excluded and difabled, 
in like manner as all the other defcendants of the houfe of 
Auftria, who, as it has been faid and fuppofed, ought alfb 
to be excluded, in whatever degree we may be, both the 
one and the other ; and if the fucceilion falls to us, our 
line, that of all our defcendants, and all the others of the 
houfe of Auftria, as it has been faid, ought to be fepara* 
ted and excluded therefrom. That for this reafon the 
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kingdom of Spain be acconnted as devolved, and transfer^ 
red to him, to whom in fuch cafe the fucceilion ought um 
devolve and be transferred; at any time whatfoever, fo that 
ve do take and hold him for true and lawful fucceflbr, he^ 
caufe for the fame reafons and motives, and in confe- 
rence of theie prefents, neither we, nor our defendants, 
ought any more to be confidered as having any founda** 
tibn of reprefentation active or pailive, or making any 
continuation of line effeOive, or contentive of fubfiance, 
blood, or quality, or likewife to derive any right from our 
deicent, or to reckon our degrees from the perfons of 
tHe queen Maria Therefa of Auftria, our moft honoured 
lady and grandmother of the queen Anne of Auftria, our moft 
honoured lady and great-grandmother, or of the glorious 
kings their anceftors; on the contrary,we ratify the claufcs of . 
their wills, and the renunciations made by the (aid ladies, our 
grandmodier and great-grandmother, we renounce like- 
wife the right, which may belong to us, and to our chil- 
dren and defcendants, by virtue of the will of kin^ Charles 
II. which, notwithftanding what is above-mentioned, calls 
us to the fucceflion of the crown o( Spain, in cafe of fail- 
ure of the line of Philip V. We therefore relinquifh this 
right, and renounce the fame, for us, our children and 
defcendants; we promife and engage, for us, our faid 
children and defcendants, to employ ourfelves with all our 
might, in caufing this prefent aQ; to be fulfilled, without 
allowing, or fuffcring that the fame be violated dire£Uy or 
indireQly, in the whole, or in part ; and we relinquifh all 
means, ordinary or extraordinary, which by common 
right, or by any fpecial privilege mightvbelong to us, our 
children and defcendants ; which means we likewife re- 
nounce abfplutely, and particularly, that of evident, enoi- 
nious, and moft enormous prejudice, which may be found 
in the faid renunciation of the fucceflion to the crown of 
Spain. And we will that none of the faid means may, or 
can have any effeS, and that if, under this pretext, or any 
other colour, we would poffefs ourfelves of the faid king- 
dom by force of arms, the war which we (hould make, or 
ftir up, be deemed unjuft, unlawful, and unduly underta- 
ken. And on the contrary, that the war, which he (hould 
make upon us, who by virtue of this renunciation Ihould 
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bave rigbi to fucceed to the crown of Spaio, b« deemed 
juft and allowable. And that all the fubjeS^ aad people 
oif Spain, do acknowledge him, obey ^im, defend him, dq, 
bim horaagea sind fwear fealty to him, a9 to their kihg and 
lawful lord, \ 

And for the greater fecurity of all that we fay and pro^ 
mife for ourfelves, and in the name of our children and 
defcendants, we fwear fokm»ly on the gofpels contained 
in this miffal, upon which we lay our right hand, that \i"e 
will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fame in all aiid every 
part thereof; that we will never afk to be relieved from 
the fame, and if any one do a{k it for U5, or if it be grant-* 
ed us motu propria, we will not make ufe, or take ad* 
vantage of it. But rather, in cafe it Ihould be granted 
us, we over and above make this other oath, and this 
(hall fubfift and remain for ever, whatever difpenfation^ 
Hjay be granted us. We fwear and promife likewife, tlaat 
we have not made, neither will we make, in publick, or 
in fecret, any pmteftation, or reclamation to the contra- 
ry, which may hinder what is contained in thefe prefents, 
or leffen the force thereof ; and if we fhould make any, 
whatever oaths they may be . accompanied with, they Ihall 
not have any force or virtue, or produce any eifeQ. 

. In witnefs whereof, and to render thefe prefents authen- 
tick, they have been paffed before mafters Alexander Ic 
Fevre, and Anthony le Moyne, counfellors to the king, 
notaries, minute-keepers to his majefty, and feal^kecpers 
in the chatelet of Paris, hereunder written, who have 
wholly delivered this prefent aft ; and for caufing thefe 
prefents to be publilhed and regiftered, wherever it Ihall 
be neceffary, my lord the duke of Berry has conftituted 
the bearers of thefe difpatcbes, by duplicates therf^of, his 
general and fpecial attornies to whom my faid lord has, 
by thefe faid prefents, given fpecial power and authority 
in that behalf. At Marly, the 24th day of November,

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PHILIP, grandfon of France, duke of Orleans, Valbh, 
Chartres, and Nemours ; to all kings, princes, comf^ 
/nonwealths, potentates, communities, and to all -perfons, 
as well prefent as to come, we make known by thefe pre- 
fents; that the fear of the union of the crowns of France 
and Spain, having been the principal motive of the pre- 
fent war, and the other powers of Europe having always 
apprehended, left thefe two crowns fhould come upon 
one head, it has been laid down as the foundation of the 
peace, which is treated of at prefent, and which it is hoped 
may be cemented more and more, for the repofe of fuch 
a number of countries, which have facrificed themfelves, 
as fo many viftims, to oppofe the dangers, wherewith they 
thought themfelves threatened, that it was neceflary to 
eftabliQi a kind of equality and equilibrium between the 
princes, who were in difpute, and to feparate for ever, in 
an irrevocable manner, the rights which they pretend to 
have, and which they defended, fword ia hand, with a re- 
ciprocal flaughter on each fide. 

That with intent to eftablifli this equality, the queen of 
Great Britain propofed, and upon her inftances, it has 
been agreed by the king, our moft honoured lord and 
uncle, and by the catholick king, our moft dear nephew, 
that for avoiding at any time whatfoever the union of the 
crowns of France and Spain, reciprocal renunciations 
fhbvild be made, that is to fay, by the catholick king Phi- 
lip V. our nephew, for himfelf and for all his defcen- 
dants, of the fucceffion to the crown of France ; as alfo 
by the duke of Berry, our moft dear nephew, and by iis, 
for ourfelves, and for all our defendants, of the crown of 
Spain ; on condition likewife, that neither the houfe of 
Auftria, nor any of the defendants thereof, (hall be able 
to fucceed to the crown of Spain, becaufe this houfe itfelf, 
without the union of the empire, would become formi- 
dable, if it (hould add a new power to its ancient domi- 
nions; and confequently this equilibrium, which is defign- 
ed to be eftablifhed for the good of the princes and ftates 
of Europe, would ceafe. Now it is certain, that without 
this equilibrium, either the ftates fufFer from the weight of 
their own greatnefs, or envy engages their neighbours to 
make alliances to attack them, and to reduce them to fuch 
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h point, that thefe gireat powers may infpire lefs fear, and ' 
inay not afpire to an univerfal monarchy. 

For attaining the end which is propofed, and by reafon 
that his CathoHck Majefty has on his part made his re-" 
nunciktion the 5th of this preferit month, we confent 
that, in failure of Philip V.' our nephew, and of his defcen- 
dants, the crown of Spain do pafs ov^r to the houfe of * 
the duke of Savoy, whofe rights are clear and known, 
inafmlich as he defcendsfrom the infanta Catherina, daugh- 
ter of Philip II. and as he is called by the other kings his 
fucceffofs ; fo that his rijght to the fucceffion of Spain is 
indifputable. . 

And we defiring on our fide to concur towards the glo-y 
rious end, which is propofed for re-eftablifhing the pub* 
lick tranquility, and for preventing the fears which the 
rights of our birth, or all others, which might appertain 
unto us, might occafion, have refolved, to make this re* 
.linquilhment, this abdication, and this renunciation of all 
our rights, for ourfelves, and in the name of all our fuc- 
cefTors and defcendants ; and for the accomplifliing of this 
fefoiudon, which we have taken of our meer, free, and 
frank will, we declare and hold ourfelves from this pre- 
fent, us, our children and defcendants, for excluded and 
difabled, abfolutely, and for ever, and without limitation 
Or diftinclion of perfon^, of degrees, and of fexes, from 
every aft, and from all right of fucceeding to the crown 
of Spain. We will and confent, for us and our defcen- . 
. dants, that from this time, and for ever, we be held, we, 
and ours, for excluded, difabled, and incapacitated, in 
whatever degree we may happen to be, and in what man* 
ner foever the fucceffion niay fall to our line, and to all 
others, whether of the houfe of France, or of that of Au- 
ftria^ and of all the defcendants both of the one and the 
other houfe, which, as it is faid and fuppofed, ought like- 
wife to hold themfelves for cut off and excluded ; and that 
for this reafon the fucceffion to the faid crown of Spain 
be deemed to be devolved, and transferred to him to 
whom the fucceffion of Spain ouglit to be transferred, in 
fuch cafe, and at any time whatfoever ; fo that we do 
take and hold him for true and lawful fucceflbr, becaufe 
neither we, nor our defcendants, ought any more to be 
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confidcred as having any foundation of reprefenfeation, 
aftive or paffive, or making a contiiiuation of a line efFec- 
tive, or contentive of fubltance, blood, or quality, nor 
ought we to derive any right from our defcent, or reckon 
the degrees from queen Anne of Auftria, our moft ho- 
noured lady and grandmother, nor from the glorious kings 
her anceftors. On the contrary, we ratify the renuncia- 
tion which the faid la;ly queen Anne made, and all the 
claufes which the kings Philip III. and Philip IV. inferted 
in their wills. We rehounce in like manner all the right 
which may appertain to us, and to our children and de- 
fcendants, by virtue of. the declaration made at Madrid, 
the 29th of Oftober, 1703. by Philip V. king of Spain, 
^our nephew ; arid any right which might appertain to us, 
for us, and our defcendants, we relinquifh the fame, and 
renounce it for us and for them ; we promife and engage 
for us, our faid children and defcendants, prefent and to 
come, to employ ourfelves with all cur might, in caufing 
thefc prefents to be obferved and fulfilled, without allow-r 
ing, or fufFering that, direflly or indireftly, the fame be 
violated, whether in the whole, or in part. And we re- 
linquifh all means, ordinary or extraordinary, which by 
common right, or any fpecial privilege might appertain to 
us, our children and defcendants; which means we re- 
nounce abfolutely, and. in particular that of evident, enor- 
mous, and moft enormous prejudice, which maybe found 
in the renunciation of the fucceffion to the faid crown of 
Spain ; and we will that any of the faid means neither may, 
nor canferve, or avail us. And if under this pretext, or 
any other colour whatever, we would poficfs ourfelves of 
the faid kingdom of Spain. by force of arms, that the war 
which we fhould make, or Itir up, be held for unjuft, un- 
lawful, and unduly undertaken ; and that on the contrary, 
that which he fhould make^pon us, who by virtue of this 
renunciation fhould have right to fucceed to the crown 
of Spain, be held for juft and allowable; and that all the 
fubjeQs and people of Spain do acknowledge him, obey 
him, defend him, do homage to him, and take the oath 
of feaUy to hifti, as to their king, and lawful lord. 

And for the greater alTurance, and fecurity of all that 
we fay and promife, for us, and in the name of our (uccef- 
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Ibrs and defcendants, we fwear folemnly on the holy gof- 
pcls, contained in this miffal, whereon we lay our right 
hand, that we will keep, maintain, and fulfil the fante 
wholly and Entirely ; and that we will at no time afk to have 
ourfelves relieved therefrom ; and if any perfon afks it, or 
if it is granted us motu propria, we will not make ufe, or 
avail ourfelves thereof; but rather, in cafe it fhould be 
granted us, we make another oath, that this fhall fubfift 
and remain for ever, what difpenfation foever may be 
granted us. We further fwear and promife, that we have 
not made, neither will we make, either in publick, or in

The King's Letters Patents of the Month of Decern^ 

her, 1700. 

LEWIS, by the grace of God, king of France and 
Navarre, to all prefent and to come, greeting. The 
profperity, which it has pleafed God to heap upon us dar- 
ing the courfe of our reign, are fo many motives to us, to 
apply ourfelves, not only for the time prefent, but alio 
for the future, to the Ijappinefs and tranquility of the peo- 
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pie whereof Divine Providence has entrufted to us the 
government. His impenetrable judgments, let us only 
fee, that we ought not to place our confidence, neither in 
our forces, nor in the extent of our dominions, nor in a 
numerous ^ pofterity, and that thefe advantages which we 
receive fron> his goodnefs alone, have no other folidity 
than what it pleafes him to give them. But as it is, how- 
ever, his will that the kings, whom he chufes to lead his 
people, fhould forefee afar off the events able to produce 
diforders, and the mod bloody wars ; that they fhould 
make ufe of the lights, which his divine wifdom pours 
Aipon them ; we fulfil his defigns, wheh, in the midft 
of the univerfal rejoicings of our kingdom, we look 
upon, as a poffible thing, a fad' futurity, which we 
pray God to avert for ever. At the fame time that we 
accept the will of the late king of Spain ; that our moft 
dear and moft beloved fon the Dauphin, renounces his 
lawful right to that crown, in favour of his fecond fon the 
duke of Anjou, our moft dear and moft beloved grand- 
fon, inftituted by the late king of Spain, his univerfal 
heir ; That this prince, known at prefent by the name of ^ 
PhiHp V. king of Spain, is ready to enter his kingdom, 
and to anfwer the earneft wiihes of his new fubje6b ; this 
great event does not hinder us from carrying our views be- 
yond the time prefent, and when our fucceffion appears 
the beft eftablifhed, we judge it to be equally the duty of 
a king, and of a father, to declare, for the future, our will 
conformably to the fentinients which thefe two qualities 
infpire in us. Wherefore, being perfuaded that the king 
of Spain, our grandfon, will always preferve for us, for 
our houfe, for the kingdom wherein he is born, the fame 
tendernefs, and the fame fentiments, whereof he has given 
us fo many proofe, that his example, uniting his new fub* 
je6ls to ours, is going to form a perpetual amity, and 
%he moft perfeft correfpondence between them ; we fliould 
think likewife, that we do him an injuftice, whereof we 
are incapable, ai)d occafion an irreparable prejudice to 
Qur kingdom, if we fhould hereafter look upon as a ftran- 
ger. a prince, whom we grant to the unanimous i^equefts. 
of the Spanifh nation. 

For 
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For thefe caufes, and other great confiderations u« 
hereunto moving, of our fpecial grace, full power, and 
royal authority, we have refolved, declared, and ordained, 
and by thefe prefents figned -with our hand, we do refolve, 
declare, and ordain, we will, and it is our pleafure, that 
our moft dear and moft beloved grandfon the king of Spain, 
do prefervc for ever the rights of his birth, in the fame 
manner as if he made hisaftual refidence in our kingdom ; 
wherefore our moft dear and moft beloved only fon the 
Dauphin, being the true and lawful fucceffoi and heir of 
our crown, and of our dominions, and after him our moft 
dear and moft beloved grandfon the duke of Burgundy, if 
it fhould happen (which -God forbid) that our faid grand- 
fon the duke of Burgundy, ftiould come to die without male 
children, or that thofe which he ftiould have in good and 
lawfiri marriage, ftiould die before him, or if the faid male 
children ftiould not leave any male children after them 
born in lawful marriage, in fuch cafe our faid grandfon the 
king of Spain, making ufe of the rights of his birth, is to 
be the true and lawful fucceflbr to our crown, and to our 
dominions, notwithftanding he ftiould be at that time ab- 
fent, and refiding out of our faid kingdom ; and immedi- 
ately after hJ5 deceafe, his heirs male begot in lawful mar* 
riage, ftiall come into the faid fucceflion, notwithftanding 
that they may be born, or that they may dwell out of our 
kingdom; we will that, for. the abovfefaid caufes, neither 
our faid grandfon^^ the king of Spain, nor his children, be- 
ing mafes, be deemed and reputed lefs able and capable to 
enter upon the faid fucceflion, or upon others which iiiay 
fall to them within our faid kingdom. On the contrary 
we intend, that all rights, and generally other things v/hat- 
cver, which may at prefent, or for the future, belong and 
appertain to them, oe and remain prcferved whole and 
intire, as if they did refide and dwell conftantly within 
our kingdom to the time of their deceafe, and as if their 
heirs had been natives, and inhabitants of the kingdom ; 
having for this, purpofe, as far as there is or fliall be need, 
enabled and difpenfed with them, as we do enable and dif- 
penfe with them by thefe prefents. And fo we give it in 
command to our beloved and trufty counfellors, the niGiri- 
ber$ of our court of parliament, and chamber of our ,ac- 
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counts at Paris, prefidenls and treafurers general of France 
in the office of our exchequer eftablilhed in the fame 
place, and to all others our officers and juftices to \v'hom 
it fhall appertain, that they caufe thefe preffcnts to be re- 
^iftered, and our faid grandfon the king of Spain, his 
children and defcendants, being male, born in lawful 
marriage, to enjoy and ufc the contents thereof, fully and 
peaceably, anything to the contrary notwithftanding ; to 
which, by our grace and authority, as abovefaid, we havQ 
derogated, and do derogate ; for this is our pleafure. 
And that this may be a matter firm and lafting for ever, 
we have caufcd our feal to be put to thefe prelents. Given 
at Verfailles, in tlie month of December, in the year of 
our Lord, 1700, and of our reign the 58th. Signed 
LEWIS, and on the fold, by the king, Phelipeaux. . And 
fealed with the great feal on green wax, with firings of red 
and green filk. 

Regiftered, the king's attorney general being heard and 
requiring the fame, in order to their being executed ac- 
cording to their form and tenor, purfuant to the a6l of this 
day. At Paris in parliament, the ift of February, 1701. 
Signed, DONGOIS. 

NOW w^hereas it is provided and fetdcd by the pre- 
ceding renunciation (which is always to have the 
force of a pragmatick, fundamental, and inviolable law) 
that at no time whatever either the Catliolick King himfelf, 
or any one of his lineage, fhall feek to obtain the crown 
of France, or afcend the throne thereof; and by recipro- 
cal renunciations on the part of France, and by fettlements 
of the hereditary fucceffion there, tending to the fame 
purpofe, the crowns of France and Spain are fo divided 
and feparated from each other, that the aforefaid renun- 
ciations, and the other tranfaftions relating thereto, re- 
maining in force, and being truly and faithfully obfer\ed, 
they can never be joined in one. Wherefore the mofl fe- 
rene queen of Great Britain, and the mofl ferene the mofl 
Chriflian King, engage to each other folemnly, and on 
their royal words, that nothing ever fhall be done by them. 
Or their heirs and fucceflbrs, or allowed to be done by 
others, whereby the aforefaid renunciations, and the other 
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tfanfaftlons aforementioned, may not have their full cf- 
fe6l : but rather on the contrary, their royal majefties, 
with joint councils and forces, will always fincerely take 
that care, and ufe thofe endeavours, that the faid founda- 
tions of the publick fafety may remain uRfliaken, and be * 
preferved untouched for ever. ' 

Moreover, the mod Chriftian King confents and en* 
gages, that he will not, for the intereft of his fubjefls, 
hereafter endeavour to obtain, or accept of any otlier 
ufage of navigation and trade to Spain, and the Spanifh 
Indies, than what was praQifed there in the feign of the 
late king Charles II. of Spain, or than what Ihall likewife 
be fully given and granted, at the fame time, to other 
nations and people concerned in trade. 

VLI. That there be a free ufe of navigation and 
K:ommerce between the' fubjefts of both their royal ma- 
jefties, as it was formerly in time of peace, and before 
ithe declaration of this luft war, and alfo as it is agreed and 
<:oncluded by the treaty x)f commerce this day madebe--^ 
<tween the two nations. 

VIII. That the ordinary diftribution of juftice be re- 
vived, and open again, through the kingdoms and domiV 
nionsof each of their royal majefties, fo that it may be 
free for all the fubjefts on both fides, to fuq \^^ ^ j 
obtain their rights, pretenfions and p^aions, according 
xo^the lawS; ' conftitutions^ an4 UiyxX%% of each kln^- 
dom. ' ' P^ 

IX. The Moft Chriftiar) King ftiall take care that all 
'the fortificatipnjs of the .city of Dunkirk berazed, that the 
harboar be filled pp, and that the fluices or moles which . 
ferve to cleanfe the harboqr be levelled, and that at the ^ 
faid king s own expence, within the fpace of five mpnths 
after the conditions of peace are concluded andfignfed; 
that is to fey, the fortifications towards the fea, within the 
Ipace of two mpnths, and thofe towards the land, together 
with the faid banks, within three months; on this exprefs 
condition alfo, that the faid fortifications, harbour, moles 
^r fluices, be never repaired again. All which ftiall not, 
however, be begun to be ruined,^ till after that every 
thing is put into his Chriftian Majefty's hands, which is tp 
be given hiro, inftea4 thereof, or as am equivalent. 
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X. The faid moft Chriftian King fhall reftore to the 
kingdom and queen of Great Britain, to be pofleffed in 
full right for ever, the bay and ftreights of Hudfon, to- 
gether with all lands, {eas, fea-coafts, rivers, and place? 
fituate in the faid bay, and ftreights, and which belong 
thereunto, no tra6ls of land or of fea being excepted, 
which are at prefent pofleffed by the fubje£ls of France. 
All which, as well as any buildings there made, in the con- 
dition they now are, and likewife all fonreffes there ereft- 
ed, either before or fince the French feized che fame, fhall 
within fix months from the ratification of the prefent trea- 
ty, or fooner, if poflible, be well and truly delivered to 
the Britifh fubjefls, having commiffion from the queen of 
Great Britain, to demand and receive the fame, entire and 
undemoliflied, together with all the cannon and cannon- 
ball which are therein, asalfo witli a quantity of powder, 
if it be there found, in proportion to the cannon-ball, and 
with the other provifion of war ufually belonging to can- 
non. It is however provided, that it may be intirely free 
for the company of Quebec, and all other the fubjefts of 
the moft Chriftian King whatfoever, to go by land, or by 
fea, whitherfoever* they pleafe out t)f the lands of the fai^ 
bay, together with all their good?, merchandizes, arms, 
and effefis, of what nature or condition foever, except 
fuch things as are above refcrved in this article. But it is 
agreed on both fides, to determine within a year, by com- 
miffaries to be forthwith named by each party, the limits 
which are to be fixed between the faid bay of Hudfon, 
and the places appertaining to the French ; which limits 
both the Britifli and French fubjefts Ihall be wholly forbid 
to pafs over, or thereby to go to each other by fea or by 
land. The fame commiffaries fhall alfo have orders to 
defcribe and fettle, in like manner,, the boundaries between 
the other Briti[h and French colonies in thofe parts. 

XI. The abovementioned moft Chriftian King flialj 
take care that fatisfaftion be given, according to the rule 
of juftice and equity, to the Englifli company trading to 
the bay of Hudfon, for all damages and fpoil done to 
their colonies, fhips, perfons, and goods, by the hoftilc 
incurfions and depredations of the French, in time of 
peace, an eftimate being mad^ thereof by commiffaries to 
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i.e named at the requifition of each party. The fame 
commiflaries Ihall moreover inquire as well into the com- 
plaints of the.Britifh fubje£ls concerning Ihips taken by 
the French in time of peace, as alfo concerning the da- 
mages futtained laft year in the ifland called Montlerat, 
and others,, as into thofe things of which the French fub- 
jefls complain, relating to the capitulation in the ifland 
of Nevis, and caftle of Gambia, alfo to French Ihips, if 
perchance any fuch have been taken by Britifh fubjefts in 
time of peace. And in Uke manner into all difputesof this 
kind, which (hall be found to have arifen between both 
nations, and which are not yet ended; and due juftice 
Ihall be done on both fides without delay. 

X.I I. The moft Chriftian King (hall take care to have 
delivered to the queen of Great Britain, on the fame day 
that the ratifications of this treaty (hall be exchanged, fo- 
lerhn and authentick letters, or inftruments, by virtue 
whereof it lliall appear, that the ifland of St. Chriftophers 
is to be poffefled alone hereafter by Britifli fubjeQs, like- 
wife all-Nova Scotia or Acadia, with its ancient bounda- 
ries, as alfo the city of Port Royal, now called Annapolis 
Royal, and all other things in thofe parts, which depend 
pn the faid lands and iflands, together with the dominion, 
proprijcty, and poffeflion of the faid iflands, lands, and 
places, and all right whatfoever, by. treaties, or by any 
other way obtained, which the moft Chriftian King, the 
crown of' France, or any the fubjeds thereof, have hither- 
to had ^o the faid iflands, lands, and places, and the inha- 
bitants of the fame, are yielded and made over to tlie 
queen of Great Britain, and to her crown for ever, as the 
moft chriftian king does at prefent yield and make over 
all the particulars abovefaid ; and diat in fuch ample man- 
ner and fornj, that the fubjefts of the moft Chriftian King 
fliall hereafter be excluded from all kind of fifliing in the 
laid feas, bays, and other places, on the coafts of Nova 
Scotia, that is to fay, on thofe which lie towards the Eaft, 
within 30 leagues, beginning from the ifland commonly 
called Sable, inchifively, and thence ftretching along to- 
wards the South-weft. 

XIII. The ifland called Newfoundland, with the adja- 
cent iflands, (hall from this time forward, belong of right 

wholly 
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wholly to Britain; and to that end the town and fortrefs of 
Placemia, and whatever other places in the faid ifland,, are 
in ihe poffefTion of the French, ftiall be yielded and given 
up, within feven months from the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations of (his treaty, or iboner, if poflibic, by the molt 
Chriftian King, to thofii who have a commiffion from the 
queen of Great> Britain, for that purpofe. Nor Ihal! tlie 
moft Chriftian King, his heirs and fucccffors, or any of i 
their fubjeQs, at any time hereafter, lay claim to any right j 
to the faid ifiand and iflands, or to any part of it, or them. ; 
Moreover, it (ball not be lawful for the fubjefts of France, ] 
to fortify any place in the faid ifland of Newfoundland, or 
to ereft any buildings there, befides ftagcs made of boards, 
and huts neceffary and ufual for drying of filb; or to re- 
fort to the faid ifland, beyond the time neceffary for fifh- 
ing, and drying of fifh. But it fliall be allowed to the fub- 
jcds of France, to catch fifh, and to dry them on land, in 
that part only, and in no other befides that, of the faid 
ifland of Newfoundland, which ftretches from the place 
catted cape Bonavifta, to the northern point of the faid i 
ifland, and from thence running down by the wcftem 
fide, reaches as far as the place called Point Riche. But 
the ifland called Cape Breton, as alfo all others, both in 
the mouth of the river of St. Lawrence, and in thegulph 
of the fame name, ihali hereafter belong of right t^'thc 
French, and the moft Chriftian King fhatl have ^inannet

XIV. It is exprefsly provides, ttiirik^lithftfaiff^

That all letters, as well of reprifal, as of mark 
and counter-mark, which have hitherto on any account 
been granted on either fide, be and remain null, void, and 
of no effefl ; and that no letters of this kind be hereafter 
granted by either of their faid royal majefties, againlt the 
liibjefls of the other, unlefs thei'e Ihall have been plain 

, proof beforehand of a denial, or wrongful delay of juftice ; 

I and ujolefsthfe petition of him, who deliresthe grant of let-

XVIII. But in cafe it happen through inadvertency, or 
imprudence, or any other caufe whatfoever, that any-fub- 
jeft of their aforefaid royal majefties do, or commit any 
thing by land, by fea, or on frefli waters, in any part of 
the world, whereby this prefent treaty be not obferved, or 
"whereby any particular article of the fame hath not its cf- 
feft, this peace and good correfpondence between the 
iqueen of Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian King, fhall 
not be therefore interrupted or broken, but fliall remain 
in its former ftrength, force, and vigour. But tliat fub- 
jeft alone fhall be anfwerable for his own faft, and fliall 
fuffer the punifliment, which is inflifted by the rules and' 
directions of the law of nations. 

XIX. However, in cafe (which God Almighty forbid) 
the diflentions which have been laid afleep, fliould at any 
time be renewed, between their faid royal majefl:ies, or 
their fucceflbrs, and break out into open war,, the fliips, 
merchandizes, and all the effefts, both moveable and im- 
moveable, on both fides, which fliall be found to be and 
remain in the ports, and in the dominions of the adverfe 

Earty, fliall not be confifcated, or any wife endamaged ; 
ut the entire fpace of fix months, to be reckoned from 
the day of the rupture, fliall be allowed to the faid fub* 
jeQs of each of their royal majefties, in which they may 
fell the aforefaid things, or any part elfe of their efFefts, 
or carry and remove them from thence whither they pleafe^ 
without any moleftation, and retire from thence them- 
felves, 

' XX. Juft and reafonable fatisfaftion fliall be given to 
all and Angular the allies of the queen of Great Britain, ia 
thofe matters which they have a right to demand from 
France. 

XXI. The tnoft Chriftian King will, in confideration 
of the *friendfliip of the queen of Great Britain, grant, ^ 
that in making the treaty with the Empire, all things con- 
cerning the ftate of religion in the aforefaid Empire, fliall 

be 
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be fettled, conformable to the tenor of the treaties of Weft- 
phalia, fo that, it ftiali plainly appear, that the moft Chri- 
ftian King neither will have, nor would have had any al- 
teration made in the faid treaties. 

XXII. Moreover, the moft Chriftian King engages^ 
that he will forthwith, after the peace is made, caufe juf- 
tice to be done to the family of Hamilton, concerning 
the dukedom of Chatelraut, to the duke of Richmond, 
concerning fuch requefts as he has to make in France, as 
alfo to Charles Douglas, concerning certain lands to be 
reclaimed by him, and to others. 

XXIII. By the mutual confent of the queen of Great 
Britain, and of. the moft" Chriftian King, the fubjefls of 
each party, who were taken prifoners during the war, (hall 
be fet at liberty, without any diftinfclion or ranfom, paying 
fuch debts, as they fliall have contrafted during the time 
of their being prifoners. 

XXIV. It is mutually agreed, that all and fingular the 
condidons of the peace, made this day between his facred 
royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and his facred royal majef- 
ty of Portugal, be confirmed by this treaty ; and her fa- 
cred royal majefty of Great Britain takes upon herfelf the 
guaranty of the fame, to the end that it may be more 
firmly and inviolably obferved. 

XXV. The treaty of peace made this day betweeq his 
facred royal moft Chriftian Majefty, and his royal high- 
nefs the duke of Savoy, is particularly included in this 
treaty, as an eftential part of it, and is confirmed by it, in 
the fame manner as if it were word for word inferred 
therein ; her royal majefty of Great Britain declaring ex- 
prefsly, that fhe will be bound by the ftipulations of fecu- 
rity and guaranty promifed therein, as well as by thofe, 
which flie has formerly taken upon herfelf. 

XXVI. The moft ferene king of Sweden, with his 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, and rights, as alfo the 
great duke of Tufcany, the republick of Genoa, and the 
duke of Parma, are in the beft manner included in this 
treaty. 

XXVII. Their majefties have alfo been pleafed to 
comprehend, in this treaty, the Hans-towns, namely, Lu- 
beck^ Bremen, and Hamburg, and the city of Dantzick, 

with 
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with this effeft, that as loon as the general peace fliaJI be 
concluded, the Hans-towns and the city of Dantzick may, 
for the future, as common friends, enjoy the ancient ad- 
vantages which they have heretofore had in, the bufinefs of 
trade, cither by treaties, or by old cuftom. . 

XXVIII. Thofc fhall be comprehended in this prefent 
treaty of peace, who Ihall be named by common con- 
fent, on the one part and on the other, before the exchange 
of the ratifications, or wit|;iin fix months after. 

XXIX. Laftly, folemn ratifications of this prefent trea- 
ty, and made indue form, fhall be exhibited on both fides 
at Utrecht, and hautually and duly exchanged within the 
fpace of four weeks, to be computed from the day of the 
figning, or fooner, if poffible. 

XXX. In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten ambaf- 
fadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of the queen of 
Great Britain, and of the moll Chriftian King, have put 
oiir feals to thefe prefent inftruments, fubfcribed with our 
own hands, at Utrecht the -ir^h day of !!!l!if^ in the year

I. TT is agreed* and concluded between the moft ferene 
X and moft potent queen of Great Britain, and the 
moft ferene and moft potent, the moft Chriftian King, that 
there ftiall be a reciprocal, and entirely perfeft hberty of 
navigation and commerce, between the fubjeHs on each 
part, through all and every "the kingdoms, ftates, domi- 
nions, and provinces of their royal majefties in Europe, 

con- 
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concerning all and fingular kinds of goods, in thofe placca^ 
and on thofe conditions, and in fuch manner and form^ 
as is fetded and adjufted in the following articles. 

II. But that the commerce and friendfliip between the 
fubjefts of the abovefaid parties may be hereafter fecure, 
and free from all trouble and moleftation, it is agreed and 
concluded, that if at any time any ill underftanding, and 
breach of friendfliip, or rupture Ihould haj^en between 
the crowns of their royal majefties, (which God forbid} in 
fuch cafe the term of fix months fliall be allowed, after the 
faid rupture, to the fubjeSs and inhabitants on each part, 
refiding in the dominions of the other, in which they them- 
felves may retire, together with their families, goods, 
merchandizes, and efFefls, and carry them whitherfoever 
they (hall pleafe ; as like wife at the iame time the feliing 
and difpofing of their goods, both moveable and immove- 
able, fhall be allowed them freely, and without any dil^ 
turbance ;. and in the mean time their goods, efFe^s, w^ares, 
and merchandizes, and particularly their perfons, fliall 
not be detained or troubled by arreft or feizure : but ra- 
ther, in the ii(iean while, the fubjefts on each fide fliall 
have and enjoy good and fpeedy jullice, fothat, during 
the faid fpace of fix months, they may be able to recoveir 
their goods and effefts entrufted, as. well to the publick, as 
to priyate perfons. 

III. It is likewife agreed and concluded, that die fub* 
jefts and inhabitants of the kingdoms, provinces, and do- 
minions of each of their royal majefties, fliall exercife no 
a£ts of hoftility and violence againft each other, neither by 
fea, nor by land, nor in rivers, ftrearas, ports or havens, 
under any colour or pretence whatfoever, fo that the fub- 
jefts of either party fliall receive no patent, commiflion, 
or inftruElion, for arming and afting at fea as privateers, 
nor letters of reprifal, as they are called, from any prin- 
ces or ftates, which are enemies to one fide or the other; 
nor by virtue, or under colour of fuch patefits, commif- 
fions, or reprifals, fhall they difturb, infeft, or any way 
prejudice or damage the aforefaidfubjeQs and inhabi- 
tants of the queen of Great Britain, or of the mc^ Chri- 
ftian King; neither fliall they arm fliips in fuch manner as 
is abovefaid, or go out to fea therewith. To which end, 

as 
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sA often as it is required by either fide, ftriO: atnd expfcfS 
prohibitions fhall be renewed and publillied in all the regi- 
ons, dominions, and territories of each party wherefoevef, 
that no one (hall in any wife ufe fuch commiffions or let- 
ters of reprifal, under the fevereft pu^nifhment that can be 
inflifteci on the tranfgreflbrs, befides reftitution and full 
fatisfaSion to be given to thofe, to whom they have done 
ally damage ; neither (hall any letters of reprifal be here- 
after granted on either fide by the faid confederates, to the 
detriment or difadvantage of the fubjefts of the other, ex- 
cept in fuch cafe only as juftice is denied or delayed; 
to which denial or delay, credit fliall not be" given, unlefe 
the petition of the perfon who defires the faid letters of re- 
prifal, be communicated to the minifter refiding there on 
the part of the prince, againil whofe fubje&s they are to 
be granted, that within the fpace of four months, or foon- 
er, if it be poffible, be n^ay evince the contrary, or pro- 
cure the performance of what is due to juftice. 

IV. The fubjefts and inhabitants of each of the afore- 
faid confederates, fliall have liberty, freely and fecurely, 
without licence or paflport, general or fpecial, by land or 
by fea, or any other way, to go into the kingdoms, coun-» 
tries, provinces, lands, iflands, cities, villages, towns, wall- 
ed or unwalled, fortified or unfortified, ports, dominions, 
or territories whatfoever, of the other confederate in Eu- 
rope, there to enter, and to return from thence, to abide 
there, or to pafs through the fame, and in the mean time 
to buy and purchafe as they pleafe, all things neceflary for 
their fubfiftence and ufe, and they fhall be treated with all 
mutual kindnefs and favour. Provided however, that in 
all thefe matters they behave and comport themfelves con- 
formably to the laws and ftatutes, and live and converfe 
with each other friendly and peaceably, and keep up re- 
ciprocal concord by all manner of good underftand- 
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V. The fubjefts of each of their royal majefties may 

^ have leave and licence' to come with their fhips, as aifo 

)% tWith-the merchandizes and goods on board the fame (the 

jXradt and importation whereof are not prohibited by the 

; ' laws of either kingdoms) to the lands, countries, cities, 

ports, places, and rivers of either fide in Europe, to enter 

into 



into the fame, to refort thereto, to remain atid refide there^ 
vithout any limitation of time; alfo to hire houfes, or to 
lodge with other ][)eople, and to buy all lawful kinds of 
merchandizes, where they think fit, from the firft work- 
man or feller, or in any pther manner, whether in the pub- 
lick market for the fale of things, in mart-towns, fairs, or 
wherefoever thofe goods are manufa&ured or fold ; they 
may likewife lay up and keep in their magazines and ware- 
houfes, and from thence expofe to fale merchandizes 
brought from other parts ; neither Ihall they be in any wife 
obliged, unlels willingly and of their own accord, to bring 
their faid merchandizes to the marts and fairs, on this 
condition however, that they fhall not fell the fame by re- 
tail in fhops, or any where elfe. But they are not to be 
loaded with any impofitions, or taxes, on account of the 
faid freedom of trade, or for any other caufe whatfoever, 
except what are to be paid for their Ihips and goods, ac- 
cording to the laws and cuftoms received in each kingdom. 
And moreover, they fhall have free leave, without any mo- 
leRation, to remove themfelves, alfo if they fhall happen 
'to be married, their Wives, children, and fervatits, toge- 
ther with their merchandizes, wares, goods and efFefts, 
cither bought or imported, whenfoever and whitherfoever 
they Ihall think fit, out of the bounds of each kingdom, 
bv land and by fea, on the rivefs and frelh waters, dif- 
cnarging the ufual duties, notwithftanding any law, privi- 
lege, grant, immunity or cuftom, in any wife importing 
the contrary. But in the bufinefs of religion, there fhall 
be an entire liberty allowed to the fubjecis of each of thtt 
confederates, las alfo, if they are married, to their wives 
and children, neither fhall theV be tompelled to go to the 
churches, or to be prefent at the religious worfhip in any 
other place. On the contltity they may, without any kind 
of 'moleflation, perform their religious exercifes after their 
own way, although it be forbid by the laws of the king- 
dom, privately and within their own walls, and without 
the admittance of any other perfgns whatfoever. More- 
over, liberty fhall not be refufed to bury the fubjefts of 
cither party, who die in the territories of the other, in con- 
venient and decent places, to be appointed for that pur- 
pofe, as occafion fhall require ; neither fhall the dead bo-

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dies of thofe tbat ate buried^ be any wayflf mplefted. 
laws and (latutes q£ each l^ingdom CbaU remain in full 
force, and ihall be duly put in execution, whether they 
relat? to commerce and DavigaEiion» ov to any 0ther 
right, thofe cafes only beipg excepted^ copcerniog which 
it IS otherwife determined m the articles of this prefent 
treaty, 

VI. The fub^efis of each, party fhall pay the tolls, cuP 
toms, and duties of import a^hd export through all the do^ 
minions and provinces of either party, as are due and ac- 
cuftomed. And, that it may be certainly know)^ to everjr 
one what are all the faid tolls^ cuftomsy and duties of im* 
port and export, it is likewife ^reed, that tables fhewing. 
the cuftoms, port-4uiies, and impofts^ ihall t)e kept in 
publlck places, both at London, and in other towns withift 
the dominions of the queen of Great Britain, and at Roan, 
and other towns of France, where trading is ufed^ where- 
unto recourfe mdy be bad, as often as any queftion or dif* 
pute arifes concerning fucb port-duties^ cuftoms, and im* 
pofts, which are to be demanded in fucb manner, and no 
otherwife, as ftiall be agreeable to the plain words, and g^* 
nuine fenfe of the abovefaid tables. And if any officer, 
or other perfoa in his name, fhall, under any pretence^ 
publkkly or privately, direfljy or indireSly, afk or take of 
a merchant, or of any other perfon, any ium of money, 
or any thing elfe on account of right, dues, ftipend^ e:|- 
hibition, or compen&tion, although it be under the name 
of a free gift, or in any other manner, or under any other 
pretence, more, or otherwife, than what is prefcribed a- 
bove, in fuch cafe the faid officer, or his deputy, if he h^ 
found guilty, and convided of the lame before a compe- 
tent judge, in the country where the crime was commits 
ted, fliall give full fatisfaftion to the party that is wronged^ 
and fhall likewife be punished according to the direddon 
of the laws. 

VII. Merchants, mafters of foipSj owners, mariners^ 
men of all kinds, ihips, and all merchandizes in genera),, 
and effi^£b of one of the confederates, and of bis fubjeSs 
and inhabitants, (hall on no publick or private account, by 
virtue of any general or ijpecial ediO:, be feized in any the 
lands, portsy havcnsj ibores^ ox dominions wbati^eyer of 

the 
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Hic olhcr cdhfederftte for the ppWick life, foar watlifce cjt^ 
peditiotig, or for any otbtj; caufe, muph lefs for the private 
ttfe of any one, ftwJl they be detained by arrefts, com^ 
pcUed by violence, pr under any colour thereof, or in axjy 
Vife molefted oi^ injuted. Moreover, it Ihail be unlawful 
for the fubjc6l& of both parties, to take any thing, or to 
(extort it by force, except the perfon to whom it belongs 
eonfent, and it be paid for with ready money. Which, 
however, is not to. be underftood of that detention and 
fiu2xire, which ^fliali be mstde by the command and autho^ 
tify of juftice, and by the ordinary methods, on account 
of debt, or crimes, .in rd^eS whereof the proceeding 
tnuft be. by way of law^ according to the form of juftice. 

VII I. Furthermore, it is agreed and ^concluded as a 
general rute^ that ail and Singular the fubje3s of the moft 
ferene queen of Great Britain, and of the • moft ferene 
tlie n[u>Il C^riftian' Kiing, in all countries and places Tub- 
je£l to dteir .pp^er pn each fide,, as to all duties, impofiti«> 
ons, or cuftoms whatfoever, cpncerning ptrJGbns, goods 
and merchandizes, (hips, freights, feamen, navigation and 
fcommeice,* Ihal! Ule and enjoy, the lame privileges, li- 
^rties, and immunities at leaft, and have the like favour 
in sdl things, as weU in the courts of juftice, as in allfuch 
things as relate either to commerce, or to any other right 
What^verj which any foreign nation, the moft . fiiypiur^d^ 
iias, ufes, and enjoys, or may hereafter have, ujTc^^anii 
enjoy, 1 

IX, It is fiirtheif^ agreed, that within the (pace xrftSAro 
bSionths after a law fliail be made in Great Britain, whetef 
by it (hall bte fufficiently provided, that no more cuftoms 
<>t duties be paid for gbods and merchandizes brought 
Ikom France to Great Britain, than what are payable for 
goods and merchandizes of the like nature, imported in- 
to Great Britain, frotii any other country in £urope ; and 
that all laws made in Great Britain fince the year 1664, 
for {)rohibiting the importation of any goods and mer- 
jchandizei coming from France, which were not prohibit- 
ed before that time, be repealed, the general tariff m^de 
in France the 18th day of September, in the year 16S4, 
•Ihall take place there again, and the duties payable iti 
France by the fuhjefb of Great Britain,, for goods import- 
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ed and exported, fhall be paid according to the tenor of 
the tariff abovementioned, and Ihall not exceed the rule 
therein fettled, in the provinces whereof mention is there 
made, and in the other provinces the duty fhall not be 
payable, otherwife than according to the rule at that time 
prefcribed; and all prohibitions, tariffs, edids, declarati- 
ons or decrees, made in France fince the faid tarififof 
the year 1664, and contrary thereunto, in refpeft to the 
goods and merchandizes 01 Great Britain, fhall be repeal- 
ed. But whereas it is urged on the part of France, that 
certain merchandizes, that is to fay, manufa&ures of "wool, 
fugar, falted fifh, and the produd of whales, be excepted 
out pf the rule of the abovementioned tariff, and like wife 
other heads of matters belonging to this treaty remain, 
which having been propofed on the part of Great Britain, 
have not yet been mutually adjufled, a fpecificationofall 
which is contained in a feparate inflrument fubfcribed by 
the ambaffadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries on 
both fides ; it is hereby provided and agreed, that within 
two months from the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty, commiffaries on both fides fhall meet at London, 
ta confider of, and remove the difficulties concerning the 
merchandizes to be excepted out of the tariflF of the ypar 
1 664, and concerning the other heads, which, as is above- 
faid, are not yet wholly adjufled. And at the fame time 
the faid xrommiffaries fhall likewife endeavour, (which feems^ 
to be very much for the interefl of both nations) to have 
the methods of commerce on one part, and of the other, 
more thoroughly examined, and to find out and eflablifh 
jufl and beneficial means on both fides for removing the 
difficulties in this matter, and for regulating the duties mu- 
tually. But it is always underftood and provided, that all 
and fingular the articles of this treaty, do in the mean 
while remain in their full force, and efpecially that nothing 
be deemed, under any pretence whatfoever, to hinder the 
benefit of the general tariff of the year 1664, from being 
granted to the fubjefts of her royal majefly of Great Bri* 
tain, and the faid Britifh fubjedls, from having and enjoy- 
ing the fame, without any delay or tergivexfation^ within 
the fpace of two months aiter a law is made in Great Bri- 
tain, as abovefaid, in as ample manner and form as the 
• fubjeQj 
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fiibjefb of any nation, the moft favoured, ipight have 
and enjoy the benefit of the aforefaid tariff, any thing to 
be done, or difcuffed by the faid commiflaries, to the con* 
trary in any wife notwithftanding. 

X, The duties on tobacco imported into France, either 
iu the leaf, or prepared, fliall be reduced hereafter to the 
lame moderate rate, as the faid tobacco, of the growth of 
any country in Europe or America, being brought into 
France, does or (hall pay. The fubjeQs on both fides 
fhall alfo pay the fame duties in France for the faid to- 
bacco ; there fliall be likewife an equal liberty of felling 
it ; and the Britifli fubjeds (hall have the fame laws as 
the merchants of France themfelves have and enjoy. 

Xh It is likewife concluded, that the impofition or tax 
of 50 Sols Tournois, laid on Britifli fliips in France for 
every tun, fliall wholly ceafe, and be from henceforward 
annulled^ In like manner the tax of five fliillings fterling, 
laid oh French fliips in Great Britain for every tun, fliall 
ceafe ; neither fliall the fame, or any the like impofiti* 
ons, be laid hereafter on the fliips pf the fubjefb on either 
fide. 

XII. It is further agreed and concluded, that it jhall 
be wholly free for all merchants, commanders of fliips, 
and other the fubjefts of the qUfcen of Great Britain, ia 
all places of France, to manage their own bufinefs them* 
felves, or to commit them to the management of whomfo- 
ever they pleafe, nor fliall they be obliged to make ufe of 
any interpreter, or broker, nor to pay them any falary^ 
vulefsthey chufeto make ufe of them. Moreover, mat- 
ters of flups fliall not be obliged, in loading or unloading 
their fliips, to make ufe of thofe workmen, either at 
Bourdeaux, or in any other places, as may be appointed 
by publick authority for that purpofe ; but it fliall be en- 
tirely free for them to load or unload their fliips by tliem^ 
^Ives, or to make ufe of fuch perfons in loading or un- 
loading the fam^, as jthey fliall think fit, without the psiy- 
xnent of ai^ falary to any other whom foever; neither fliall 
they be forced to unload any fort of merchandizes, either 
Ijito other fliips, or to receive them into their own, or 
to wait for their being loaded longer than they pleafe, 
And a)j and every the fubjefts of the n^oft Chrifl;ian King.

ftall reciprocally have and enjoy the fame privileges 2|nc| 
liberty, iri" all places in Europe fubjeft to the donkinipn oF 
Great Britain. 

XIII. It fhall be wholly lawful and free for merchant^ 
and others, being fubjefts either to the queen of Great Brir 
tiain, or to the moft Chriftian King, by will, and any othey 
difpofition made, either during the time of ficknefs, or aj^ 
any other time beforCj or at the point of death, to devife 
or give away their merchandizes, effefts, money, debts, 
belonging to them, and all moveable goods, which thqr 
have, or ought to have at the time of their death, within 
the dominions, and anyother places belonging to the queen 
of Great Britain^ and to the moft Chriftian King. More- 
over, whether they die, having made their will, or intef- 
tate, their lawful heirs and executors, or adminiftrators, 
refiding in either of the kingdoms, or coming from any 
other part, although they be not naturalized, fhall freely 
and quietly receive and take poffeffion of all the faid goods 
and effefts whatfoever, according to the laws of Great 
Britain and France refpeftively ; in fiich rqanner however, 
Ithat the wilk, and right of entering upon the inheritances 
pf perfons inteftate, mufi be proved according to law, aa 
^ell by the fubjefts of the queen of Great Britain, as by 
the fubjefts of the moft Chriftian King, in thofe places 
where each perfon died, whether that may happen in Great 
Britain, or in France, any law, ftatute, edift, cuftom, 
pf Droit d' Auhenc whatever to the contrary liotwithftand? 

XIV. A difpute arifing between any commander of 
the fhips on both fides, and his feamen iii any port of the 
pther party, concerning wages due to the faid feamen, or 
other civil caufes, the magiurate of the place fhall require 
liomore from the perfon accufed, than that he give to tho 
accufef a declaration in wjriting, witncffed by the magil^ 
trate, whereby he fhall be. bound to anifwer that mat- 
ter before a competent judge in his own country, 
which being done, it fhall not be lawflil either for the f^- 
men to defert their fhip, or to hinder the commander 
from profecuting hi^ voyage. It fhall mforeover be lawful 
for the merchants on both fides, in the places of their a-1 
jbode^ or elfcwhere> to jteep books rf their accoynis, and 
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lirs, as they Ihall think fit, and to have an intercourfe 
of letters, in fuch language or idiom, as they fcafl pleafe, 
v^ithout any moleftation or fearch whatfoever. But if it 
ihould happen to be neceffary for them to produce thejr 
books of accounts for deciding any difpute and conttover-* 
fy, in fuch cafe they fhall be obliged to bring into court 
the ehtire books or writings, but fo as that the judge may 
not have liberty to infpefct any other articles in Ae faid 
books, than fuch as fhall relate to the teftimony, or au- 
thority in queftion, or fuch as ihall be neceffary to.give 
credit to the laid books ; neither (hall it be lawful, under 
ai>y pretence^ to take the faid books or writings forcibly 
out of the hands of the owners, or to retain them ; th« 
cafe of bankruptcy only excepted ; nehher fhall the faid 
fiibje£b of the queen of Great Britain, be obliged to 
write their accounts^ copies of letters, a3s or inflrumentt 
relating to trade, oa ftamped paper, in French, Papier 
timbre^ except their day-book, which, that it may be pro- 
duced as evidence in any iaw-fuit, ought, according to 
the laws, which all perfons trading in France are to ob-^ 
fcrve, to be fiibfcribed gratis by the judge, and figned 
wJUih his own hand. 

. XV, It fhall not be lawful for any foreign privateers, 
^ot being fubje£b of one or of the other of the confederates^ 
who have commiflSons from any other prince, or flate, 
in enmity with either nation, to fit their fiiips in the ports 
of one or the other of the aforelaid parties, to fell what 
they have taken, or in any other mannei whatever to ex- 
change either fhips, nierQ.handizes, or any other ladings; 
neither fhall they be allowed even to purchafe viftuals, 
except fuch as fhall be neceffary for their going to the 
next port of that prince from whom they have commiA 
fion?. 

XVI. The fh^s of both parties being laden, failing a- 
long the eoafls, or fhores of* the other, and being forced 
by ftorm into the havens or ports, or ijoming to land in 
any other manner, fhall not be obliged there to unlade 
their goods, or any part thereof, or to pay any duty, 
pnlefs they do, of their own accord, unlade their goods 
|here, or difpofe of any part of their lading : but it may 
\^ bwf4l to tak? out pf the fhip, ?ind to fell, leave being 
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firft obtained from thofe who have the infpedion of,fea-r 
affairs, a froall part of their lading, for this end only, that 
neceflaries, either for the refrefhment or viQuailing of the 
ihip may be purchafed ; and in that cafe the whole lading 
of the Ihip fhall not be fubjefl: to pay the duties, but that 
fmall part only, which has been taken out and fold. 

XVI L It ihall be lawRd for all and fingular the fub- 
jeOis of the queen of Great Britain, and of the moft Chri- 
ftian King, to fail with their Ihips, with all manner of li* 
^erty and fecurity, no diftin£Uon being made, whq are 
the proprietors of the merchandizes laden thereon, from 
any port to the places of thofe who are now, or ihall be 
hereafter at enmity with the queen of Great Britain, or 
the moft Chriftian King ; it fliall likewife be lawful for 
the fubje6ls and inhabitants afor^faid, to ikil with the (hips 
and merchandizes aforementioned, and to trade with the 
fame liberty and fecurity from the places, ports, and ha-* 
vens of thofe who are enemies of both, or pf either par- 
ty, without anv oppofition or difturbance whatfoever, not 
only direQly from the places of the enemy aforementionr 
ed to neutral places, but alfo from one place belonging tq 
^n enemy, to another place belonging to an enemy, whe- 
ther they be under the jurifdiftion of the fame prince, oc 
under feveral. And as it is now ftipulated concerning (hips 
and goods, that free fbips (hall alfp give a freedom to goods^ 
and that every thing (hall be deemed to be free and ex- 
empt, which (hall be (bund on board the (hips.belop^ilg 
to the fubjefts of either of the confederates, althpugh tho 
yhole lading, or any part thereof, (bould appertain to the 
enemies of either of their majefties, contraband goods be<* 
ing always excepted, on the difcoyery whereof matteri 
ihall be managed according to th^ fenfe pf the fubfequeni 
articles. It is alfo agreed in like manner, that the fame lu 
berty be extended to perfons who are on board a free 
(hip, with this effed, that although they be enemies to 
both, or to eiiher party, they are not to be taken out of 
that free (hip, unlef? tney are foldiers^ and in a3:ual Ifer-- 
yicc of the enemies. 

XVIIL This liberty of navigation and commerce ihal} 
•pretend to all kind; of merchandizes^ excepting thofe only 
'•'• '^ • • wJiicli 
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^hich follow in the next article, and which are fignified hf 
the name of contraband. 

XIX. Under this name of contraband, or prohibited 
goods, (hall be comprehended arms, great guns, bombs, 
^ith their fufees, and other things belonging to them ; 
fire-balls, gunpowder, match, cannonrball, pikes, fwords^ 
lances, fpears, halberds, mortar$, petards, granadoes^ 
faltpetre, muOcets, mufket-ball, helmets, head-pieces, breaft« 
plates, coats of mail, and the like kinds of arms, proper 
for arming foldiers, muflcet-refts, belts, horfes with their 
furniture, and all other warlike inftruments whatever. 

XX. Thefe merchandizes which follow, ihall not be 
reckoned among prohibited goods, that is to fay, all forts 
of clothes, and all other manufa£iures woven of any 
wool, Haxy filk, cotton, or any other materials whatever 5 
9U kinds of clothes and wearing apparel, together with the 
ipecies whereof they are ufed to be made ; gold and filver, 
as well coined as uncoined, tin, iron, lead^ copper, brals, 
coals ; as alfo wheat and barley, and any other kind c^ 
corn and pulfe ; tobacco, and hkewife all manner of Ipices, 
falted and fmoaked flefh, falted fifh, cheefe and butter^ 
heer, oils, wines, fugars, and all forts of fait, and, in ge- 
neral, all provifions which ferve for the nourifhment of 
mankind, and the fuftenance of life. Furthermore, all 
kinds of cotton, hemp, flax, tar, pitch, ropes, cables, fails, 
failcloths, anchors, and any parts of anchors ; alfo ihip- 
mafts, planks, boards and beams of what trees foever; 
and all other things proper either for building or repairing 
fliips ; and all other goods whatever, which have not been 
worked into the form of any inftniment, or thing pre- 
pared for war, by land or by fea, fliall not be reputed 
contraband, mucn lefs fuch as have been already wrought 
and made up for any o^her ufe ; all which ihall wholly be 
reckoned among free goods, as likewife all other merchan- 
dizes and things which are not comprehended, and par- 
ticularly mentioned in the preceding article, fo that they 
may be tranfported, and carried in the freeft manner by 
jhe fubj e6ls pf both confederates, even to places belong- 
ing to an enemy, fuch towns or places being only except* 
ed, as are at ^at time befieged^ blQpk$4 up round about, 
or imeaeo, 

" • " - XXI. 
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XXI; To the end that all manner of diflfentit>ns and 
jquarr^els may be avoided and prevented on one fidd, and 
irfbe otter, it is agreed, that in cafe either of their royal 
majefties, who are allied, Ihoiild 6e etigaged m war, the 
fcips and veffels belonging to tKe fubjeQa of the other ally, 
mtift be furnilhed with fea-lettcrs or paflports, expreffing 
^e name, property, and bulk of the Ihip, as alio the 
name and place of habitation of the matter or cpmrnaAd*- 
jer of the faid fhip, that it may appear thereby, that the 
Alp really and truly belongs to ihe fubjefts of one of the 
princes ; which panports Ihall be made out ,and granted, 
according to the form annexed to this treaty ; they fhall 
Kfcewife be recalled every year, that is, if the ftiip happens 
lo return home within the fpace of a year. It is likewife 
agreed^ that fuch Ihips bfeihg laden, are to be provided, 
not only with paflports, as ^bovpmentioped; but alfi> with 
certificates containing the feyeral particulars of the cargo, 
itfie place whence the (hip failed, and whither (he is bound, 
Jim, fo it may be known, whether any forbidden or cbntrar 
band goods, as are enumerated in the jgtb article of this 
treaty, be on board the fame, which certificates Ihall be 
made put by the ofEfcers of the place whence the fhip fet 
feil, in the accullomed form. And if any one fhall thin^ 
it fit, or adyifeable, to exprefs in the faid certificates, the 
perfbn to whom they belong, he may freely do fo. 

XXII. The fhips of the fubjeas and inhabitants of 
Both their moft ferene royal majefties, coming Xo any of 
Jihe fea-coafts within the dominions of either of the confe? 
dicrates, but not willing to enter into port, or being enter- 
ed, yet not being wilting to fhew or to fell the cargoes 
of their fhips, fhall not be obliged to give an accoimt of 
their lading, unlefs they are fulpefted upon fure evidence, 
of carrying to the enemies of the other confederate prohi- 
bited goods, called contraband. 

XX in. And in cafe of the faid manifeft fulpicipn, the 
faid fubjeQs and inhabitants of the dominions ot both theif? 
mofl ferene royal majefties, fhall be obliged to exhibit i^ 
the ports their pafTports and certificates, in the manner be- 
fore fpecified. 

XXIV. But in cafe the fhips of the fubjed$ and inha? 
hitants of bpth their moft feronf royal majeftiijs, sith^r oii 

"^ the 
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llift ^rcoaff , or ofi the high feas, jhali meet with the men 
of war of the othfr, or with privatelcrs, the faid men of wap 
jand privateers, for preyenting any inconveniencies, ar^ 
jto r^emain out of panno^*fhot, ^nd to fern) a boat to the 
merphant-fhip, which has been met with, and fhall enter 
her with two or three men only, to whom the mafter or 
pommander of fach ihip or yeflel fhall fhew his paflport, 
(Concerning the property thereof, made out according to 
the form annexed to ims prefent treaty f and the ihip 
which (hail exhibit one, fhall have free paffage, and it 
fliall be whpflly unlawful any way to moleft her, fearch, pr 
pompcl her to quit her intended courfe. 

XXV. But that merchant fhip of the other party, which 
intends to go to a port at enmity with the other confbde- 
fate, or concerning whofe voyage, and the fort of goods 
on board, there may be jufl fuipicion, fhall be obliged to 
l^xhibit, either on the high feas, or in the ports and havens, 
pot only her pafTports, but her certificates, expreffing, that 
Jthey are riot of the kind of goods prohibited, which are 
§)ecified ir^the 19th article. 

XXVI. But if one party, on the exhibiting the above- 
fald certificates, mentioning the particulars of the things 
pn board, fhould difcover any goods of that kind which 
are declared contraband or prohibited by the iglh article 
pf thi^ treaty , defigned for a port fubjeft to the enemy of 
the other, it fhall be imhiwful to break up the hatches of 
that fhip, wherein the fkme fhall happen to be found, whe- 
ther fhe belong to the fubjefts of Great Britain, or of 
France, to open the chefts, packs, or cafks therein, or tq 
remove even the fmalleft parcel of the goods, unlefs the 
lading be brought on fhore, in the prefence of the ofGcers 
pf the court of admiralty, and an inventory thereof made ; 
but there fhail be no allowance to fell, exchange, or alie-: 

, nate the fame in any manner, unlefs after that due an4 
lawful procefs fhall have been had againfl fuch prohibited 
goodsv and the judges of the [admiralty refpeftively fhall^ 
by a fentence pronounced, have confifcated the fame", fav- 
fng always ai^ well the (hip itfelf, as the other goods found 
therein, which by this treaty are to be efleemed free ; nei-^ 
ther may they be detained on pretence of their being, as 
ff ycre, infcaed by the p|X)h3i)ited goods, inuch lefs fhal| 

they 
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lliey be confifcated as lawful prize : but if not the whole 
cargo, but only part thereof, fliall confift of prohibited or 
contraband goods, and the commander of the (hip ihall be 
ready and willing to deliver them to the captor, who ha& 
difcovered them, in fuch cafe the captor having received 
ihofe goods, ihall forthwith difcharge the (hip, and not 
hinder her, by any means, freely , to profccute the voyage 
on which (he was bound. 

XXVII. Oa the contrary it is agreed, that whatever 
JhaS be found to be laden by the fubjefb and inhabitants 
of cither party, on any (hip belonging to the enemy of 
the other, and his fubjefts, th© whole, although it be not 
of the fort of prohibited goods, may be confifcated, in 
the iame manner as if it belonged to the enemy himfelf ; 
except thofe goods and merchandizes as were put on board 
fuch Ihip before the declaration of war, or even after fuch 
declaration, if fo be it were done within the time and limits 
Avowing ; that is to fay, if they were put on board fuch 
Ibip, in any port and place withm the (pace of fix weeks 
after fuch declaration, within the bounds called the Naz$t 
in Norway, and the Soundings ; of two months from the 
Soundings to the city of Gibraltar ; of ten weefei in the 
Mediterranean Sea; and of eight months in any other 
country or place in the world ; fo that the goods of the 
fubjefis of either prince, whether they be of the nature 
of fuch as are prohibited, or otherwife, which, a& i» afore-' 
fold, were put on board any fhip belonging to an enemy 
l)efore the war, or after the declaration of the fame, wjth' 
in the time, and limits abovefaid, fhall no way3 be liable 
to confifcation, but Ihall well and truly be reftored, with- 
out delay, to the proprietors demanding the fame ; but 
fo as that if the faid merchandizes be contraband, it ihall 
not be any ways lawful to carry them afterwards to thq 
ports belonging to the enemy. 

XXVlII. And that more abundant care maybe taken 
for the fecurity of the fubjeflts of both their mqft ferene 
royal majefties, that they fuffer no ipjury by the men of 
war or privateers of the other party, all the commanders 
of the {hips of the queen of Great Britain, and of the 
mod Chriftian King, and all their fubjeQs, ihall be forbid 
doing any injury of damage to the Qther fide ; and if 

they 
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they ad to the contmry, they (hall be punilhed, and fhafl 
moreover be bound to make fatisfa^ion for all caufe of da* 
mage, and the intereft thereof, by reparation, under the 
bond and obligation of their perfon and goods. 

XXIX. For this caufe all commanders of privateers, be- 
fore they receive their patents, or fpecial commiffions^ 
fiiall hereafter be obliged to give, before a competent 
judge, fufficient fecurity by good bail, who are men able 
to pay, and have no intereft in the faid fhip, and are each 
bound in the whole, for the fum of 1500 1. fterling^ or 
16500 Livrcs Tmmois; or if fuch ihip be provided with 
above one hundred and fifty feamen or ibldiers, for the 
fum of 3000 U fterling, or 33000 Livrts Tcurnois, that . 
they will make entire fatisfa6lion for any damages and in- 
juries whatfoever, which they, or their officers, or odiers 
in their fervice, commit during their courfe at fea, con- 
trary to this prefent treaty, or the! ediQs of either of their 
moft ferene royal majefties, pubUflied by virtue thereof; 
under penalty likewife of having their fpecial commifTions 
and patents revoked and annulled, 

XXX. JBoth their abovenamed royal majefties being 
willing to fliew a mutual and equal favour in all their do-, 
ininions refpeftively, to the fubjeCb of each other, in the 
fame manner as if they were their own fubje6b, will give 
fuch orders as (hall be neceflary and effeftual, that juftice 
be adminiftered concerning prizes in the court of admi* 
ralty, according to the rule of equity and right, and the 
articles of this treaty, by judges who are above all fiifpi- 
cion, and who have no maimer of intereft in the caufe in 
difpute. 

XXXI, Whenfbever the ambafladors of each of their 
royal majefties abovenamed, and other their minifters^ 
having a publick charaQer, and refiding in the court of 
the other prince, fliall complain of the unjuftnefs of the 
fentcnces which have been given, their majefties on each 
fide, ftiall take care, that the fame be revifed and re-exa»- 
mined in their refpeftive councils, that it may appear whe* 
ther the direftions and provifions prefcribed in this treaty 
have been obferved, and have had their due effeft i they 
ihall likewife take care, that this matter be efie£tually pro«» 
vided for^ aod that right be done to every complainant^ 

withia 
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^atbin tte ipfa^e of three months. Hcfw^;:wp, h^^^ ^ 
tfter judgment given, therevifion thereof ftiU 4^en4ing,^ 
for th^ avoiding of all damage, it ihall not be l9L\f fu] to fell, 
the goods in difpute, ot to unlade tbeitl^ nnlejs with the 
confent of the peribns concerned. 

XXXII. A fuit being tomiiienced between the captorsf 
of prizes on one part, and the reclaimers ;of( the fmi^ on 
the other, and a fentence ot decree b^irig givert in favctor 
*)f the reclaimer, that fame fentence or decree, fecurity 
being given, (hall be put in execution, the nj^e^l of the^ 
captor to a fuperior judge in smy.wife notwithftanding j 
which, however, is nottg beobferved wheni judgment hat. 
Been given againil the re^claimqr* 

XXXIII* In cafe that eithfer Ihips ofwir, or mcirjphaM- 
men^ forced by ftorm, or other misfortune, be driyeiBQR 
rocks or lhelv.es on the coafts of one oi*. tjie ptbier pwtyi 
^nd are there broken to pieces, and . Ihip-^wf ecked, » what-» 
ever part of the fhips, or tackling thereof, ds:alfo of thd 
goods and merchandizes Ihall be faved, or the pr^d^yM^e 
thereof, Ihall be faithfully reftored to the proprietQfs, • re- 
claimers, or their factors, payii^g only the expeiices of 
prefervii^g the fiune, in fuch manner as it may be fettled 
i>n both fides concerning the rateof falvpge j fevfeg, pi? 
the fame time, the rights and cuiUnnspf each: nation. And 
both their moft ferene royal majieAies will intearpofe their 
authority, that fuch of their fubjefts may be feverely pun^ 
iihed, who in the like accident ihall be fc^nd guHty. of in*' 
humanity. 

XXXIV. It fliall be free for the fiibje£ls.of each party, 
to employ fuch advocatesj attornies, notaries, folieitorsj 
und faQors, as they ihall' dbink* fit; to which epdtbe faid 
advocates, and others abovementioned, may be aj^ointed 
by the ordinary judges, if it be needful, and the judges 
be required thereunto. 

XXXV. And that commerce and navigation may be 
more fecurely and freely followed, it is further agreed, 
that neither the queen of Great Britain, nor the moft 
Chriftian King, fhall receive any pitates and robbers, in- 
to any of their ports, havens, cities or towns, neither 
fhall they permit them to be received into their ports to be 
prote£led| or affifted, by any manner of harbouring, cht 
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fapport, by any the fubjeQs or inhabitant^ <^. Either .qf 
them ; but they Ihall rather caufe all fuch pirates and fca- 
robbers, or Whoever. fhall receive, conceal, or affift them, 
to be apprehended, and ^punifhed as they deferve, for ;i 
terror and example to others/ And all the Ibips, goods^ 
or merchandizes, being piratically taken by them, and 
brought into the . ports of the kingdom of either, as muc^ 
as can be found, although they have by fale. been con- 
veye4 to others, Ihall be reftored to the lawful owners, c^r 
their deputies, having inftruments of delegation, and an au- 
thority of procuration fw reclaiming, the lame; and indena- 
nifatipn ihall be made, proper evidence being firft. given 
in the court of admiralty, for proving the property, An^i 
all fliips and merchandizes, of what nature fpeyer, w^hich 
can be refcued out of their hands on the high Teas, ihall be 
brought into fome port of either ' liingdom/ ?wid Shdil he 
delivered to the cuftocjy of the officers of that poit, 
with this intention, that they be delivered entire to the triwf 
proprietor, as foon as due and fufficient proof ihall have 
been made concerning the property thereof. 

XXXVI. It ihall be lawful ^as well for the /l^ips c^war 
of both' their moil ferene royal majefties, as for priyateet^ 
to carry whitherfoever they pleafe, the ihipsanfJ.gOQds ta- 
ken from their enemies, neither ihall they be obliged u> 
pay any thing to the ofE^cers of the admiralty, or to any 
otner judges, nor ihall the aforementioned prizes,, when 
they come to, and enter the ports of either of their nioft 
ferene royal majetties, be detained by arreft, neither ihall 
fearchers, or other officers of thofe places, make ejcaroi- 
i^ation concerning them, pr the validity therepf; but ra- 
ther^ they ihall have liberty to hbiil fail at. any time, to 
depart, and to carry their prizes to that place, which is 
mentioned in their commiilion or patent, which the com- 
manders of fuch ihips of war Jhall be obliged to ihew : on 
the contrary, no ihelter or refuge ihall be given in their 
ports tQ fuch as have made a prize upon the fubjefts of 
either of their royal majefties. And if perchance fuch ihips 
(hall com% in, being forced by ftrefs of weather, or the 
danger of the iea, particular care ihall be taken, (as far 
as it is not repu^a<it lo former treaties made with other 
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kings and ftates) that they gd from thence, and retire e]fe« 
where, as foon as polfible. 

XXXVII. Neither of their moft fcrene royal majef- 
ties, (hall permit that the (hips or goods of the other be ta« 
Icen upon the coafts, or in the ports, or rivers of their do- 
minions, by (hips of war, or others having commiffion 
from any prince, commonwealth, or town whatfoever. 
And in cafe fuch a thing Ihould happen, both parties fbaQ 
ufe their authority and united force, that the damage done 
be made good. 

XXXVIII. If hereafter it (hall happen through inadver- 
tency, or otherwife, that any contraventions, or inconve- 
niencies on either fide arife concerning the obfervation of 
this treaty, the friend(hip and good intelligence (hall not 
immediately thereupon be broke off; but this treaty ihall 
fubfift in all its force, and a proper remedy for removing 
the inconveniencies (hall be procured, as Kkewife repara- 
tion of the contraventions ; ^nd if the fubje£ts of the one 
or the other be found in fault, they only (hall be feverely 
punifhed and chaftized* 

XXXIX. But if it (hall appear that a captor made ufe 
of any kind of torture upon the matter of the (hip, the 
Slip's crew, or others who (hall be on board any (hip be* 
longing to the fubjefts of the other party ; in fuch cafe, 
not only the (hip itfelf, together with the peribns, mer- 
chandizes, and goods whatfoever, (hall be forthwith releaf* 
cd without any further delay, and fet entirely free, but al* 
(b (uch as (hall be found guilty of fo great a crime, as al- 
fo the accelfaries thereunto, (hall fulFer the moft fevere 
punifhment, fuitable to their crime ; this the queen of 
Great Britain, and the moft Chriftian King, do mutually 
engage fhall be done, without any refpe6t of perfons.

dently appear, neither the fhip nor Ae lading thereof (hall

(bever. But if any merchant ftiip fiiall want fuch palTports 
or certificates, then it may be examined by a propef 
judge, but in fuch manner, as if i( (hall be found from 
other proofs and documents, that it does truly belong to 
the fubjefts of either of the confederates, and does not 
^oiUain any prohibited goods, defigned to be carried to the 
enemy of the other, it Ihall not be liable to cohfifcation, 
butfhall be relcafed, together with its cargo, in order to 
proceed on its voyage, fince it may often happen ths^t fuch 
papers .^ould n,at .come to the (hip when (he was fetting fail 
from any port, or that they have been loft by fome chance 
OF other, or that they have been taken away from the (hip. 
And if, befides the paflTports and certificates made accord-

VIII, It is ftuther provided on toth fides, and fliall be 
taken for a general rule, that a fhip and goods, although 
they have remained in the enemies power for four and 
twenty hours, fliall not therefore be efteemed as capture^ 
and be immediately made prize ; but, if on other accounts 
they ought to be reftored, they ms^y be reclaimed, and fliall 
be given again to the proprietors. 

IX. It fliall be free for both their royal majeftfes, for 
the advantage of their fubje£b, trading to the kingdoms 
and dominions of the other, to conftitute national confuls 
of their own fubjeSs, who fliall enjoy that right and liber- 
ty ^hich belongs to them by reafon of the^exercife of their 
funflion ; but as to the places where fuch confuls arc to be 
appointed, both fides fliall afterwards agree between them*, 
fclves.

E it known unto all men, that whereas in the gift ar- 
ticle of the treaty of navigation and commerce, con- 
cluded the 44^ day of March 1713, between the moft ferene

queen of Great Britain, and the moft ferene the moft 
Chi^ftian King, by the ambafladors extraordinary and 
plenipotentiaries of their majefties, certain merchandizes, 
namely, woollen manufaBures, fugar, fait fifli, and what 
is produced from whales, are excepted in general words 
from the rule of the Tariff made the 18th day of the month 
of September, in the year 1664, in order to be afterwards 
referred to the difcufiion of commiflaries ; to prevent there- 
fore all miftakes and ambiguity, which might perhaps; arife

from fuch general terms, and to make it more evidently 
appear what particular forts of goods are to come under 
the con&leration of the aforefaid commilTaries. We the 
imderwritten ambaifadors extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiaries, have declared by thefe prefents, and do declare, 
that the exception of the abovementioned merchandizes, 
is to be underfiood in the manner following : 

I. W/ Halebone cut and prepared, fins and oils of whales, 
■^V Ihall pay at all placed of importation in the king- 
dom, the duties appointed by the TariflF of the 7th of De- 
cember, 1699. 

II. (Rothes, ratines, and ferges, ihall be likewife fub- 
j^a to the fame duties of the Tariff of the 7th of Decem- 
ber, 1699, and in order to facilitate the trade thereof, it 
Ihall be allowed to import them by St. Valery upon the 
Somme, by Rouen, and by Bourdeaux, where thefe goods 
Ihall be fubjefi to viiitation in the fame manner a^ thofe 
which are made in the kingdom, 

II L Salt fi(h in barrels only is to be imported imp the 
kingdom, and at all places of entrance in the kingdom, 
countries, and territories under the dominion of the king, 
even at all free ports, the duties of landing and of con- 
fumption fhall be paid, which were appointed before the 
Tariff of 1664, and befides 40 livres per laft, confifting of 
12 barrels, weighing each 300 lb. for the duty of entry, 
which entry ihall not be permitted but by St. Valery upon 
the Somme, Rouen, Nants, Libourne, and Bourdeaux, 
and (hall remain prohibited at all other harbours or ports, 
as well in the Ocean as in the Mediterranean. 

IV. Refined fugar in loaf or in powder, white and 
brown fugar candy, ihall pay the duties appointed by the 
Tariff of 1699. 

In confirmation of which, we the underwritten ambaf* 
ladors extraordinary, and plenipotentiaries of her majefty 
the queen of Great Britain, and the moft Chriflian King, 
have figned and fealed thefe prefents at Utrecht, the V 
day of ^flL*, in the year 1713.

I. nn HAT there be a chriftian umyei&l peace, 
J|. and a perpetyal and true friendflii^ between 
jthe moft ferene and moft mighty princefs. Anne, qoeeiiv 
of Great Britain, and the moft ferene and vsusA migh- 
ty prince Philip V. the Catholick King of Spain, 
and their heirs and fucceiTor^, a^d alfo the kingdoms, 
Aates^ dominions, ^nd province^ of bolh parties., whece^ 
ibever fituated, and their fubje^ ; and that the fame be 
fo fiAC^rely prefcrved and cultivated, that neither party 
do, under any colour whatever, endeavxiur to attempt any 
thing ta the deftruftion or detriment of the other, or yield 
any aid, by wh^t name foever it be called, to thofe who 
attempt the fame, or who endeavour to do any damage, * 
neither ra^y oir ought they to help tbetn by any means. 
On the cpntrary, their iroyal majeftie§ fhall be obliged, 
the one to promote the sicivantage, honour, and interefl 
of the Qther, and to dire£l theiF councils to that end witb 
all care^ that by muliua) proof of friendftup, the peace 
which is npw made, may daily receive new ftddiuon$ of 
ftrength. 

II. But whereas the war, which i$ fo happily ended by 
this peace, was at thie beginning undertaken, and was 
carried on for fo many years with the utmoft force, at im^ 
menfe charge, and with almoft' infinite flaughtCT, becaufet 
qi the great danger which threatened the liberty and fafe- 
ty of all Europe, from the top clofe conjun£iioa of the 
kingdoms of Spain and France. And wJhereas, to take a* 
way all uneafinefs and fufpicion, concerning ftich^onjanc* 
tion, out of the minds of people, and to fettle and eftab* 
lifli the 'pqace and tranquility of chriftendom, by an equal 
balance of power, (which is the beft and moft folid foun* 
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4at$0]!iof a muiuiri friendftip, and of a concord which wiQ 
be laftixig on all fides) as well the Catholick King; as the 
ntott duiftnin King, have confented; that care (hould be 
takeo by fufiicien^ precautions, that the kingdoms of Spain 
^n4 Fri^ce fl^Oiild Mv^r come and be united under iht 
ftiuii^ ijkmiinioii, and that ooe and the fame perfon fliould 
neves become king of both kingdoms. And to this end his 
Ca^lick Majefty ha« for himfdf, his heirs^ and fuccep* 
fors, moft ibtemnly renounced all manner of right, tide, 
and preten^on to thp crown of France, in the form and 
words folioving: 

\^Thi inftrumtnts of renuneiation, are txaSly the fame with 
ihojfe ahreiufy in^ied in the ireafy tvith Prance of this date.] 

Hk faid Catholick Majefty hereby renews and confirms 
this moft foleran renunciation abovemeintioned, made on 
his part ; and as it has obtained the force of a general and 
fatidamental law, he engages again in the moft facred 
nvoncv poffible, that he will obferve, and take care that 
^be iame \» obferved inviolably, and he will Hkewife ufe 
hi& utmoA diligence, and provide with the greateft earn^ 
eftnefs, that the aforefaid renunciations may be irrevoca- 
Jjiy obfisrved, and put in execution, as well on the part of 
Spain, as on the part of France, forafmuch as while they 
&biift in their full force, and are faithfully kept 6n both 
(ides, as zifo the other tranfaftions relating thereto, the 
crowns of Spain and France will be fo feparated and di- 
vided from each other, that they can never hereafter be 
united in one. 

III. That there be a perpetual amnefty on both fides, 
^nd oblivion of all things which have been in an hoftile 
manner committed in any place, or by any way, on one 
fide and on the other, during the late war. So that nei- 
ther on account thereof, nor by reafon or under pretence 
of any other matter, fliall the one any way do, or fuffer 
to be done, any enmity to the other, or give any molef' 
tation, dircftly or indireflly, under colour of right, or by 
way of feO;. 

IV. All and fingular the prifoners on each fide, of 
what ftate or condition foever they be, Ihall immediately 
fifter the ratification of this-prefent treaty, be reftored to 
|heir former liberty, without any ranfom, paying only fuch 
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debts a^ they may havis cpatra^ed, 4uring their being pfi* 
fpners, 

V. Moreover, for giving a greater and mor^ lading 
Qrength to the peace which is reftared, and to this firiend-r 
(hip, which is never to be violaied, and for cutting off all 
occafions of dillruft, which may at any time arife from the 
e{Ubli(bed right and order of the Ii^reditary fucceffion 
to the crown of Great Britain, and the limitation thereof 
by the laws of Great Britain, (made and enaOed in the 
ri^ign of the late king William HI* of glorious memory, 
and in the reign of the prefent queen) to the iflue of the 
abovenamed queen, and in failure thereof to the moft fe- 
rene princefi Sophia, eleQrefs doiyager of Bnmfwick, and 
her heirs, in the proteftant line of Hanover. That there* 
fore the; (aid fucceilion qiay be well and fecurely prderved, 
according to the Uws 9f Qrpat Britain, the Ca^olick King 
fincerely and folemnly ^pknpwledges the abovementioned 
limitation of the fucceffion to the kingdom of Great Britain ; 
apd declares and engages,, on the faith and word of a king, 
and on the pledge of his and his fiicceflbrs honour, that 
the fame is, and ihail for ever be, approved and accepted 
by him, and his heirs, and fucceflbrs ; and, under the 
fame tie of the word of a king and his honour, the Ca- 
tholick King does promife, that no perfon befides the faid 
queen, and her fucceflbrs, according to the order of limit 
tation eftablifhed by the laws and ftatutes of Great Brir 
tain, fhall evpr be acknowledged, or reputed by him, or 
by his heirs and fucceflbrs, to be king or queen of Greal 
Britain. 

VI. The Catholick King doth further promife, as weB 
in his own name, as in that of his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
that they will not at any time difturb or moleft the faid 
queen of Great Britain, her heirs ami fucceflbrs, of the 
proteftant line, as aforefaid, being in pofleflion of the 
crown of Great Britain, and the dominions fubje^ there^ . 
unto; neither will the aforefaid CathoUck King, or any 
of his fucceifors, give at any time any aid, fuccour, fa- 
vour, or counfel, direflly or indirectly, by land or by fea, 
in money, arms, ammunition, warlike inftruments, fliips^' 
foldiers, feamen, or in any other manner whatever, to any 
perfon or perfons, whofoever they be, who on any cai^.

40T pretence fliould hereafter endeavour to opppfe the (ai4 
fiicceffipn, either by open war, or by encouraging fedi-» 
tion, and forming confpiracies againft fUch pripce apd prin<«- 
ces, who are in pofleflion of the throne qf Great Britain, 
by virtue of the a,%s of parliainent there made, or againft 
that prince or princefs to whom the fucceffion to the crowfi 
of Great Britain fhall belong, according to the a&s of par^ 
liament, as abovefaid* 

VII, That the ordinary diftribution of juftice be re-r 
fiored, and open again through the kingdoms and domi« 
nions of each oiF their royal majefties, fo that it may be free 
for all the fubje6ls on both fides, to profecute and obtain 
their rights, pretenfions and anions, according to the 
laws, conftitudons and ftatutes of each kingdom. And 
eipecisdly if there be any complaints concerning injuries or 
grievances, which have beeri done contrary to tbe tenor of 
the .treaties, either in time of peace, or at the beginning of 
the war lately ended, care Ihall be taken that the damages 
be forthwith made good, according to the rule of juftice. 

VIII. That there be a free ufe of naviga^on and com- 
merce between . the fubjeds of each kingdom, as it was 
heretofore, in time of peace, and before the declaration 
of this late war^ in the reign of Charles II. of glorious 
memory, Catholick king of Spain, according to the trea- 
ties of friendfhip, confederation, and commerce, which 
were formerly made between both nations, according to 
ancient cuftoms, letters patents, cedulas, and other par* 
ticular afts ; and alfo according to the treaty or treaties of 
commerce which are now, or will forthwith be made at 
Madrid. And whereas, among other conditions of the 
general peace, it is by common confent eftablifhed as a 
chief and fundamental rule, that the exercife of naviga- 
tion and commerce to the Spanifh Weft-Indies^ (hould re- 
main in the fame ftate it was in the time of the aforefaid 
king Charles II. That therefore this rule may hereafter 
be obferved with inviolable faith, and in a manner never 
to be broken, and thereby all caufes of diftruft and fuipi^ 
cion, concerning that matter, may be prevented and re- 
moved, it is efpecially agreed and concluded, that no li- 
cence, nor any permiflion at all, fliall at any time be given, 
either to the French, or to any nation whatever, in any 
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natrie, or'ti™«^ any pretence, <Jirea?y; or miktSfy, to 
fail, to traffick in, oi* introduce negroes*, goods, merchan- 
dizes^ or any tkings whatlb^ver, into the dominions flib- 
je6t. to the crown of Spain in America, except what may 
be agreed by the treaty or treaties of commerce above- 
feid, and the rights and privileges granted in a certain 
convention, commonly called el AJjUento de Negros, where- 
of mentioa i$ made in the twelfth article ; except alft> 
whatfoeyer the faid Catholick King, or his heirs or fiic- 
ceflbrs, fhall promife by any contraft or contrafts for the 
introduftion of negroes into the Spanifh W^ft-Indies, to 
be made after that the convention, or the AJJiento de Ne^ 
gro^ abovementioned (hall be determined. And that more 
ftrong and fuH pi^ecautions may be taken on all fides, as 
abovefaid, concerning the navigation and commerce to the 
Weft-Indies, it is hereby further agreed and conchi^d, 
dial neither the Catholick Kin^, nor any of his heirs and 
fiicceffors whatfoever, fhall fell, yield, pawn, transfer, or 
by any means, or under any name, alienate from them 
and the crown of Spain, to the French, or to any other 
nations whatever, any lands, dominions, or territpries, or 
any part thereof belonging to Spain in America. On the 
contrary, that the Spanilh dominions in the Weft-Indies 
may be preferved^ whole and entire, the queen of Greaf 
Britain engages, that fhe will endeavour, and give affift- 
ance to the Spaniards, that the ancient limits of their do^ 
minions in the Weft Indies be rcftored, and fettled as they 
ftoodin the time of the abovefaid catholick king Charles !!• 
if it fhall appear that they have in any manner, or under 
any pretence, been broken into, and leflened in any 
part, fiuce the death of the afqrefaid catholick king 
Charles II. . 

IX. It is further agreed and coticluded as a general 
rule, that all and fingular the fubjefts of each kingdom 
fhall, in all countries and places on both fides, have and 
enjoy at leaft the fame privileges, liberties and immunities, 
as to all duties, impofitions, or cufloms whatfoever, rela^^ 
ting to performs, goods, and merchandizes, fhips, freight, 
feamen, navigation, and commerce; and fhall have thjB 
like favour in all things, as the fiibjefts of France, or any 
other foreign nation, the moft iavoured, have, pofTefs, 
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and eojoy/ or at any time hereafter maty have, pfleTs^ 6r 
enjoy. 

X. The Catholick King does hereby, for hifl^fdf, hw 
heirs and fucceflbrs, yield to the crown of Great B^iti^ft 
the full and entire propriety of the to^^n and caiUe of Qib^ 
rallar, together with the port, fortifications^ and fotm 
thereunto belonging ;* and he gives up the &id propriety 
to be held and enjoyed abfolutely with all manner of ifight. 
for ever, without any exception or impediment wha^even- 
But that abufes and frauds may be avoided by importing 
siny kinds of goods, the Cathdiick King wills, and tatoes it 
to be underftood, that the aboyenamed propriety be yields 
ed to Gjreatt Britain^ without any territorial j:urifdielion, 
and without any open communication by lai^d with the 
country round aix>ut. Yet whereas the communicatiotv 
by fea with the go^ of ^pain, .may not at all times be fa£r 
or open^ and thereby it may happen that the garriibi^ and 
other inhabitants of Gibraltar, may be brought to ^:eafr 
iiradts ; and aes. it is the intention of the Catholick King^ on« 
ly that fraudulent Bnpprtatioqs of goods fhould, asis^above* 
faid, fa^ hindered by an inland communication, it is thexe-^ 
fore pcovided, that in fuch cafes it may be lawful to pur- 
chale,. for ready money, in the neighbouring territories oF 
Spain> provifioHS) and other things neceflaryfcM: the ufe of 
the garrilbnj the inhabitants, and the fhips which lie in* the 
harbour. But if any goods be found imported by Gibral- 
tar, either by way of barter for purchafing providons, or 
under any other pretence, the fame fhall be confifcated^ 
and complaint being made thereof, thofe' perfonfe. who have 
aSed contrary to the faith of this treaty, fhall be feverely 
punifhed. And her Britannick majefty, at the requeft of 
the Catholick King, does confcnt and agree, that no Icav^ 
Ihalt be given, under any pretence whatfpever, either to 
Jews or MoQTs, to refide, or have their dwellings, in the 
laid town of Gibraltar ; and that no refuge or fhelt^r fliail 
be allowed to any Mooriib (hips of war in the harbour of 
the faid town, whereby the commUnicatiQn between Spain 
and Ceutamay be obftru8ed, or the coafts of Spain be in- 
fefted by the excurfions of the Moors. But whereas trea- 
ties of friendfliip, and a liberty and intfercourfe of com- 
merce, are between the JBritiih and certain territories, fi^ 
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IMAii dn the coaft of Africa, it is dways to be undferftooc^, 
that the BritiQi fubjefts cannot refufe the Moors, and their 
fliips, entry into the port of Gibraltar, purely upon the ac- 
count of merchandizing. Hef majefty the queen of Great 
Britain does fttrthei* promife, that the free cxerdfc of theii" 
i^ligioti fliall be indulged to the Roman^catholick inhabi- 
tants of thcf aforefaid town. And in cafe it (hall hereafter 
feem meet to the crown of Great Britain, to grant, fell^ 
or by any nieans to alienate therefrom the propriety of the 
faid town of Gibraltar, it is hereby agreed, and concluded^ 
that the preference of having the fame, fhall always be gi- 
ven to the crown of Spain before any others. 

XI. Moreover, the Catholick King doth in like manner 
for himfelf, his heirs and fuceeffors, yield to the crown of 
Great Britain, the whole ifland of Minorca, and doth 
transfer thereunto for ever, all right, and the moft abfolute 
dominion over the faid ifland, and in particular over the 
tDwn, caille, harbour, and fortifications of the bay of Mi- 
norca, commonly called Port Mahbri, together with the 
ether ports, places, and towns, fituated in the aforefaid 
ifland. But it is provided, as in the above-written article, 
that no refuge oi" fhelter fhall be open to any fhips of war 
of the Moors in Port Mahon, or in any other port of the 
faidjflafid df Minorca, whereby the Spanifh coafts may be 
ttifefted by their excurfions : and the Moors and their 
fliips Ihall only be allowed to enter the ifland aforefaid, onf 
account of traffick, according to the agreement of treaties^ 
The queen of Great Britain promifes alfo on her part, that 
if at any time it fliall happen, that the ifland of Minorca, 
and the ports, towns, and places therein fituated, be by any 
ifneans hereafter alienated from the crown of her kingdoms, 
the preference fliall be given to the crown of Spain, be- 
fore any other nation whatever, of redeeming the pofleflSon 
and propriety of the aforefaid ifland. Her royal majefty 
of Great Britain moreover engages, that flie will take care, 
that all the inhabitants of the faid ifland, both ecclefiafti-' 
cal and fecutar, fliall fafely and peaceably enjoy all their 
eftates and honours, and the free ufe of the Roman-ca-^ 
tholick religion fliall be permitted : and meafures flia^ bcf 
taken for preferving the aforefaid religion in that ifland, 
provided the fame be confiftent with the civil government 

and 
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y&od laws of Great Britain. Thore liktwire who' ate M^ 
in the fervice of his Catholick Majefty, ihall enjoy theif 
honours and eftates, though they continue in the faid fer-^ 
vice ; and it ihall be lawful for any perfoh who is defirous 
to leave the laid ifland, to fell his eftate, and pais fredy 
with the value thereof into Spain. 

XII. The Catholick King doth furthermore hereby pve 
and grant to her Britannick majefiy, and to the company 
of her fiibje£is s^ointed for that putpofe^ as well the Aib^* 
je£is of Spain, as all others, being excluded, the contra^ 
for introducing negpoes into feveral parts of the dominions 
of his Calholick Majefty ia America, commonly called d 
PaHo dc el AJiento de Negros^ for the fpace of thirty years 
lucceffivdy, beginning from the firft day of the month of 
May, in tne y^ear 17139 with the fame conditions on which 
the French enjcyy^ed it, or at any time might or ought to 
^njoy the fame, together with a tra£l or trads of land to 
be allotted by the faid Catholick King, and to be granted 
to. the company afbrefaid, commonly called la Campania de 
<l AjffitntOj in^me convenient place on the river of Plata^ 
(no duties or revenues being payable by the laid compan^r 
on that account, during the time of the abovementioaea 
contrad;, and no longer) and this fettlement of the faid ib* 
xiety^ or Aofe trads of land, Ihall be proper and fufficient 
for planting, and fowing, and for feeding cattle for the 
fubnftence of thofe who are in the fervice of the faid com- 
pany, and of their negroes ; and that the laid negroes 
may be there kept in fafety till they axe fold ; and more* 
over, that the Ihips belonging to the faid company vnf 
come clefe to land, afid- be fecure from any danger. Buc 
it fliall always be lawful for the Catholick King, toappoinc 
an officer in the faid place or fettlement, who may take 
care that nothing be done or pradifed contrary tolusrwal 
interefts. And all who manage the affairs of the mid 
company there, or belong to it, IhaU be fubjefl to the in- 
lpe£lion of the aforefaid officer, as to all matters relating to 
the trails of land abovementioned. But if any doubts, 
' diffkukies/ or controverfies, ihould arife between the faid 
^ojfficer and the managers for the faid company, thev Iball 
be referred to the determination of the governor of Buenos 
Ayres. The Catholick King has been likewife pleafed to 
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gritfit to At fald coixqpaily, fbveral other etOxkot^nsty ^d* 
vaoiages, wbich are more fiiBy loid amply explained in 
the contrail of the AiBento, which was made amd camchi- 
ded at Madrid, the 26th day of the momh of March, c^f 
thi^ prefefit year 1713^ Which tonttad, or AJienio de 
Jiegros, and all the claufes^ cqtiditfons, {privileges atid im- 
mttniti^s contained theitin, and which are not contrary to 
this ardcleyare and ihall Ire deemed^ and taken to be, part 
of thi^ Jiliaty, in the fame mannef as if they hied been here 
inferted woiod for word. 

XIIL Wh€ireas the queen of Great Britaib has cotiti^ 
nilaUy preSed^ and infifted wish the grea^eft p»acRii&f9, 
thiki 2tU the tnbabitants of the principality of Caisilonia, 
of whatever date or condmon they may be, ihoiild not 
OQ^y obtain a full and perpidtoal /oblivion of all that was 
done in the bte war, and enjoy the en^re poifeffioxi of aH 
their eftates and iionours, but fhould alio hkv^ tlieiran^ 
cient privileges ^preferved fafe a»d untctuclifed j the Catbo* 
lick King, in oottipliance with tW f^id^qfoeen of 'Gteat 
Britain, hereby grants ^and confirms to all the^ifihabitanis of 
Cataloniai whatfoever, not only the ^mftnefiy d^fifed, to- 
gether fwhh .the . full polfdEon of all their eftates and ho- 
40[ours, bdt alfiir gives and prints to them ail th^e puivileges 
which^he inhabiibams tdf both Caftiles, wb^, ofaillthe Spa:- 
nlards^ snfe the, molt dear to t^e Catholitk king, have and 
enjoy,, 01: mky hereafter have and enjoy- 
. ^IV. And whereas the Oohi^lick King, fet the requeft 
of' her ^oyal Britanndck ms^efty^ has been pleafed to yield 
the kin^i^caR^of Sicily to* his royal highnms Vi&bt Ama- 
deUs, dnhe of Savoy, and by the treaty tbiis day eriiered 
into between liis royal Cathotick Majefty, and his royal 
iijghnefs: of Savoy, -does make a ce0ion of the 'fttd king- 
dom, IkKTToyal nu^efly of Greatt >Britaih afot^ikid, pro- 
-ihifes and engages^ thax: ihe wstttake great ^a^, that in'de-^ 
fciult of the heii-s male 4>f the hodfe of Savoy, the poffef' 
fion of the oforefaid kin^om of Sicily, fhall tevett again 
to the crown ioF Spain ; and her abovefaid f^^\ Britan- 
jiick majefty^ doth farther confent, that the kitigddm eff 
Sicily may not, under any pr^ence, or in a*ty manner 
whatever^ be alienated of given to any prince or flate, uhlefs 
to the Catbdlick king of l^ain, and to bis heirs and fuccef- 
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fors. And whereas, the Cathoiick King hath-made known 
. to her royal Britannick Majefty, that U would be both rea- 
fonable in itfelf, and acceptable to him, that not only the 
; lubje£ls of the kingdom of Sicily, although they may re- 
fide in the dominions of Spain, and be in the fervice of 
his faid Cathohck Majefty, but alfo the Spaniards and 
other fubje£ls of Spain, wno may perhaps have eftates 
a^id honours in the aforefaid kingdom of Sicily, fliould, 
withojit any. diminution, jntirely. enjoy their faid ellates 
. and honours, and fhould in no wife, under pretence of 
* perfonal abfence out of the faid kingdom, be troubled or 
difquieted. And whereas the abovefaid Cathoiick King 
freely promifes likewife on his part, that he will confent, 
. that the fubjeQs of the faid kingdom of Sicily, and other 
fubje&s of his faid royal highnefs, if they fhould chance 
to have eftates and honours in Spain, or other the domi- 
nions belonging to Spain, (hall in like manner, without 
any diminution, intirely enjoy the fame, and that they 
(hall in no wife be troubled or difturbed under pretence 
, of perfonal abfence; Therefore her royal Britannick Ma- 
jefty promifes, that ftie will endeavour, arid wilf give in- 
ftniQ:ions to her ambaflkdors extraordinary, and plenipo- 
tentiaries at Utrecht, that they interpofe the mod effeSual 
good offices, that the Cathoiick King and his royal high- 
nefs may mutually agree concerning this matter, and may 
take care and provide for the fame, in fuch manner as 
Ihall be moft commodious on both fides. 

XV. Their royal majefties on both parts renew and 
confirm all treaties of peace, friendfhip, confederation, and 
commerce, made heretofore, and concluded between the 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, and the faid treaties 
are hereby renewed and confirmed in as full and ample 
manner, as if they were now p;^rticularly here inferted; 
that is to fay, as far as they are not found to be contrary 
to the treaties of peace and commerce which were the laft 
made and figned. And efpccially by this treaty thofe 
agreements, treaties, and conventions are confirmed and 
ftrengthened, which relate as well to the excrcife of cotn-» 
merce and navigation in Europe, -and elfewhere, as to the 
introduQion of negroes into the Spanifh* Weft Indies, and 
which either are already made, or will forthwith be made 
Vol. I. N * between 
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between both nations at Madrid. And wbereas it is h^ 
lifted on the part of Spain, that certain rights of ^thing 
at the ifland of Newfoundland belong to the Guipufcoaris^ 
or other fubjefls of the Catholick King, her Britanniek 
Majefty conie^its and agrees, that all fuch privileges a» 
the Guipufcoans and other people of Spain are able ta 
make claim to by light, (hall be allowed and preferved ta 
them. 

XVI. Whereas, in the convention for making a fufpen* 
fioii of arms, from the ^-^ day of the month of Auguil lall 
paft, for four months, between the queen of Great Britaii),. 
and the moft Chriftian King; which the Catholick Kii^g al« 
fo approved by his confent, and does hereby further ap^ 
prove ; and which by another convention was prolonged* 
to the i4 of the month of April of this prefent year, among 
other conditions it is expretsly ftipulated, in what cafes the 
Clips, merchandizes, and other moveables faken on one 
fide and the other^ fhould either become prrze to the cap^ 
tor, or be reftored to the former owner; it is therefore a- 
greed, tkat in tho£b cafes the conditions of the aforeiaid 
fufpenGon of arms ihall remain in full force, and all things^ 
relating to fuch captures^ madie either in the Britifh and 
Northern feas, or elfewhere, (hall be well and tjuly exe* 
cuted according to the tenor thereof* 

XVI I. But if it happen through madvcrtency, or im-^ 
prudence, or any other caufe, thai; aiiy fubjeQ of either cxf 
their aforefaid royal majeffies, do- or commit any thing by 
land, fea, or on frefli waters, in any part of the world, 

, whereby this prefent treaty be not obferved^ or whereby 
any particular article of the fame hath not its effeft, this- 

. peace and good correfpondence between the queen of 
Great Britain and the Catholick King, fliall not therefore 

. be interrupted or broken, but fhall remain in its former 
ftrength, force, and vigour. And that fubjeft only fhalt 
be anfwerable for his own faft, and fhall fuffer fuch punifh* 
ment as is inflifted by law, and according to the prefcrip- 
tion of the law of nations. 

XVIII. But if (which God forbid) the difputes which 
are compofed, fhould at any time be renewed between' 
their faid royal majefties, and break but into open war, the 
fliips, merchandizes, and goods, botii moveable and im-

XIX. The king$> princes, andftat^s, mentioned in the 
loUowing articles, and all others who (ball be nominated on 
either fide, by consmon confent, before the ratifications 
are exchanged, or within fix moniths after, fk^M, for a mark 
of mutual friendihip, be included and comprehended in 
Ifais treaty, tlicir royal majefties aforenamed being perfuad- 
ed, that they will approve ail the fettlements made and 
eflabUjfhed by it. 

XX. Whatfoevcr fhall be contained in the treaty of 
peace next entered into between hb fftcrod royal majefty 
of Spain, and hia facred royal majefty of Porti^^ widi 
the previous approbation of her royal majefty of Great 
Britain, (hall be deemed an eflential part of this treaty, in 
the fame manner as if it was tranfcribed here word for 
word. Moreover, her facred royal majjcfty of Gr^eat 
Britain, ofieri herfelf to be a furety, or guarantee of the 
aforefaid agreement of j>eace, which ihe promifes to ful^l 
according to the fubftance and words thereof, to the 
end that it may be obferved the more facred and invi-« 
.olabie. 

XXI. The treaty of peajce this day entered into, be- 
tween his royal CathoUck Majefty, and his royal highnefs 
the dulce of Savoy, is fpeci^ly ins^luded in, and confirmed 
by thi^ treaty, as an dflfential part tliereof, as fully asi if it 
ivas infeited therein word for word^ her royal majefty of 
Great Britain exprefsly declaring^ that flie will be obliged 
by the terms of the promife and guarantee therein made, 

XXII. The nioftTerene king of S\freden, togcAerwith 
. his realms, dominiotkS, provinces, and rights, and the moft 

ierehe princes the great duke of Tufcany, and the duke of 
..Parma, tpgether with their people and fubjefts, and the li- 
berties and advantages of their fubjeds in matters of trade,

' XXI I L The moft fenmc rtpublick of Venice, for the 
.fake of the neutrality, which during the war they cxaftly ob*- 
ferved between the parties in hoftility, and for the fake of 
'many afts of humanity performed bjr it, (the dignity, power, 
and fecurity of the eftates and dominions^ereof, remain* 
ing ever inviolable) ihall be particularly comprehended 
and included in this treaty, in the beft manner poifible as 
a common friend, and one to whom their royal majefties^ 
at all times, defire to repay the offices of a faithful friendly 
Clip, according to the exigencies of the faid republick. 

XXIV. It has been thought good to comprehend in the 
prefent tieaty, the moft ferene repiibliek of Genoa, which 
*by a conftant neutrality, during the war, hath cultivated 
-the ancient friendihip with the crowns of Great Britain and 

Spain, thalt the benefit of this peace may be extended t» 
every thing that concerns that republick, and the fubjeds 
thereof, may in kll things, and every where, fully ei^oy 
the feme liberty of commerce hereafter, as they enjoyed 
formerly, and during the life of Charles- II. the cadiolick 
king of Spain. 

XXV. The city of Geneva is likewife inclmled in thi^ 
agreement, to the end that it may, for the future, enjoy aH 

' the advantages in trade, which it has heretofore enjoyed in 
cither kingdom, either by treaties or ancient cuftom. 

XXVI. Solemn ratifications of this treaty, and drawn 
up in the proper form, fliall be duly and reciprocally ex- 
changed on both fides, within fix weeks, to be computed 

* from the time of figning, or fooner, if pofTible. 

In witnefs whereof the ambaffadors extraordinary and 
plenipotentiaries abovenamed, having on each fide exhi- 
bited, and duly exchanged their letters of foil powers, figned 
and fealed this prefent treaty at Utrecht, the ^ day of the

X3 the lord baron of Lexington, on the part of hen 
foyal 'magcfty of Great Britain, and the lord marquis of 
Bedmar, >qb the part of his royal Catholick Majefty, by 
4he treaty of the 27th of March laft at Madrid, it is further 
agreed by thi« .feparate article, which fhall be of the fame-

The ftcond Sefaratb Article, 
II.^T^HAT it may appear what confideration her facrcd 
JL majefty the queen of Great Britain has for the 
princefs of Urfini, her laid majefty the qUeeii of Great 
Britain, in the 21ft article of the conventions of peace, 
made between the baron of Lexington, on the part of hey 
feid Britannick majefty, and the marquis de Bedmar, on 
rite part of his Catholick Majefty, at Madrid, the 27th day 
of March laft, did oblige herfelf, as by the prefent article 
ft e does oblige herfelfi and promifes and agrees fof. her-? 
fclfand her fucceflbrs, that Che will really procure an^ef* 
itOt, that forthwith and without any deiay, the faid lady 
princefs of Urfini be put into real and a6iual poftefjlion c^ 
the dutchy of Limburg, or of other, coumries in the Nct 
therlands, which Ihall be fubftituted in lieu thereof, to the 
full fatisfaftion of the lady princefs of Urfini, with all mm* 
net of abfolute and independent fuperiority,' clear Sttm 
any fee, or other tie vhatfoever, which (hall produce an 
annual revenue of 30,000 Scudo*s, according to the fofm 
and tenor of the diploma granted by his faid Cathqlick Ma- 
jefty to the faid princefs, the aStb day of September, 4714. 
to the effeft following ; ' • 
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PHILIP, by the grace of God, king of Caftille, Leon, 
Arragon, both Sicilies, Jerufafem, Navarre, Grana- 
tia, Toledo^ Valencia, Galicia, Majorca, Seville, Sadi- 
Jiia, Cordoua, Corfica, Murcia, Jaen, Algarves, Algezi- 
4ra, Gibraltar, Canary Mands, £aft and Weft Indies,, 
Iflands, and T^ra Firma of the Ocean Sea, archduke of 
Auftria, duke of Burgundy, Brabant and Milan, count of 
Apsburg, Flanders and Tirol, and olF Barcelona, k>rd of 
Bifcay and Molina, &c. To all who (hall foe thefe pre- 
fcnts, or hear them read, greeting. Ou^-dcareftand moft. 
ivcll-bcjoved couftn, the princefs of Urfini, has, finoc the 
beginning of ouir reign, rendered us, and continuei to ren^- 
^er us fo many fignal and acceptable ferviccs, that wc 
thought we could not defer any longer, giving her lively 
ieftinaonies of our acknowledgments, and of the efteem wc 
have for her perfon. This prince/s having quilted the rank, 
and the prerogatives Ihe had at the court of Rome, to ac* 
♦cept the employment of firft lady of the bed-chamber to 
ihe queen pfur deareft oonfort, (he went to meet hex at 
Nice in ProveiKe, and conduSed her into our dominions of 
Spain, and difcharged her duty with fo much care, ex* 
a6lnefs, and wifdom, that flie has gained.all poiSble confi- 
Sence and confideration. 

When we trailed the regency of our kingdoms of 5pain 
to the queen our deareft confort, that we might go and 
•command our armies, in tl^ kingdoms and ftates of Italy, 
the princefs of Urfini redoubled her zeal and affiduity 
about her perfon, 'ftie has always affifted her with her care 
and her counfel, with equal prudence and afFeftion, and 
in all times, and on all occafions, wc have experienced the 
happy effeSj of fo judicious, fo faitliful, and fo valuable 
conduCl. 

Since it has pleafed God to blefs our royal houfe, and to 
fecjjre the fucceflion of it by ahappyiflue, ihe has likewife 
taken upon her to beftow her moft tender and cficQuai 
care <A the education of our deareft and moft beloved fon^ 
the prince of the Afturias, in whom we already obferve 
the benefit and progrefs of it. All thefe fervices, fo dii- 
i^inguiftiin^ and fo important to the welfare of our domi*- 
iiions, and to the felicity of our reign, the applicatid^ 
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with which this princefs gives us dill frelh proofs pf 91V 
cfitire affeSion to the perlbn of us, the queen our deareft 
confort, and the princes our children, and the good fuc- 
cefs that has attended the wholefome counfels fhe has gi- 
ven us, have engaged us to find out means to grant her a 
reward fuitable to fo many fervices, and that might ferve 
for the future as a certain proof of the ' greatnefs of our 
gratitude, as well as of the merit and virtues of this prin- 
cefs. This has given us occafion to think of fecuring to 
her not only a confiderable revenue, but alfo a country flic 
might enjoy with the title of fovereign ; which we have 
embraced with the greater readinefs, that this princefs, be- 
in^ born of the houfe of la Trimouille, one of the moft an^- 
cient and moft illuftrious of France, is not only allied ta 
the princes of the blood of the houfe of France, but like- 
wife to feveral other fovereign houfes of Europe, and that 
knowing the endowments of her mind, and the wifdom of 
her conduft in all tilings, we are perfuaded fhe will govern 
with juftice the country and people that fhall be under her 
fubjeStion ; and that ihis great favour will ever be looked 
upon as the juft effeft of the juftice and magnificence of 
the fovereigns towards thofe who have been fo happy as to 
render them important fervices. Know ye therefore, that, 
out of our fiill power, meer motion, and royal and abfbi 
lute authority, we have given, yielded and transferred, as 
we do give, yield and transfer by thefe pr^fents, to our 
deareft and mofl well-beloved coufin, Mary Anne de la 
Trimouille, princefs of Urfini, for herfelf, her heirs, fuc- 
celTors, and afligns, the dutchy, town, and caftle of Lim- 
bourg, being part of the Spanifh Netherlands, with thq 
towns, boroughs, villages, caftles, houfes, lands, and other 
appurtenances of the faid dutchy, to enjoy, the fame to 
herlelf the faid princefs of Urfini, her heirs, fucceffors or 
aflTigns, in full property and perfeQ: fovercignty, without 
refervipg or detaining any part thereof, to ourielves, and 
to our fucceffors, the kings of Spain,' under any title whatt 
foever, either of refort or feodality, as alfo wjtnout returri 
or reverfion in any cafe, or at any time, whereof we have 
exempted the faid dutchy of Limbourg, and its dependen- 
cies comprehended in the prefent donation : to which end, 
fo far as is, or fbould be neceffary, we have cxtinguiflicd 
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and fuppreffed, as we do extinguifli and fupprefs the faid 
rights ; willing that the faid princefs of Urfihi do exercife^ * 
in her name, alt the rights of fovereignty within the faid 
dutchy of Limboarg, the territories and jurifdiftions there- 
to annexed, with the fame authority as we exercifed, and 
had right to exercife the fame betore thefe prefents, and 
that jhe enjoy there all the revenues, ifiruits, profits and 
emoluments whatfoever, as well ordinary, as extraordina- 
ry andcafual, of what nature foever, either for the collatioa 
«Lnd patronage of the livings, the provifion arid deftitution 
of offices, the cuftoms, entries, fubfidies, impofitions, and ' 
other rights, expreffed, and not expreffed, the defence of 
the counjtry , and the tranquility of the people, the raifing 
the revenues ot the faid dutchy, and its dependencies; all 
which rights and revenues the faid princefs of Urfini fliall 
commence to enjoy from t!ie day of' thefe pfefents, from 
the reckoning of which, the agents, receivers, clerks, or 
others appointed to receive the faid revenues, fliall be ac- 
countable, and remit the produce irito the hands of the 
bearers of the powers of the faid princefs, and in fd doing 
jhey {hall be duly acquitted and difcharged thereof towards 
us, as by thefe prefents we difcharge them thereof; and 
confequently the faid princefs of Urfini, Ihall remain un- 
alterable proprietor of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, apd 
its dependencies, as well for the fovereignty, as for all the 
revenues, as the whole belonging to her, in full, free and 
entire property, with power to difpofe thcrepf, by dona- 
tion between perfons alive, or legacy to fuch pcrfon, and 
with fuch claufes and conditions, as flie fliall think fit, and 
fven to treat thereof by exchange or otherwife, and the 
feme rigfe and powers ihall belong fucoeflively, aftef her, 
to her iieareft heir, in cafe ftie has not otherwife difpofed 
thereof! To which end We have difcharged, abfolved, and 
freed, as by the(e prefents we difcharge, abfolve, and free 
the inhabitants of the faid dutchy of Limboiii*g, and its de- 
pendencies, of what Itate, quality or dignity they are, as 
well ecclefiaftical as fecular, political, military, and of 
what other ranks and conditions they are, or may be, and 
each of Aem in general and in particular, of the oaths of 
fidelity, faith, and obedience, promi fes, obligations, and 
jijities thejr owed lis, as their lord and fovereign prince : or- 
dering 
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deriflg andepjoining thpm moft exprefslv, ih^t.hy virtue of 
thefe prefents, they do own 2H[id acknowledge the faid prin- 
cefs of Urfinv and after her, Tier heir>, fucceflbrs, or fuch 
as have a right thereto, fucceflfively for their princes and 
fovereien lords ; that they take and fwcar to her the oaths 
of fidehty and obedience in the ufual manner, and more- 
over, that they, pay all homage, reverence, . affefUon, obc- 
de»c«, fidelity, and fervices, as good and loyal fubje£b 
are obliged to do to their fovereign lord, a«d as tliey have 
done hitherto to the kings our . pre^eceflbrs, and to us. 
And farther, our intention being, that the faid dutchy of

l^he^r doiainio|]k$ th^t make ij)p our monarchj^ we declare, 
' . ' ' ' th^t 
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Aat our intention is, (hat thefe prefents fhall nat be pre^ 
judiced by the treaties of peace that (hall be made, and 
Aat aH the princes and potentates interefted in the (aid 
propofals, do ratify the difmenibriiig we make by thefe 
pretents of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, and the ^refting 
of that in fovercignty, in favour of the prinoefs of Urfini, 
lb as that &e be put, and reniain in full poffeffion, and 
peaceaible enjoynrent thereof, within the full extent of 
thefe prefents, according to their form and tenor, and 
without any referve or reftriftion whatfoever ; it being 
our will, that tiie prefent donation be one of the condid'* 
%yns of the treaties that may be made, in what (halt con- 
jcem the faid Spanilh Netherlands, to the end the faid prin- 
oefs of Urfini; her heirs, fucceflbrs and affigns, may en- 
joy the faid dutchy of Limbourg and its appurtenances, 
fully, peaceaHy, perpetually, and for ev«r, with the title 
of fovereignty, without any trouble and hindrance ; on the 
contrary, to effeft the far»e, and to conftrain thereto ad 
thofe whom it fhall concern, or that are therefore to be 
conflrained, we have, out of our full power and royal au- 
thority, fupplied, as we do hereby fupply all defensor 
©miffionsof right or faft, that njigl-rt be found or happen 
in this donation, ceflion, and conveyance, either by the 
fault of exprefTion, of the value of the revenues, and of 
the employments of the faid dutchy of Limbourg; that are 
not therein fpecified or declared, and that might be reqiiii- 
fite by former ordinances, to v/hich, and the derogatories 
of the derogatories therein contained, wc have exprefsly 
derogated, as we derogate by thefe prefents ; for fuch h 
cur will and good pleafure : willing that thefe prefent let- 
ters patents be delivered to the faid princefs of LFrfini, that 
(he may caufe the fame to be regiffered and publiflied 
where it fhall be neceflary, and even to caufe them to be 
inferted, with the donation and ceflion therein contained. 
In tfie treaty of peace to be negotiated, therein to be inv- 
eluded and acknowledged in the quality 6f fovereign prin- 
cefs of the dutchy of Limbourg, and in that quality to 
"exercife the rights thereof, and there to make treaties and 
alliances with the princes and 'fovereigns that fhall inters- 
vene, enjoining the minifters and ambaffadors who' fliaH 
be there on our part, to acknowledge hejr a^ fycfa, and all 
^ - ' our 
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\hit officers of the faid dutchy of Limbourg, to obey thtSt 
prefents from the moment they fhall be notified to them ; 
and to the end this prefent donation be firm and lafting 
for ever,. we have figned thefc prefent fetters with our own 
hand, and.caufed our great feat to be affixed to them» 
willing and ordaining that they be regiftered in ^1 and eve* 
ty one of our councils^ and chambers of accounts where it 
Inall belong. Given at our city of Corella, in our kingw 
dbm of Navarre, the 28th day of September, in the yeair 
of our Lord, 1711, and of our reign the Eleventh* 

And her laid majefty of Great Britain promifes, that fhe 
will maintain the faid lady princefs of Urfini, or her af- 
£gns, in the real, a£lual, and peaceable poifelTion of the 
faid fovereignty and territory, againft all and every one, at 
any tinye, and for ever, and that Ihe wilt not permit, that 
the (aid lady princefs be difturbed or molefled in the faid 
poITeffion by any body, by right or fa6t. And whereas, 
the real pofleffion of the fovereignty of the faid dutchy of 
Limbourg, or of the territories as aforefaid to be fubro- 
gated, ought, by virtue of the before-mentioned conven- 
tion, concluded the 27th of March laftpaft, to have been 
already given to the faid lady princefs, although it is not 
.yet given: therefore her faid royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, as a farther furety, promifes, and engages her royal 
word, that fhe will not yield or remit, nor fufFcr to be 
yielded or remitted to any body, the faid Spanifli Nether- 
lands, but will keep, or caufe the fame to be kept, not on- 
}y until the faid lady princefs of Urfini be put in adual and 
peaceable pofleffion of the faid fovereignty, but alfo, that 
the faid lady princefs of Urfini be, as aforefaid, acknow- 
ledged fovereign lady of the faid fovereignty, and put in 
pofleffion thereof by the prince to whom the faid Spanifli 
Netherlands are to be yielded and remitted. 

This prefent article fhall be ratified^ and the exchange 
of the ratifications fhall be made at Utrecht within fix weeks, 
orfooner, ifpoffible.

ncr ; and therefore they mo? graciouQy gave mftraSiohiJ to 
their ambafFadors cxtraordtnajy and p4enipotCDtiaries, (by 
'whofe means the peace had been ha^^iiy concluded) to 
draw up into a folemn* treaty of commerce, whatfoever, 
after all thitrgs had been thoroughly cbnfidered at the con- 
ferences held for that purpofe at Madrid, *(hbuld feem ito 
conduce nioft to this good end; the jTaid ambalTador^ 
therefore, by virtue of their full powers, (copies whereof 
are ihferted wor^ for word' at the end- of this inftrument) 
agreed upon articles of commerce for the explanation of 
former treaties, and greater eafe and (ionvenience of trade^ 
in the manner and fdrm following : ^ 

|. npHE treaty of peice;;commerte, andaBiance, con- 
X eluded at Madrid, between the crowns of Great 
Britain and Spain, the ^dzy €^ May, 1667, is ratified 
and confirmed by this treaty, and for the greater ftrength- 
cning and confirmation of the feme, it has been thougta 
proper to infert it word for word in this place, togethfcr 
with the royal fchedules or ordinations annexed to it, as 
foHows : 

The treaty of peace and friendfhip between the crowns 
of Great Britain and Spain, concluded at Madrid the l^ 
day of May, in the year of our Lord, 1667, entered into 
and concluded by the moft excellent lord Edward, earl of 
Sandwich, privy-counfellor to the moft ferene and potent 
king of Great Britain, and his ambaffador extraordinary 
to Spairt, in the name of the moft ferene king his mafter ; 
and the moft excellent lords, Don John Eberardo Nidar^ 
do, confeflbr to the moft ferene Catholick Queen, inqai- 
fitor general and counfellor of ftate, Don Ramiro Pheli- 
pez Nunez de Guzman, duke of San Lucar Mayor, and 
of Medina de las Torres, cou»fellor of ftate, and prefident 
of Italy, and Don Gafpar of Bracamonte and Gufman, 
count of Penaranda, counfellor of ftate, and prefident of 
the Indies, in' the name of the moft ferene and potent 
king and queen of Spain, at Madrid the ^l day of May, 
1667.

' A R T I X: L E I. . 

FIRST, it is agreed and concluded, ihat from thi^ day 
forward there ihall be, between the two , crowns of 
Great Britain and Spam, a general, good, fincere, true, 
fnn, «fid^erfe6i amity, confederation and peace, which 
ijiall endure for ever, and be obferved inviolably, as well 
by land, as by Tea,, and freih-waters; and alfo between 
die lands, countries, kingdoms, dominions, atid territQ- 
lies, belonging unto, or under the obedience of either of 
them. And that their fubje£b, people, and inhabitants 
rc(pe£livcly, of what condition, degree, or quality focver, 
from henceforth reciprocally, (hall help, affift, and fhew 
to one another all manner of love, good offices, and friend* 
(hip. 

II. That neither of the faid kings, nor their refpefUve 
people, fubje£{s or inhabitants within their dominions, up- 
on any pretence, may in publick or fecret, do, or procure 
to be done, any thing againft the other, in any place, by 
fea or land, nor in the ports or rivers of the one or the 
other, but (hall treat one another with all love and friend^ 
(hip ; and may, by water and by land, freely and fecurely 
pafs into the conRnes, countries, lands, kingdoms, iflands, 
dominions, cities, towns, villages, walled or without wall, 
forti(ied or unfortified, their havens and ports (where hi- 
therto trade and commerce hath been accuftomed) and 
there trade, buy and fell, as well of and to the inhabitants 
of the refpeflive places, as thofe of their own nation, or a* 
ny other nation that (hall be or come there. 

III. That the faid kings of Great Britain and Spain, 
(hall take care that their refpeftive people and fubjeQs, 
from henceforward, do abftain from all force, violence, 
or wrong ; and if any injury (hall be done by either of 
the faid kings, or by the people or fubjefts of either of 
them, to the people or fabjeSs of the other, againft the 
articles of this alliance, or againft common right, there 
(hall not therefore be given letters of reprifal, marque, 
or counter-marque, by any of the confederates, until fuch 

time 
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time as juftice is fought and followed in the ordinary 
courfe of law. But if juftice be denied or delayed, then 
the king whofe people or inhabitants have received harm, 
fiiall afk it of the other, by whom (as is faid) the juftice 
Ihall have been denied or delayed, or of the commiffion- 
ers that ftiall be, by the one king or the other, appointed 
to receive and hear fuch demands, to the end that all fuch 
diflFerences may be compounded in friendftiip, or accord- 
ing to law. But if there, fliould be yet a delay, or jul^ 
tice fhould not be done, nor fatisfaQion given within fix 
months after having the fame fo demanded, then may be 
given letters of reprilal, marque, or counter-marque. 

.IV. That between the king of Great Britain, and the 
king of Spain, and their refpeftive people, fubjefts and in- 
habitants, ^s well upon fea as upon land, and frefli-waters, 
in all and every their kingdoms, lands, countries, domi- 
nions, confines, territories, provinces, iflands, plantations, 
cities, villages, towns, ports, rivers, creeks, bays, ftreights, 
and currents, where hitherto trade and commerce hath 
been accuftomed, there ftiall be free trade and commer.ce, 
in fuch way and manner, that without, fafe conduft, and 
without general or particular licence, the people and fub- 
jefts of each other may freely, as well by land as by fea, 
and frelh-waters, navigate and go into their faid countries^ 
kingdoms, dominions,- and all the cities, ports, currents, 
bays, diftri£ls, and other places thereof ; and may enter 
into any port with their fhips laden or empty, carriage or 
carriages, wherein to bring their merchandize, and there 
buy and fell what, and how much they pleafe, and alfo at 
juft and reafonable rates provide themfelves with provifi- 
ons, and other neceflary things, for their fubfiftence and 
voyage ; and alfo may repair their ftiips and carriages, and 
from thence again freely depart with their fliips, carriages, 
goods, merchandize and eftate, and return to their own 
countries, or to fuch other places as they ftiall think fit, 
without any moleftation or impediment, fo that they pay 
the duties and cuftoms which (hall be due, and faving to 
cither fide the laws and ordinances of their country, , 

V. Item, It is likewife agreed, that for the merchah-, 
dizes which the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain fliali 
buy in Spain, or other the kingdoms or dominions of the 
Vot. I. • O king 
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king of Spain, and {hall car^ in their own fhips, or in fcjp§ 
hired or lent unto them, no new cuftoms, toll, tenths, fub- 
fidies, or other rights or duties whatfoever, fhall be taken 
or increafed, other than thofe which in the like cafe the na- 
tives them felves, and all other ftrangersare obliged to pay; 
and the fubjefts aforefaid buying, felling and contracting 
for their merchandizes, as well in re(pe£l of the prices, as 
of all duties to be paid, fhall enjoy the fame privileges 
which are allowed to the natural fubjecls of Spain ; and 
may buy, and lade their fhips with fuch goods and mer- 
chandizes; which faid fliips being laden, and cuftoms paid 
for the goods, fliall not be detained in port upon any pre- 
tence whatfoever ; nor ihall the laders, merchants, or fac- 
tors, who bought and loaded the goods aforefaid, be que* 
ftioned after the departure of the faid fhips, for any matter 
or thing whatfoever concerning the fame. 

VI. And to the end that the officers and minifters of all 
cities, towns, and villages belonging to either, may nei- 
ther demand nor take lirom the refpeftive merchants and 
people, greater taxes, duties, ftipends, recompences, gifts, 
or any other charges, than what ought to be taken by vir- 
tue of this treaty; and that the faid merchants and people 
may know and underfland with certainty what is ordained 
in all things touching this, it is agreed and concluded, 
that tables and Hfts fliall be put up at the doors of the cuf- 
tom-houfes and regiftries of all the cities, villages, and 
towns of, or pertaining to one or the other king, where 
fuch rights and excifes, or cuftoms, are ufually paid ; in 
which, how much^ and of what quality fuch rights, cuf- 
toms, fubfidies, and payments, either to the kings, or any 
the aforefaid officers are allpwed, fliall be put down in wri- 
ting, declaring as well the fpecies of what is imported, as 
what is carried out. And if any officer, or .any other in 
his name, upon any pretence whatfoever, in publick or 
fecret, diretlly or indireClly, fliall afk or receive of any 
merchant, or other perfon refpeclivcly, any fum of mo- 
ney or other thing, by the name of right, due, ftipend, 
allowance, or reconipence, (though it be by the way of vo- 
luhtary donative) more or otherwife than aforefaid, the 
faid officer or his deputy being in fuch manner guilty, and 
convift before a competent judge in the country .where

tlie crime is committed, fhall be put in prifon for tlirce 
months, and (hall pay thrice the value of the thing fo re- 
ceived ; of which, the half Ihall be for the king of the 
country where the crime is committed, and the other half 
for the denunciator, for the w^hich he may fue his right 
before any competent judge of the country where it fliall 
happen. 

VII. That it fhall be lawful for the fubjefts of the king 
of Great Britain, to bring out, and carry into Spain, and 
all or any lands and dominions of the king of Spain, (where 
heretofore they have ufed trade and commerce) and trade 
there with all kind of merchandize, clothes, manufaftures, 
and things of the kingdom of Great Britain, and the ma- 
BufaQures, goods, fruits, ^nd kinds of the iflands, towns, 
and plantations . to him appertaining, and what fliallhave 
been bought by Engliih fadors on this fide, or farther on 
the other fide of the cape of Buena Efperanca, without 
beiiig enforced to declare to whom, or for what price they 
fell their faid merchandize and provifions, or being mo- 
lefted for the errors of the maflers of the fhips, or others, 
in the entry of the goods; and at their pleafure to return 
again out of the dominions of the king of Spain, with all, 
or any goods, eftates, and merchandize, to any of the 
territories, iflands, dominions, and countries of the king 
of England, or to any other place, paying the rights and 
tributes mentioned in the antecedent chapters ; and the reft 
of all their lading which is not brought to land, they may 
detain, keep and carry away in their faid Ihip or fhips, vef- 
fel or veffels, again, withotit paying any right or impofi- 
tion whatfoever for it, as if therewith they had never beer^- 
within any bay or port of the Catholick King. And all 
the goods, eftates, merchandize, fhips, or other vefTels, 
with any things introduced into the dominions or places of 
the crown of Great Britain as prizes, and judged for fuch 
in the faid dominions and places, fhall be taken for goods 
and merchandize of Great Britain, comprehended fo hy 
the intention of this article. 

VIII. That the fubje£ls and vafTals of the moft ferene 
king of Great Britain, may bring and carry to all and fin- 
gular the dominions of the king of Spain, any fruits and 
commodities of the Eaft Indies, it appearing by teftimony 
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of the deputies of the Eaft-India company in London, 
that they are of, or have come from the EngHfli conquefts, 
. plantations or faftories, with like privilege, and according 
to what is allowed to the fubjeftsof the United Provinces, 
by the royal cedulas of Contravando, bearing date the 
27th of June, and, the 3d of July, 1663, and publilbed 
on the 30th of June, and 4th of July, the fame year. 
And for what may concern both the Indies, and any 
other parts whatfoever, the crown of Spain doth grant to 
the king of Great Britain and his fubjefts, all that is grant- 
ed to the United States of the Low Countries, and their 
fubjefts, in their treaty of Munfter, 1648, point for point, 
in as full and ample manner as if the fame were herein 
particularly inferted, the fame rules being to be obferved, 
whereunto the fubjeQs of the faid United States are ob- 
liged, and mutual offices of friendftiip to be performed 
from one fide to the other. 

IX. That the fubjefls of the king of Great Britafn, 
trading, buying, and felling in any of the kingdoms, go- 
vernments, iflands, ports, or territories of the faid king of 
Spain, fhall have, ufe, and enjoy all the privileges and 
immunities, which the faid king hath granted and confirm- 
ed to the Englifti merchants that refide in Andaluzia, by 
his royal cedulas or orders, dated the i gth day of March, 
the 26th day of June, and the gth day of November, 
1645, his Catholick Majefty, by thefe prefents, re-con- 
firming the fame as a part of this treaty between the twa 
crowns. And to the end that it may be manifeft to all, it 
is confented, that the faid fchedules (as to the whole fub- 
ftance thereof] be pafTed and transferred to the body of 
the prefent articles, in the name and favour of all and fin- 
gular the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, refiding 
and trading in any places whatfoever, within his Catholick 
Majefty 's dominions, 

X. That thelhips, or any other veflels that fhall belong 
to the king of Great Britain, or his fubjeSs, navigating in- 
to the king of Spain's dominions, ofany of his port.s, feail 
not be vifited by the judges of counterband, or by any 
other officer or perfon, by his own, or by any other ao- 
thority ; nor Ihall any foldiers, armed men, or other of- 
ficers or perfons, be put on board any of the faid fliips or 
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veflels ; nor (hall thp officers of the cuftoTn-houfe of the 
one or the other party, fearch in any veffels or fhips be- 
longing to the people of the one or the other, which fhall 
enter into their regions, dominions, or refpeftive ports, 
until their faid (hips or veffels are unladen, or until they 
have carried on Ihore all the lading and merchandize 
which they declare they refolve to difembark in the faid 
port ; nor fhall the captain, mailer, or any other of the 
company of the faid fhips, be imprifoned, or they or 
their boats detained on fhore ; but in the interim, officers 
of the cuftom-houfe may be put on board the faid veffels 
or fhips, fo they exceed not the number of three for each 
ihip, to fee that no goods or merchandize be landed out 
of the faid fhips or veffels, without paying fuch duties as 
by thefe articles either party is obliged to pay ; which faid 
officers are to be without any charge to the fliip or fhips, 
veffel or veffels, their commanders, mariners, company, 
- merchants, faSors, or proprietors. And when it happens 
that the matter or owner of any fhip fhall declare the 
yrhole lading of his faid fhip is to be difcharged in any 
port, the entry of the faid lading fhall be made in the cut 
tom^houfe, at^er the ufual manner; and if, after the entry 
jnade, any other goods be found in the faid fhip or fhips, 
more than what are contained in the faid entry, eight 
working days fhall be allowed them, on which they may 
work, (which fhall be reckoned from the day they began 
to unlade) to the end that the concealed goods may-be en- 
tered, and the confifcation of them prevented : and in cafe 
that in the time;rlimited, the entry or manifeflation of them 
Ihall not have been made, then fuch particular goods on- 
ly, which fhall be found, as aforefaid, though the unlad- 
jing be not finillied, fhall be confifcated, and not any other, 
por fhall other trouble be giv/^n, or punifhment infliSed 
on the merchant or owner of the fliip ; and when the fhips 
or veffels ar^ reladen, they may have freedom to go oqt 
^gain. 

^ XI. That the fhip or fhips appertaining to the one or 
the other king, or to their refj^eftive people and fubjefts, 
that fhall "enter into any ports, lands, or dominions of the 
one or the other, and fhall difcharge any part of their floods 
^nd njercb^dii^es in any port or haven, being configncd 
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U'itli the reft to other places, within or without the faid do- 
minions, ftall not be oblipcd to rcgifter or pay the rights 
of any other goods or rnercb'^^^v'^iz'^s, than of that which 
they Ihall unlade in the faid poii or haven, nor be con- 
ftrained to give bond for the goods they (hall carry to 
other places, nor any other fecurity, if it be not in cafe 
of felony, debt, trcafon, or other capital crime. 

XII. Whereas, the one moiety of the cuftom of all fo- 
reign goods and merchandizes imported into England, i& 
allowed and returned back to the importer, if the faid 
goods be exported out of the faid kingdom within twelve 
months after the firft landing, upon oath made that they 
are the fame goods which paid cuftom inwards, and that if 
they be not refhip'd within the faid twelve months, yet 
they may at all times be exported without paying any cuf- 
tom or duty outwards : it is therefore agreed, that if any 
the fubjeCts of the king of Great Britain, fhall hereafter 
land any goods or merchandizes, of what growth or nature 
foever they be, in any of the ports of his Catholick Ma- 
jefly, and having entered them, and paid the cuftom 
which by this treaty ought to be paid, and ihall afte^-wards 
defire to tranfport them, or any part of them, to any other 
place whatfoever, for a bcuer market, it fliall arid may 
be lawful, for him or them, lb to do freely, without pav- 
ing, orlKing demanded any other cuftom or duty at all 
for the fam^, he or they making oath, if required there- 
imto, that they are the fame goods for which cuftom was 
paid at the landing : and in cafe that the fubjefts, people, 
and inhabitants of the dominions of either part fhall un- 
lade, or have in any city, town, or village refpeftively, 
any goods, merchandizes, fruits, or eftates, and have paid 
the cuftoms due, according to what hath been declared, 
and after that, not being able to put them off, ftiall refolve 
to remit them to fome other city, town, or village of the 
faid dominions, tl^ey may not only do it without difficulty 
or impediment, and without paying other rights than what 
were due at their entry, but likewile the cuftom or 
rights (liall not be paid again in any other part of the faid 
clominions, bringing certificates from the officers of this 
cuftom-houfe, that they were paid before in the due form. 
And the chief farmers and commiflioners of the king o'f 
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Spain's rents in all places; or fome other officer or officers 
to be appointed for that purpofe, {hall at all times permit 
and fuffer the tranfportation of all fuch goods and mer- 
chandizes from place to place, and give fufficient certifi- 
cate to the owners thereof, or their affigns, of their hav- 
ing paid their cuftom at their firfl landing, whereby they 
may be carried to, and landed at any other port or place 
of the faid jurifdifction, free from all duties or impediments 
whatlbever, as aforefaid, faving always the right of any 
third perfon, 

XIII. That it fhall be lawful for the fhips belonging to 
tlie fubjcfts of the one or the other king, to anchor in the 
roads or bays of cither, without being conftrained to enter 
into port ; and in cafe they be neceflitated to enter there- 
into, either by diflrefs of weather, fear of enemies, pi- 
rates, or any other accident, in cafe the faid fhips be not 
bound to an, enemy's port, and carrying thither contra- 
band goods, (whereof without fome clear proof, they fhall 
not be queftioned) it fhall be lawful for the faid fubjeSs, 
to return to fea freely when they pleafe, with their fhips 
and goods, fo as they do not break bulk, or expofe any 
thing to fale •, and that when they cafl anchor, or enter 
the ports aforefaid, they be not molefted or vifited ; and 
it fhall fuffice, that in this cafe they f]:iew their paflports, 
or fea-papers, which being feen by the refpeftive officers 
of either king, the faid ftiips fhall return freely to fea 
without any moleftation, 

XIV. And if any fliip or fliips belonging to the fubjefls 
and merchants of the one or the oltier, entering into bays, 
or in the open fea, iliall be encountered by the fhips of 
the faid kings, or of privateers their fubjefts, .the faid 
ifhips, to prevent all diforders, fhall not come within can- 
non fiiot, but fhall fend their long-boat, or pinnace, to 
the merchant-fhip, and only two or three men on board, 
to whom the mailer or owner fhall fl^ew his pafTports and 
fea-letters, accordinsr to the form which fhall be inlerted 
at the end of this treaty, whereby not only the fliip's lading, 
but the place to which fhe belongs, and as well the mafler 
and owner's name, as the name of the fhip, may appear ;^ 
by which means the quahty of the fhip, and her mafler cy 
pwner, \vill be fufficiently known, as alfo the commpditr 
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ihe carries, whether they be contraband, or not; to the 
which paflports and fea-letters, entire faith and credit (hall 
be given, fo much the rather, for that as well on the part 
of the King of Eiigland, as of the king of Spain, fome 
Gounter-figns fliall be given, (if it (hall be found neceflary) 
whereby their authenticalnefs may the better appear, and 
that they may not be in any wifefal(i{ied. 

XV. If any prohibited merchandize or goods (hall be 
exported from the kingdoms, dominions, and territories of 
either of the faid kings, by the refpeftive people or fub- 
jefts of the one or the other, in fuch cafe the prohibited 
good^ (hall be only confifcated, and not the other goods ; 
neither (hall the delinquent incur any other punilhment, 
except the faid delinquent fliall carry out from the relpec- 
tive kingdoms or dominions of tlie king of Great Britain, 
the proper coin, wool, or fullers-earth of the faid king- 
doms ; or fhall carry out of the refpeftive kingdoms or 
dominions of the faid king of Spain, any gold or (ilver, 
wrought or unwrought ; in either of which cafes, the laws 
of the refpeftive countries are to take place. 

XVI. That it (liall be lawful for the people and fub- 
jeQs of both kings, to have accefs to the refpeSive ports 
of the one and the other, and there remain, and depart 
again with the fame freedom, not only with their (hips, and 
other vefTels for trade and commerce, but alfo with their 
Other (hips fitted for war, armed, and difpofedto refiftand 
engage the enemy, and arriving by ftrefs of weather to re- 
pair their (hips, or^furnifli themfelves with provifions ; (b 
that entering willingly, they be not fo numerous, that they 
give juft occ.a(ion of fufpicion, to which end they are not 
to exceed the number of eight, nor continue in their ha- 
yens, nor about their ports, longer time than they (hall 
have juft caufe, for the repair of their (hips, to take in 
provifions, or other nece{rary things, much lefs be the oc-i 
cafion of interrupting the free commerce, and coming in of 
other (hips, of nations in amity with either king; arid 
when an unufual number of men of war by accident (hall 
<;ome unto any port, it (hall not be lawful for them to 
come into the faid ports or havens, not having firft ob- 
tained permiffi on of the king unto whom the faid ports da 
belong, or the governor of the faid ports, if they be not 
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forced thereinto by ftrefi of weather, or other neceffit^t 
to avoid the danger of the fea; and in fuch cafe they fhall 
prefently acquaint the governor, or chief magiftrate of the 
place, with the caufe of their coming ; nor ihall they re- 
main there any longer time than the faid governor or ma« 
giftrate Ihall think convenient, or do any afl; of hoftility 
in fuch ports, that may prove of prejudice to the one or 
the other of the faid kings. 

XVII. That neither the faid king of Great Britain, 
nor the king of Spain, by any mandate general, nor par- 
ticular, nor for any caufe whatfoever, fhall embark or 
detain, hinder or take, for his refpedive fervice,. any meiw 
chant, mailer of a fliip, pilot or mariner, their ftiips, mci'- 
chandize, cloaths, or other goods belonging unto the one 
or the other, in their ports or waters, if it be not that 
either of the faid kings, or the perfons to whom the fliips 
belong, be firft advertifed thereof and do agree thereun- 
to ; provided, that this Ihall not be conftrued to hinder or 
interrupt the ordinary courfe of juftice and law in either 
country. 

XVIII. That the merchants and fubje6ts of the one 
and the other king, their factors and fervants, as alfo their 
(hips, mafters or mariners, may as well going as coming' 
upon fea and other waters, as in the havens and ports oF 
the one and the other refpeftively, carry and ufe all 
kind of arms, defenlive and ofFenfive, without being ob- 
liged to regifter them, as alfo upon land to carry and 
ufe them for their defence, according to the cuftom of 
the place. 

XIX. That the captains, officers and mariners of the 
(hips belonging to the people and fubjeSs of either parfy^ 
may not commence an aftion, nor hinder or bring trouble 
upon their own fhips, their captains, officers or mariners, 
in the refpe6live kingdoms, dominions, lands, countries 
or places of the other, for their wages or falaries, or un- 
der any other pretence. Nor may they pu^ themlelves, 
or bq received, by what pretext or colour foever, into the 
fervice or proteftion of the king of England, or king of 
Spain, or their arms; but if any controverfy happen be- 
tween merchants and mafters of fhips, or between mafters 
iuid mariners^ the compofing thereof ihall be left to the 
*^ conful 
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canful of the nation, but after fuch manner, as he who 
fliall not fubmit to the arbitrement, may appeal to the or-' 
dioary juftice of the place where he is lubject. 

XX. And to the end that all impediments be taken a^ 
unay, and that the merchants and adventurers of the king- 
doms of Great Britain, be permitted to return to Brabant, 
f Ianders> and other the provinces of the Low- Countries, 
under the jurifdiftion of the king of Spain ; foralrriuch as 
it hath been thought convenient, that all, and any the 
laws, edifts, and ads, by which the importation of cloth, 
OLi any cloth, or any other woollen manufatlure, of what 
kind foever, dyed or undyed, milled or unmilled, into 
Ftandea^, or the other provinces^, hath been prohibited, 
ke revoked and difannulled; and that if any right, tri- 
bute, impofition, charge or money, hath been, with per- 
miflion, or otherwife, put upon clotks, or any of the afore- 
feid woollen manufaftures fo imported, (except the ancient 
tribute upon every piece of cloth, and proportionably up- 
OB every other woollen manufafture, agreeable to the an- 
c'ent treaties and agreements between the then kings of 
England, and the dlikes of Burgundy, and governors of 
tlie Low-Countries}- the fame fhould be altogether void, 
and no fuch tribute or impofition From henceforth impoled, 
or put upon the faid cloths or manuFaftures, for any caufe 
CT pretext whatfocvcr ; and that all the Englifh merchants, 
irJiding in any of the faid provinces, their faftors, fervants, 
or commiffioners, fnould enjoy from henceforward, aU 
llije privilcge&r exemptions, immunities and benefits^ which 
fcnnerly have been agreed and given by the aforefaid an-? 
eicnt treaties and agreements, between the then kings of 
England, and the dukes of Burgundy, and governors of 
the Low-Countries: it is therefore agreed, that deputies 
(hall be named by the king of Great Britain, who meet- 
ing with the marquis of CaftehRodrigo, or the governor 
of thofe provinces for the time being, or any othfcr minif- 
ters of the king of Spain, fufficiently authorifed in this be- 
half, (hall friendly treat and conclude hereupon ; and a!- 
fo fuch further privileges, immunities, and n^ceifary ex- 
emption, fuitable to the prefent ftate of affairs, fl^all be 
granted for the encouragement of the faid merchants and 
adventurers, and for the fecurity of their t^-ade and com* 
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rtnerce, as fhall be agreed upon in a fpedal treaty, that 
Ihall be made between both the kings, touching this parti- 
cular. 

XXI. The fubjefts and inhabitants of the kingdoms 
and dominions of the moft ferene king of Great Britain 
and Spain refpeftively, (hall with all fecurity and liberty 
fail to, and traffick in all the kingdoms, eftates, or coun- 
tries, which are or Ihall be in peace, amity, or neutrality, 
with the one or the other. 

XXII. And they Ihall not be difturbed or difquieted 
in that Uberty, by the fhips or fubjefts of the faid king* 
refpeftively, by reafon of the hoftilities which are, or may 
be hereafter, between either of the faid kings, and the a- 
forefaid kingdoms, countries, and ftates, or any of them, 

. which ihall be in friendfhip or neutrality with the other. 

XXIII. And in cafe that within the faid fhips refpecr 
tively, be found by the abovefaid means, any merchan- 
dize hereunder mentioned, being iof contraband, and pro^ 
hibited, they fhall be taken out and confifcated, before 
the admiral y, or other competent judges; but for this 
reafon the fi ip, and the other free and allowed commodi- 
ties which fhall be found therein, (hall in no wife be eithet 
feized or confifcated. 

XXIV. Moreover, for better prevention of the dif- 
ferences wbich might arife touching tlie, meaning oT for- 
bidden merchandize, and of contraband; it is declared 
and agreed, that under this name fhall be comprehended 
all fire-arms, as ordnance, mufkets, mortar-pieces, pe.- 
tards, bombs, granadoes, fire-crancels, fire-balls, mufket- 
rcfts, bandeliers, gunpowder, match, falt-petre, . and bul- 
lets ; likewife under the name of forbidden merchandize, 
are underftood all other arms, as pikes, fwordsj, pots, 
helmets, backs and brealls, halberds, javelins, and fuch 
like armour ; under this name is likewife forbidden the 
tranfportation of foldiers, horfes, their harneflTes, cafes of 
piflols, holflers, belts, and other furniture, formed and 
compofed for the ufe of war. 

XXV. Likewife, to prevent all manner of difputeand 
contention, it is agreed, that under the name of forbid- 
den merchandize, and of contraband, fhall not be com- 
prehended wheat, rye, barley, or other grain, or pulfe, 
f'-^ ' ' fait. 
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ftit, wine, oil, tad generally whatfoever belongs to the 
iuftaining and nourifliing of life, but they fhall remain free, 
as likewife all other merchandizes not comprehended in. 
Ac preceding articles ; and the tranfportation of them 
fliall be free and permitted, although it be to the towns and 
places of enemies, unlefs fuch towi^s and places be beiieged» 
and blocked up, or furrounded* 

XXVI. It is alfo agreed, that whatfoever fhall be found 
laden by the fubjeds or inhabitants of the kingdoms and 
dominions of either of the faid kings of England and Spain, 
aboard the ftiips of the enemies of the other, though it be 
not forbidden merchandize, Ihall be confifcated, with all 
things elfe which fhall be found within the (aid fhips, with- 
out exception or referve. 

XXVII. That the confui which hereafter fhall refide in 
any of the dominions of the king of Spain, for the help an4 
proteftion of the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, 
(hall be named by the king of Great Britain, and he fo 
named, fhall have and exercife the fame power and autho- 
rity in the execution of his charge, as any other confui 
hath formerly had in the dominions of the faid Ijing of 
Spain; and in like manner the Spanifh confui refiding in 
England, fhall enjoy as much authority as the confiilsof any 
other nation have hitherto enjoyed in that kingdom, 

XXVIII. And that the laws of commerce that are obr 
tained by peace, may not remain unfruitful, as would fall 
out if the fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, when they 
go to, come from, or remain in the dominions or lordfhip; 
of the king of Spain, by reafon of their conjmerce oir 
other bufinefs, fhould bemolefled for cafe of confcience; 
therefore, that the commerce be fecure, and without dan- 
ger, as well upon land as fea, the faid king of Spain fhalj 
provide, that the fubjefts of the faid king of Great Bri- 
tain, fhall not be aggrieved contrary to the laws of com- 
merce, and that none of them fhall be molefled or difturbe4 
for their confcience, folong as they give no publick fcandal 
or offence ; and the faid king of Great Britain fhall likewife 
provide, for the fame reafons, that the fubjefts of the king of 
Spain fliall not be molefled or diflurbed for their confcience, 
againfl the laws of commerce, fo long as theiy giye no pub^ 
lick fcandal or offence. 

XXIX. That the people and fiibjeSts refpeflively of on^ 

kingdon^ 
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kingdom, in the dominions, territories, regions, ofcolo^ 
nies of the other, fhall not be compelled to fell their mer- 
chandize for brafs-metal coin, or exchange them for other 
coin or things, againft their will ; or having fold them, to 
receive the payment in other fpecies th^in what they bar* 
gained for, notwithftanding any law, or other cuftom, 
contrary to this article. 

XXX. That the merchants of both nations, and their 
faftors, fervants, and families, commiflioners, or others 
by them employed ; as alfo matters of Ihips, pilots, and 
mariners, may remain freely and fecurely in the faid do- 
minions, kingdoms, and territories, of either of the faid 
kings, and alio in their ports and rivers ; and the people 
and fabjefis of the one king, may have, and with aU free- 
dom and fecurity enjoy, in all the lands and dominions 
whatfoever of the other, their proper ^houfes to live in, 
their warehoufes and magazines for their goods and mer- 
chandize, which they fhall poflefs during the time for which 
they Ihall have taken, hired, and agreed for them, with- 
out any impediment. 

XXXI. The inhabitants and fubje£b of the faid confe- 
derate kings, in all the lands and places under the obedi- 
ence of the one or the other, Ihall ufe and employ thofe 
advocates, proQors, fcriveners, agents, and folicitors, 
whom they think fit, the which ftiall be left to their choree, 
and confented to by the ordinary judges, as often as the*« 
fhall be occafion ; and they (hall not be conftrained to 
ftiew their books and papers of account to any perfbn, if 
it be not to give evidence for the avoiding law-fuits and 
controverfies ; neither Ihall they be embarked, detained, 
or taken out of their hands, upon any pretence whatfo- 
ever. And it fhall be permitted to the people and fub- 
je6ls of either king, in the refpeftive places where they 
fliall refide, to keep their books of account, traflBck and 
correfpondence, in what language they pleafe, in EngliOi, 
Spanifh, Dutch, or any other, the which (hall not be mo- 
lefted, or fubjeft to any inquifition. And whatfoever 
elfe hath been granted by either party, concerning this par- 
ticular, to any other nation, (hall be underftood likewife 
to be granted here. 

XXXII. That in cafe the eftate of any perfon or per- 
fons (hall be fequeftered, or feized on by any court of 

juftice 






juftice or tribunal whatfoever, within the kingdom^ and^ 
dominions of either party, and any eftate or debt happen 
to lie in the hands of the delinquents belonging bona ^d^ 
to the people and fubjefts of the other, the faid eftate or 
debts (hall not be confifcated by any of the faid tribunals, 
but (hall be reftored to the true owners in fpecie, if they 
yet remain, and if not, the value of them (according to 
the contraft and agreement which was made between the 
parties fliall be reftored within three monrfis after the faid 
fequeftration, 

XXXIII. That the goods and eftatesof the people and 
fubjefts of the one king, that fliali die in the countries, 
lands, and dominions of the other, (hall be preferved for 
the lawful heirs and fuc ceflbrs of the deceafed ; the right 
of any third perfon always referved. 

^XXIV. That the goods and eftates of the fubjeftsof 
the king of Great Britain, that fliall die without making a 
will in the dominions of the king of Spain, fhall be put in- 
to inventory, with their papers, writings, and books of ac- 
count, by the conful, or other publick minifter of the king 
of 'Great Britain, and depofited in the hands of two or 
three merchants, that Ihall be named by the faid conful 
or pubHck minifter, to be kept for the proprietors and 
creditors; and neither the Cruzada, noranyotbjsr judica- 
tory whatfoever, ftiall intermeddle * therein ; which alia, 
in the like cafe, (hall be obferved in England, tpward^ the 
fubje6ts of the king of Spain. 

XXXV. That a decent and convenient burial-place 
Ihall be granted and appointed to bury the bodies of the 
liibjefts of the king of Great Britain, who fhall die within 
the dominions of the king of Spain. 

XXXVI. If it fliall happen hereafter that any difFe- 
rence fall out, (which God forbid j between the king of 
Great Britain and the king of Spain, whereby the mutual 
commerce and good correfpondence may be endangered, 
the refpeftive fubjeQs and people of each party fliall have, 
notice thereof given them in time, that is to fay, the fpace 
.of fix months, 'to tranfport their merchandize and efFeSs, 
without giving them in that time any moleftation or trouble, 
or retaining or embarking their goods or perfons. 

XXXVII. All goodjj and rights concealed or embark- 
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ed, moveables, immoveables, rents, deeds, debts, ci'editt, 
and the like, which have not, with a formal' notice of th^ 
caufe, and by a legal condemnation, according to the or^ 
dinary juftice, been brought into the royal exchequer at 
the time of concluding this treaty, fliall remain at the full 
and free difpofal of the proprietors, their heirs, or of thofe 
who fhall have their right, with all the fruits, rents, and 
emoluments thereof, and neither thofe who have conceal- 
ed the faid goods, nor their heirs, fhall be molefted for 
this caufe, by the exchequers refpectivcly ; but the pro- 
prietors, their heirs, or thofe who fliall have their righi; 
Ihall have, for the faid goods and rights, their aftion at 
law, as for their own proper goods and eftate. 

XXXVIII. It is agreed and concluded, that the peo- 
ple and fubjefts of the king of Great Britain, and of the 
king of Spain, Ihall have and enjoy in the refpeflive lands, 
feas, ports, havens, roads, and.territoriesof the one or the 
other, and in all places whatfoever, the fame privileges, 
fecurides, liberties, and immunities, whether they con- 
cern their perfons or trade, with all the beneficial clanfes 
and circumftances which have been granted, or fliall be 
hereafter granted by either of the faid kings, to the moll 
Chriftian King, the States General of the United Provin- 
ces, the Hans-Towns, or any other kingdom or ftate w^hat- 
foever, in as full, ample, and beneficial manner, as if 
the fame 'weie particularly mentioned and inferted in this 
treaty. 

XXXIX. In cafe any difference or difpute fhall happen 
on either fide concerning thefe articles of trade and com- 
merce, by either the officers of the admiralty, or other 
perfon what/bever, in the one or the other ^kingdom ; the 
complaint being prefented by the party concerned, to 
xhcit majefties, or to any of their council, their faid ma- 
jefties flxall caufe the damages forthwith to be repaired, 
and all things^ as they are above agreed, to be duly exe- 
cuted : and in cafe, that in progrefs of time any frauds or 
inconveniencies be difco\ered in the navigation and com- 
.merce between both kingdoms; againft which fufficient 
prevention hath not been made in thefe articles, other pro- 
vifibns may be hereafter mutually agreed on, as fliall be 
judged convenient, the prefent treaty remaining ft ill in full 
force and vigour, XL, 
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XL. It is likewife accorded and concluded, that iTi^ 
moft ferene and renowned kings of Great Britain and 
Spain, iball fincerely and faithfully obferve and keep, and 
procure to be obferved and kept, by their fubjefts and in- 
habitants refpedively, all and tingular the capitulations in 
this prefent treaty agreed and concluded, neither fhall 
they, direftly or indireftly, infringe the fame, or confent 
that the fame fhall be infringed by any of their fubjefts or 
inhabitants. And they fhall ratify and confirm all and 
fingular the conventions before accorded by letters patents 
reciprocally, in fufficient, 4ull, and effeflual form, aind 
the fame fo formed and made, fhall interchangeably deli- 
ver, or caufe to be delivered, faithfully and really, within 
four months after the date of thefe prefents; and they fhall 
then, as foon as conveniently may be, caufe this prefent 
treaty of pesyre and amity to be publifhed in all places, and 
in the manner accuftomed. 

In witnefs whereof, we the abovementioned ambaffador 
extraordinary of the mofl ferene king of Great Britain, 
and the commifTaries of the moft ferene king and queen 
of Spain, have put our feals to this prefent treaty, fub- 
fcribed with our own hands, at Madrid the 4rf day of May, 
in the year 1667.

C E D U L A. 

FOrafmuch as the merchants of the Engh'fh natforr, 
which trade in t^le city of Sevilla, have reprefented, 
that they receive many ve^s^tigi^ from the minifters which 
refide therein, contravening the articles between this crown 
and that, humbly entreating me, that for the future they 
may not be prejudiced in a^ny thing that hath been agreed 
to, or ordered in the articles of the peace, and that I would 
or^er the neceffary difpatches to be given for the obfer- 
vance thereof: as alfo th^t the ceduhs which the king my

of his majefty's council, prefideht of the royal court of 
this city, judge confervator of the Englifh nation, has or- 
dered it in Sevilla, the 13th day of the month of Septem-

CERTIFICATE. 

ANdrez Perez de Manfilla, notary publick for our lord 
the king, and for the government of this city, do 
certify, that by the regifters of publick a6ls made upon 
what hath been adjufted, and concluded between thia 
crown and that of England, for renewing the articles ot 
peace, and commerce, which were puWiihed in this citV, 
tlie 29thday of the month of December, in the year 1677^ 
by virtue of the cedula from our lady the queen, direded 
to the count de Humanes, who was then governor, and 
colonel of the forces in this city and its diftri6ts, and which 
copy, authorized and compared, is im the faid a3s, and 
with them a copy for the continuation and renewing of the 
peace and amity between the two crowns of Spain and 
Great Britain, printed in quarto, which is d;K^ which was 
remitted to Madrid with the faid cedula, and is the famp 
which was pubUihed in this faid city, and in the publick 
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places thereof, and amongft the articles of the fj^id trcacjr 
of peace, there are two, the one number nine, and the 
other number thirty-eight, which are of the tenor follow- 
ing, viz. 

Article T^HAT the fubjefts of the krng of Great Bri- 
IX. JL tain, trading, buying and felling, in any o£ 
the kingdoms, governments, iflands, ports, or territories 
of the faid king of Spain, (ball hold, ufe, and enjoy, all 
the privileges and immunities which the faid king hath 
granted and confirmed to the EngRfh merchants, which re- 
fide in Andalucia, by his royal cedulas or orders, made 
the 19th of March, the 26th of June, and gth of Novem- 
ber, 1645: his Catholick Majefty, by thefe prefents, rati- 
fying the fame, as part of this treaty between the two 
crowns ; and to the end that it may be manifeft to all peo- 
ple, he hath cdnfented that the faid cedulas, as to their 
entire fubftance, be brought, transferred, and incorpo- 
rated in thefe prefcnt articles, in the name, and in behalf, 
of all and every of the fubjefts of the king of Great Bri- 
tain, refiding and trading ii>^ny part whatfoever, within 
the dominions of his Catholick Majefty.

Article TT is agreed and concluded, that the people 
XX^XVIII. A and fubjefts of the one and the other of 
their faid majefties, Ihall have and enjoy in their refpec- 
tive lands, feas, ports, roads, coafts, territories, and pla- 
ces belonging to «ach other, the fame privileges, fecurities, 
liberties and immunities, as well touching their perfons, as 
their trade, which have been given, or fhall be given by 
one or the other part, to the rooft Ghriftian King, or the 
States General of the United Provinces of the Low Coun- 
tries, or to the Hans-Cities, or any other kingdom or ftate 
whatfoever, and that it be wirfi all the claufes and circum- 
fiances in their favour, in. as full, ample, and beneficial 
a manner, as if the fame was here particularly referred un- 
to, andinferted- 

As is a>anifeft and appears from the faid treaty of peace 
and amity, between this crown and that of Great Britain, 
which now remains in my cuftody, to which I refer ray- 
felf ; and that it may be manifeft; in virtue of the ad paiTed 
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by Don Rodrigo Serrano y Trillo, of his majefty's qoun-*. 
cil, and his preTident in the royal court of this city ; and 
at the requeft of Don Brian Johnfon, I have given thefe 
prefenls in Sevilla, the 1 5th day of the month of Septem- 
ber, 1670.

DON Philip, by the grace of God, king of Caftille, of 
Leon, of Arragon, of the two Sicilies, of Jei-ufa* 
lem, of Portugal, of Navarre, of Granada, of Toledo, of 
Valencia, of Majorca, of Sevilla, of Sardinia, ofCordua, 
of Corcega, of Murcia, of Jaen, of the Algarves, of Al- 
gecira, of Gibraltar, of the i (lands of the Canaries, of the 
Eaft and Weft Indies, iflands, and Terra Firma of the 
ocean, archduke of Auftria, duke of Bourgona, of Bra- 
bant, and of Milan, count of Apsburg, of Flanders, lord 
of Bffcay, and of Molina, &c. 

Forafmuch as on the part of you Richard Anthony, 
conful of the Englilh nation, by you, and in the name of 
the vaflals of the king of Great Britain, information hath 
been given to me, that by means of the peace, which be;- 
tween this and that kingdom is fettied, thofe which do re^ 
fide and commerce in Andaluzia, principally in the city 
of Sevilla, San Lucar, Cadiz and Malaga, humbly entreat 
me, that I would be pleafed to confirm to you the privi- 
leges, exemptions, and liberties which appertain to you, as 
well by the articles of the faid peace, as by the confirma- 
tions of them, and other favours and indulto's, ^'hich the 
king my lord and father, (now in glory) granted you, and 
all others whatfoever, that have been granted by my crowns 
of thefe my kingdoms of Gaftille and of Portugal, corar 
manding that they be obferved and accomplifhcd in all, 
and through all, without any limitation, and that they may 
be ofmore force, to grant them anew, with the qualities, 
amplifications, conditions and declarations, which may be

^fioni fhall contradid them, and not obferve them ; and 
that it may be knovm what they arc, that there be given 
copies of them, of what favour I have granted them, ha- 
ving a due regard to the aforefaid, and becaufe that for the 
occafions which I have of wars, you have offered to affift 
jme with two thoufand five hundred ducats of filyer, pay- 
ing one thoufand down, and the other thoqfand five hun- 
dred remaining, in the month of April, of this prefent 
year, for which Don Francifco Moreno, with the inter- 
vention of Don Antonio de Campo-Rcdondo y Rio, knight 
of the order of St. James, of my privy council, and of my 
exchequer, in your name, and by virtue of your power, 
pafTed a writing or obligation in fjrm, before John Cortez; 
dc la Cruz, my notary, t have thought fit, and by thefe 
prefents, of my own proper motive, certain knowledge, 
and royal and abfolute power, which in this part I wilf 
u(e, and do ufe, as king and natural lord, not acknow- 
ledging any fuperior in temporals, I confirm and approvq 
the faid privileges of exemptions, and liberties which api- 
pertain to you, as well by the articles of the laid peace, 
as by the confirmations of them, and t\\c reft of the £i- 
vours, indulto's, which the king my lord and father grant- 
td you, and any others whatfoever, which' have been 
framed by my crowns of Caftille and Portugal, to the 
faid vaffals in all, and through all, as therein, arid in eve- 
ry thing, and in part thereof is fpecified, contained and 
declared, that they may be firm, ftable, and valid to y6u\ 
land be obferired to you, kept and fulfilled, becaufe that 
my intention and deliberate will is, that all thofe of the (aid 
nation may enjoy, and do enjoy them without any limir 
tation, with condition, that during the time they (hall refidc 
in ^ndaluzia, the faid Englifh may not be put upon any 
office, or in any publick poft, nor made guardians, truf- 
tees, nor colleftors, although they may be of the duties of 
Alcavalus, arid Millones, or other duties which relate to 
my royal treafury ; nor fliall they demand from you loansj 
or donatives, nor oblige you to fatm any rents, nor take 
your'horfes or flaves. 

And to do you further favour, in conformity of what 
js capitulated in the faid peace, I will and permit that yoii 
may, and do trade and commerce freely^ and fell your 
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merchandizes and goods, and buy thofe of my kingdoms, 
and carry them thence, obferving what is ordained by the 
laws and decrees that treat thereof, paying into my royal 
treafury the duties that ought to be paid, prohibiting as t 
do prohibit, and command that they do hot take from you 
by force, any tnerchandizes, as wheat or barley, although 
it be for difpatch of my Armadas, fleets or galloons, nei- 
ther for the Affentiftas, nor Eftranqueros, and the faid 
privileges (hall be as to wheat and barley, according to the 
tax ; and as to other things and merchandizes, as you fhall 
covenant and agree for, without taking them from you fill 
they have paid you for them, and that they fhall not, upon 
the account aforefaid, give you any manner of trouble or 
vexation. 

And becaufe that many of you trade in bringing to the 
ports of Andaluzia, city of Sevilla, and other parts, a great 
quantity of Bacallao, and other kinds of fifh dry and fak- 
ed, which being tlie moft necefTary provifions that can be, 
an<J creates you a great deaf of coft and trouble, I will 
and command that you enjoy the cuftom of the city of 
Sevilla,- in which it is ordered: that thofe which arrive 
with any fifli dry and falted there, may not be imppfed 
any rate, but that they fell at the price they will, without 
that it be neceffary that they manifeft it to more than to 
the minifters which recover my royal revenues, and that 
if the Ihips in which they bring the faid bacallao be great, 
that they cannot come u{i the river, and fhall unload them 
ill bjarks, the judge of the admiralty, or any other, may 
not put in the faid barks, any guards at the coft of the 
owTiersof them. In Kke fort I command, that in cafe it 
appears that the faid fifh is rotten, and cannot be fpenj, it 
be burnt or caft into the fca, without that by reafon there- 
of, there may be made any procefs againft the owners, 
or perfons that fold it, or be imprifbned or informed a- 
gainft. 

And becaufe that the adminiftrator of the Almonarifar- 
gos, and divers other dirties, which are recovered on 
goods and merchandizes, have been ufed upon informa- 
tion given, to feize the perfqn they fufpeft, which, to 
men of trade, qccafions piuch difcredit, cofts and vexa- 
fipns ; ipy will is, an^ I cqm<mand, that upon the faid in- 
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formations, they only proceed againft the merchandizes, 
and not againft the perfons, permitting them, as I do 
permit thejn, that they may make, and do make their de- 
fences againft the faid vexations. 

And whereas, according to one article of the faid peace, 
\vhich treats in matter of religion, notwithftanding that in 
fome law-fuit, it hath been endeavoured that they declare, 
whether they be Roman-catholicks, or not, excufing, giv- 
ing credit to tlie oath which they make, as being parties, 
or as witneffes, I command therefore, that in thole mat- 
ters, they fhall not meddle with the natives cf the faid king- 
dom : but that the faid condition be fully oblerved, with- 
out making them any fuch queftions, and to the oath you 
fliall tender them in court, the fame failh and credit fhall 
be given, as if they were natural Spaniards, without that 
upon this account, they are molefted, or troubled, or re« 
ceive any grievance. 

And by reafon thit for juftifieation of fome caufes, the 
judges and juftices pretend, that the merchants Ihould ex- 
hibit their books of trade, and thereupon they receive vex- 
ation and trouble, I command and will, that the books of 
the merchants of the faid nation, be not taken from them, 
but that they produce them in their own houfes, to take out 
th^ article which l)iall be appointed, without demanding 
others, nor may be taken from them any other papers, 
upon punifhment of him that Ihall contravene herein, to 
be chaftifed according to law. 

And becaufe likewife the merchants enter their goods 
in the cuftom-houfe of the city of Sevilla,. of all the duties, 
which, becaufe they are many, is made upon one flieet of 
paper, and firmed and figned by all the officers, and re- 
mains in poffeffion of the warehoufe-keeper of the jcuftom- 
houfe, that by virtue thereof, he may deliver fuch goods 
a? go in bales, packs, trunks and chefts, and after they 
have taken them out, and put them in their houfes, and 
warehoufes, the head waiter of the cuftom-houfe, and the 
pfficers of the half per cent. fJ^ell not fearch your houfes, 
nor goods, caufing you trouble and vexation, aflcing of 
you the difpatches, it being manifeft that you cannot have 
them, having left them in the power of the faid head waiter. 
I prohibit therefore apd command, that the houfes of the 

faid

raid merchants fliall not be vifited, nor be . aflced of tficm 
the difpatches of their goods, which doth not remsun in 
their cuftody, fo that this is to be underftood, and is under* 
ftood of the houfes which are within the walls of the faid 
city. And that it may be known, thofe who are of the faid 
nation, lei copies be given of the faid privileges, and ex- 
emptions which concerns you, and were granted you, as 
well by the articles of the faid peace, as in any otlier man- 
ner whatfoever ; and for the execution and accomplilhing 
of all the aforefaid, I command thofe of my priv^ council, 
and the reft of my counfellors, juntas, and tribunals of my 
court, and the prefidents, and juftices of my courts, as a(- 
fo the judges, and juftices of the peace belonging to my 
houfe, court, and chancery, and the regent, and judges 
of my court de Grados, in the city of Sevilla, and the chief 
magiltrate of the court thereof, and all mayors, governors, 
magiftrates, and other inferior officers, as well of the faid 
cities of Sevilla, Cadiz, and Malaga, and San Lucar dc 
Barraraeda, as of all other cities, towns, and places of 
tbefe my kingdoms, and dominions, and judges, and juf- 
tices thereof, of whatever quality and condition they may 
be, to whom principally or accidentally it (hall concern in 
any manner whatfoever, the accomplifliing of all that is 
contained in this my letter, that as foon as they fliall have 
been required herewith, or with a copy thereof figned by 
a publick notary, (to which fhall be given as much credit 
as to the original) each one for that part which fhall concern 
him, obferve and accomplifli, caufe. to be obferved and 
accomplifhed, in all, and through all. as is contained there- 
in, without that in the whole, or in part, there be put any 
impediment,, or other doubt, or difficulty that ffiall oppole 
or contravene its tenor, and form, nor confent, or allow 
that it be interpreted, limited, or fufpended in whole, or 
in part, contrary to the cedulas, provifions, or other or- 
ders for obfervance thereof, in that part which (hall relate 
to each of you, and that they provide, and give the necet 
fary orders for the greater fecurity of the favour, which by 
this my letter I grant you, and that at all times, this fa- 
vour may be certain and fecure to you, that you may 
have a judge confervator for Andaluzia, principally for the 
faid cities of Seyilla, Malaga, Cadiz, and San Lucar de

fiarraiheda, to whom I ihali give fufficient commifliofl for 
the prefervation and accoitipliihing of the iaid privileges, 
hberties and exemptions, (which may oblige and coippel 
lill and every pcribn whatfoever, ofwhatfbever conditibp, 
or quality foever they be; as fliall concern the faid nation, 
as well in thofe in which they (hall be defendants, as in 
thofc in which they (hall be plaintiffs, although the perfon 
which fliall fue them, and of whom they Ihall be fued, may 
have any other fpecial judges whatfoever, as well by co- 
venant or contraft which they may have made, as by th^ 
preeminencies or immunities which they may have, becaufc 
that of the faid caufes only the faid judge confervator may 
take cognizance, and no other judge or tribunaLwhatfo-

(ion, to proteS and defend you in all that is contained in 
this my letter, and that all of it may be obferved, and ac- 
compli flied, in the form that it is offered to you; 1 have 
thought fit to give charge, as by thcfe prefcnts I give 
them charge of the proteflion aiKi defence thereof, and 
command them, that they fee this my letter, and the qua- 
iitic:!, and conditions, and preeminencies, and amplifica- 
tions, contained therein, and caufe all of it to be obferved 
and accompliihed, in the form accordingly, and in the 
manner that is contained therein, and declared, ^vjtbout 
confenting or allowing that in whole or in part, they may

in this my letter ; and I encharge the moft ferene prince, 
Don Balthafar Carlos, ray very dear and beloved fon, 
and command the infantes, prelates, dukes, marqueffes, 
counts, barons, knights, efquircs, governors of caftles, 
fortreffes, and plains, and thofe of my council, prelident and 
judges of my courts, officers of my houfe, and court, and

TO do6lor Don Francifco de Medrano^ judge ^ my 
court of degrees of the city of Sevilla; know ye, that 
by one of my letters; and decrees of the igthjof March, of 
this prefent year, I did grant (to Richard Anthony, con- 
ful of the £nglifh nation, and to the fuhjeOs of. the king«. 
dom of England, which reiide and trade in Andahizia^ 
principally in this city, and in that of Cadiz, and in that of 
San Lucar de Barrameda) the |»*ivileges, exemptions and 
licences, which appertain to them, as well by the articles 
of the peace, as by the confirmation, and otbCr favours 
and indultos, which the .king my lord and father (now in 
glory) granted them, and with the other qualities, condi* 
tions, preeminences, and amplificatioDs in the faid decree 
declared, for having offered to ferve me with tWQ thoufand 
five hundred ducats of filver, according as more largely 
thereby doth appear, to which I refer my felf, and one of 
the conditions which I did grant them, was, that I woUld 
name and allow. them a judge.confervator for Andaluzia^ 
principally for the faid two cities, and San Lucar de Bar- 
rameda, to whom ftiould be given fufficient commifTion, 
for the obfervance and accomphftiment of the faid privile-. 
ges, liberties and exemptions, who Ihould take cognizance 
of all caufes, both civil and criminal, which Ihould be 
brought againft them, in which they were made defendants, 
that before him ftiould come all law-fuits, and c)siufes what- 
foever, which fhould concern the faid Englifli, or any other 
perfons whatfoever, of whatfoever quality they may be, as 
well thofe in which they fliall be defendants, as in thofe 
in which they (hall be plaintiffs, . although the perfons that 
Ihall fue them may have fpecial judges, as well by agree^ 
ment or contraft, which they may have made, by the pre- 
eminence or immunity which they may have, becaufe of 
tlie faid caufes, only (hall take fpecial cognizance the (aid

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San Lucar, may be fubftituted their commiflSon in the 
perfon, which by the faid nation fi)all t>e propofed, that he 
may bring thingsioa conclufion, and that they be remitted 
to him to determine, and of that which the (aid judge 
ftall lb determine, they may appeal to my council, and 
not to any other tribunal, and duit the time yon fliall s£k 
in the faid' court, you (hall be efteemed as (uch, and in 
your abfence, and after you, he whom the faid nation, in 
t}\e (aid city of Sevilla (hall appoint, and becaufe that my 
will is, that all this be obferved, and accompliihed in the 
form as is exprefled, I have thought fit to give charge to 
you, and by this prefent do give you charge of the pro- 
tedion and defence hereof, and command you that you fee 
the faid decree, and the conditions, preeminences, and 
ampKfications therein contained, and all of it be obferved, 
and aecompti(hed in form accordingly, and afier the man-i 
ner that in the faid decree, and in this my cedula is de- 
dared, without confenttng, or allowing that in the whole 
or in pare, may put or be put, any doubt or difficulty, 
and before you, and not before any other judge, at the 
firft inftance (hail be brought and foBowed, all caufes and 
law-fuits, which thereupon, or any other thing or part 
IbereoF, (hall be made, and caufe cognizance to be taken 
of all cau(es, civil and criminal, in which they (hall be 
profecuted, or againft them (hall be attemptea, and be-* 
fore yoti (hall be brought whatfoever law-fuits and caufes. 
which (hall concern the faid English, between what{bever 
per(bns, or whatfoever quality they may be, and the exe- 
cution, and chaffifement of thofe that (hall difobey ; be- 
cauie that my will is, that the cognizance and determina- 
tion of all that is contained in the faid provi(ion, and in 
this my cedula of ampli(ication,fpecially (ball and do con- 
cern you, proceeding fully againft thofe that (hall be guilty, 
executing upon them the punifiiments'^you (hall find by ju(^ 
tice due to them, without that any of the tribunals, courts 
of chancery, or any other judges, ©rjuftiqesof my king* 
doms and dominions of Ca(lile, of whatfoever quality they 
n*ay be, may intermeddle, ordo intermeddle herein, nei- 
ther in the ufe nor exerci(e of the fpecial jurifdi6kion in the 
faid firft inftance, which by this my cedula I grant you, 
be it by way of excefs^ 8^peai> or any other reee^irfe oy 

manner*

manner, to whoiDi and to each of you, I inhibit, and hold 
for inhibited their cognizance, declaring you forjudges io^ 
competent thereof, as for the whole, and every thing, and 
part thereof, and I grant you tiie moi^ full and compleat 
power, and moil ample com miffion, as by law is required 
and neceflary, with their incidencie$, dependencies, an-i 
nexities and connexities, and that after you, the faid £ng^ 
lifii nauon of the faid city of Sevilla, may have powf r to 
name in the faid commiflion, one of the judges of this 
court, whom the faid nation fhall think fit, and I command 
thofe of my privy council, that prefenting before them hii 
name, the laid commitTion being vacant by promotion oi 
otherwife, him who (hall be named, (hall have his difpatchet. 
in due form, according as in this my cedula is ordained, 
and that it may the better be accompliflied all that is €O0« 
tained in the laid decree, and in this my ceduU, I grant 
you licence, power and authority, that you may fubftitmet 
and do fubftitute this commiflion for matters, and lawnfiut^ 
that ihall oSer in the (aid cities of Cadis, Malaga, and 
San Lucar, in the perfon that by the faid nation ihatl be 
propofed to you, that he may conclude matters, you re^ 
mitting to him the termination thereof, in the form you 
^11 thifik Bt, fuch as may be for the fecurity of the faid 
decree, and that all may be obferved in the form, whicli 
by it is ordained and commanded, any laws and pragma^ 
ticas of my faid kingdoms, and dominions, ordonnances^ 
ftile, ufe and cuftom, or any thing whatfoever, to the con* 
trary notwithftanding : All which, and forafmuch as re- 
lates to thefe prefents, I difpenfe with, abrogate, and dcro» 
gate, make void and annul, count for nothing, and of no 
value and force, and tliat thefe prefents remain in fuH 
force and vigour for the future. Done in Zaragoza, the 
«6th of June, in the year 1645.

DON Philip, by the grace of God, king of Caftille, of 
Leon^ of Arragon, of the two Sicilies, of Jcrufa- 
lem, ofNavarra, of Granada, ofToledo^ of Valencia, of 

Galicia^ 
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CaJkia, of Majorca, of Sevilla, of Sardinia, of Corcega, 

aen, of the Algarves, of Algecira, of Gib- 
lands of Canary, of the Indies Eaft and 
Weft, iftands and Terra Firma of the ocean fea, archduke 
of Auftria, duke of Borgona, of Brabant, and Millan, 
count of Abfpurg, of Flanders, of Tirol, of Barcelona, 
lord of Bifcay and Molina, 4&c. 

Ferafmuch as by my letter and decree of the 1 gth of 
March, of this prefent year,' I did grant to you, the fub- 
jefts of the king of Great Britain, who refide in Andaluzia, 
a confirmation and approbation of the privileges, ceduias, 
and franchifes which were granted you by the crowns of 
Caftille and Portugal, and commanded that they (hould be 
kept, and obferved to you the faid articles of peace, made 
between my crowns and that of England, and that by my 
other cedula of the 26th of June of the fame year, you may 
name a judge confervator, that (hall take cognizance of all 
your caufeji civil and criminal, as well in thofe in which 
you ftiall be plaintiffs, as in thdfe in which you Ihall be de- 
fendants, with other conditions, amplifications, and pre- 
cmiftences, in the faid decree and cedula contained, re- 
ferring myfelf to the tenor thereof. 

And now on your part, relation having been made to 
me, that having prefented the laft cedula in the aflembly 
of the court of degrees of the city of Sevilla, a copy there- 
of wks ordered to be given to Don Juan de Villalva, my 
fifcal of the faid court, who kept it in his poffeffion from 
the 15th of July, without having anfwered it till now, 
which bath hindered and deprived you of the benefit and 
performance of the faid decree and cedula, to your great 
prejudice and detriment, although by what is ordained 
thereby, the judge confervator ought to take cognizance 
of all caufes, civil arid criminal, as well being plaintiffs as 
defendants, with any perfon whatfoever you ftiould trade 
with, your intent being only to enjoy the faid privileges 
and judge confervator, when there fhould be any law-fuits 
between thofe of your nation, whether you be plaintiffs or 
defendants, and whether the caufes be civil, or whether 
they be criminal, and when the liiits Ihall be-Avith Spani- 
ards, or with other perfons of different nations, the con- 
fervator is to take cognizance fo far only of the caufes in 
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which yotr fhall ht civilly or crit^inally profecuted as . de- 
fendants, and not in Avhich you (hair be plaintiffs, humbly^ 
intreating me, that whereas in this particular you have 
waved and defifted from the faid privilege before Abnfo 
de Alarcon, that I would be pleafed to declare it, with the 
conditions, amplifications, and preeminences, as may be 
moft convenient for you, and (hall be moft neceflary for 
the greater force of what is infifted, of what my pleafure 
fliall he ; and becaufe th'at for the fervice of the \^ars, you have 
offered to affiftriie with one thoufand five hundred ducats in^ 
filver, payable at certain prefixed days, I have thought 
fit, ahd by thefe prefents I will and' declare, that when the 
fiiits (hall be between thofe of your nation, whether you be 
plaintiffs or defendants, or the caiifes fhall be civil 6r* 
criminal, you fhall enjoy the faid privilege arid its condi- 
tions : and when the faid fuits fhall be with Spaniards, or 
with other ^perfbns of divers nations, that the judge (±)ri- 
fcrvator fhall take cognisance, arid do take cogftifcance' 
tihly of the caules in which you fhall be civilly or crimi- 
nally defendants, arrd not-when you fhall be plaintiffs. 

And becaufe that the duties of excife of millories, whidh> 
ate impofed on bacallao dry and frefh,pnichards, herring.^i 
and falmon, and other kinds of fifh, frefh arid falted, it* 
was ordered that it fhouJd be recovered of thofe which' 
confume it; and by reafon the farmers of thefe duties, 
and judges which take cognizance of thefe caufes, do oc-' 
cafion you great grievances, and oblige you' to pay two 
hundred marvedis for each quintal of bacallao, and ac- 
cordingly on other forts as are permitted; and upon the 
arrival of the fliips at the ports of Malaga, Cadiz and San 
Lucar, they oblige you to declare the quantity of fifh you 
bring, charging you, by the great for the whole, oblig- 
ing you to the payment thereof, as money due to me, 
and oblige you to the payment thereof in four months of 
what it amounts to, which is unjuft, becaufe that thofe 
who buy thefe kinds, ,are clergymen, fryars, monks, atid' 
other perfbns which have privileges and habits, mayors, 
aldermen, and common-council men, for which cauffe the 
farmers of thefe duties will not recover theni of fuch, but 
recover them of you for the whole, without confidering 
the quantity they fleal from yoUj that which is rotten, and 
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what you (pend in your own families, and if you inGft on 
the recovery thereof of (uch peribns, they treat you ill, 
and do not pay you ; therefore I will and command, that 
* this duty be recovered of the buyers and confumers, and 
that the farmers put a perfon for their account, that may 
recover the fame, as is done in the revenues of alcavak 
and almoxarifazgo, with this condition, tliat you be obliged, 
as I oblige you, that you (hall regifter all the faid kinds 
of fiih aforeiaid} as you are obliged to do, according to 
the general difpatches, without that ' this may be in any 
manner avoided* 

. Aud becaufe from (he vifits which the farmers of duties 
make you, there refults a great deal of trouble, I will 
and command, diat in the cities of Malaga. San. Lucar 
and Cadiz, be obferved to you, and Kept the privilege,, 
th^t they may not examine the merchandizes which are 
in your houiis^s, according to what is ordered and com* 
manded by the faid decree, of the nineteenth of March 
of this prefent year, being the fame which is granted to 
thole who refide in the city of Sevilla : and likewife I 
<;om'nand that the faid fearch may not be made by any 
farmer, if in the Cuitom-houfe you have paid all the du- 
ties, and that this be oblerved to you, and accompli(he4 
inviolabiy. 

And becaufe that all fliipsthat come to thefe my fatd 
kingdoms, from thoie of England, Ireland and Scotland, 
the minitter of the contrabands, and of the almoxarifazgo 
upon Jearching them, as they enter the ports, caufe great 
vex irions. and trouble to the matters of them, and fbut 
ijp t! e holes and hatcl es of the faid (hips, deferring the 
vifitiiig them eight or fiUcen days, putting waiters aboard 
at the coft of the mafters, who they will have to maintain 
them, and make them prelents, I command tl\e faid mi- 
nifters, as well of the contraband,, as thole of almoxarifaz- 
gr> and every of them, that within three days they fhall 
and do make the faid vifit, without putting waiters aboard 
them or taking any duties by reafon thereof, and if they 
ibail put them, it iliail be at the coft of the chief almoxari- 
fa/.^o, and the admiralty, fince you owe nothing: and 
when there fV:aU come into the faid ports of Malaga, Ca- 
diz, and San Lucar, any Ihip with proviOons, or mer- 
chandizes. 



cWtK^izes, neither at 4:he time of thevifit^andof the unload- 
ing, nor at any other, as aforefaid, I order that- the 
judges, and officers of the contraband, nor admiralty, 
nor any others, may not put, or do put in them waiters 
at the coft.of the mafters or owners, nor do give you any 
trouble, either the one, or the other upon that account, 
according to what is ordered in the fourth, article of the- 
infiitution of the faid admiralty, by which it is expreft, 
relating theteunto, for the fatisfadion of the waiters and 
other officers, in the eiglith article of the peace, in* 
which it is ordered, That the vafTals of the one king in the 
territory of the other, ihall be treated as the natives, them« 
felves, in whofe fhips never are put waiters at the cod of 
the mafters, or owners thereof. * 

And becaufe alfo, that the officers of the contraband 
in the faid ports, as foon as the ihips caft anchor, demand 
of die mafters their manifeft, and if they do not find in 
it the merchandizes that come configned to you, they 
give you trouble, although you have the bills of lading 
that the mafters have figned for them, to deliver them 
according to their confignment, in which you receive a 
great deal of damage, becaufe that the beft inftrument 
you can have is the bills of lading, becaufe that by them, 
you may oblige U^em by juftice to deliver you your goods, 
and if the mailers by negle^ or malice, do not write them 
in the faid manifeft, it is not juft, that they execute the 
punifhment upon the owners of the goods, but upon the 
mafters and (hips, and in fo doing, the manifeft (hall be 
always juftifiablc. -Wherefore it is my will, and I declare, 
that the mafters do comply with exhibiting their manifeft, 
within three days after their arrival in the faid ports, and 
I command, that by reafon hereof, the owner of the 
goods (hewing the bill of lading, you may not give him 
any trouble, or moleftation whatfoever. 

And becaufe likewife the judges for exportation, an^ 
other officers, caufe you much trouble and vexation if 
they find in the flup any money, and it being neceflary 
that the mafters have a fum according to the tonnage, to 
buy fails, cables, anchors, and other neceflary ftores, I 
give licence and permiiBon, that having firft made a re* 
gifter, as is ufual, every fliip may have three pieces of eight 
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for every top, for the faid purpofe, and not for any other, ^ 
Without therefore that upon that account they be put to' 
any trouble. 

And becaufe, that alfo they of tlie excife office 
of the faid city of Sevilla, occafion you trouble, vexation, 
and law-foits, faying, that there is an order that you 
ihall manifett the butter, leather, and other merchandi- 
ses, and provifions, and that you declare the price you 
fell th^m at, and to what perfons, by which means it is: 
two years fince, that you have not brought any butter tO' 
the faid city, and the order doth not relate to the ftrangers. 
that bring thefe goods, and provifions by fea, but only 
with the retailers that go to buy them in the ports, and 
bring them to the faid city to gain by them,* I declare, 
that y6u have no obligation to make the faid m^inifeft 
and declaration, nor can they be obliged thereby to make 
them, nor to make a procefs againft you, and if they do, I 
conimand ihey be remitted to the judge confervator to 
determine them. 

And becaufe that many times you haye taken leafes of 
the hoiifes in which you live, and keep your merchan- 
dizes,^ and while you arc in them perfons of great autho- 
rity take them from you, before your Ipafe is expired^ 
becaufc tliey be Urge and ftand where trade is, ancf 
oblige you to remove the goods, whereby they are da- 
maged and ftolen from you; I wiH, and command, that 
during the time of your leafe, the faid houfcil may not be^ 
taken from you by any perfon, although he may be a 
judgc,"and haVe a particular privilege. 

And that all thif may be certain and; fecure, I com- 
mand the regent, and judges of my court of degrees of 
thie city of Sevilla, and the judges of the courts thereof, 
and my governo;r of the Taid city, and his dirputy, and 
tlie other judges and juftices thereof and of others what- 
fbever cities, villages, aixl places of my 'kingdoms-, and 
domini6ns of my crowns of Cadile, to whom principally 
or accidentally (hall concern what is here contained; that 
all caufes which fhall be depending, in which you fliall be 
defendants, being of the qualities in this my letter con- 
tainedrthat they may - pr/^vide arid qive order, that they 
may He remitted 'prdeirtly to 'the judge confervator, as t 
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have named you, in the pofture they fliall be, thou^ 
they may have been begun before, or after my faid de- 
cree of the nineteenth of March, of this prefem year, to- 
gether with the faid decrees, and ceduias (notwithftanding 
it having being ordered by faid my court of degrees, to give 
a copy thereof to my faid judge) without making therein 
any excufe, reply, doubt, or any difficulty whatibever; 
and I command, that they do not intermeddle, nor spay 
intermeddle in any tbins concerning what i& cohtained in 
the faid decree, and ceoulas, and in this my letter, but 
that they obferve, and fulHl, and caufe 10 be observed, 
and fulfilled, and executed in all, and through all^ as 
therein is contained, and that each of you, in that part 
which fhall concern him, do caufe them to be put in true 
and due execution effe£luaUy, fo as in all refpe^s it may 
be. complied with, without that it be neceflary to have 
further recourfe to me hereupon, whatfocver laws^ and 
pragmaticas of ttiefe my kingdoms and dominions, ordi* 
Tumces, fiiles, ufe and cuftom, which they have, or might 
have, to the contrary notwithftanding; with which, for as 
much as relates to thefe prefents, I diipenfe, abrogate and 
derogate, make void and null, and give for no value and ef* 
fe£l, thefe prefents remaining in full force and vigour for 
the future, and of this my letter, the clerks of my royal 
treafury are to take notice, and I declare, that ibr this 
grant, you have paid the duty of the media anata. Given 
in Valencia, the nineteenth day of November, in the year 
one thouiand fix hundred forty five.

The Treaty tj Utrxcht. 

THEIR royal roajefties do mutually promife, that 
they will faitlifully perform and fulfill all and every one 
of the articles of the foregoing treaty, and all privileges^ 
conceffions, agreements, or other advantages whatfoe^ 
ver, arifing to the fubjeQs on either fide, which are con- 
tained in them, or in the annexed fchedules; and that 
they will at all times caufe the fame to be performed and 
fulfilled by their minifters, officers, pr other fubjcfts, i^ 
that the fiibjefts on each fide may enjoy the full eSed 
of all and every one of them, (thofe only excepted, con- 
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ccming which fomething elfe (hall be cftabliihcd in the fol- 
lowing articles, to the mutual fatisfadion of each party) and 
of all thofe Hkewife which are contained in the following ar: 
ticle9. Moreover, the treaty of 1670, made between th^ 
crowns of Great Britain and Spain, for preventing all diffe- 
rences, reftraining depredations, and eftablifhing peace 
between the faid crowns in America, is again ratified and 
confirmed, without anv prejudice however to any contraft; 
or other privilege or leave granted by his Catholick Ma^ 
jefty to the queen of Great Britain, or her fobjefts, in the 
late treaty of peace, or in the contraft of Affiento, as like- 
wife without prejudice to any liberty or power, which the 
iUbjeds of Great Britain enjoyed before, either through 
right, fufferance or indulgence. 

II. The fubjeftsof their majefties, trading rcfpeftiyefy 
in the dominions of their faid majefties, fhali npt be boun4 
to pay greater duties, or other imports whatfoever, for 
tlieir imports or exports,, than (hall be exaQ^d of, and paid 
by the fubjeds of the moft favoured nation ; and if it (hall 
happen in time to come, that any diminutions of duties, or 
other advantages Ihall be granted by either fide, to any 
foreign nation, the fubjefts of each crown (hall reciprocal- 
ly and fully enjoy the fame. And as it has been agreed, 
as is above mentioned, concerning the ra^es of duties, fo it 
is ordained as a general rule between their majefties, that 
all and every one of their fubje6ls (hall, in all lands and pla- 
ces fubjeft to the command of their refpeftive majefties, 
u(e and enjoy, at leaft the fame privileges, liberties and 
immunities, concerning all impofts or duties whatfoever,' . 
which relate toperfons, wares, merchandize, (hips, freight- 
ing, mariners, navigation and commerce, and enjoy the 
fame favour in all things (ajkwell in the courts of juftice, a^ 
in all thofe things Avhich relate to trade, or any other right 
whatfoever) as the moft favoured nation ufes and enjoys, 
or may ufe and enjoy forthe future, as is explained more' 
at large in the 38th article of the treaty of 1667, which is 
fpecially inferted in the foregoing article. 

III. Whereas by the treaty of peace lately concluded 
between their royal majefties, it was laid as the bafis and 
foundation of the faid treaty, that the fubjefts of Great Bri- 
tain Ihould ufe and enjoy the fame privileges and liberty 
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of trade throughout all the dominions of Spain, vhich they 
enjoyed in the time of Charles 11^ and therefore the lame 
rule isKkewiie, and ought to be, the bafis and foundation 
of the prefent treaty of commerce, (which is underftood 
to ^uend reciprocally to the fubje^ of Spain trading in 
Great Britain, in regard to whatfoever, by agreement, be- 
longs to them:) and whereas a certain, clear, and expe- 
diiiotts method i^ paying the duties, is of the greateft ufe 
in fettling trade upon a good foot, and to the mutual ad>* 
vantage pf each nation ; it is therefore agreed and con<» 
eluded, that within the fpace of three months from the n* 
lification of thit treaty, commiifaries appointed for thai 
purpofe by their refpefiive majeflies^ fhall meet qn the 
part of each of their rcyal majenies, either at Madrid or 
Cadiz; by V horn a Dew book oi rates Ihall, whhout any 
delay of time, be made, which book of rates fhall be pub* 
lifted in every port, and fliall contain, and feverally ex* 
prefs the duties which are hereafter to be paid for wares 
brought into, or carried out of Caftille, Arragon; Valen- 
cia and Catalonia, and Ihall fettle them in fuch a manner^ 
that all the different impofts which, in the time of the la^e 
king Charles II. M^ere paid under feveral names, and 10 
different cuftom-houfes, for wares entering into, or going 
out of the ports of Spain, (the kingdoms of Arragon and 
Valencia, and the principality of Catalonia bein^ conoprc* 
bended therein, Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, of which men- 
tion fhall be made hereafter, only excepred) fhall be put 
together, and be contained in one duty, and payaUe only 
in one fum. 
' But whereas the. Britifh ambaflador made preffingin* 
dances, that it might be given as a rule to the laid cmn- 
nriflaries, that no greater duties, or other impoils whatib* 
ever, fV.ould be made payable in any port, wet or dry, in 
his faid Catholick Majelty's dominions, by the faid new 
hook of rates, than what were paid in the cuftom-houies - 
of the port of St. Mary's, or Cadiz, in ibe reign of the 
late king of Spain, Charles II. the ambafiadors of Spain 
have confented, and it is agreed and itipulated. that that 
rule fhall be obfcrved in thofe very ports of Cadiz and St» 
Mary's ; fb that all augmentations of duties which were tn^ 
troduced in the faid porti after the Utne of Charles I L

on occafion of the war, or under the title of habijltatioii, 
or a y other whatfoever, ceafing and being t^kea away, 
theBritifli fiibjefts ftiall not, before or after jthe fjri^ . book 
of ra'es is fettled, be bound to pay any greater duties, of 
what fort foever, oi under what name ibever, for their 
imports or exports in the ports of St. Mary'^and-GadiZj 
than what were paid there in the time of King Charles II. 
. Moreover, in regard to the ports of St» Gary's and Ca:- 
diz, the faid commifiaries ihall be ftriftly enjoined not to 
make the new book of rates according to the old indexes 
of duties, which, by reafon of the exorbitant rights that 
were appointed to be paid by them, ceafed to bp in ufein 
^ the time of Chaiies II. but (hall Cbllow the tenor of tbofe 
indexes only, (which whether they were tommonly caillecf 
arancel or regifters; ihall be found to have fubfifted in the 
time of king Charles II. and to have been the rule by 
wliich the duties were then paid. 

. And it is further agreed, that the fubjefts of Great Bri- 
tain, having paid thcfe duties for their wares in the faid 
ports, to wit, thofe, until the new indexes are made, which 
were paid in the time of Charles II. or elfe fuch as fhall 
he made payable by the faid new book of rates, jQiall have 
liberty to tranfport the faid wares," either by fea or land, in- 
to any other port or place of the aforefaid dominions of 
Spain, nor (hall the duties which were paid before, be re- 
exa6led on that occafion. 

Moreover, for preventing all difputcs,^ which (notwith- 
ftanding the exafil adminiftration of judice in Spain in all 
other refpefts) have formerly arifen concerning other du- 
ties, which, to the great prejudice of trade and traders, 
have been exaEted formerly ; it is agreed, that wares which 
have paid, the duties in the manner aforefaid^at Cadiz, or 
the port of St. Mary's, ahd are tranfported in order to be 
fold by wholefale, fhall be free and clear from any other 
duty whatfoever, throughout all Spain, provided however, 
that the proprietor of the faid ware^ or fadors bring cer- 
tificates, that the duties were duly paid in the maitner albre- 
faid, otherwife fuch wares fhall be looked upon as fraudu- 
lently tranfported. But as to the payment of (he rights 
commonly called dc Alcavalos, CictUoSy and Milknes, it is 
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agreed, that itihall be regulated according tp tlie fifth and 
eighth article of this treaty, 

. Bu\ becauie the Spanifh ambaffadors are pfrfuaded, thai 
the duties in every port oJT Spain cannot be reduced to the 
laiqe rule with thofe which are or .may become cuftomary 
ia Cadiz, or the port of St. Mary's, without violatipg the 
laws of Spain, and feveral privileges there, which have 
the force of laws, nor without the too great prejudice of 
their king and mailer; it is therefore thought proper to 
leave this matter to the determination of the comniifla-. 
ries who Ihall be appointed to fettle the new book of 
rates. 

But his Catholick Majefty promifes, that he will imme- 
diately take off all augmentations of duties in th^ faid 
ports, which have been introduced there fince; the time of 
Charles II. on occafion of the war, or under the title of 
habilitations, or any other whatfoever, and that either the 
f^me rule fhall be obferved in thofe ports, which M agreed 
to in the ports of St. Mary's and Cadiz, or elfe at leaft 
that the fame rule ihall be obferved, as well before as af- 
ter the faid new book of rates ihall be made, which bad 
oJ)tained in each refpeQive port in the time of king 
Charles II. fo that hereafter no greater duties ihall be ex- 
a£led there, or in any other place of paiTage, than what 
were paid in the faia places in the time of Charles XL 
In the fame places ihall be likewife obferved, what ha$ 
been above appointed in this article concerning the rights 
de Akavalos^Cientos, and Millones. 

As to the ports of Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, and others, 
not fubjeft to the laws of Caftille, in which lefs duties 
were paid in the time of Charles II. than at Cadiz, or iii 
the ^rt of St. Mary's, his Catholick Majefty promifes, 
tliat thofe duties (hall not be* augmented in the faid places 
by the new book of rates, but iliall, in the mean time, re- 
main as they were in the time of Charles II. All wares, 
however brought into the ports of Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, 
which ihall afterwards be carried by land into the king* 
doms of Cailille or Arragon, ihall be bound to pay fuch 
duties in the port where they firft enter the faid kingdoms, 
as were paiAthere in the time of Charles II. or elfe fuch 
as ihall bip eilabliihed hy the^w boqk of ^ate^* 
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IV. The Citholick King confents and promifes, thai 
for the future, it fhall always be lawful for the fubje8s of 
Great Britain, living in the provinces of fiifcaya and Gui- 
pufcoa, to hire houles or warehoufes fit for the preferva- 
tion of their merchandize, and his majefty will, by renew- 
ing his orders to that purpofe, take eifedaal care that it 
fhdtW be in their power to do this in the like manner, and 
with the fame privileges, with which the ' faid Bhtiflr fub- 
jtOsy by virtue of the aforelaid treaty of 1667, or of any 
diploma or ordinance, granted by their Catholick Ma- - 
jellies, did enjoy, or ought to have enjoyed, that liberty 
in Andaliifiay or in any other ports and places of Spain 
whatlbever. The fubje£is of Spam (halt enjoy the fame 
liberty in any ports and places of Great Britain, with 
all the privileges belonging to them by the aforefaid 
treaty. 

V. To prevent abufes in colleding the rights called 
ie Akavdos (3 Cientoi^ his Catholick Majefty con fen ts, that 
the fub}e8s of Great Britain, who ihail bring their wares 
into any port of Spain, wet or dry, in order to fell th^m 
by whoJefale, fliall have their choice, whether they wiH pay 
the faid rights dc Alcavalos ii Cicntos^ in the firlt place or 
port that thev arrive at, or elfe according to the laws of 
Caftille, at tfie place where, and at the time when they 
are fold ; which faid rights (ball be the lame as were paid 
in the time of king Charles II. And it is further agreed, 
that the fubjeQs of Great Britain, may fcnd or carry the 
wares, for which the faid rights ie Alcavalos have once 
been paid, into any port or place whatfoever, betonging 
to his Catholick Majelty's dominions in Europe, (in order 
to fell them there by wbolefale without any moledation 
or repetition of the faid duties, or exaOion of any others 
for the firft fale ; provided however, that they who carry 
the faid wares, (hall bring receipts or certificates from the 
farmers, or commiflloners of ihe cuHom-houfes, from 
whence it may appear, that the I'akJ rights have been paid 
for thofe wares, and hkewiJe other certificates, proving 
that the faid wares have not yet been fold, but if any mer- 
chant fells his wares by retail, he (hall be bound under 
fnch penalties as are n>flifted by law, to pay all the local 
and municipal duties which are due and cu^ftomary at the 
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fale oFtbeoi, together with the rights dc Akavalos ^Ciento%, 
^and all others whatfoever. 

H is Catholick Majefty farther confents, that if after the 
certficates abovementioned have been (hewn, any officer, 
pr gatherer of diiities, (hall exact the &id ri|;hts again, or 
fhall give any trouble, or ftop the paifa^e ofthe wares on 
that account, the officer guilty of the faid fault, (hail intur 
the penalty of 2000 ducats, payable to the ufe of his ma- 
jefty 's chamber, or of the general hofpiulat Madrid; the 
notaries ofthe cuftom-houfes^ or the contraband^ (hall not 
receive above 15 Ryah Villon, for difpatcliing the (aid cer- 
tificates, unlefs it (hall be otherwiie agreed in fettUng the 
new book of rates. 

VI. And as the fubjeQs of their majefties are to enjoy 
on both (ides an entire, fecure, and unmolefted u(e and 
liberty of navigation and commerce, as long as the peace 
and friendfhip, entered into by their majefties, and their 
crowns, (hall continue, fo likewife their majefties. have pro- 
vided, that the faid fubje3s (ball not be deprived of that 
(ecurity for any little di(ference which may poffibly arije, 
but that they ftiall, on the contrary, enjoy all the bene- 
fits of peace, until war be declared betweeq the two 
crowns. 

And it is further agreed, that if it (bould happen, (which 
God prevent) that war (hould arife, and be declared be- 
tween their majefties and their Icingdoms, then according 
to the contents ofthe 36th article of the aforementioned 
treaty of 1667, after the declaration of fuch a rupture, the 
(pace of (ix months (hall be allowed to the fubjefts of each 
party, re{iding in the dominions ofthe other, in which they 
(hall be permitted to withdraw with their families, goods^ 
merphandizes, efTefis, and (hips, and to tranfport them, 
after having paid the due and accuftomed impo(b, either 
by fea or land, to whatfoever place they pleafe, as they 
(hall alfo be fuflPered to fell and alienate their moveable 
and immoveable goods, and freely, and without any di- 
fturbanpe, to carry away the price of them, nor (hall their 
goods, wealth, merchandizes or efFetb, much lefs their 
perfons, be in the mean time detained or molefted, by any 
(eizure or arreft. Moreover, the fubjefts of each fide 
(hall, in the ipean tipie, enjoy and obta^in quick and 
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impsrrtisi jufttcc, by tn^ans of which they m^y,' before the 
expiration of the fix months, recover the goods and efFeds 
which they have lent, either to the publick, or to private 
perfons. 

VII. And it IS fiirther agreed, that all the loffes which 
the fubjeSs of either cfown (hall duly prove, that they 
have fuftairied in the beginning of the late war, (contrary 
fo the tenor of the 36th article of the abovementioned 
treaty) whether they confifted of moveable or immoveable 
goods, fball be reciprocally made good, without any delay 
to them, their lawful procurators, heirs, or thofe to whom 
their caufc is intrufted, and reftiiutioii fhall be made of 
thofe goods, whether lands, buildings, or inheritance, or 
of what fort foever they are, which remain and were con- 
fifcatcd', and the juftand lawRil price of thofe goods which 
cannot be recovered, whether moveable or immoveable, 
Ihall be paid; and their majeflies have articled and agreed, 
that the feid payments, the pretenfions to them being, as 
is aforefaid, fully proved, (hall faithfully be performed, and 
ip^de by their treafurers on each part 

VIII. It is agreed, and his Catholick Majefty will give 
/efFfffttial orders to that purpbfe, that the duties upon fi(h, 
and other provifion, called Millon, fhall not be demanded 
in the place where the faid wares firft arrive, but the faid 
duties (hall be paid according to the ancient cuftom efta- 
blifhed by law, only in the place of ponfumption, and 
when the wares aye fold, and not before. 

IX. His Catholick Majefty promifes, that thofe mer- 
chandizes, which are not particularly mentioned in the ca- 
talogue of rates, which is to be made according to the third 
article of this treaty, fhall be charged with the fame duties 
irf proportion to their value, and no greater than thofe 
which are laid upon merchandizes named in the faid cata- 
logue of rates. And if any difl'drcnce arifes between the 
farmers of the cuftom-houles, or commiffaries, and any 
merchant; coftcerning the value of any wares, it fhall be 
in the choice of the tnerchant to fell his wares to the far- 
mer or commifTary, at the^pri'cc the farmer of the cuftom- 
lioufe valued them (which price (haflbe immediately paid 
in ready money, the duties only dedufled) or eUe to give 
part of liis merchandi^ieA ^ tlie rate fet upon thtni, as 
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h^th been mentioi^ed, to the farm or or cfommiflWry, ihffead 
of t^e duty, and retain the reft. 

X' It is agreed, that in cafe the Brkilh fubjefks fliaU 
bring any wares from any part of the coalts of Africa, in?- 
to Spain, and the tame {ha}l be admitted to pay the duties, 
thofe being duly paid, the laid wajires ihall not aftenrards' 
be charged, eifher by the captains-general of the coafts, 
or comipanders of the harboujfs, or any body efe, with 
any other duties, under what D^me or title Ibever, ex- 
cepting fuch as are payable in general, for all warenof tbe^ 
famq fort,, at the time of their Tale. 

XI. The raafters of merch^nt-fhips, wbolbidl enter in-, 
to any port of Spain with their ihip$, Ihall be obliged, 
v^ithin t\«.:ei^ty-four hoqrs ji^ficr their artiy^l, to deliver two 
declarations, gr ipventpries, of their w|re», or of that 'part 
of them whicjh.th^y are to unlade there, viz. one decliira«- 
tion to the^ farmer of .the cuftom-houfes, :.or, connnifiary, 
and another tp. .the ju^jje of the contrs^^nd,; nor fhall tbcy 
open the hatc^sof their (hips, tiH they either- hMre,f(saicb- 
ers with thQin, or hav^ .leavQ^giventhem by the tarmen .of 
the cuftonfli-faoufes to do, it, ' No wares ibaftjbe uttladeii 
with any other view than* that of being imipediatdy car* ^ 
ried to the ckiftoiutlv:>ufes,^ aca>Kling to a perMffibn which 
(hall be ^yen i^ wWtii[ig fq^ that end. It ihaH no^be law- 
ful however,, jbx any of the judges of contraband, or other 
officers qf the cultom-houfcs, u^ider any preteiice whatfo* 
ever, to open any bags, chefts, hogCheads, or other cover* 
of any wares yxhalfoever, belonging to the (Ubjefts of. Great 
Britain, while they are carrying] to the cuftom-houfc, and 
before they are brought thither, and the.proprietor of them, 
or his faflor^. is alfo come, who may difcharge the duties, ' 
and take, the goods into his own cuftody. But the faid 
judges of contraband, or their deputies, may be prefent * 
when the wares are taken out of the fhips, and alio when 
they are declared and laid open in the cuftom-boufe, and 
if there be fufpicion of deceit, as that it is defigned to lay 
open one merchandize inftead of another, it (hall be law- 
ful for him to open all the bags, chefts, and hogfheads, fo 
this be done in the cuftom-hockfe, and no othier place, and 
in the pre/eriee of the merchant, or his faftor, and not 
otherwife. ' But, when the goods hav^ been expofed, and * 
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away Tram the cuftom-h^ufe, and tht cliefts, hogP 
beads, or other covers containrng them, hav6 beefn mark-* 
cd with the iign or fealof the proper officer, no judge of. 
the cootraband, or other officer, IhaH prefume to open 
tbem again, or to hinder them from being carried to the 
merchant's houfe. Neither fball it be lawful for them^ 
under any pretence wbatfoever, to hinder the faid goods 
from being carried from one houFe or warehouie to ano- 
ther, within the wall* or compafs oFthe faid city or place ; 
provided that be done between the hours of eight in the 
morning, and five in the evening, and previous notice be 
given to the farmers of the rights de Alcavatos C?. Cientos,' 
of the intern widi whkb ihofe goods are removed, to wit, 
whether it be tbat (hey (hould be fold, that in that cafe 
tfaofe duties, if not paid before, may be paid there, or at 
the place of fale ; or, if they are not to be fold, then a 
certificate may be given, after the ufual manner, to the ' 
merchant. FVirthertoore, it (halt be lawful to carry wares 
from any pi^t or place within the king of Spain's domi- 
Rtons, to any other port or place, either by fea or land, 
ander fuch conditions a^ are cxprefled in the fifth article 
of this treaty. 

!XII. The duties upon merchandize brought into the 
Canary iflands, exported from thence by Britifh fubjefts, 
(hall not be greater than thofe that were paid in the reign 
of the late king Charles II. or fuch as fliall become payable 
by the new book of rates. 

XIIL The fubjeftsof each of their majefties, who are 
in debt to the fubjeSs of the other, whether the debts 
were comrafkd before the beginning of the laid war, or 
within the (pace of fix months after it was begun, or (du- 
ring the war, under the proteQion of letters of fefe conduft) 
or laftly, after a truce was made between the two crowns, 
Ihall be bou\)d and obliged faithfully to pay the fame, in 
the fame manner as ifwar had never arofe between the two 
crowns, nor ihall they be permitted to raife any excep- 
tions againft the juft demands of their creditors, on- pre- 
tence of the war. 

XIV. His Catholick Majefty gives leave to the fubjeSs 
of Great Britain to fettle tliemfelves, and d\veU in the town 
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ealfed St. Ander, upon the terms that are te|»efled in the 
39th aiticle of the treaty of 1667. 

XV. As to the judge confervator, and others to be Tub- 
fiituted by him, if this privilege be granted to any other fo- 
reign nation whatfoever, the fubjeds of Great Britain (hall 
Ukcwife enjoy it. In the mean time however, and until 
fame th'ng certain ihall be determined in this matter, his 
Catholics Majeity will giveexpreis orders to all and every 
one of tl e judges of his kingdom, and to all others whom- 
foever, who are arty ways concerned in the adminifiration» 
or execution of juitice, and fhali enjoin the fame under 
the ftrideft penalties, to do juftice, and caufe it to be ex- 
ecuted, without any delay, partiality, favour, or affec- 
tion, in all caufes relating to the fubje6ls of Great 
Britain. 

The Catholick King confents, that appeals from fenten* 
ces in caufes concerning the Britiih fubjefts, may be 
brought before the tribunal of.th^ council of war at Ma- 
drid, and no where elfc. 

XVI. If any m^inifter, or other rub]e£l of her majefty 
of Great. Britain, or of his Catholick Majefty, ihall violate 
this treaty, or any article of it, he (hall be reiponfible for 
all the damage occafionedby it; and if he be placed in 
any publick oihce, he fhall, befides making fatisfa£lion to 
the injured party, (as is aforeiaidj be deprived of his of* 
fice alfo. 

XVII. The fabje£is of Great Britain having brou^ 
by fea from any other port in Sp^in, wine, brandy, oil, 
fciap, dried grapes, or other merchandizes, and proaucing 
certificates, that the duties were paid at the place whence 
they iet fail, ihall be I'uS'ered to put the fan^ into their 
ihips lying at Cadiz, or there to remove them from one 
(hip to another (with the content of the infpe£iors of the 
maritime affairs, and in the prefence of them, or their 
deputies, if they have a mind to be there, and at a ieafoa<- 
able time to be appointed by the faid infpedors, within 
four and twenty hours, in order to prevent all frauds what- 
foever) and to carry away from thence ; with this liberty, 
that they Aall not pay the duty called HmdtaxCy or any 
other of entrance, or going out. 

The 
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. The pf ffeot imny (bail be ratified by the ifioft 
queen of Great Britain, and the moil ferene Catholick 
King^ and the Ratifications ihall be exchanged at Utrecht^ 
vitbiu two mpnthsy or fooner, if poffible. 

In witnefs whereof, we the undcru ritten ambaffadora ex-* 
traor4inaiy , and plenipotentiaries- of the queen of Grcati 
Britain, ajid the Catholick King, liave fignedand fealed

WE having feen and confidered the above-written 
treaty, have approved, ratified, and confirmed 
the feme, as we do h)\ thefe prcfents, for ourfelves, our 
heirs and fucceflors, approve, ratify, and confinh it, ex- 
cepting only three articles thereof, viz. the third, fifth, and 
eighth, concluded at Utrecht, which are to be obfervcd 
and underitopdin the nbtanner and form following: 

III. Til 7HEREAS, by the late treaty of peace it is a* 
V V greed and ellabliflied as a bafis and founda- 
tion,, that the iubjeds of Great Britain, in what regards 
commerce, fliall enjoy the fame liberties and privileges 
which they. eajoyed in the reign of king Charles II. in all 
partsof th^ kingof Spain's dominions, which rule is whatl 
is alfb to ietve for a bafis and foundation of the prefenl* 
treaty of commence, and is to be underftood reciprocally 
in favour of the king of Spain's fubje&:s trading in the 
dominions of Great Britain* And as nothing can contri* 
bute more to eftablifli the commerce to a mutual benefit 
than t a fixed, clear, and eafy rule in paying the duties, 
efpeciallyon a. moderate footing, and proportionable to 
4he value of the. merchandize,, in order to prevent the 
frauds that otherwifc would be praftifed, to the prejudice 
ofihe revenues of either crown, which has been often ex- 
perienced in Spain, where the eftablifhed duties by the 
ancient books of rates are exceffive ; in confideration 
whereof his Catholick Majcfty, being dcfirous to avoid the 
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like confequences, andT to favour, augment, and facilitate* 
in all that, depends upon him, the commerce, in as ample 
ii manner, as her Britannick majefty defires, hath^ con- 
fcnted, on his part, to fupprefs and make void the diffe- 
rent duties piayable upon importation and exportation, con- 
tained in the ancient books of rates, as alfo thofe that have 
been inipofed finc^, under any name or pretence whatfo- 
tver, and content himfelf with one only duty to be paid 
bn importation of all goods and merchandize, after the rate 
tof ±6 per Ceiit. of their value ; and the like duty upon all 
goods and merchandize, which fhall be exported out of 
his dominibris, whether the valuation be mad6 by weight, 
ifneafure, piece^ or ad valorem ; and the fame: diity fhali 
be collected in all the ports 6f entry in Spain, cofnprehend- 
ing thofe of Arragon, Valencia, and Catatonia, excepting 
but j5f this general rule, Bifcayaand Guipufcoa, whofe du- 
ties of impol-tatibn ahd fexportatibn are to remain as they 
were in the tiiiie of Charlei U; And that the faid lo pei 
fcent. being once paid, the farmers or oflficers of the cuf- 
tom-houfes where thofe goods fhall be entered, fhall be 
obliged to ttiark the fame with the proper feals and marks 
bf their Office, ' and alfo give the requifite difpatches; by 
virtue of whii:h; the proprietors of the goods may freely 
tranfport them to all the other parts of Spain where they 
bleafe, without being liable to pay any other duty, impo- 
lition, oi: charges, to this ufei or benefit of his Cathblick* 
Majefty, iri any ports dr parts of Spain whatfo'feyer, in re- 
fpeft of tranfporting the faid merchandize, over and above* 
what they have paid, in ptitfuance of this new- arancel, 
provided the receipts and marks are produced ; in default 
of which, they fhall be efleemed to be fraudulently tranf- 
pbrted. But it is to be underftood, that this is not to ex- 
tend to the Alcavalas, Cientos, and Millones, in relation 
to which, provifion is made in the fifth and eighth articled 
bf this treaty. 

And forafmuch a.< the ambalTador of England hath repre- 
fentcd, that to avoid all differences and difputesfor the fu- 
ture, it is abfolutely neceffary to eftablifn a certain valua- 
tion, or rate of the feveral forts of merchandize^ by whidH 
the (aid duty of loper cent, fhall always be paid, and not 
altered, either by means of the augmentation or diminu- 
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tion of the price of the faid merchamiize, which may herei 
after happen in the commerce, in any time, or in any part 
of the kmgdom ; it is agreed by their Catholick and Bri- 
tanriick majefties, by their ambafladors, that in the term 
of three months, from the ratification of tTiis treaty, or 
fooner, if pofSble, commiflaries named and authorifcd by 
both their majefties in due form, fhall meet at Madrid, or 
in Cadiz, who, without lofs of time, fliall proceed to the 
forming a new book of rates, in fuch a manner, as to fix. 
and limit what fhall be paid for the future, on aLll (brts of 
merchandize, as well upon importation as exportation; 
and fo as that all the different duties which were payable, 
either before or in the time of Charles II. or fince, under 
whatfoever name or pretence, or coUefted in different 
cuftom-houfes or offices, (hall be comprehended in this 
only duty; payable in one fum, whether upon importation 
or exportation, in all the ports of Spain, and fhall extend 
to the kingdoms of Arragon, Valencia, and principality of 
Catalonia,, and their dependencies, excepting only the pro- 
vinces of Guipufcoa and Bifcaya, of which mention has 
been already made. And whereas great inflances have 
been made by the ambalTador of Great Britain, that direc- 
tions be given to the faid comraifTaries, that diey take care, 
and above all, do obferve, as a fixed rule, that this duty 
be laid equally and generally in all the ports and cuftom- 
iioufes of Spain, upon the importation and exportation of 
all goods and merchandize, after the rate of lo per cent, 
of the value which fuch goods and merchandize bear in the 
courfe of trade, between the merchants of Cadiz and port 
St. Mary's ; to which the ambafTadors of Spain have con- 
Tented ; always provided, that the goods and commodities 
which fhall be imported into the kingdom of Spain, by the 
ports of Bifcaya and Guipufcoa, and afterwards tranfporj- 
ed into the other provinces depending on the kingdo'ms of 
Caftille and Arragon, fhall be obliged to pay at the firft 
cuftom-houfe of entry into the faid kingdoms, the duties 
which fliall be eftablifhed in this new book of rates. 

V. To prevent the abufes that may be committed in 
coUedling the duties called Alcavalas 6? Cientos, his Catho- 
lick majefty confents, that the fubje£ls of her Britannick 
majefty fhall not be obliged to pay thefe duties, during 
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liich time as they think fit to let their merchandize remain 
in the magazines of the cuftom-houfes appointed for that 
purpofe ; but when they (hall think fit to take out the faid 
goods, either to be tranfported farther into the country, 
IcU them in the fame place, or carry them to their own 
houfes, it (hall be permitted them fo to do, upon giving 
his bond, with fufficient fecurity, to pay the faid duties of 
Alcavalas i3 Cientos, for the firft fale, in two months after 
the date of his bond, upon which he fhall have receipts gi- 
ven him for the faid duties, and the goods fhall be marked 
with the proper mark and feal of the farmers of the laid 
Alcavalas and Cientos, where fuch bond and fecurity Ihall 
be given for the firft (ale, after which the faid merchandize 
may be tranfpotted, and fold by wholefale, in any port or 
place belonging to the king of Spain in Europe ; and that 
no obftrudion or hindrance (hall be made upon account 
t>f the faid duties, nor the proprietor liable to pay a fecond 
time in refpefl: of the firft fale, provided thofe who carry 
the faid merchandizes produce the receipts and marics of 
the farmer, or proper officer, concerned in the coUeSion 
of thefe duties, or making fufficient proof of their not be- 
ing fold before. But if, on the contrary, any merchant 
<fo fell his goods by retail, he (hall be obliged to pay the 
feid duties of Aica-oalas and Cientos a fecond time, under 
the pains eftablifhed by the laws. And his Catholick Ma* 
jefty declares, that if any officer of the Alcavalas and Cr- 
entos (hall exa<& a fecond time the faid duties on the fame 
merchandize, when the faid receipts and marks have been 
produced, or fhould obftruft their pafTage, or tranfpor- 
tation, or occafion the leatt impediment, fuch officer (hall 
be fined 2000 crowns, to the benefit of his majefty's reve* 
iiues. And the officers of the cuftom*houfes (hall not de- 
mand, or take, for making fuch receipts or certificates, 
more than 15 reals vellon, unlefs it be otherwife fettled in 
th6 new book of rates. .. 

VIII. Kis Catholick Majefty confents, that the duties 
commonly Called Miltones, which are payable upon fi(h, 
and other forts of domeftick provifions, (hall not be de- 
manded in the firft ports or* cuftom-houfes of entry in 
5pait), during fuch time as the proprietors will let them re- 
main in the warehoufes appointed for that purpofe. But in * 
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cafe tbe owner fliall defire to take them out, either to fenj 
into the country, fell them on the place, or carry theia 
to their own houfea, they are then to giye bond, with good 
fecurity, to pay the faia duty of Millones in cwo months 
after date of the laid bond, npon which the neeeifary 
difpatches are to be given them. And the faid mer^ 
chanctize ihall be marked with the feals or marks of the 
farmers of the MiUotus where the faid duties were fecured,.

fiantty to maintain therein, at their own expence, a body 
or from 50 to 35000, whereof his Imperial and Catholick 
Mdjefty fiiall provide three fifths, ancf the States General 
two fifths.

jefty, nor to the provinces and towns, unlefs it be for con- 
venient lodging, and the emoluments accruing from the 
fortifications, and that they be not perfons who may be ] 
diiagreeable or fufpe£ted to his majefly, for particular rea* 
fons that may be given. 

VII. Which governors, commanders and officers, fhall 
be entirely and feparately dependent on, and fubjeft to 
the fole orders and jurifdiflion of the States General, for 
all that concerns the defence, guard, fecurity, and all other 
military affairsof their places. 'But the faid governors, as 
well as their fubaherns^ fliail be obliged to take an oath' to 
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liis Imperial and Catholick Majefty, to keep die faid pea- 
ces true to the fovereignty of the boufe of Auftria, and not 
to intermeddle in any other affairs, according to the 
form that is agreed upon and inferted at the end of this 
treaty. 

VIII. The generals Ihall give to one another recipro- 
cally,, as well in the towns where his Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty has a garrifon> as in thofe intrufted to the 
guard of the troops of their High Mightineifes the States 
General; the honours ufually paid according to their cha- 
iafter, and the nature of their fervice ; and in cafe the go- 
vernor-general of the Netherlands come into places com* 
paittedto the guard of their High Mightinefles, the feme 
bonours ihall be paid to him which he ufually receives in 
the places garrifoned by the troops of his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty; and he Ihall even give the word there: 
bjut all this without prejudice to the fixth article. And 
the governors, or in their abfence the commanders, Ihall

IX. His Imperial Catholick Majefty grants to the troops' 
of the States General, wherever they are in garrifoi), the 
free exercife of their religion, fo as to be in particular pia-* 
ces convenient and proportionable to the number of the 
garrifbn, which the magiftrates ihall aifign and maintain in 
every town and place where there has been none ailigncd 
already, and to which places no external mark of a church 
ihall be given : and it ihall be ftriftly enjoined by both par- 
ties, to the civil and military officers, as alfo to ecclefiaf- 
ticks, and all others concerned, to hinder all occaiion of 
fcandal and controveriies that hiay arife upon the fubjed: 
of religion ; and when any difpute or difficulty ihall hap- 
pen, both parties ihall amicably accommodate it. . Aqd as 
for religion, with regard to the inhabitants of the Auftrian 
Netherlands, all things ihall continue and remain on the 
fame foot they were during the reign of Charles II. of 
glorious memory. 

X. All 
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^. An Hi^ immxitMon^ artillery, ttid imi df ih» 
JStates General, as alfb materials for the fortification^, coni^ 
in time df fcarcity, provifions to put into the magazihe^' 
when there is an appearance of, war ; arid moreoTer, the 
cloth and furniture for clothing the foldier^, t^rhich fliall 
be certified to be defigned for that ufc, (hall ^paift freeJy, 
and without paying any CUitoims ot toII^> by virtue of. paQ^ 
iports which fhall be demanded and granted, upon th^ ipe-* 
cificacion figned ; on condition n^verthelef^, that at the 
£rfl duftom-hdufe of his Imperial and Caltholick Majefiy; 
where the faid provifions, materials, afms and mountings 
ihall enter, and at the' plate where they are to be unladen; 
&e boats and other carriages may be duty yifited, to hin-> 
der the mixture of othfer merchandize therewith, and toi 
fTtvtnt fraud and abufe ; againfl: which it (hall be atwayi 
lawful to take fuch precaution.^, ad length of time and ex^ 
J)erience fliall Ihew to be neceffary : and thfe governors and 
their fubakems fliall not Be permitted in any mannef what-* 
foeyer, to hinder the effeft of this article. 

XI. The Statfes General may change their gatrfifons, andk 
<he difpofition of the troop^ iti the towns and places c6'm-i 
mjtted to their particular guird, aceordihg as they fiialf 
judge proper, atid no body Thall on any pretence whatfo-* 
ever, hiridci* or flop the paflage of the troops, which they 
fliall from time tp time fend thither, or draw from thence. 
And the faid troops may even, in cafe it be required/ pa6 
thro' all the towns of Brabant sind Flanders, arid thro' all 
the open country, and make bridges as well over the ca- 
nal betwixt Bruges and Ghent, as overall other canals and 
rivers which they fliall find in their road ; on conditioii 
neverthelefs, that they fliall be the troops of a prince of 
nation not in war with his Imperial and CathoHck Majfefty, 
nor fufpeQed to be in dny engagement or league Contrary 
to his interefts, as is faid above in the fourth article, and 
that notice fliall be given of it beforehand, and requefl! 
made to the governor-general of the Netherlands, with 
whom the routes and other affairs fliall be regulated, by 
fome perfon who fliiU have their High Mightineflfcs com- 
miflion. The regulation made by the States General 
for the paflage of the troops, fliall be pbferv^d here^ 
as it is obfervcd in their own eouiitry : aind the States 
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General ffiall obferve to make the faid change of garri- 
fbns, as wefl as the difpofitions neceflary to it, with as 
iittlc charge and inconveniency as poffible, to the inhabi- 
tants. 

XII. For as much as the common fafety demands in 
time of war, or in imminent danger of war, that the States 
General Ihould fend their troops to places that are moftex- 
pofed to the danger of being attacked or furprized, it is 
agreed between his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and 
the States General, that their troops Ihall be received into 
tbe faid places, as far as fhall be neceffary for their de- 
fence, when it fhall be evidently the cafe ; always provided, 
that this be done by agreement and concert with the gover- 
nor-general of the Netherlands. 

XIII. The States General may, at their own coft and 
icxpence, caufe the faid towns and places to be fortified, 
either by new works, or by caufing the old to be repair- 
ed, and maintain them, and generally provide all that they 
Ihall find neceflary for the fecurity and defence of the faid 
towns and places; excepting that they (hall not caufe new 
fortifications to be built, without giving notice of it before- 
hand, to the governor-general of the Netherlands, and 
having his opinion and advice thereupon, nor bring the 
tharges thereof to the account of his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty, or the country, without hk faid majefty 's 
confent. 

XIV. For the fecurity of the communication between 
the United Provinces, and the places of the barrier, his Im- 
perial and Catholick Majefty ftiall take care fo to order it, 
that the letters and meflengers, as well ordinary as extra- 
ordinary, may pafs freely to and from the towns and pla- 
ces of the barrier, and thofe of other countries; on condi- 
tion that the faid meflengers carry no letters or packets for 
merchants, or other private perfons, which as well for th§ 
places of the barrier, as for all other countries, fliall' be 
put in at the poft-offices of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty. 

XV. As for the artillery, magazines and military pro- 
yifions which their High Mightinefles have iti the town^ 
and places which they remit to his Imperial and Catho- 
Hck Majefty, they Qiall be allowed to carry them out with- 
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out any hindrance, and without paying any culloms or tolls, 
as well thofe which they brought thither themfclves, as the 
artillery marked with their arms, and loft in the late war, 
or otherwife belonging to them, and found in the faid pla- 
ces when taken ; unlefs bis Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty defire to take the faid artillery and ammunition up- 
on his own account, and agree with their High Mightinef- 
fes for the price, before the places are furrendered. And 
as for the artillery and ammunition at this time in the places 
committed to the guard of the troops of the States Gene- 
ral, they fhall be left to their keeping and dire6tion^ ac- 
cording to the inventories that Ihall be drawn up and fign- 
ed on both fides, before the exchange of the ratifications 
of the prefent treaty ; but they Ihall not be tranfported 
clfewherc without common confent, and the property ihali 
remain to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, for as much 
as they are found in the faid places at the time of their cei^ 
fion or furrender. 

XVI. In cafe the provinces of the Auftrian Netherlands 
be attacked, audit happen (which God forbid) thatahe 
enemy's forces fliould enter Brabant, to aQ there, and lay 
fiege to any place in the faid province, or any of thofe 
that form the barriei, their High Mightineffes (hall be 
permitted to caufe their troops to enter and take poft in 
the towns and places on the Demer, from the Schelde to 
the Maefe, as alfo to make retrenchments, lines and inuii« 
dations there, as much as the circumftances of the war fiiall 
require, to hinder the farther progrefs of the enertiy; pro- 
vided the whole be done in concert with the governor-ge- 
neral of the Netherlands. 

XVII. As it appears by the experience of the laft war, 
that for fecuring the frontiers of the States General in Flan- 
ders, it was neceffary to leave fo many confiderable bodies 
of troops there, that the army was thereby very much 
weakened : to prevent this inconvenience, and the ' better 
to fecure the faid frontiers for the future, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty yields to the States General fuch forts, 
and as much of the territory of the Auftrian Flanders bor- 
dering upon the faid frontiers, as they jfhall want to make 
the neceflary inundations, and for covering them from the 
Schelde to the fea, in places where they are not already 
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lufBciently fecured, and where they cannot be fecured by 
making inundations upon thofe land$ only that already be- 
long to the States General. 

For this purpofe his Imperial and Catholick Majefty a- 
grees and approves, that nhe limits of the States General 
ill Flanders fhall hereafter begin at the fea between Blan- 
kenberg and Heyft, at the place where there are no downs ; 
provided they do not caufe or permit any villages or houfes 
to be built near that poft, nor fufFer fifliernfien to ^ fettle 
there, nor make any fluices to the fea there. 
. And their High Mightineffes promife moreover, that if 
they think fit to caufe any fortifications to be built at the 
head of their new limits, they will take care not to weaken 
the dyke ; and they will not only defray the extraordinary 
expences that may be incurred on account of the faid for- 
tifications, but will alfo indemnify tha inhabitants of the 
Auftrian Netherlands from all lofTes they may fuftain, in 
cafe the fea comes to make inundations through the faid 
fortifications. 

There fhall be drawn from the poft abovenamed, a di- 
re& line to Grootewege, from whence the line fhall. be 
continued towards Heyfl, and from Heyft it fhall goto the 
Drie-hoeck and Swarte-fluice, from thence to fort St. Do^ 
nas, which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty yields in 
full propriety and fovereignty to their High Mightineffes, 
(provided the gates of the fluices of the faid fort be left 
open in time of peace;) and in like manner he gives up 
the land fituate on the north fide of the above-mentioned 
line. 

From fort St. Donas, the new limits of the States Ge- 
neral ftiall extend to fort St. Job, from whence they fhall 
fall in with the old ones near the town of Middlebttrg ; 
which limits (hall be continued along the Zydelings Dyke, 
as far as the place where the Eckelofe Watercourfe and 
the Water-loop meet at a fluice. 

. After this the limits fhall run from the Graaf-Jaans Dyke 
to the village of Bouchout, (the proprietors of whofe fluices 
are permitted to place them where they were before) and 
from Bouchout the line fliall be continued ftrait fonyard 
to the antient limits of the States General. 
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His Iroprria! and CadioKck M aj^fty pres up alio, Ui 
full and entire fovercignty to the States General^ the tet* 
ritory fituate on the north fide 6f the line. 

And in regard it is neceflary for their entire fecurity, 
that the inundation be continuecT from Bouchout, as far a» 
the canal of Sas ran Ghent, along the Graaf-Jaans Dyke, 
their High MightinefTes (hall be permitted, in time of war, 
to take poffeflion of, and fortify all the fluices that they 
fhall find in the Graaf-Jaans Dyke, and the Zydeling» 
Dyke. 

As for the town of Sas van Ghent, the Hmita ftall 
be extended to the (fiftance of two- thoufand geomem* 
cat paces ; provided that no villagp^ be included in that 
(pace. 

And for the prefervatioii of the lower Schelde, and the 
communication between Brabant and Dutch Flanders, his- 
Imperial and Cathdick Majefly g^res up to the States Ge^ 
neral, the flill and entire propeity and fovereignty of the 
villageand Polder of Doel, togethev with the Polders of St. 
Anne and KetenifTe. 

And whereas, in time of waur it wilt be xeeefTary, for the 
better fecurity, to make inundations through the fluites, 
between the fi>rts of the Meeranrdthe Perle, his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefly fhall, as foon as the barrier is at-* 
tacked, or a war begun, remit the guard of the Perle fort^ 
and die fluices, to their High Mi^tineffes; provided 
that as Ibon as the war is over, their High Migbtinefles 
fhaJl reftore the faid fluices and fort to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefly, together with thofe which they fhall, in- 
that time, have taken pofieflioA of on the Graaf-Jaans 
dyke, and Zydelings dyke. The States General fhafi not 
make any inundation in time of peace, and when they find 
themfelves obliged to make any in time of war, they fhall 
give previous nolite of it to the governor-general of the 
Netherlands, and concert the affiar with the generals that 
command the armies in the Netherlands : promifing more- 
over, that if upon occafion of the giving up to them fome 
fluices (whereof the inhabitants of the Auflrian Flanders^ 
fhall retain the free ufe in time of peace) they fhould hap- 
j)en to. fufier any damage or prejudice, either from die 
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co»m»ftder«9 w otlier military ofBcer^, die States. Ge0e« 
cal ihali not omfy remedy it immediately, but fhsU ^iCo ^ve 
&ti8f^6l;ioh to tbofe concerned* 

AndHbecaufe by this new fituatiofi of the limits, it will 
^ necefiary to alter the toU-liauires, for preventing frauds, 
which is a cafe wherciin his Impenal and Catholick Ma- 
^efty, and their High Mightinefles, are equa% concerned^ 
^the pluces IhaU be agreed on for leflablifhing the :faid offi« 
ces, and for iuch faither precautioiif as k fhali be thought 
convenient to take) <^'^ 

It is moreover ftipulated by this article, that a juft va- 
lati^ii ihall be made before the ratification of the pefent 
ipelity ijf the revenues arifing to the fovei^eign, from the 
iands which {hall be yielded to their High MightinefTes 
hy this a^tidfc, as alfo of what profit accrued to the fove- 
rcign, by the .renewing of grantsx^n the foot that they were 
«gree4 tq for thirty years laft paft, to be deduced and fet ^ 
off from the aimuat fubfidy of 500^000 crowns. 
. And the iRomaaHcathdick religion fiaaU be preferved 
and maintained in the pta^ e^ given up as above, on the 
fame footing, as it 13 iiow> and was ^exercifed ip tifc reign of 
Icing Charles 11. of glorious memory ; and all the priyile* 
^es of the inhabitants fliall be preferved and maintained in 
like maniB^r. 

The fort of Rodenhvyfen ihall be i:azed, and the diffe- 
irences touching the cgmJ of Bruges ftall be refeired to 
tiie.decifion qfneutral arbitratior^ chofe by both parties ; 
provided, that by the giving up of the fort of St. Donas^ 
the people of the town of Sluys &aU not bave more riglu 
tipon that cmaA» ^ha« jthey i^d }>efore that place was 
yielded up.. 

XVill* Hk Smperiid and CaCboTtck Maje%r yields to 
their High. Mightineiles the Sti^lfs«<>eneral for ever, in 
fiiU feyjcreigmy and propriety, the town of Venlo in the • 
tipper qnaiter of GuelderUnd, with its precin6t aad jurif^ 
diclion, and the fort of St. Michael, and moreover the fort 
!of Stevcnfwaert, with its territory or jurifdiQton; as alfo 
as much land as ibaU be neceflary to augment their forti* 
fications on this fide the Ms^^fe: And his faid majefty pro* 
mifes, tha^he will never caufe to be built, or permit any 
gather to buiJd any fortification, of what nan>e foever, with- ' 
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in 'the,diftance of half a league from the faid fortrefs. 
Moreover, his Imperial and Catholick Majcfly gives op to 
the States General, the ammanie of Montfort, confifting 
(with exception to the villages of Swalmt and Elmt, which 
he refcrves to himfelf) of the little towns of Nieuftadt and 
Echt, \vith the followmg villages, viz. Ohc and Lack, 
Rdofteren;,Braght, Beefel, Bclfen, Vlodorp, Poftert, Berg, 
Lin, and Montfort, io be poffefTed by the faid States Ge- 
neral, in the manner as they were enjoyed by his majefty 
king Charles IL of glorious memory, with the pcrfec- 
tures, burghs, fiefs, lands, funds, quit-rents, revenues, tolls, 
of what'natufe foever, fubfidies, contributio*ns and col- 
kSions, fealties, demefnes, and others whatfoever, be- 
longing to the faid places given up as aforefaid* The whole 
however, without prejudice to, and faving all the rights 
which thay' belong to the king of Pruffia, &c. and not- 
whhftahding all exceptions, pretenfioiis, or cavils already 
made, or that may hereafter be formed to difturb the States. 
General in the peaceable' poffeffion of the places yielded 
up by the prefent article ; all compafts, conventions, or 
difpofirion^, contrary to the prefent article, being deem- 
ednliU and void. • ' « 

Provided/ and be it tmderftood, that this furrendcr is 
made with this exprefs claufe, that the flatutes, anticnt 
cuftoms; Islrid. in generaJ, all privileges civil and ccclefi- 
afticair as well with regard to the magi'ftrates and private 
perfons, a^ to the churches,- convents, nronafteries, fchools, 
feminarics, hofpitals, and other publick placts, with all 
their appiirtenancies and dependencies, ai» alfo the diocefan 
right of bifhop of the Rurempnde, and in general every 
thing that concerns the rights, liberties, immunities, func- 
tions, ufages, ceremonies, and^ the exercifeof the catho- 
lick jeligion, Ihall be preferved and fubfift' without any 
charge or innovatidft,- either direftly or indireftly, in all 
the places yielded as above, in the fame manner as in the 
time of king Charles IL of glorious memory, and as it 
fliall be explained on both fides more fully, in cafe any 
difpufe Happens on that Account; and the offices of the ma- 
giftracy and the police, fha:ll be given to noiic but perfons 
of the CathoUck Religion. i. - ' 
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The right of collation to benefices, which has been hi- 
thertoin the fovereign, (hail hereafter belong to the biftiop 
of Rureirtonde ; on condition that the faid benefices fhall 
not be given to perfotis difagreeable to the States General, 
for particular reafons that may be alledged. 

It IS alfo ftipulated, that the States General flbalf not 
pretend to have acquired by the ceflion of the town of Echt,' 
any right of judicature or appeal, with refpeft to the chap- 
ter of Thorn, or other lands of the empire ; and it (ball- 
be free for. his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, to no- 
minate fuch place as he ihall think fit for the faid judica- 
ture or appeal. 

And becaufe the inhabitants of that part of the upper 
cpiarter which is hereby furrendered, can no longer carry 
their procefs, in cafe of appeal, to the court of Ruremonde,' 
it (hall be free for their High Mightinefles to eftablilh a 
court of appeal for their fubjefts, in what part of the pro-"" 
vince they think fit. 

It is moreover agreed, that all the duties on import and 
export, which are levied along the Maefe, fhall not be en- 
creafed or leflened, in the whole or in part, but by com- 
xjion confent ; of which duties his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty fhall receive to his own profit, thofe which^^fe col- 
lected at Ruremonde and Navaigne, and the Lords the 
States General thofe which are paid at Venlo ; and for as 
much as the faid duties upon the Maefe in general, as alfo. 
thofe upon the Schelcje by way of fubfidy, are appropria- 
ted to the payment of two diftinft annuities, viz. one of, 
80,000 florins a year, and i^nother of 70,000, by virtue of 
a tranf^on pafTed apd concluded the 26th of December, 
1687, with his late majefly of Great Britain king Wil- 
liam II L it is agreed that their High Mightinefles, by rea- 
fonofthc ceffion abovementioned, fliall give a yearly fup- 
ply to his Imperial and Catholick Majefly, in the payment 
of the faid annuities and other debts, which may be there 
mortgaged, in proportion to the produce of the duties 
of import and export which they fhall receive, the whole 
accordiug to the very conflitution of the faid annuities. ^ 
And as for the debts contrafted and conftituted upon 
/the generality of the upper quarter of Guelderland, the 
• States Geiieral fliall concur in the payment thereof, for (b 
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nonch as is their quotas according to the proportion let 
forth in the matricula of ail the faid upper quarter. All 
the documents and papers which concern the upper quarr 
ter of Guelderland, fhall remain as heretofore, in the ar-r 
chieves of Ruremondc. But it is agreed, that an inven- 
tory, Dr regifter of them fliall be formed at the meeting of 
commiflaries from his loxperial and Catholick Majefty, bis. 
ipajefty of Pruflia, and the lords the States General; ^md 
an authentick copy of the faid inventory (hall be given to 
each of thofe three powers, that they may always have free 
accefsto all the papers and documents, whereof they may 
have occafion, for the part which they fcyerally pofie^i 
in the faid upper quarter of Guelderland ; and an authen-r 
tick copyof (iich papers CbaU be delivered to tbein on the 
fird demand. 

XI^. In confideration of the great charge, i^d extra- 
ordinary expence which the States General are unavoidably? 
obliged to be at, as well for maintaining the great number 
of troops which they are engaged by the prefent treaty tq 
keep in the towns above named, as for fupplyir^ the great 
fums abfolutely neceflaiy for the maintenance and repa,ir 
of t-he fortifications of the faid places, and for furniihiDg 
them with ammunition and provifions, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty engages and prwnifes to caufe to be an- 
nually paid to the States General, the fum of 5oo,ooq 
crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money, over and a- 
bove the revenue of the part of the upper quarter of Guel- 
derland, given up by his Imperial aiwd Catholick Majefty 
in propriety to the States General, by the 18th article of tltc: 
prefent treaty, ^s alfo over and above the coil of lodging 
tlie troops, according to the regulation made in the year 
i 698, in the manner as (hall be particularly agreed upon : 
which fum of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch 
money, (hall be fecured and mortgaged? as it is by this ar- 
ticle fecured and mortgaged upon all tRe. revenues of the 
Auftrian Netherlands in general, including therein the 
countries yielded up by France; and in particular, upon 
the clear neat revenues of the provinces of Brabant and 
Flanders, and of the countries, towns, chatellariies and de- 
pendencies yielded up by France, ^according as it is more 
particuUrly fpecified bv a feparate article, as well for the 
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faid mortgage^ !U for tbp xpfms and tenns of receiving the 
faidfums. 

And thie faid payment of ilie (bbfidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins Dutch money, fhall commence from 
the day of the figning the prefent treaty ; from which (hall 
be dedu&ed the revenues of the towns, chatellanies, 
land dependencies yielded by France, in proportion to 
the term clapfed from the faid day, till the day oft which 
the faid countries fliall be remitted to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, in proportion to what the States Gene- 
ral (hall receive. 

XX. His Imperial and CathoSick Majefty, by this arti- 
cle, confirms and ratifies the capitulations granted co the 
provinces and towns of the Netherlands, heretofore called, 
Spani(h, at the time of their reduSion to the obedience 
jof his faid majefty, together with the gfcn^ral adminiftra- 
tion of the faid coantry therein, > exercifed by Great Bri- 
tain, and the States General of the United Provinces, the 
lawful fovereign having been reprefemed by their mini- 
ftelns who refidcd at Bruflcls, iand by the council of ftate 
commifGoned to the general government of the faid Ne- 
therlands, in purfuance of the power and inftruftions that 
were given them, and of the requefts that were made on 
the part of the two powers, as well in matters of regale, 
jufticc and police, as of the finances; as alio tlie particu- 
lar adminiftration of the QMts, provinces, colleges, towns 
and communities in the open country, as alfo of the fove- 
reign courts of juftice, and the other fubaltern courts and 
judges. 

Which afts of police, regale, juftice, and the finances, 
(hall fubfift and have their fuH and entire effeft, according 
to the tenor of the feid afts, and fentences palTed : the 
whole in the fame manner, as if they had been done by 
^he lawful fovereign of the country, and under his govern- 
jnent, 

XXI. Every thing that is comprifed in the foregoing ar- 
ticle fhall alfo DC oblerved, ratified and maintained, on the 
part of hi^ Imperial and Cathplick Majefty, with refpeftto 
the upper quarter of Guelderland, and the countries con- 
quered from France, (of which king Charles II. of glorious 
ffiemory, was not in pofiefpon at his deceafe) for all the 
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dirpofitions made in the name; and on the part of the States 
General oF the United Provinces. 

And afir for what concerns ecdeliaftical benefices and 
dignities, thofe who have been preferred to them, and^e 
now in poflefiion, (haU not be difpiaced; and thofe who 
are not yet iji poifeifion, fhall be admitted to them without 
any opppfition, but by the ways, and in the order of 
juftice, according to the laws and cuftoms of thecoun*^ 

XXII. His Imperial and Cathdick Majefty acknow* 
ledges, and promifes to fatisfy the obligations entered into- 
by his Catbolick Majefty Charles IL of glorious memory, 
for the levies of money which their High Mightinefies 
caufed to be negotiated for his faid majefty, a htt where-. 
of is fubjoined to this article 2 and as there have not yet 
been remitted to the States,- General the obligations of the ' 
Spaniih Netherlands, for the fum of 200,000 florins a year, 
for payment of the intereft, and reimburfing the principal * 
of 1,400,000 florins, taken up at intereft in the year 
1698, to.be employed on the neceflary occafions of the 
frontiers of the faid Spanifli Netherlands, and four years * 
intereft, amounting to the fum of 224,000 florins, where-r 
with the faid capital of 1,400,000 florins is encreafed ; 
which obligationa the faid king Charles II. of glorious me- 
mory, promifed to caufe to be given, though they were 
not ; his Imperial and Catholick Majefty promifes hereby, 
to caufe the obligations to be given by the States of the 
provinces of the faid Netherlands, ^nd immediately after 
to be delivered to the faid States General, accordmg to 
the tenor of the faid obligation of his Catholick Majefty, of 
the 30th of May, 1698, at the firft meeting of the States, 
or at fartheft within the term of two months after the ex« 
change of the ratifications of this treaty,

WHEREAS fince the treaties of peace and commerce, 
lately concluded at Utrecht, the i3thof July and 
1^ Qt|i of Pecfmb^r 1713, between hi# Catholick Ma- 
^ T a jefty 



jcfty and her late Majefty the Queen of Great Britain qf 
glorious memory, there remamed ftill fome differenced 
about trade ^nd the courfe thereof; and his Catholick 
Majefty and the Kin^ of Creat Britain, being inclined to 
maintain and cultiyate a firm and inviolable peace and 
friendfhip, in order to attain to this good end they have 
by their two miniftcrs underwritten, mutually and dulj^ 
qualified, caufed the following ^xticlesto be concluded and 
figned. 

I. The Britifli fubjeasfhajl not be obliged to pjy higher 
or other duties, for goods coining in or gomgout of the fe- 
veral iports of his Gatholick Majcfly, than thofe they paid 
for the fame goods in King Charles the Second's time, fet- 
tled by cedules and ordonnances of the faid king or his 
jprcdeceffor^ : and although the Gratias comtponly calle^ 
Pie del fardo, be not grounded on any royal ordonnance, 
neverthdefs his Gatholick Majcfty declares, wills and or- 
dains, that it be obferved now and hereafter ^ an invio- 
lable law ; which duties fliall be exafted ^nd raifed noy 
an4 (of the futurp^ with the fame advantages and favours 
to the faid fubjcfts. 

II. His majefty confirms the treaty made by the BritifH 
fubjeQs with the magiftrates of St. Andero, in the yeay

III. His Gatholick Majefty permits the faid fubjcQs to 
gather fait in the ifle of TOrtu^as, they haying enjoyed this 
Jiberty in the reign of King Charles II. without iriterrup- 
iion. 

IV. The faid fubjefls fhall pay nowhere any higher or 
other dutips than thofe paid by the f^bje^s pf Jiis Catho- 
lick Mjjelty ip the fame places. 

V. The faid fubjeftj Ihallf njoy all the rights, privjleges, 
franchifes, exemptions, and imn^unipes whatever, which 
they enjoyed before the laft war, by virtue of the royal 
cedules or ordonnarices, and by the articles of the treaty 
<2f peace and fojppo^rce made at Madrid in 1667, which u 
hereby fqlly confirmejd ; and tji^ f^id fubjpQts (|iall be if fed in 
Spain in the fame manner as the mofl: favoured nation^ and 
confequendy all nations fliall pay the fame duties on wool 
and other merchandizes coming in and going out by fea :

fame they {hall by mutual confent acquire, (hall with com-* 
mon aid and afliftance by land and by fea, be preferved, 
defended and maintained inviolable, againft all aggreflbrs^ 
whatfoever ; and likewife that a juft fatisfaftion (hall be pro^ 
cured for any injury which fliall happen to be done, 

III. For attaining this wholefome end, in the fortfaid- 
cafe of any hbftile invafion, the party attacked (hall notify 
the fame to his ally, who (hall ufe all his endeavours with 
the aggrelfor, to induce him to abft^in without delay fronj- 
farther hoftility, to make due fatisfaftion for the aamage 
done, and fliall take care for the future fecurity of hi$ 
Ally. 

IV. If this fair means do not fucceed within the (pace 
of two months, afliftance (hall immediately be fent by the 
ally to the party attacked, nor (hall the fame be recalled til f 
whist isexprefled in the foregoing fccond article be obtained; 

V. ^ht 
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, V. 'the fiiccours, which when this cafe happens, are ta 

be.furniflied by the allies, Ihall be as follows : On the 
J^art of hi6 Imperial and Catholick Majefty, twelve thou- 
land men, that is to fay, eight tHoufand foot, and four thou- 
fand hopfe. And on the part of his facredToyal majefty of 
Great Britain, ^s many thoufahd men; that is td 
fay, eight thoufand fodt^ atid^ fpur thoufand horftf. 
But if thfe nature of the war lliould require raiher 
maritime fuccours, in whole or in part, the ally ihall . bt 
obliged to furnilhy inftead of the iaid land forces, ia manjr 
fliips of war as (hall be equal in expence to the faid num- 
ber df irien : So likewife in cafe greater fuccours, either of 
Isuid or fea forces, fliould be neceffary, the allies (hall with- 
but delay come to an agreement about them^ and fhow an 
imicable difpofition on both fides. 

VI. It is agreed, that no other pnnce or. power (hall be 
invited or admitted into thi^ alliani^e, unlef^ by the unani- 
ihous and ihutual cohfent of the allies^ and in fuch maxw<;ir 
is (hall be ftipulated arid agreed between them. 
. VJIy BujL whereaf nothing is more deiired by either ally, 
&9^, this treaty being made^to fecure by mutual alfiftance 
the common fafety, arid preferve inviolable the^^ubU<:k 
j[)elce ; arid there being ho doubt but the Mighty iSt^tes 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands are 
difpofed moft readily to affift and promote, by their ac- 
teflioD, fo ufefiil and fo neceCTaiy fl. work, it is therefore 
how thought fit not only willingly to admit the faid -State* 
general into this prefent alliance, but to invite them ami-* 
tably without delay ,^ to ehter into it. 

In witnefs whereof the plenipotentiaries as well of his 
Sacred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, as of his SaCred 
JRoyal M^gefty of Great Britain, have figned thefe pre- 
(ents with their hands, and fet th^ir feals thereto. Done at 
Weftmintter on the 25th of May 1716.

IT is farther agreed^ that if in procefs of time wstt (hcfulcf 
break oat between his Sacred Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty, and the Ottoman Empire, the treaty of alliance 
concluded this day with his Sacred Royal Majefty of Great, 
Britain, £ball not be deemed in any wile td relate or extend 
thereto ; nor (hall war with the turks, (reafon of ftate fo 
requiring) be underftood to be a cafe intended by this trea- 
ty. Thhftparatc article is dated andjigrud as the treaty* 

Additional Separate and Secret Article. 

WHEREAS it is the principal fcope and intention of 
the treaty of alliance concluded the laft year be- 
tween his Sacred Imperial and Kofdl' CathoKck Majefty 
and his Rdyal Majefty of Great Britain, that the union 
and fiitiid/hip betwixt their faid majefties tnay be bound 
in the ctofeft engagements that are poifible, and that on 
ievery occafion that offers they may mutually promote each ' 
othef 's interefts, and may faithfully and uncerely fecure 
themfelves againft all enemies whatfoever : and whereas, 
fince thq conclufion of the faid allianqe, many of his Bri- 
lannick Majefty's rebel fubjefts have come into feveral 
of the hereditary provinces of his Imperial andXathoIick 
Majefty, whereby they found means and opportunity of 
carrying on a pernicious correfpondence with other ill-af- 
fefled and feditious inhabitants of Great Britain, and ufe 
all their endeavours to ftir up a new rebellion in the faid 
kingdom ; whence both the government of his Britannick 
Majefty, and the tranquilHty and repofe of his faithful fub- 
jefts may be continually difturbed by thefe fecret faftions 
and confpiraeies, to their very great detriment. It is 
therefore declared bv thefe prefents on the part of his Im- 
perial and Royal Catholick Majefty, that he will grant no 
entertainment, refuge, or paffage, under any pretext what- 
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loever within his fiereditary provinces fituated in GermsDjK 
and the Auftrian Netherlanas, to his Britannick Majefiy's 
rebel fubjcfts, who are or fliall be declared fuch,nor to the 
perfon commonly called the Pretender, As likewife hi«. 
joyal majefty of Great Britain doth promife, that he ne- 
ver will grant any paflage, entertainment, or refuge, to the 
rebel fubje£ls of his Imperial and Royal Catholick Ma- 
jefty, who are or fhall be declared fuch within his king^ 
doms of Great Britain and Provinces of the Roman Em* 
pire. Wherefore it is on both fides provided that they 
win mutually compel the afbrefajd rebel fubjefb to de* 
part out of the faid kingdoms and provinces within the 
(pace of eight ds^s, froni the titne that the minifter of 
him, whofe fubjecls thofe rebels are reputed, fliall have 
made fuch application to his (aid Imperial Majefty, or 
his Royal \fajefty, in the name of his mafter. In wit- 
nefs whereof we the commiflioners and plenipotentiaries 
of his Sacred Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, and 
of his Sacired Royal Majefty of Great Britain, by virtue 
of our full powers refpeQively (the jet)pies whereof are ad- 
ded at tlie end of this article) have figned this inftrumexit 
with our hands.

Convention for explaining the articles of M^ Afliento, or 
xontraHjor Negroes, between ilic mqfi^ Serene an4 nofi 
Potent Prince George, by the Graac of God, King of 
Great Britain, France, and Irelanfl, Defender oj ihti 
Faith, (3c. and the moji Serene and mofi Potent Prin^ 
Philip V. the Catholick King of Spain, Concluded a( 
Madrid, the tt ^f May, 1716, 

GEORGE, by the Grace of God, King of Great Bri^ 
tain, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, 
^c. To all and Angular to whom thefe prefent letters fhall 
come, greeting : whereas a certain convention, for explain* 
ingthe articles of the treaty commonly called El Affiento 
de los Negros, the Contraft for Negroes, between us and 
our good brother Philip V, the Catholick king of Spain 
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ittdt tlie indies, was concluded and figned by ininifters pie- 
liipotentiaries impowercd with fufficient authdtity on bothf 
£de^, at Madrid on thfc ^ day of the month of M^jr taft,* 
iii the form and words following : 

Aft £R a long war, which had afflided almoft all Europe^ 
and had produced difmal effeffd, it appearing that the con- 
tinuance of it would create yet more, it wais agreed witK 
the queen of Great Britain of glorious memory, to put at 
ftop to it, by i good and fincere peace; aind m order id 
render it firm and folid, and to mstintain the union be-^ 
tween the two nations, it was determined that the Afltiento' 
for fumifliitiff out' Weft Indies with Negroes, (houldfor thef 
future, and during the time expreffcd in the treaty of Affi- 
cnto, be on the accompt of the royal company of Eng- 
land ; which faid Company havihjj thereupon made feve- 
ral reprefentations to us by the minitter or Great Britain, 
after they had made the fame to the king their mafter, 
tonce^ning fome difficulties which related to certain arti* 
cles of the faid treaty ; and we being defirou^, not only to' 
maintain the peace etlabliflied with the Englifli nation, but 
to preferve and augment it by a perfeft good underftand- 
ing, have commanded our minifters to confer on the faid 
affair of the Affiento with the minifter plenipotentiary of 
the king of Great Britain, to the end that, as equity re- 
quires,, fome agreementjuight be. made on the iaid-ai^ei^ 
as has aftually been done by the following declarations. 

In <he treaty of Affiento made between their Britarinicfe 
atid Catholick Majefties on March 26, 1713, for the car- 
tying of* Negroes to the Indies by the company of England, 
*id for the term of thirty years, which were to commence 
from May 1, 1713, his Catholick Majefty was pleafed to 
^rant to the faid Company the favour of fending to the 
Indies every year (during the faid Affiento) a Ihip of 50a 
tun, as is mentioned in the faid treaty: on condition that 
the goods with which the faid annual (hip fhould be laden, 
Ihould not be allowed to be fold but in the time of the 
fair; and that if the fhip arrived in the Indies before the 
Ihips frdm Spain, the faQofs employed by the faid com-i 
pany (hould be obliged to land all the goods, and depofite 
them in truft in the Catholick King's warehoufes, to ht 
kept under two keys, and wi^ other cirCuraftances fpeci- 
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lied in tKe fai<J treaty, till thpyr couldibe fpld at'the time ot 
the fair. , : : 

It has been reprefented on the part of his , Britannkk 
Majefty and of \the faid company, that tlie faid favour wis 
granted by, the Catholick King to make good the k)Iic» 
which the company might TuflFer by the Affiento ; fo that: 
if the cofndition^ not to difpofe of the goocfs bqt in the mh^ 
of the faiFy were: to be .obferyecl^ and ^he fair,./3Qt being 
held regularly ev^ry year^ ^sexpojricncej has fhewn hereu 
fore, and as may happen' herivafter, the company inftea 
of gaining profit, would lofe this prime coft of thexargoj 
it Ijeing very well known, that goods will not keep loi^ 
in that country, and particularly at Porto-Bellp^ For, 
this reafon the company defires an affurance that the fair/ 
fliall be held every year, either at Cartagena, Porto-Beite^ 
or V^ya Cruz ;, and that notice may be given them al; 
Which of thofe three ports it is 'intended to keep tlii& fsrir^ 
that they may know where to fend out their IhipVwhic^ 
arriving at the faid ports^ if uq /air tlje there. heljd, thg 
company raay vend the goods iafter a certain limited time, 
to be reckoned from the day of the arrival of the faid filigf 
at fuch port. ■ \ . -, \ 

His majefty being willing to give the king of Great Bri^ 
tain new proofs of his friendlhip, and to corrofcorate thp 
iinion and good eorrefpondence between the two liatioasy 
has declared, and declares, that the fair &aU be held rcrj 
gularly every year, either in Peru, or in New Spain, anq 
that notice mall be given to the court of* England of tha 
exaQ: tiiwe when the Flota or Galleons will fail for the In- 
dies, to the end the company may at the fame .time dili 
patch the fhip granted by his Catholick, Majefty; and iit* 
cafe the Fbta and Galleona fhall not depart from Cadiz 
before the month of Jiine expires, the faid company IhaJl 
be allowed to fend away their fliip, giving notice of the 
day of her failing to the court of Madrid, or to the mini- 
fter of his Catholick Majefty who Ihall be at London ; 
tod when (he fliall arrive at one of the' three ports of 
Cartagena, Porto-Bello, or Vera Cruz, fhe fhall be ob- 
liged to wait there for the Flota or Galleons four months, 
to be reckoned from the day of the arrival of the faid fhip ; 
which term being expired, the company fliall be allowed 
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to fell their goods without an^ hindrance ; but it is to -bd 
Underftood, that if this (hip of the company's be bound for 
Peru, flie ftiall go direQly to Cartagena, and Porto-Bello, 
without pafling into the South-Sea, 

The faid company has alfo reprefent^d, that the num-» 
ber and price of Negroes to be bought in Africa being un-' 
certain ; and ^s they mud be purchafed with goods, not 
with money, thequantity of merchandize to be carried ta 
that country cannot be exa&Iy fettled ; and it being im- 
]^roper to run any hazard pf having too kw goods for that 
trade, it may happen that ther6 will be an overplus : where- 
fore the fatd company defirc, that the goods which fhall re- 
main undifpofed of in exchange for the Negroes, may be 
carried to the Indies, otherwife they fhould be obliged to 
caft them into the fea ; for obtaining this the faid company 
ofter, for the greater fecufity, to depoGte the faid goods 
^hich (hall remain overplus, in the firft port belonging to 
his Catholick Majefly which their fhip fhall reach, and in 
the king's warehoufes, to take the fame on board again 
when the fhip fhall be oh .her return to Europe. 
* As to the article, importing that the overplus goods 
which fhall not be difpofed of in purchafing Negroes, and 
for want of, warehoufes in Africa, are propof^d to be car- 
tied to the Indies, to be laid up in his Catholick Majefty's 
ports, under two keys, one to be kept by the king's of- 
ficers, and the other by the faftors of the faid company^ 
bis Catholipk Majefly will grant it to be done only at the 
port of Buenos Ayres ; becaufe between Africa and the 
feid port of Buenos Ayres, there is not any ifland or place 
under thd dominion of the king of Great Britain where the 
Ihips belonging, to the. Afliento for Negroes c^n put in; 
but it is quite the contrary with refpeft to the navigation 
between Africa pnd the ports of Caracas, Cartagena^ Por- 
to-Bello, Vera Crxjz, Havana, Pofto-Rico, and St. Do- 
mingo : for his Britannick Majefly is among the windward 
jflands pofTefTed of the iflands of Barbadoes, Jamaica, and 
feveral others ; at which the faid AfSento fhips may touch, 
and leave the faid overplus goods, which fhall not have 
Been exchanged for the Negroes, and take them in again 
when they return to Europe. By this means all manner 
>f fufpicion U takqn away, ^n^ the proceedings in the af- 
fair 
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fair of the Afficnto Ihall be with good faith, which ougU 
to be defired on both fides, and is moft convenient, Thd 
fa€lors of the faid company fliall be obliged, asfoon asth^ 
ihip (hall arrive in the port of Boeoos Avres, to give a 
declaration of all the fi^ goods to his Catnolick Majefty's 
x)fficers ; on condition, that all the goods which (hall not 
he declared, Ihall be Immediately confifcated and adjudged 
to bis Catholick Majefty. 

The faid company has likewffe reprefented to his Catho- 
lick Majefty fome difficulty that has rifen about th^ pay- 
tnentoftheduties of the year 1713, ftipulated and agreed 
on by the treaty of Afliehto, in which it is faid, that thp 
Afficnto was to begin on the ift day of May in the faid year : 
but the company having at the fame time purchafqd the 
\^hole number of Negroes, to keep them under his Ca- 
tholick Majefty's proteQion till the figning of the treaty^ 
the importing thofe Negroes into the Indies was not per- 
mitted, by reafon of the claufe which was inferted in the 
iSth article, namely, that the execution of the treaty 
ihould no.t take place till the peace fhould be proclaimed; 
fo that the company was obliged to caufe them to be fold 
to the Britifti colonies at confiderable lofe. And though 
the aompany have not received any profit, biit^ fufFered 
lofs, by reafon of the faid article, and of the faid claufe 
inferted in the faid treaty by his Catholick Majefty 's mi- 
nifters; yet the faid company are willing to give proofs 
of their moft humble refpeft to his Catholick Majefty, and 
propofe to pay for the year 1714, that is to fay, from the 
•'1 ft of May, that year forwards, fubmitting intirely to thp 
pretenfion for twp years :• on condition his Catholick Ma- 
jefty will be pleafed to grant to the faid company the per- 
miffion of fending the mip on the terms above exprefled, 
in which his majefty is interefted for the fourth part of the 
gain, with five per cent, on the other three parts ; fo that 
the faid company oblige thcmfelves to pay to his Catho- 
lick Majefty s order, as foon as they ftiallhave a fevoura^ 
ble anfwer, not only the 206,000 pieces of eight by way of 
iunticipation, but alfothe money duQ for the two years; 
which two fums together amouni- tq 466^666 pieces of 
f igh^ and twQ-third?. 
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. His Catfaolick Majefty having confidered die &id fepre* 
j^ntation, has been pleafed to grant^ as he does grant to 
fhe faid company, that thiC; (aid Affiento fhgU commence 
from May i, 1714; and; cpi^fequently that the faid com^ 
pany Ihafl be obliged to, j^y the d^ies of the two yeai^ 
which began on May t, 1714, and ended on May t, 1716, 
as well as the 200,000 pieces of eight, by way o>f anticip»- 
tiQn ; which Aim the faid Company are obliged to pay at 
Amfterdam, Paris, Londoi>, or Madridi ^U in one pay. 
inent, or divided into feyeral, as his Catholick Majefty 
ifhalt think fit ; and in the like manner iball the payment^ 
]be made for the future, as long as the (aid Affiento kfis ; 
ibr which payments the cSp&s of the faid company fhs^ \k 
anfwerable. 

As to the yearly (hip which his majefty has gran^d to the 
icompany, and which they have npjt fen( to the Indies ip the 
three years 1714, 1715, and 17x6; the company having 
pbliged themfelves to pay his Catholipk Majefty the duties 
^nd revenues of the aforefaid three years, his majefty is 
pleafed to make the laid pompany amends, by allowing 
fhem to divide the 1,500 tuns into ten annual parts, to be- 
gin the enfuing ypar 17*7^ and end in the year 1727 ; fo 
fhat the ihip granted by the treaty of Affiento, inftead of 
being but of 50Q tun, fhall be ot 650 tun, (each tun being 
to be computed at two pipes of Malaga i^ meafure, and at 
20 quintals in weight, as is the ordinary computatipn be* 
tween Spain and England) during the faid 10 years; on 
condition that the faid fliip fhall bp fearched and regiftered 
by his Catholick Majefty 's minifters andofiicerS) who lhal| 
^ at the ports of Vera Cruz, Cartagena, and Porto-Bello. 

The treaty of Afliefnto ma4c at Madrid on March 26, 
J 71 3, fliall remain in force, thqfe articles excepted which 
Iball appear to be contrary to what is concluded and figned 
ihis day, which fiiall be aboliihed and of no validity; and 
thefe preients ihall be approve(|, ratified, and exchanged 
on both fidos, within the terra of fix weeks, or fooner if it 
l>e poffible.

Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overyflel, Groningen, and 
Jthe Ommelands. 

Who after having communicated their full powers to 
one another, and after having e;cchanged the fame accord- 
ing to cuftom, agreed upon a treaty of defenfive alliance, 
between the moft Chriftian King, the king of Great Bri- 
tain, and the lords the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, their kingdoms, dominions and fubjeSs, on the 
following conditions. 

I. That from this day forth and for ever, there fhall be 
a true, firm, and inviolable peace, a moft fincere and in- 
timate friendfhip, and a moft ftrift alliance and union be- 
tween the faid moft ferene kings, their heirs and fucceflbrs, 
and the lords the States General, their lands, countries, and 
towns refpeSively, and their fubjefts and inhabitants, as 
well within as out of Europe : and that the fame be pre- 
lerved and cultivated in fuch manner, that the contrafting 
parties may faithfully aqd recijprocally reap their profit and 
advantage thereby ; and that by the moft convenient mea- 
iures all lofles and damages which inight befal them, may 
be averted and prevented. 

II. And forafmuch as it is known by experience, that, 
the near abode of the perfon, who in the life-time of king 
James 11. did take upon*him the tide of prince of Wales, 
and fince the death of the faid king has taken the title of 
jting of Great Britain, may excite commotions aiid trou-

bles in Great Britain, and the dominions depending there-! 
on, it is agreed upon and determined, that his mod ferene 
majefty the moft Chriftian King do oblige himfelf by the 
prefent treaty, to engage the faid perfon to depart out of 
the country of Avignon, and to go and take up his refi-? 
dence on the other fide of the Alps, immediately after the 
figning of the treaty, and before the exchange of the rati-! 
fications. And the moft Chriftian King, yet farther tq 
teftify his fincere defire, not only to obferve all the en- 
gagements which the crown of France has formerly en- 
tered into concerning the faid perfon, religioufly and in- 
violably, but ajfo to prevent all manner of fufpicion and 
difEdence for the future ; does again promife and engage 
for himfelf, his h^irs and fucceflbrs, not to give, or fur- 
nifh at any time whatever, direClly, or indireftly, either 
by fea,, or by land, any advice, aid or affiftance by money, 
arms, ammunition, military ftores, ftiips, foldiers, feamen, 
or any other manner of help whatfoever, to the faid perfon, 
who takes upon himfelf the tide before mentioned, or to 
|iny other perfons whatever, who having commiffion froni 
him may in confequence thereof difturb the tranquillity 
of Great Britain by open war, or by fecret confpiracies, or 
infurreftions and rebellions, and make pppofition to the 
govcrnnient of his Britannick Majefty. 

Moreover, the pioft Chriftian King promifes and engages, 
not to permit the perfon above defigned to return at any 
time hereafter to Avignon, or topafs through the lands dcr 
pending on the crqwn of France, on pretence of returning 
either tq Avignon or to Lorrain, or fo much as to fet foot 
on any part of his moft Chiriftian Majefty's dominions, 
much lefs to refide therp under any name or appearance 
whatfoever. ' 

III. The- faid moft ferene kings and the faid lords the 
State§ General do alfo promife and engage themfelves, re*r 
ciprocally to refufe all kind of refuge and proteftion to 
the fubje£ls of either of them, wlio have been, or ftiall be 
declared febels, whenever it ftiall be requefted hy the 
pontra£ling party, whofe fubje£ls thofe rebels (hall be known 
Jo he, and likewife to comppl the faid rebels to depart out 
ef the dominions undef jheif pbedje^pc?, iji ^ peek's time 
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aficr the minifter of the faid ally Ihall have required it in 
his mailer's name. 

IV. And the moft Chriftian King being fincerely defi- 
rous, that ievery thing heretofore agreed on with the 
crown of France concerning the town of Dunkirk, may 
be fully executed, and that nothing be omitted which the 
king of Great Britain may think neceflary for the entire de- 
ftruQtion of the port of Dunkirk, and to prevent all man- 
ner of fufpicion that there is an intention to make a new 
port at the canal of Mardyke, and to put it to fome other 
wfe than draining off the waters which might drown the 
country, and carrying on the commerce neceflary for the 
fiibfiftence and maintenance of the people of that part of 
the Netherlands, which is only to be carried on by .fmall 
boats, that are not allowed to be above 16 feet wide; his 
moft Chriftian Majefty doth engage, andpromife to caufe 
every thing to be executed, which the fieur d' Ibberville 
his moft Chriftian Majefty's envoy, having full power for 
ihat purpofe, did agree to, at Hampton-Court, as is con^ 
tainedin a memorial of the ^ of November, 1716, figned 
by the fieur d' Ibberville, and by the lord vifcount Town* 
ihend, and Mr. Methuen, fecretaries of ftate for Great 
Britain, which is as follows. 

An explanation of what Jkoidd he inferted in the IVth ar^ 
tide of the treaty concerning the canal andjluices of Mar • 
dyke. 

1. nnHAT the great' paffage of the new fluige of 
JL Mardyke, which is 44 feet wide, fliall bfe de- 
molifhed from top to bottom, that is to fay, by taking away 
its * bajoyers, planks, * bufks, * longrines, and * traver- 
tines, from one end to the other ; and by taking off the 
gates, the wood and iron-work of which fhall be taken to 
pieces, and all thefe materials be employed elfewhere to 
fuch ufes as his moft Chriftian Majefty (hall think fit; pro- 
i^ided neverthelefs, that they be never made ufe of for any 

• Thefe are terms for beams, &c. which cannot be rendered 
into Englifh, 
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port, haven or fluicc at Dunkirk or Mardyke,* or in anj^ 
other place whatfoever, within two leagues from either 6S 
thofe two places; : it being the intention of the contraQing 
' parties, ancj the end they propofc to thcmfelves by this 
treaty, that tio port, haven, fortification, fluice or bafin, 
be made or built at Dunkirk, the fluice of Mardyke, or any 
other place whatever along the ihore, at fuch diftance up-* 
on that co^ft. 

9. That the little fluice fliall remain as it is at prefent, 
with refpeflt to its depth, provided the breadth thereof be 
reduced to 16 feet; that is to fay, by advancing the Ba- 
joyer de la Pille ten feet on the weft-fide, after having 
taken away fix feet of the flooring, and the bulks of the 
* radier aU along on the fame fide, the remaining four feet 
of plank or floqring being neceflary te ferve for the foun- 
dation of a new * bajoyer ; and forafmuch as the faid ba- 
joyer muft be advanced ten feet towards the eaft-fide, there 
ihall likewife be demoliflied ten feet of the fame pile on 
the weft-fide from the foundation, to the end that the pre- 
fent radier may never ferve for a fluice of 26 feel broad, 
as thi^ is at prefent. 

3. The jettees and fafcine-work from the Dawns, or 
the place where the tide rifes upon the ftranc}, when it is 
high water, down to the loweft ebb, fliall be demoliftied 
on both fides of the new canal, and made level with the 
ihorc ; and the ftones and fafcjne-work that are above the 
faid level, may be carried away and employed to fuch ufe 
ss his moft Chriftian Majefty fhall think fit; provided how- 
ever, that they be never made ufe of for any port or ha- 
ven at Dunkirk, or Mardyke, or any other place whatfo- 
ever, within two leagues from either of thofe two places: 
the intention of the parties contrafting, and the end they 
propofc to themfelves by this treaty being, that no more 
jettees or fafcine-work fliall ever be made again upon the 
Ihore of this coaft, within that diftance on either fide. 

4, It is alfo ttipulated, that immediately after the ratifi-. 
cation of this prefent treaty, a fufficient number of work- 
men ftiall be employed in the demolition of the faldje|tees 
along the new canal, to the end that they may be jPtepd, 
and the work fihiftied, if poffible, within twompnths aftc^^ 

the- 
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tifc ratifiWtibri. Kut for as much as it has been reprej(ent* 
•ted, that becaufe the feafon is fo far advanced, they cannot 
'begin to narrow the radier of the fmall paffage, nor demo- 
iifh the great radier till next fpring, it is agreed that this 
work fhall be begun ^Vjijfj atid entirely perfefted if 

'poffible, in the manner abovementioned by the end of 
June, 1717. 

5. The demolition of the jettees or peers on both fides 
of the old canal or port of Dunkirk, Ihall be entirely 
Bniffied and made level with the ground, all the way from 
the loweft ebb, as Far as within the town of Dunkirk; and 
if there (hall remain any pieces of JFort Blanc, Chateau 
Verd, and Bonne Efperance, they Ihall be totally laid flat 
lo the ground. 

When this trt^ty {hall bfe l^tified, the king of Great 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces may fend commiflioners to the fpot, to be eye* 
witnefles of the execution of this article. 

We have figned this article pfovifionally, and upon con- 
dition that it be ajpproVed by his molt Chriftian Majefty, 
his Britanmck Majefty, and the lords the States General 
©f. the United Provinces. At Hampton- Court the ^ of 
September in the year 1716. Signed by d' Ibberville, 
Townfliend, and P. Methuen* 

V. It being the true end and purpofe ot this alliance, 
between the faid moft ferene kings, and the lords the Stateif 
Ceneral, to preferve anil maintain reciprocally the peace 
and tranquillity of their kingdoms, dominions and pro* 
vinces, eftabUflied by the late treaties of peace, concluded 
and figned at Utrecht the 11th of April 1713, between 
their moft ferene majefties the moft Chriftian King, the 
queen of Great Britain, and the faid high and mighty 
lords the States General of the United Provinces; it is 
agreed upon and concluded, that all and lingular the arti- 
cles of the faid treaties of peace, as far as they relate to the 
intereft of the faid three powers refpeftively, and of each 
jof them, in particular, and likewifc the fucceffions to the 
crown of Great Britain in the proteftant line, and to the 
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crown of France, according to the faid treaties, fliati re^ 
main in their full force and vigour; and that the faid mod 
ferene kings and the faid lords the States General do pro- 
mife their reciprocal guarantee for the execution of all the 
conventions contained in the faid articles, fo far as they 
regard the fucceflions and interefts of the faid kingdoms 
andftatesas abovefaid,and likewife for the maintaining and 
defending of all the kingdoms, provttices, ftates, rights, 
immunities, and advantages, which each of the faid allies 
refpeftively fliall really be poflefled of, at the time of the 
figning of this alliance. And for this end the faid moft fe- 
rene kings, and the lords the States General, have agreed 
and concluded between themfelves, that if any one of the 
faid allies be attacked by the arms of any prince or ftate 
whatever, the other allies fliall interpofe their good offices 
widi the aggreffor, to procure fatisfaftion to the party of- 
fended, and to engage the aggreffor to abftaiii entirely from 
9II kinds of hoftility. 

VI. But if fuch good offices have not the expeSed effeflr, 
to reconcile the two parties, and to obtain a fatisfa6tton and 
reparation of damages within two months, then thofe of 
the allies who have not been attacked, (ball be obliged 
without delay to affift their ally, and to furnilh him the 
fuccours hereafter mentioned, viz. 

The moft Chriftian King, 8,000 foot and 2,000 horfe* 
The kitig of Great Britain, 8,000 foot and 2,000 horfe. 
The States General 4,000 foot and 1,000 horfe. 

But if the ally who fhall be engaged in a war, as afbre-^ 
faidj chufe rather to have fuccours by fea, or even prefers 
money to either fea or land forces, the fame fhall be left 
to his difcretion ; provided a proportion be always obferved 
between the fums given, and the number of troops above 
ipecified. 

And to the end that there may be no difpute about this 
point, it is ftipulated that 1,000 foot foldiers fhall be valued 
at the fum of 10,000 livres per month, and J, 000 horfe at 
the fum of 30,000 livres per month, Dutch money, rec- 
koning 12 months in the year; andfucccuri by fea fliall 
be valued at the fame proportion. 

VII. 
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VI t. II is Jikdwife ftipulated and agreed upon, that if 
the kingdoms, countries or provinces of any of the allies . 
are difturbed by inteftine quarfels, or by rebellions on ac- 
count of the faid fucceffions, or under any other pfetext 
whatever, the ally thus in trouble ftiall have full right to de- 
mand of his allies the fuccours abovementioried, or fuch 
part thereof as he fhall judge neceiTary, at the coft and ex- 
pence of the allies that are obliged to furnifh thefe fuc- 
cours, which fhall be fent within the fpace of two months 
after they are demanded; favitig however, as is afbrefaid, 
to the party that Requires them, his free choice to demand 
fuccours either by land or fea : and the allies fhall be re- 
imburfed of what charges they fhall be at for the fuccout-s 
given, by virtue of this article, within the fpace of a year 
after thofe troubles are pacified andappeafed. But in cafe 
the faid fuccours be not fufBcient, the faid allies fhall agree 
in concert to fiirnifh a greater number, and alfo if the cafe 
require it, they fliaH declare war againft the aggreffors, and 
aflBfl one another with all their forces. 

VIII. The prefent treaty fhall be ratified by their liioft 
Chriflian and Britanhick Majeflies, and the lords the 
States General, and the letters of ratification fhall be de- 
liv^ered in due form on all fides, within the fpace of four 
weeks or fooner, if poflible, counting from the day of 
Cgning thefe prefents. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten being vefled 
with full powers from their mofl Chriftian and Britannick 
Majeflies, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, have in their names figned this prefent treaty, 
and caufed the feals of our arms to be thereto affixed.

WHEREAS in the fifth article of the treaty of al- 
liance concluded this day between their moft fe- 
rene majeflies, the moft Chriflian King and the king of 
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Great Britain, and the high and mighty lords the Stat^5 
General of the United Provinces, a reciprocal guarantee 
was agreed upon for the execution of all the conditions 
mentioned in the faid article, andlikewife for maintaining 
and defending all the kingdoms, provinces, ftates, domi- 
nions, immunities and advantages, which each of the faid 
allies rcfpeftively (hall really be poffeffed of at the time of 
the figning of the faid alliance ; the underwritten ambaf- 
fadors extraordinary and plenipotentiaries of his molt Chrif- 
tian Majefty, and the deputies and plenipotentiaries of the 
faid lords the States General, have agreed, that without 
any manner of derogation from the firft article of the faid 
alliance, according to which there (hall be an inviolabl.e 
peace, and a ftri£t alliance between their faid majefties, and

In the ndme of the Mofl Holy ai}d Undivided Trinity^ 

BE it known to all whom it doth concern, or may anjr 
way concern. 
Whereas the moft ferene and moft potent prince, 
George, of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, king, 
duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh, eleftor of the holy 
Roman Empire, &c. and the moft ferene and moft potent 
prince Lewis XV. the moft Chriftian King, &c. as like- 
wife the High and Mighty States General of the United 
Provinces of the Netherlands; being continually intent on 
preferving the bleffing of peace, have duly coafidered, ' 
that however by the triple alliance concluded by them on 
the 4th day of January, 1717, their own kingdoms and 

pro- 
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provinces were provi(Jed for, yet that the provifion was 
neither fo general nor fo Iblid, as that the publick tran- 
quilh'ty could long flourifh and laft, unlefs at the fame time 
the jcaloufies which were ftill increafing between fome of 
the princes of Europe as perpetual occafions of variance 
could be removed : and being convinced by . experience 
from the war kindled the laft year in Italy, for the tiniely 
cxtinguifliing whereof by a treaty made the 1 8th day of 
July, N^ S. in the ye^^r 1718, they agreed among them-* 
i'elve^upan certain articles of pacification, according to 
which a peace might be brought about and eftabliflaed be- 
tween his facred Imperial Majefty and the king of Spain ; as 
lijcewife between his faid Imperial Majefty and the king 
of Sicily, and farther gave a friendly invitatioa to his Im- 
perial Majefty, that out of his love for the publick peace 
and quiet, he would receive and approve the faid articles 
of convention in his own name, and accordingly that he 
himfelf would accede to the treaty made by them, the te- 
noi: of which is as foUoweth, 

Conditions of peace between his Imperial Majejty and his royal 

Catholick ' Majejly. 

Art* I, For quieting the difturbances lately raifed con* 
itrary to the peace of Baden, concluded the 7th day of Sep- 
Cember, 1714, as likewife to the neutrality eftabliflied for 
Italy by the treaty of the 14th day of March, 1713, the 
moft ferene and moft potent king of Spam obliges himfelf 
(to reftore to his Imperial Majefty, and accordingly fhall 
immediately, or at the fartheft after two months to be 
reckoned from the exchange of the ratifications of this 
prefent treaty, aftually reftore to his faid Imperial Ma* 
jefty the ifland and kingdom of Sardinia in the condition 
wherein he feized it, and fliall renounce in favour of his. 
Imperial Majefty aU rights, pretenfion^, interefts, and 
claims upon the faid kingdom; fo that his Imperial Ma- 
jefty full v and freely, and in the manner which he judges 
beft, out of his love to the publick good, may difpofe of it 
0s. of his, ownproperty. 

II. Whereas the only method which could be found 
out for fixing a durable balance in Europe was judged i(x 
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fee this, that it Ihould be an eftabliflied rule that the king^ 

doms of France and Spain ftiouW never go together, or be 

united in one and the fame perfon, or in one and the fame 

line, and tljat thofe two monarchies fhould henceforward 

for ever remain feparate; and whereas for confirming this 

rule lb neceffary for the piibHc tranquiUity, thofe princes, 

to whom the prerogative of birth might have given a right 

of fucceeding in both kingdoms, have fplemnly renounced 

one of thofe two kingdoms for themfelves and all their pof- 

terity ; fo th^t this feparation of the two monarchies has 

paffed into a fundamental law in the general affembly 

commonly called Las Korte^^ which was received at Madrid ^ 

the 9th day of 'November 171 i?, and confolidated by the 

treaties of Utrecht, the 11th day of April 1713, his Im^ 

perial Majefty being willing to give the utmoft perfeftion 

to fo necellary and wholfome a law, to take away all ground 

.of fufpicion, and to promote the piibHck tranquillity, doth 

accept and agree to tiiofe things which were done, ratified, 

and eftablifhed in the treaty of Utrecht, with regard to the 

right and order of fucceffion to the kingdoms of France 

and Spain, and doth renounce as well for himfelf, as for 

his heirs, defcendents, and fucceffors, male and female, 

all rights, and all and every pretenfion whajtfoever, not' 

one in the leaft excepted, on any kingdoips whatfoever, 

dominions, and provinces of theSpanifh monarchy, where* 

of the Catholick King was acknowledged to be thq rightful 

pbffeflbr by the treaty of Utrecht, and will caufe to be 

raade out in due form accordingly folemn aQs of renun-p 

iciation, which he will caufe to be publiflied and regiftcred 

in' the proper courts, and promifes thathe will exhibit the 

jjfual injftruments thereypoi) tq his Cathoiipk Majefty and 

to the GontraQing powders. 

IIL By virtue of the faid renunciation, which his Im-r 
perial Majefty has made out of regard to the fecurity of all 
turope; and in confideration likewife that the duke of 
Orleans ha$ for himfelf and for his defcendents renounced 
^11 his rights and claims upon the kingdom of Spain, on 
condition that neither the emperor, nor any of his de- 
fcendents, (hall ever fuGceed to the faid kingdom ; his Im- 
perial Majefty dojh acknowledge Philip V. to be lawful 
fcing of Spaift ^nd pf the Indips, and 4oth pirpmife to give 

hii:y

the titles and prerogatives belonging to his dignity anii 
Iris ki-ngdoms; and moFeover, he will allow him, hi* 
defcendents, heirs and fucceflbrs, male and female, peace* 
zliy lo cnjojrall thofe dominions of the Spanifh monarchy 
in EufTope, the Indies, and elfewhere ; the poOeffioD 
whereof was aJlowed to him by the treaties of Utreeht, noF 
will he direfUy or indireflly difturb him in the faid pof- 
feffioo at any time, nof wil^ he claim to bimielf any right 
to the iaid kingdoms and provinces. 

IV. In return for the renunciation and acknawledgmcnt 
made by his Imperial Majefty in the two foregoing arti- 
cles, the Catholick King as well in his own, as in the name 
€>f Ws heirs, defcendents, and fucceffor^, male and female, 
A)tb renounce in favour of his Imperial Majefty, his fucr 
ceflbfs> heirs and defcendents male arid female, all rights 
and daims whatfoever, none in the leaft being excepted, 
vpon all and every the fcingdomsj provinces, and domi- 
vkm^, which his Imperial Majefty doth poiTef^ in Italy or 
the Netherlands, or may accrue to him by virtue of thi^ • 
jwefent treaty ; and he doth wholly abdicate all rights, 
kingdoms, and provinces in' Italy, which heretofore be- 
kmged to the Spanilh monarchy, among which the mar- 
^iiat of Final yielded by his Imperial Majefty to the re- 
paWickof Genoa in the year 1713, is underltood to be 
exparefsfy comprehended, and he will caufe to be made ou| 
aKXordingly folemn afts of renunciation in due form, which 
tcwiUcaufeto be publifhedandregifteredintheproper courts, 
and promifes that he will exhibit the ufualinftruments there^ 
upon to his Imperial Majefty and the contrafting powers. 
His Catholick Majefty doth in like manner renounce the 
fight of rcvexfion of the kingdom of 'Sicily to the crown of 
^iain, which he had referved to himfelf, and all other, 
fiaxms and pretenfions under pretext whereof he might 
diflrorbhis Imperial Majefty, his heirs and fucceflbrs, di- 
reSly or indireftly, as well in the aforefaid kingdoms and 
provinces, as in all other donxinions, which he aSually 
poSeffes in the Netherlands or elfewhere. 

V. Wliereas in cafe the grand duke of Tufcany, or the 
duke of Parma and Placentia, or their fucceffors, ftiould die 
without male iffue, the pretenfions ojf fucceffio^ to the do^ 
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lAiiiions poffeffcd by them might kindle a new war in Italy, 
an account of the difierent rights of fuccelTion, whereby, 
after the deceafe of the next heirs before her, the prefeot 
queen of Spain born dutchefs of Parma, claims the laid 
dukedoms to herfelf on the one part, and the emperor and 
empire on the other part. To the end that the great dif- 
putes, and the evils arifing from them, maybe timely ob- 
viated ; it is agreed that the flates and dutchies at prefent 
poffeffed by the grand duke of Tufcany, and duke of 
Parma and Placentia aforefaid, fhall in time to come be 
held and acknowledged by all the contracting powers as 
undoubted male fiefs of the Holy Roman Empire. His 
Imperial Majefty on his part doth confent by himfelf as 
head of the empire', that whenever it fhall happen that the 
faid dutchies Ihall lie open for want of heirs male, the 
firft-born fon of the faid queen of Spain, and his defcen- 
dents, being males, bora in lawful matrimony ; and in de- 
fault of them the fecond born, or other the younger fons 
of the iaid queen, if any fhall be born, together with their 
male defcendents, born in lawful marriage, fliall in like 
manner fucceed to all the provinces aforefaid. To which 
end it being necelfary that the confent of the empire be 
alfo given, his Imperial Majefty will ufe all his endeavours 
to obtain it ; and having obtained it, he will caufe the 
letters of expeftative, containing the dventual inveftiture 
for the fon of the faid queen, or her fons, and their legiti- 
mate male defcendents, to be expedited in due form ; and 
he will caufe the faid letters to be delivered to the Ca- 
tholick King immediately, or at leaft after two months 
from the exchange of the ratifioltions : without any da- 
. mage nevertheleis, or prejudice, to the princes who now 
have pofieflion of the faid dutchies, which poffeflion is to 
remain entirely fafe to them. 

It is farther agreed, between his facred Imperial 'Ma- 
jefty, and the Catholick King* that the town of Leghorne 
may, and ought, perpetually to remain a free port, in 
the fame manner as it now is* 

By virtue of the renunciation made by the king of 
Spain, of all the dominions, kingdoms and provinces in 
Italy, which' heretofore belonged to the kjngs of Spain, 
that king fhall yield to the aforefaid prince his fou, * the 
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town of Poito-Longon^, together with that part of th* 
ifland Elba, which he a6hially poiieflcs therein ; and (hall 
deliver the fame up to him, as foon as that prince, on the 
extinction of the male pofterity of the grand dukie of Tuf- 
cany, ihall be admitted into die adual pofie^on of his 
territories. 

It is moreover agreed to, and provided by folemn con* 
tra6l, that none of the aforefaid dutchies or dominions, at 
any time, or in any cafe, may or ought to be pofleft by a 
pnnce, who at the' fame time holds the kingdom of Spain ; 
and that no king of Spain can ever take upon him the 
guardianfhip of that prince, or may be allowed to exerdfe 
the fame* 

Laftly it is agreed, and thereto all and fingular the parties 
contraoing have equally bound themfeives, that it never 
ihall be allowed, during the lives of the prefent pofTeifors of 
the dutchies of Tufcany and Parma, or of their malefoccef- 
fors, that any forces of any country whatfoever, whether 
their own or hired, fliall either by the emperor, the king 
of Spain and France, or even by the prince appointed, as 
above, to the fucceflion, be introduced into the provinces 
and lands of the faid dutchies ; nor ihall any of them place 
any garrifon in the cities, ports^ towns, or fortrefles ther^^ 
in fituated. 

But that the laid fon of the queen of Spain, appointed 
by this treaty to the fuccefllion of the great duke of Tufca- 
ny and the duke of Parma and Placentia, may be more 
fully fecured againft all events, and may more certainly' 
depend on the execution of the fucceflion promifed him : 
and likewife that the iief, conftituted as above, may remain 
ipviolable to the emperor and empire ; it is agreed on both 
fides, that garrifons, not exceeding however the number of 
6,000 men, which ihall be put into the principal towns 
thereof, viz. Leghorn, Porto Ferraro, Parma, and Pla- 
cenda, be taken from among the Swifs Cantons, whieh 
Cantons are for this purpoie to be payed by the three con^ 
trafting powers, who have taken upon them the part of me- 
diators. And the faid garrifons are therein to be con* 
tinned till the cafe of the faid fucceffion ihall happeh, when 
they ihall be obliged to deliver the towns to the faid prince 
appointed to the fucceflion. lij[everthelcfi without any 
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lifouble or charge to the prefent poffeffors, and their fuc- 

ceflbrs be males, to whom likewife the faid garrifons are to 
take an oath of fidelity, and are to affume to themfelves 
no other authority than only the guard of the cities com- 
mitted to their charge. 

But whereas thisi beneficial work may be longer delayed 
than is convenient, before an agreement can be made with 
the Swifs Cantons about the number, pay, and manner of 
eftabtifhing fuch a force ; his facred royal Britannick Ma- 
jcfty out of his fingular z^al for the faid work, and the 
publick tranquillity, and for the earlier obtaining the end 
propofed, will hot in the mean time refufe to lend his own 
forces for the ufe abovementioned, if the reft oV the con- 
tracting powers think good, till the forces to be raifed in 
the Swift Cantons can take upon them the guard and cuf- 
tody of the faid cities. 

VI. His Catholick Majefty, to teftify his fincere incli- 
nation for the publick tranquillity, doth confent to all things 
hereafter mentioned, with regard to what is fettled about 
the kingdom of Sicily for the advantage of his Imperial 
Majefty, and doth renounce for himfelf, his heirs and fuc- 
ccflbrs male and female, the right of reverfion of that 
kingdom to the crown of Spain, which he exprefsly re- 
ferved to himfelf by the inftrument of ceffion dated the 
loth of June 1713. Out of love to the publick good he 
moreover departs fi-om the faid aft of the loth of June 
1713, as far as is neceflary, as likewife from the fixth 
article of the treaty of Utrecht betwixt himfelf and his 
royal highnefs the duke of Savoy, as likewife in general 
from every thing that may oppofe the retroceflion, dif- 
pofition and permutation of the above-mentioned king- 
dom of Sicily by this prefent treaty eftabliftied. On con- 
dition neverthelefs that the right of reverfion of the ifland 
and kingdom of Sardinia to the, faid crown may be yielded 
and allowed to him, as hereafter in the fecond article of the 
conventions between his facred Imperial Majefty and the 
king of Sicily is farther explained. 

VII. The emperor and the Catholick King mutually 
promife and bind themfelves to a reciprocal defence and 
guaranty of all the kingdoms and provinces which they 
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aflually poflefs, or the poifeffion whereof ought to belong 
to them by virtue of the prefent treaty. 

VIII. His Imperial Majefty and his royal Catholick 
Majefty fhall immediately after exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of thefe prefent conventions, put in execution all 
and every the conditions therein comprehended, and tliat 
within the fpace of two months at the fartheft, and the in- 
ftruments of the ratifications of the faid conventions fiiall 
be exchanged at London within the fpace of two months, 
to be computed from the day of figning, or fooner if pof- 
fible. Which execution of the conditions being previouf-. 
ly performed, their minifters and plenipotentiaries, by 
them to be named, (hall in die place of congrefs, which 
they (hall agree upon, with all fpeed feverally fettle and 
determine the other points of their particular peace, un- 
der the mediation of the three contrafting powers. 
. It is farther agreed, that in the treaty of peace particu- 
larly to be made between the emperor and the king of 
Spain, a general amnefty (hall be granted to all perfons 
of any (late, dignity, degree, or fex whatlbever, whether, 
ecclefiaftical or military, political or civil, who followed 
the party of the one or the other prince during the late 
war ; in virtue whereof all and Angular the faid perfons 
fhall be permitted to receive, and they may receive full 
pofleflSon and ufe of their goods, rights, privileges, ho- 
nours, dignities, and immunities, and (liall ufe and enjoy 
the fame as freely as they did enjoy them at the beginning 
of the laft war, or at the time when they begun to join 
themfelves to the one or the other party, all confifcations, 
arrefts, and fentences made, pa(rcd, or pronounced, du- 
ring the war to the contrary notwithftanding, which fhall 
be held as null and of no eflFeCl. In virtue moreover of 
the aforefaid amnefty, it fliall be lawful and free for all and 
Angular the faid perlbns, who followed one or the other 
party, to return to their country, and to enjoy their goods 
in the fame manner as if no war had happened ; and a full 
licence is given them to take care of the (aid efi'eQs, either 
by themfelves if they (hould be prefent, or by their at- 
tornics, if they (hould choofe rather to abfent themfelves 
from their country, and they may either fell, or any other 
way, according to their pleafure, difpofe of them entirely 
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after the fame manner they might have done before the 
beginning of the war. 

Conditions of the treaty to he concluded between his Imperial 

Majejly and the king of Sicily* 

^r^ L Whereas the ceffion of Sicily, by the treaties 
of Utrecht to the houfe of Savoy, being folely made for 
rendering that peace folid, and not on the account of any 
right the king of Sicily had thereto, has been fo far from 
bringing about the end propofed, that, as all Europe can 
' witnefs, it has rather proved the great obftacle which hin- 
dered the emperor from kcceding to the faid treaties, in- 
afmuch as the feparation of the kingdoms of Naples and 
Sicily, fo long ufed to remain under the iame dominion 
and to be called by the name of Both the Sicilies, has not 
only beenfpund oppofite to the common interefts and mu- 
tual prefervation of both kingdoms, but likewife to the 
repofe of all Italy, being conftantly produftive of new 
commotions, while neither the ancient intercourfe and 
mutual relation between the two nations can be deftroyed, 
lior the interefts of the different princes can be eafily re- 
conciled : for this reafon it is /that the princes, who firft 
made the Utrecht treaties, have thought it lawful for them 
even without the confent of the parties concerned, to abro- 
gate that one article of thofe treaties which regards the 
kingdom of Sicily, and is not any principal part of 
the faid treaty, founding themfelves chiefly upon thefe 
reafons ; that the prefent treaty will receive its increafe and 
completion from the emperor s renunciation ; and that by 
the exchange of Sicily for Sardinia, the wars which direaten 
Italy may be prevented, inafmuch as the emperor might 
rightfully attack Sicily, which he never yet renounced, and 
which fince the infrafclion of the neutrality of Italy by the 
feizure of Sardinia, he may rightfully recover by force of 
arms: befides that the king of Sicily may become poflefTed 
of a certain and durable dominion by the benefit of fo 
folemn a treaty with his Imperial Majefty, and guarantied 
by the chief princes of Europe. Bemg moved therefore 
by fo great reafons they have agreed that the king of Sici- 
ly ihall reftore tp his Imperial Majefty the ifland and 
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kingdom of Sicily with all its de|>endiencies and appen« 
dages in the ftate wherein they now are, immediately, or 
in two months at the fartheft from the exchange of the ra- 
tifications of the prefent treaty. And be fliall in favour 
of the emperor, his heirs, and fucceffors of both fexes, 
renounce all rights and pretenfions whatfoever to the (aid 
kingdom, as well for himfelf as his heirs and fucceflbrs, 
male and female ; the reverfion thereof to the crown of 
Spain being entirely taken away, 

II. In r^urn bis Imperial Majefty fhall yield to the 
king pf Sicily the ifland and kingdom of Sardinia, in the 
fame condition wherein he fhall receive it from the Ca^^ 
tholick King, and fhall renounce all rights and interefta 
in the fkid kingdom for himfelf, his heirs, and fucceflbra 
of both fe^s, in favour of the king of Sicily, his heirs and 
fucceffors, that he may hereafter perpetually pofTefs the 
lame with a title of a kingdom, and all other honours an«r 
flexed to the royal dignity in the fame manner as he pof^ 
fefled the kingdom of Sicily ; on condiiic^ neverthelcfi 
that the reverfion of the faid kingdom of Sardinia fhall be 
referved to the crown of Spain, whenever it may happen 
that the king of Sicily fhall be without heirs male, and ail 
the houfe of Savoy- mall likewife be deftitute of heirs male. 
But in the fame manner altogether as the faid reverfion 
was fettled and ordained for the kingdom of Sicily by 
the treaties of Utrecht, and by th^ a^ft of cefBon in pui?^ 
fuance thereof made by the king of Spain, 

III. His Imperial Majefliy fhall confirm to the king of 
Sicily all the ceffions made to him by th^ tr^ty figned at 
Turin the 8th day of November 1703, as well of that 
part of the Dutchy of Montferrat, as of the provinces, 
cities, towns, caftles, lands, places, rights, and revenue^ 
of the flate of Milan, which he now doth poifefs, in the 
manner wherein he aSually doth pofTefs them • and he 
will flipulate for himfelf, his deCcendents, and fucceflbrs, 
that he never will diflurh him, his heirs, or fucceflbrs, in 
the poffeflion aforefaid : on condition neverthelefe that ail 
other claims and pretenfions which he may pofBbly niakc 
}n virtue of the faid treaty fhall be and remain void. 

IV. His Imperial Majefty fhall acknowledge the right 
pf the Hing of Sicily, and his houfe to fqcg^ed immediately 
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to tlie kingdom of Spain and of the Indies, in cafe of th^ 
feilure of king Philip V • and his pofterity, in manner as is 
fettled by the renunciations ot the Catholick King, thei 
duke of Berry, and the duke of Orleans, and by the 
treaties of Utrecht; and his Imperial Majefty fhall. pr^- 
mife as well for himfelf as for his fucceffoi:s and defcen* 
dent^, that at no ^ime he will direftly orindireftlyoppofe, 
or any way aft contrary to the iame. It is d^^lared ne* 
yertbelefs th^t no prince of the houfe 9f Savoy who fhall 
fuceeed to the crown of Spain, m^y poffefs at the famq 
^irae any Province or dominion on, the continent of Ifaly, 
and that m fuch cafe thofe provinces fhall devolve to the 
collateral princes of that houfe who Ihall fuceeed therein 
one after another according to the proximity of blopfl. 

V* His Imperial Majefty and the king of Sicily fbaU 
give mutual guaranties for all the kingdoms and provinces 
which they aftually poiTefs in Italy, or which fliall accrue 
to them by virtfus or this prelent treatv. 

VI. His Imperial Majefty and the king of Sicily imme- 
diately after the exchange of the ratifications of thefe con- 
ventions {hall put in execution all and every the conditions 
therein contained, and that within the fpace of two months 
at the fartheft.: and the inftruments of the ratifications of 
the faid conventions fhall be exchanged at London within 
two months from the day of fignipg, or fooner if ppffible. 
And immediately after the previous execution of the, faid 
conditions, their minifters and plenipotentiaries by them 
to be named fhall, in the place of congrefs they fhall 
jigree upon, with all fp^ed feverally fetde the other points 
of their pardcular peace, under the roediaf ion of the three 
contrafting powers. 

His abovenamed Imperial and Catholick Majefty be- 
ing extremely inclined to promote the peace prppofed, 
and to avert.tbe dreadful calamities of war, and o^t of his 
fincere delire to fettle an univerfal pacification, hath ac- 
cepted the afore-mentioned conventions, and all and An- 
gular the articles thereof, and hereby doth accept the fame, 
and accordingly has entered into a particular treaty with 
the three powers, abovefaid on the following conditions. 

Art. 1. That there be and remain between his facred 
Imperial Catholick Majefty, his facred Royal Majefty of 
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Great Britain, his facred royal and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, and the High and Mighty Lords the States General 
of the United Netherlands, and their heirs and fucceffors, 
a moft ftrift alliance, in virtue whereof each of them are 
bound to preferve the dominions and fubjeQs of the others, 
as likewife to maintain peace, to promote mutually the in- 
terefts of the others as their own, and to prevent and re- 
pel all damages and injuries whatfoevtr.' 

II. The treaties made at Utrecht and Baden fhall remain 
in their full ttrength and force, and (hall be a part of this^ 
treaty, thofe articles excepted, from Which it has been 
judged for the publick good to depart ; as likewife thofe 
articles of the Utrecht treaties excepted, which were abo- 
liflied by the treaty of Baden. The treaty of alliance made 
at Weftminfter the 25th day of May 1716, betwen his fa- 
cred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, and his facred Royal 
Majeffy of Great Britain, as likewife the treaty made at 
. the Hagye.the 4th day of January 17 17, between the king 
of Great Britain ana the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General of the United Provinces, Ihall neverthelefs 
remain in full force in every particular. 

HI. His facred Britannick Majefty, as likewife his fa* 
cred moft Chriftian Majefty, and the lords the States Ge^ 
neral of the UnitedNetherlands, do covenant for themfelves 
their heirs and fucceflbrs, that they never will direftly or 
indireflly diftufb his facred Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
jefty his heirs and fucceflbrs, in any of his kingdoms, do.^ 
minions, and provinces, which he pofiefl'es by virtue of the 
treaties of Utrecht and Baden, or which he ftiall gain poP- 
feflion of by virtue of this prefent treaty. On the contrary 
they both will and ought, to defend and guarantee the pro- 
, vinces; kingdoms, and jurifdiftions, which he now poflbfles^ 
or which fliall accrue to him in virtue of this treaty, as well 
in Gerrjiany as in the Netherlands and in Italy , and they 
promife that they wnll defend the faid kingdoms and pro- 
vinces of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty againft all 
and Angular who may attempt to invade th^ fatne in a.ho- 
ftile manner: and that they both will and ought, when the 
cafe happens, to jfurnifli him with fuch fuccours as he fhafl 
need, according to the conditions arid repartition, which 
jheyh^rve agreed upon as hereafter nientioned. In Jike 

jfnannef 
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manner tlieir Royal Britannick and moft Chriftian' Ma- 
j eft ies and 'the States General exprefsly bind thcmfelves, 
that they will not at any time give or grant any proteftion 
or refuge in any part of their dominions to the fubjeSs of 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefty,- who jlftually are, or 
hereafter ftiall be by him declared rebels, and in cafe any 
fuch fliall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, or domi- 
nions, they fincerely promife that they will take efFeQual 
care to expel them out of their territories within eight days' 
after application made by his Imperial Majefty. 

IV. On the other hand his facred Imperial and Catho- 
lick Majefty, hi^ facred Royal Britannick Majefty, and 
t+ie States General of the United Provinces, promife fot 
themfelves, their heirs, and fucceffors, that they never will, 
direflly or indireftly, difturb his facred moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty in any of his dominions to the crown of France now 
belonging. On the contrary they will and ought to guard 
and defend the fame againft all and finrgular who may at- 
tempt to invade them in a hoftile manner, and in that cafe 
they will and ought to furnifli fuch fuccours as his moft 
Ohriftian Majefty ftiall want, according as hereafter is 
agreed upon. 

' His facred Imperial and Catholick Majefty, his facred 
Royal Majefty of Great Britain, and the lords the States 
General, do likewife promife and oblige themfelves that 
they will and ought to maintain, guarantee, and defend 
the right of fuceeffion in the kingdom of France, accord- 
ing to the tenor of the treaties made at Utrecht the i ith 
day of April 1713, obliging themfelves to ftand by the 
faid fucceflion plainly according to the form of the • re- 
nunciation made by the king of Spain the 5th day of No- 
vember 1712, and by a folemn aft accepted in the gene- 
ral aflembly of the ftates of Spain the 9th day of the 
month and year aforefaid, which thereupon pafled into a 
law the 18th of March 1713, and laftly was eftabliftied 
and fetded by the treaties of «Utrecht : and this they fliall 
perform againft all perfons whatfoever who may preftime 
to difturb the order of the faid fucceflion in contradiftion 
to the previous afts, and treaties fubfequent thereupon. 
To which end they fliall furnifli the fuccours, according to 
|he repartition agreed on beiow. Farther, when the mat- 
ter 
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ler may require it, tbey ihall defend the (aid order of fiic** 
ceiQon with all their forces, by likewife declaring war 
againft him who may attempt to infringe or impugn the 
iame. 

Moreover his Imperial Koyal Catholick Majefly, and 
his Rn^al Britannick Majefiy, and the States GeueraJ, 
do likewife promife that they will not at any time give 
or grant any proteflion or refuge in their dominions to 
the fubjetb of his royal moft Chriftian Majefty, who ac- 
tually are, or hereafter fhali he declared rebels; and in 
cafe any fuch (hall be found in their kingdoms, provinces, 
and dominions, they fiiall command them to depart the 
iame within the fpace of eight days after application made 
by the (aid king. 

V. His facred Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, 
as alfo his royal moil Chriftian Majefty, and the States 
General of the United Provinces do bind themfelves, their 
heirs, and fucceffors, to maintain and guarantee the fuc- 
ceQ^on m the kingdom of Great Britain, as eftablif^ed by 
ihe laws of that kingdom in the houfe of his firitannick^ 
Majefty now reigning, as likewife to defend all the do* 
minions and provinces poffeffed by his Majefty. An4 
they fliall not give or grant any proteSion or refuge in 
any part of their dominions to the perfon, or his defcen- 
dents, if he fhould have any, who during the life of 
James II. took on him the title of Prince of Wales, and 
fince the deatli of that king, affumed the royal title of 
King of Great Britain. Promifing alike for themfelves, 
their heirs, and fucceffors, that they will not give to the 
faid perfon or his dependents, dire£Uy or indireftly, by 
fea or by land, any fuccour, council or affiftance whatfoever, 
either in money, arms, military ftores, (hips, ibldiers^ 
mariners, or any other manner whatfoever. The fame 
they ftiall obferve with regard to thofe who may be ordered 
or coramiffioned by the faid perfon or his defcendents> to 
difturb the government of his Britannick Majefty, or th^ 
tranquillity of his kingdom, whether by open war or clan* 
defline confpiracies, by raifing feditions and rebellions, or 
by exercifing piracy Qp his Britannick Majefty 's fubjeQ^ 
In which laft cafe his Imperial and Royal Catholick Ma« 
jefty doth promife, that he will in no wife allow that therf

VI. His Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, and 
their Royal Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties do 
bind thcmfelves, their heirs, and fucceflbr$,.toprotedand 
guarantee all the dominions, jurifdiftions, and provinces, 
which the lords the States General of the United Pro-, 
vinces adually poflefs, againft all perfons whatfoever who 
may difturb or invade them, proraifing to furnife them ir| 
fuch cafe with the fuccours hereafter mentioned. His 
Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefty, and their Royal 
Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties, likewife oblige 
ihemfelves, that they will give no refuge or proteftion in 
any of their kingdoms to the fubjefts of the States Gene- 
ral, who are, or hereafter ftiall be declared rebels ; and if 
ftny.fwch f|igll b^ foynd jn any of their kingdoms, domi- 

nionfia 
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nions/ or provinces, they will takfe care to fend them out 
ef their dominions within the fpace of eight days after ap- 
plication made by the Republick. 

VII. When it fhall happen that any one of the four con- 
traftingpowers-fliall be invaded by any other prince or 
ftate, or difturbed in the poffeffion of their kingdoms or 
dominions, by the violent detention of their fiibjefts, fliips, 
goods, or merchandife, by fca or by land, then the three 
remaining powers (halF, as foon as they are required there- 
to, ufe their good offices that the party fuflFering may have 
fatisfaOion for the damage and injury received, and that 
the ^ggreffor may abftain from the profecution of bis ho- 
fiilit^. But when thefe friendly offices for reconciliation 
and procuring fatisfaSion and reparation to the injured 
party (hall have proved irtfufficient, in that cafe the high 
allies, within two months after application made, fhall fur- 
niAn the party invaded with the following fuccours, jointly 
or feparately: vViz. 

His Imperial and Royal Catholick Majefly, 8,000 foot, 
and 4,000 horfe, 

t His Britannick Majefty, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfe. 
. His moft 6hriftian Majefly, 8,000 foot, and 4,000 
horfe. 

And the lords theStates General, 4,000 foot, and 2,eoo 
horfe. 

• But if the prince or party injured, inftead of foldiers 
chufes rather fhips of war, or tranfports, or fubfidies in 
money, which is left to his difcretion, in that cafe, the 
(hips or money defired fhall be granted him in proportion 
to the charge of the foldiers to be furnifhed- And that all 
ambiguity with regard to the calculation and charge of fuch 
fums may be taken away, it is agreed, that 1,000 foot by 
the month, fhall be reckoned at 10,000 florins of Holland, 
and I5O00 horfe fhall be reckoned at 30,000 florins of 
Holland by the month ; the fame proportion being obferved 
with refpeft to the fhips. 

When the above-named fuccours fhall be found infuf- 
ficient for the necelTity impending, the contracting powers 
fhall without delay agree on contributing more ample fup- 
plies. And farther, in cafe of exigency, they fhall affifl 

... their 
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their injured ally with all their forces, and declare war a^r 
gfiunft the aggreflfor, r 

VIII. The princes and dates upon whom the contract 
ting powers fliall unanimoufly agree, may accede to thi» 
treaty •, and the king of Portugal by name. 

This treaty fhall be approved and ratified by their Im- 
perial, Britamiick, and moft Chriftian Majefties, and by 
the High and Mighty Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, and the inftruments of ratification Ihall 
be exchanged at London, and reciprocally delivered with-^ 
in the (pace of two months, or fooner, if poflible. 

In witiiefs whereof we the unjderwritten (being furniihed 
with full powers, which have been mutually communicated, 
and the copies whereof having been in due form by us 
collated and examined with the originals, are word for 
word inferted at the end of this inftrument) have fub- 
Icribed this prefent treaty, and thereto put pur feals. Done 
ac London the ^ad of juiy o. s, j^j ^j^^ y^ar 1718.

Separate and Skcrst Articles. 

Art. 1. \^ THERE As the moft ferene and moft potent 
V V king of Great Britain, and the moft ferencf^ 
and moft potent the moft Chriftian King, as Hkewife the 
High and Mighty Lords the States General of the United 
Netherlands, by virtue of the treaty between them this 
day concluded and figned, have agreed on certain con- 
ditions, whereby a peace may be made between the moft 
ferene and moft potent emperor of the Romans, and the 
moft ferene and moft potent king of Spain, as alfo between 
his facred Imperial Majefty aforefaid, and the king of 
Sicily, (whom hereafter it is thought fit to call the king of 
Sardinia) which conditions they have communicated to the 
three princes aforefaid, asabafis ofthe peace to be efta- 
blifhed between them. His facred Imperial Majefty, be- 
ing moved by the moft weighty reafons which induced the 
king of Great Britain, the moft Chriftian King, and the 
States General aforefaid, to take upon therafelves fo great 
and fo wholefome a work, and, yielding to their circumf- 
peft and urgent counfels and perfuafions, declares that he 
doth accept the faid conditions or articles, none of them 
excepted, as fixed and immutable conditions, according 
to which he agrees to conclude a perpetual, peace with the 
king of Spain, and the king of Sardinia. 

II. But becaufe the king of Spain and the king of Sar- 
dinia have not yet confented to the faid conditions, his 
Imperial Majefty, as likcwife their royal Britannick and 
moft Chriftian Majefties, and the States General aforefaid, 
have agreed to allow them for confenting thereto, the fpace 
of thre^ months, to be computed from the day of figning 
this prefent treaty, as judging this interval of time fufEcient 
for them duly to weigh the (aid conditions, and finally de- 
termine and declare themfelvd& whether they are willing to 
accept them as fixed and immutable conditions of their 
pacification with his Imperial Majefty, as from their piety 

and 
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mxl pnidencc it may be hoped they will do, and, follow^ 
ing the example of his Imperial Majefty, that they will be 
induced to moderate their paffions, and om of regard to 
humanity, that they will prefer the publick tranquillity to 
their own private opinions; andaat the fame time not only 
(pare the effufioo of their own people's blood, but avert 
the calamities of war from the other nations of Europe : 
to which end their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties, 
and the States General of the United Netherlands, will 
joindy and feparately contidbute their moft efie8ual ofH^ 
ces, for inclining the faid princes to fuch an acceptation. 

III. But if, contrary to all expeQation of the parties 
above corttrafting, and the wilhes of all Europe ; the king 
of Spain, and the king of Sardinia after the term of three 
months elapfed, fhould decline to accept the faid conditions 
of pacification propofed betwixt them and his Imperial 
Majefty, fince it is not reafonable that the tranquillity of 
Europe Ihould depend upon their refufal, or private de- 
ligns, their Britannick and mod Chriftian Majefties, and 
the States General, do promife that they will join their 
forces with thofe of his Imperial Majefty, in order to com- 
pel them to the acceptance and execution of the aforefaid 
conditions. To which end they will furnifli his Imperial Ma- 
jefty jointly and feparately with the felf-fame fuccours 
which they have agreed upon for their reciprocal defence 
by the feventh article of the treaty finned this day, unani- 
moufly confenting that the moft Chriftian King (hall, inftead 
of foldiers contribute his quota in money. And if the fiic- 
cours fpecified in the faid feventh article fl)all not be fuf- 
ficient for compafling the end propofed, then the four 
contrafiing parties fliall without delay agree of more ample 
fuccours to be furnifhed to his Imperial Majefty, and fliall 
continue the fame till his Imperial Majefty ftiall have re- 
duced the kingdom of Sicily, and till his kingdoms and 
provinces in Italy fliall enjoy full fecurity. It is farther 
agreed, and that in exprefs words, that if, by reafon of 
the fuccours which' their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties, and the lords the States General fliall furnifli to 
his Imperial Majefty, by virtue, and in execution of the 
prefent treaty, the kings of Spain and Sardmia, or either 
of them, fliall declare or wage war againftany one ofthe 

faid 



£ad coiitradofs, either by attacking them in their domi- 
nions or by violently detaining their fubjeds, or (hip^, theh- 
goods and merchandizes by fea or land, in that cafe the 
two other of the contrafting powers fliall immediately de- 
clare war againft the iaid kings of Spain and Sardinia, 
or againft him of the two kings, who fhaU have de- 
nounced or waged war againft a«y one of the faid contrac- 
ting powers; nor ftiall they lay down their arms- before the 
emperor (hall be pofieffed of Sicily, and made fecare with 
regard to his kingdoms^ and provinces in Italy, and like- 
wile juft fatisfaftion (hall be given to him of the three con- 
trafting powers, who (hall have been invaded or fuffered 
damage by reafon of the prefent treaty. 

IV. When only one of the two kings aforefakl who have 
not yet confented to the conditions of peace to be made 
with his Imperial Majefty flialt accept them, he likewife 
ihalljoin hirafclfwith the four contratHng powers, to com- 
pel him that (hall refufe the feid conditions, and ihali fur- 
nifli his quota of fuccours according to the diftribution to 
Jbe made thereupon. 

V. If the Catholick King out of regard to* the puhlick 
good, and a perfuafion that an exchange of the kingdoms 
of Sicily and Sardinia is neceffary for the maintenance of 
xhe general peace, ihall agree thereto and embrace the 
conditions of peace to be made with the emperor as above ; 
^nd on the other hand, if the king of Sardinia (ball rejeO: 
iuch an exchange, and perfift in retaining Sicily; in that 
cafe the king of Spain (hall reftore Sardinia to the em*- 
peror, who (faving his fupreme dominion over it) fliall 
put the fame into the cuftody of the moft ferene king of 
Great Britain, and of the lords the States General, for fo 
Jong time, till Sicily being reduced, the king of Sairdinia 
ihall fign the above-mentioned conditions of a treaty with 
the emperor, and (hall agree to accept the kingdom of 
Sardinia as an. equivalent for the kingdom.of Sicily ; which 
being done, he fliall be admitted into the poffeffion there- 
of by the king of Great Britain and the States General. 
But if his Imperial Majefty fiiould not be able to conquer 
Sicily, and reduce it under his power, in diat cafe the 
king of Great Britain^ and the States Generalftiall reftore 
to him the kingdom of Sardinia; and in the mean time 

his 
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Ibis imperial Majefty fhaJl enjoy the revenues of the faid 
kingdom, which Ihall exceed the charge of keeping it. 

VI. But in cafe the king of Sardinia fhall confent to 
the faid exchange, and the king of Spain ihall refiife, m 
this cafe the emperor being aided by the fuccours of the 
reft of the contraftors, ihall attack Sardinia, with Which 
fuctours they on jtheir part prpmife to furniih him ; ks the 
emperor promifes on his par-t, that he will not lay down 
his arms till he Ihall have poiTeffed himfelf of the whole 
kingdonl ot Sardinia, which immediately after fuch poi^ 
Teflion he ihall give up to the king of Sardinia, 

Vli. Butif both the kings of Sp^iin and Sardinia ihall 
bppofe the exchange of Sicily and Sardioia, the emperor, 
together with the fuccours of the allies, ihall in the firil 
place attack Sicily, and having reduced it, he Ihall tuni 
his arms againft Sardinia with fuch a number of forces, 
beiides the fuccours of the allies, as he. ihall judge necef* 
farv For both expeditions : aijid, having likewife reduced 
Sardinia, his I mp^ial Majefty ihall rcommit: the. cuilody 
thereof to the king of Great Britain, and to the lords the 
States General, till the king of Sardinia ihall have iigned 
the conditions of peace to be ,mad€ with the emperor, and 
Ihall confent to accept the kingdoni.pfiSardimaas an equi- 
valent ibr the kingdom pf Sicily, which then, is to be de- 
livered up to hini by his jBritannick Majefty and the Stales 
General, and in the mean time his Imperial, Majefty ihaU 
enjoy the revenues of th^t kingdom, which ihall exceed 
the charge of keeping it. 

Vlli. In cafe the Catholick Kirtg and the king of Sar- 
dinia, or either of them, ihall refufe to accept and execute 
the abovefaid conditipiisof pe^ce tp^tlxem propofed,^and 
Tor that reafon the four contracting powers iliould be conf- 
pelled to proceed againft them, or either of them, by dpen 
force; it is exprefsly covenanted, that the emperor (what 
progrefs foever his arms may make againft the faid two 
kings, or either of them,) ihall be content, and ought to 
iBLCquiefce in the. advantages, by mutual confent allotted to 
l)im in the faid conditions, power neverthelefs being re- 
ferved to his Imperial Majefty of recovering the.rights 
vhich he pretends to have over that^part of the dutchy of 
Milan, which the king of Sardinia now poifeifes, either 
Vol/ I. Y by 



by war, or by a trefetty of peace fubfequent upon fiich war^ 
power being likewife referved to thfe other three allies, in 
cafe fuch a wair fhould be undertaken againft the kings of 
i^ain and Sardinia, to agree with his Imperial Majefty in 
appointing fome 6ther prince, in whofe favour his Impe- 
i^ial Majefty may difpofe of that part of the dtitchy of 
Montferrat, now poffeffed by the king of Sardinia, in ex- 
clufion of the faid king; and to what other prince or 
tprinces he may, with the confent of the empire, grant the 
letters of expeftative, containing the eventual inveftiture 
of the dates now poflfeffed by the grand duke of Tofcany, 
and by the duke of Parma arid Placentia, in exclufion of 
the fons of the prefent queen of Spain. This declaration 
being added, that in no time or cafe whatfoever, either 
bis Imperial Majefty, or any prince of the houfe of Arr- 
ftria, who Ihall pdflefs the kingdoms, dominions, and pro- 
-viflces of Italy,- may aflert or gain to himfelf the faid 
dutchies of Tufcany and Parma. 

*. IX. But if his Imperial Majefty, dfter his eRbhs by &. 
fufficient number of fdrces, and the fuccoiirs and other 
Imearis of the allied, ahd by ufing all convenient diligence, 
iibould not be able by arms to fubdue, or to eftdblifli 
•himfelf in the poflefllon of Sicily, the contrafting powers 
^o agree and declare, that his Imperial Majefty is, and 
flxall be in that cafe, altogether free and difcharged from 
cyery obligation, entered into by this treaty, of agreeing 
itomakea peace with the kings of Spain and Sardinia, on 
the conditions abovementioned. AH other the articles of

1. X. However, asfthefecurity and tranquillity of lEurope 

lis the end and ftrope of the renunciations to be made by his 

Imperial Majefty, attd by his Catholick Majefty, for them- 

'felVes, their defcendents and fucceffors, of all pretenfions 

^to the kingdom of Spain, and the Indies on the one part; 

-and on the kingdoms, dominions, and provinces of ItaKr, 

and the Auftrian Netherlands, on the other part : the faid 

"renunciations ftiall be made on the one and the other part, 

in manner aiKi form, as in the fecond and fourth articles 

of 
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•4>f the conditions of a peace to be made between bis Im* 
f)trial Majefty and his Royal Catholick Majefty h^s been 
ragreed. And though the Catholick King fhould refufe to 
accept the aforefoid ccHiditioiv^, the emperor neverthelefs 
ihallcaufe the inftriiments of his renunciation to be djf- 
'patched, the publication whereof Ih^U however be defer- 
.red till the day of figning the peace with the Catholick 
King. And . it the Catholick King Ibpuld conftantly periift 
in rejefting the faid peace, his Imperial. Majefty neverthe- 
lefe, at the time whfin the ratifications of this treaty (hall 
be .exchanged, fhalldeliverto.the king of Great Britain a 

yfolemn aft of the feid renunciations, which his Btitannick 
Majefty, purfuant to the conjmon agreement of the con- 
H!a(£tihg powers, dothpromife ftiall not be exhibited to the 
.tnoft ;Cbriftian King before his Imperial Majefty ;iliall 
come into the poffeflion of Sicily. But tfoat being ob- 
tained, then the exhibition, as well as publicatiQn of the 
faid ad of his Imperial Majefty 's renunciations, fhall be 
performed upon the firft demand of the WftChriftian 
King. And thofe renunciations fliall take place, whether 

. the Catholick Kingftiall fign the peace wjth the emperor 
or no ; by reafon that, in this lail cafe, the guaxantee. of 

• the cotttnadjng parties fliall be to the emperor rtn . lieu' of 
thatfccurity which otherwife tlie renunciations of the Ca- 
thblick King would have given to his Imperial Majefty for 
Sicily, the. other ftates erf Italy, and the proviaccs of the 
Netherlands. 

XI. '.His Imperial Majefty doth promife that he will not 
attempt or enterprife any tiling againft the Catholick King, 
or the king of Sardinia, orin.general, againft tliCneutra- 
lity of Italy, in that fpace of three months allowed them 
For accepting the conditions of their peace with the em- 
peror.. But, if within the fpace of three, mondis, the Ca- 
tholick King, inftead of accepting the faid conditions, ftiall 

.-father perfift in the profeculing of his hoftilities againft his 
Imperial Majefty : or if the king of Sardinia fliould with 
arms attack the provinces wbit:h the emperor poftefTcs in 
Italv ; in that cafe their Britannick and moll Chriftian 
Majeftics, and th^ lords the States General, oblige them- 
felves inftantly to furniftilhis Imperial Maje.fty for his 
defence, -witli .the fuccpurs, which, in virtue of the treaty

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this day figned, they have mutually agreed to fend onft 
another for their reciprocal defence : and that jointly or 
feparately, and without waiting the expiration of the two 
months otherwife prefixed in the faid treaty, for the em- 
ploying of friendly offices. And if the fuccours fpeeificd 
by the faid treaty (hould not be fufficient for the end pro- 
pofed, the four contracting parties (hall immediately agree 
amongft themfelves to fend more powerful afliftance to his 
Imperial Majefty. 

XII. The eleven foregoing articles are to be kept fecrct 
by his Imperial Majefty, their Britannick and moft Cbri- 
ftian Majefties, and the States General, for the ipace of 
thiec months, from the day of the figning, uniefs it Ihali 
be unanimoufly agreed by them to fhorten or prolong the 
faid term : and though the faid eleven articles be feparate 
from the treaty of alliance, this day figned by the four 
contracting parties aforefaid, they fnall neverthelefs have 
the fame power and force, as if they had been word for 
word inferted therein, fince they are deemed to be an ef^ 
fentiat part thereof. 

The ratifications thereof fhall moreover be exchanged 
at the fame time, as the other articles of the faid treaty.

Convention between Charles VI, emperor of the Romans. 
iand Catholick king of Spain, George king of Great ' 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, relating to the execution of certain articles and 
points of the Barrier Treaty, concluded on the x^th of 
November, 1715. Signed at the Hague the z%d of 
December, 1718. 

SOME of the articTfes of the barrier treaty, concluded 
on the 15th of November, 1715, between his Impe- 
rial and Catholick Majefty, his Majefty the king of Great 
Britain, and the lords the States General of the United 
Provinces, being inipoflible to be performed, by reafon 
of certain difficulties that have occurred ; and his majefty 
the king of Great Britain, and their High Mightinefles, be- 
ing gljke defirou5 to remove thofe difficulties by the moft 
agreeable metho4i^, in order to attain to the view propofed 
by tiie faid treaty, and the better to eftablifli the founda- 
tions of a folid friendlhip and a good underftanding, to 
|yl)ich all the pafiips^r? inclined, his Jmperi^l and Cathon 

lick 
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iiek Majefty, his majefty the king of Great Britain, and. 
4:heir High Mightinefles have nominated and appointed to 
treat » thereof, viz. his Imperial and Catholick Majefty,. 
the fieur Hercules Jofeph Lewis Turenetti, nlarquis de 
Prie & de Pancalier, count de Mittelevurg & de Caftil- 
iQn, lorcjde St. Servolo & Caftelnovo in Carniola, of Fri- 
^daw & Rabonftcin in Auftria, of Schiurge Belvar & St. 
Miclos in Hungary, a grandee of Spain, knight of the orr 
Act of the anqunciada, privy counfellor of his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty, his minifter plenipotentiary for the 
governmept of the Netherlands, and his ambaflador pleni- 
potentiary, for concluding and figning this prefent treaty, 
for the execution of the treaty of the barrier : his Britan- 
nick Majefty, William earl Cadogan, vifcount of Caverr 
ftiam, baron of Reading and Oakley, general of the foot, 
.colonel of the 2d regiment of foot guards, governor of the. 
Ifle of Wight, mafter of the wardrobe, privy counfellor^ 
knight of the moft noble and moft antient order of St. An- 
drew, and his ambaflador extraordinary and plenipotenti-i 
ary to the Iprds the States General of the United Pro- 
vinces : and their High Mightineffes, the fieurs John van 
Wynbergen, lord of Glinthorft, of the body of the nobles 
jof the quarter of Veluwe, in the province of Guelderland ; 
Wigbolt vander Does, lord of Noon wyck, ofthe order of 
the nobility of Holland and Weftfriefland, high bailifFand 
dykegrave of Rhinland; Anthony Heinfius, counfellor 
penfionary, keeper ofthe great feal, and fuperintendant of 
the. fiefs of the province of Holland and Weftfriefland; 
Adrian Velters, late Echcvin, fenator and penfionary of 
the town of Middleburg in Zealand; Gerard Godart Taat^ 
van Amerongep, canon of the chapter of St, John at 
Utrecht, afleflbr in the council of fubfidies, conttituting the 
jchief member of the ftates of the province of Utrecht, 
grand huntfman of the faid province, and afleflbr in the 
council of the Heemrades of the river of Leek ; Dancker 
de Ken)penaar, fenator ofthe town of Harlingen, in Frief* 
land ; Everard Roufe, burgomafter of Deventer in Ove- 
fyflel; an4 Eger Tamminga, lord in Zeeryp, Enum, 
Leerumus and Zandt, all refpeSively deputies \r\ our af^ 
fembly on the part of the ftates of Guelderland, Holland^ 
Ifl4 \\^eftXri^fland, Oyeryflel ^4 Grppingen, and the Ora,ir 
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inelands ; wlio by virtue of their refpeflive full powers, af- 
ter having held feveral conferences together, have agreed 
as follows. 

I. Whereas certain difficulties have arifen with refpeft 
to the 17th article of the faid treaty of barrier, which 
relates to the fecunty of the frontiers, and the extending 
of the limits of their High Mightineffes in Flanders, from 
whence inconveniencics may arife, which all the parties are 
^efirous to prevent, it is agreed to fubftitute the prefent 
article in the place of the faid 17th article. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty agrees and ap- 
proves, that for the future the boundaries of the States 
General in Flanders fhall begin at the fea to the N. W, of 
Ae fort of St. Paul now demolifhed, which his majefty 
yields to them together with ten" rods of land, each rod 
confiding of 1 4 feet round the ditch of the counterfcarp, 
to the weft and fouth fides; and a ftrait line fhall be drawn 
from the dyke which is to the fouth of the faid fort, marked 
by the letter A on the map which has been formed and 
figned by al! the parties, through the Polder called Hafe- 
gras, as far as where it joins to the dyke of Crommendyke, 
marked B, paffing along by a ditch on the weft fide of the 
faid demolifhed dyke, and from thence to the canal called 
Neeuwjredhelft marked C, and from thence to the Neeuw- 
gedhelft Dryhoeck marked D; from whence the new li- 
mits fhall run along a watercourfe and ditch, marked E, 
as far as to the line marked F, which watercourfe and 
ditch fhall remain to his majefty. From the letter F they 
fhall be continued along the faid line beyond the toll-houfe 
X)f his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, marked G, in an 
angle, where it fhall enter the dyke again, and run through 
tbe little polder level with a ditch as far as the waterfall of 
the black fluice, and continued on the point of a redoubt 
or traverfe, which is upon the dyke beyond the two canals 
of Saute and Soute, marked H, near the fort .of St, Do- 
nat, which his Imperial and Catholick Majefty yields in 
full fovereignty awd propriety to the States General, toge- 
ther with the fovereignty of the land fituate to the north of 
the line, marked as above ; provided that the gates of the 
fluices of the faid Fort be, and continue taken down in 
ijinie of peace, and that the proprietors be permitted to fink 
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the threlholds level with that of the black fluice, and to ih- 
ipe£l: them as often as they think neceffary, to the end that 
in time of peace the water may always have a free current 
to the fea. 

From the faid poft, the new limits fliall return back 
along the foot of the dyke, towards the polder, called the 
Worlds End, and from thence along th^ fea dyke, as it is 
let down in the map, as far as the antient boundaries, to 
the cut in the dyke which clofes the creek of 1-apfchure, 
marked I ; and the land on the north fide of the line Qiall 
belong to their High Mightinefles in fovereignty. 

From thence the old Hmits fhall be continued as far as 
the Barbara Polder, at which place the new limits iliall 
enter and begin at the foot of the dyke, running along 
that polder, and the Lauraine Polder, to the long ftreet 
marked K ; and from thence in a ftrait line along the faid 
.ftreet to the dyke which goes from Bouckboute, to the 
harbour of Bouckhoute, marked L ; and from thence 
they fhall enter into the Chapel Polder, and continue in a 
ftrait line to an ang^e of the Grafjanfdyke, marked M ; 
and frbm thence along the dyke, as far as the Red Pol- 
der. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty yields to their High 
Mightinefles in full fovereignty the Barbary Polder, Lau- 
raine Polder, Chapel Polder, and the Red Polder; ex- 
cept what is referved by the line above drawn in the Cha- 
pel and the Laurain Polders, which fhall remain to his 
Imperial and Catholick Majefty. ^ i 

Theirs High MightinefTes permit the owners of the 
Huices -of Bouckhoute to replace them where they were 
before,, and that the faid fluices may have their curreius 
direflly to the fea, as they had before the late war. 

Their High MightinefTes fhall be permitted in time of 
war, when it is neceffary for the defence and fecurity of 
their frontiers, to occupy and fortify the neceffary pofts in 
the Grafjanfdyke and Zydlingfdyke. 

As to the town of Sasvan Ghent, die limits fhall be ex- 
tended to the diflance of two-thirds of two geometrical 
miles round the town, beginning at the angles of the baf- 
tions, which Ihail terminate on the fide towards ZeJfate,

of the Sas. 

And for the prefervation of the lower Scfaelde, aSd fof 
the fake of the communication between Dutch Brabant 
and Flanders, his Imperial andCatholick Majelfy gives up 
to the States General the fall and entire fovereignty of the" 
village and polder of JDoel, afs alfo of (he polders of St. 
Anne and Keteniffe ; provided neverthelefs, that the ter^ 
ritorv of their High Mightincffes (hall not extend between 
the forts of the Pearl and Liefkenflioeck, farther than die 
midway between the two forts. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty, asfoonasthebar^ 
• Tier fhall be attacked, or a war begun, (hall deliver up the 
guard of fort Pearl to their High Mightincffes ; on con- 
dition neverthelefs, that as foon as fuch war is at an end, 
they Ihall reftore the faid fort Pearl to his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty, together with the pofts they ifaall have 
in that time taken pofleffion of^ on the Grafjanfdyke and 
Zydlingfdyke. 

Their High Mightineffes promife rtic^reover, < that if upon 
occafion of giving up to them fome fluices (wherof 'the in- 
habitants of Auftrian Flanders fhall retain the free ufe in 
time of peace) they fliould fuffer any damage or prejudice, 
either From the commanders or other military officers, 'At 
States General will not only remedy it immediately, but 
likewifemake fetifaftion to thofe concerned. 

And becaufe, from this new fituation of the limits^ 
.tl^re will be a neceflity of changing the toll houfes to pre- 
. ver?^ frauds, wherein his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
and their High Mightineffes are equally interefted ; other 
placesfor eftabliftiing the faid tolKhoufes Ihall be agreed 
.on, as well as the farther precautions that it fliali be thought 
.convenient to take. 

It (hall moreover be ftipulated, that a juft valuation 
Ihall be made, in ihree months time, of the revenues whi^h 
fthe fovereign receives from the lands that fliall be yielded 
,up to their Higbtineffes by this article; as alfo what have 
arifentothe fovereign by the renewing of the grants on the 
foot they have been agreed to for thirty years paft, to be 
(dedufted and ftruck off from the annual fabfidy of 500,000 
pjTOwnsibut the payment of the faid fublidy Ihall not be re- 
tarded 
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Wde3 by reafon of the faid valuation : which lands (hall 

not be charged with any taxes more than what thev now 

contribute in the publick affeffments, according to the fate 

they are valued at. 

The Roman Catholick Religion (hall be preferved and 

'maintained in the places abovernentidhed, in the fame 

manner and with the fame freedom of publick exercife as 

now ; and to the fame extent as this freedom was llipulatecl 

by the 1 8th article of the barrier trealty. 

The proprietors of the hnds and other eftates fituate 
"within the limits of the faid ceffion, fhall retain the enjoy- 
ment of the fame, in full pofTeffion and propriety, with all 
the prerogatives and rights thereto annexed, none referved 
nor excepted; and fhall moreover be continued particular 
'lords of the faid lands and eftates, and maintained in the 
peaceful propriety arid pofTeffion of the jurifdiSions apper- 
taining to then?, in all the degrees of high, mean, and lo\^ 
jurifdiftion, as they have enjoyed" the'fame hitherto. 

The fort of Rodenhuyfen fhall be demolifhed, and the 
difputes. touching the canal of Bruges fhall be referred to 
*the decifion of neutral arbitrators, to be chofen on both 
iides; provide<d neverthelefs, that by given up of the fp^| 
of St.* D6riat, fliofe of the town of Sluys fhall not have 
more tight upon that canal than (hey had 'before this ceftipn. 

Intonfequence of the ceflions included in this article, 
'their High MightinelTes defift their preferifioris to all other 
lands and places which were yielded to them by the i7tK 
article of the barrier treaty, which fliall remain as they 
did before under the dominion of his Imperial and C^tho* 
iitk Majefty. 

'II. Whereas his Imperial and CathoKck Majefty pro- 
n^ifed by the 19th article of the barrier treaty, to caufe tq 
be paid to the States General the fum of 500,000 crowns 
a year, amounting to i;250,boo florins of Holland, at the 
'terms fpecified by the faid treaty, in confideratlop of the 
great' charges and extraordinary expences, to which th^ 
iords the States General are indifpenfibly obliged, as well 
for maintaining the great number of troops, which they 
are obliged by the faid treaty to keep in the towns and 
places ofthd faid barrier, as for fupporting the great charge 
abfolutely neceflary for the maintenance and reparation gf 

the 
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the fortifications of the faid places, and for fupplying ttieid 
with ammunition and provifions. 

And his majefty defires that his promife may be punc- 
tually executed according to the tenor of the laid 19th ar- 
ticle having for that end fliewn their High Mightineffes the 
difficulties and inconveniencies that might arife in the per- 
formance of the faid article, as alfo of the feparate article 
of the faid treaty, with regard to the affignments made upon 
the fiubfidies of the provinces of Brabant and Flanders, and 
the quarters, diltri6ls and chatellanies threin mentioned, for- 
the Aim of 640,000 florins of Holland. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefly and the lords the 
States General have agreed upon another repartition, and 
upon another fpecial mortgage, which fhall be fubflituted 
iii the place of the faid mortgages and affignments, upon 
the fubfidies of the provinces of Brabant and Flanders, 
over a;id above the general mortgage upon all the reve- 
nues of the Auflrian Netherlands ftipulated by the faid 
treaty. 

Nartiely, that his Imperial and Catholick Majefly, foi* 
the better fecuring and facilitating the payment of the faid 
fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 florins Dutch 
money per annum, affigns a fum of 700,000 florins, or 
280,000 crowns, in lieu of the fum of 610,000 florins at 
TefTed upon the countries,, cities, chatellanies, and depen- 
dencies, made over again by France, the revenues of which 
confifts in the aids and fubfidies payable by the faid towns 
and chatellaniesjin the duties of the four members of Flan- 
ders, and other duties of domains, in that called the four 
Patars par Bonnier, and other taxes for the fortifications, 
the ranfom of thofe called Contines MilitaireSy and in the 
emoluments, and other gratuities, which were paid at the 
time that the faid towns and chatellanies were in the power 
of France, to the intendants, governors, and other officer* 
on the eflablilbment in the places : and that he does this 
for all the duties and impofls in general, which their High 
Jlf ightinefTes have enjoyed hitherto in whole or in part, 
without any exception whatfoever. 

On condition that no diminution or alteration be made 
in them to the prejudice of the faid mortgage. 

The 
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- TTh* awariing of Ac farm of the faid duties of the four 
members of Flanders (hall be made inpublick to the high- 
eft bidder^ ; provided nevcrthelefs, that in cafe of infol- 
Vency of the farmers and their fecurities, his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty fliall make good the deficiency out of 
the other branches and revenues of the towns, and cha- 
tellanies abovementioned, or out of his demefnes in the 
other Auftrian Netherlands^ as far as amounts to the fum 
of 700,000 florins a year. 

And when any abatement is foUcited, by which the re- 
venues of the faid form, or of the aids and other duties 
and impofts above fpecified, may not be fufficient to pro- 
duce the entire fum of 700,000 florins, it fliall not be 
granted till provifion be made for the faid abatement in 
(ome other fufficient way to their fatisfk6tioD. 

His Imperial and Catholick Majefty afligns; and makes 
over the remaining 550,000 florins of Holland, or 
2fto,ooo crowns, upon all the revenues of the tolls 
above mentioned, arifing from the duties of importation 
and exportation paid in the Aufl:rian Netherlands, which 
are only engaged by way of fubfidy to their High Migh- 
tineflcs for their levies of money on feveral occafions, 
or for annuities in the country, and the like certain 
charges. 

Namely, the toU-houfei of Bruflels, Burgherout, Tir- 
lemont, Charleroy, Mons^ Aefli, Beaumont, Courtray, 
Ypres, Tournay, Newport, of the province of Luxem- 
burg, and that of Mechlin, Ihall generally and feverally 
be mortgaged for the faid fuiti of 550,000 florins. 

And for the better fecuring the payment of the faid 
fum his majefty engages, by the way of a fubfidiary and 
fupplemental fund, the fum of 250,000 Dutch floifns 
per annum, out of the firft and cleareft revenue from the 
duties of import and export of Ghent, Bruges, and Oi^end;^ 
promifing that they ft^aU be entirely paid in five years, 
out of what remains in arrear of the principal gnd in- 
tefeft of 1 ,040,600 florins, which were raifed i^n thofe 
threetollhoufesin 1710. 

His majefty Kkewife promifes that no alteration flialt 
be made in the duiies of import and export; which maf 
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lellen the revenue thareof to tJbe prqudice of the moru 

And if his majefty in procefs of tune judges it necei&Fy 
to make any alteration in the levy of the faid duties, by 
which they may happen to be diminilhed, fuch alteraiion- 
fball not be dtablilhed till a fufficient fund is appropri* 
ated to make good fuch deficiency. 

His Imperial and Catbolick Majefty doth by this con- 
vention command the receiver genetal of his majeftyls 
finances^ and him tliat iball be ellablifhed to prefide in 
chief in the countries made over again, that by virtue €>f 
thefe prefents, and according to a copy hereof^ they, pay 
evciy three months, computing from the firft of this in- 
flant December 1718, to the receiver general of the S^es 
General in thoife countries that are made over again, in, 
fuch coin, or fuch money as is received at the toli-boufes 
and at his majefty s general receiving office, an exad; 
quarter part of the fum of 280,000 crowns, or 700.000 
Dutch Qorins; and to the receiver general of liis ma- 
jefty s finances in the city of Antwerp, to pay alfo an ex- 
aft fourth part of the remaining fum of 550,000 florins, or 
220,000 crowns, without ftaying for any other order or af- 
fignment; thefe prefents being to ferve inftead of an order 
or aflignment, both now and hereafter : and the faid pay- 
ments (hall be allowed them in their accompt with his Im- 
perial and Catholick Majefty, as much as if they had made 
themtphimfclf. 

As for the arrears of the faid fubfidy of 500,000 crowns, 
or 1,250,000 florins of Holland, per annum, that have ac- 
crued from the 15th of November 171.5, the day on which 
the barrier treaty was figned, on the laft day of November 
laft, it is agreed, for avoiding all manner of difpute touching 
the produce in that time, of the revenues of the towns 
and chatellanies made over again by France, which have 
not amounted to above 300,000 crowns, per annum, ail 
charges dedufled, as their High Mightinefles have .flie\yn 
by eltimates thereof, which they have caufed to be drawn 
up and ^communicated, and which have been examined by 
one of the commiffioners of his Imperial and Catholick 
Majcfty's finances, and alio for putting an end to the dif- 
putcs that have arifen on account of the non-performance 

of

%f certain Articles of t^eXaid txtaity, with xtgard to the 
p^y>Qf the laid airreaw from the 15th of November 17:151 
to the firft of J^nuaxy 1718, which on the part of the 
States are caft up at above 400,000 crowns ; their High 
Mightineffes will he content to take lor all thofe arrears, 
froQi the 1:5th of November 17^5^ to the faid firft of Ja- 
nugry 1718, 200,090 crowns pf 500,000 florins ofHoI*- 
land, payable by 20,000 frowns a year, till the fum total 
is difcharged; provided th^t the intire fubfidy be paid to 
them from the b^nqing of the prefent year, in manner 
ibllowing. 

Namely, that the arrears of the firft eight months of the 
prefent. year, araounting ; to the fum of 333,333 florins, 
Si\ fou5, eight deni^rs of Holland inoney, fliall be paid 
in the fame manner by «q,oo<> crowns a year in part of pay- 
ment, as 13 afor^faid, immediately after the payment of 
the faid arrears of th^ preceding years. 

For fecuring the payment of bpth the one and the other, 
his Imperial and C^tholick Majefty engages, and makes 
over by way of fpecial mortgage,^ the duties of import and 
export of the,toU-houfeiS of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, 
over s^nd above, and without prejudice to the fubfidiary 
engagement of , the faid toU-houfes for the fum of 250,000 
Dutch . florins? a y^ar, ftipulated by the prefent cppven- 
tion. 

For the greater jfecurity whereof, the adminiftrators ge^ 
neral of the duties, of impqrt and export, fliall, by the 
bond which they give for the yearly payment of 550,000 
Dutch florins, during the fix years of their adminittratioB, 
charge themfelves with the payment of the fix firft portions" 
jor tenps of the faid arrears •, and after the expiration of 
the term of their contraft, or receipt, the reft fliall be paid 
by quarter parts by the new adminiftrators, or by thofe 
who fliall then have the regio and receipt of the faid du- 
lifts, at Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, after the manner and 
underthe engagements ftipulated for fecuring the pay- 
ment of the 550,000 florins. 

The furpius, or the three mondis remaining of the ar- 
rears pf the prefent year, amounting to the fum of 125,000 
Dutch florins, fliall be paid in 1720; his Imperial and Ca- 
thojick Majefty particularly appropriating for the payment 
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thereof, the revenue of the towns and chatellanies made 
over again by France, over and above, and without pre- 
judice to the appropriation of the 700,000 florins a ycar^ 
made by this convention. 

Their High Mightinefles (hall enjoy the revenues of the 
countries made over again to the laft day of laft November, 
and fhall be at liberty to pfoceed by way of execution 
for the recovery of the arrears of the revenues of the 
faid {owns and chatellanies, that afe and may become due 
to the laft day of laft November; and for. this purpofe to 
make ufe of the filme methods of execution againft the 
States (the ecclefiafticks excepted) magiftrates, towr>s and 
chatellanies, farmers and others, as they have ftipulated 
for the recovery of the 700,000 florins a year, afligned 
upon the faid revenues, and may alfo make ufe of the iame 
method with regard to the 125,000 florins which are made 
over to them, conformably to the foregoing article. 

And whereas his faid majefty has put his duties of im- 
port and export into adminiftration and direflion, and 
bound the adminiftrators general or direftors of the faid 
duties, to pay a fixed fum yearly for the improvement of 
his majeily's finances ; the adminiftrators general or direc- 
tors of the faiddutiesi ftiall enter into aii obligation, under 
a voluntary condemnation, which fliall b^* decreed by the 
grand council of Mechlin, and by thofe of Brabant and 
Flanders, to pay every three months during the time of 
their adminiftration the faid fourth part of the fum of 
550,000 florins of Holland, to the receiver general of the 
United Provinces, or his order, as is faid : and the pre- 
fent article fliall fuii^ce for the difcharge of the faid admi- 
niftrators or direftors, with the acquittance of the faid re- 
ceiver general of the United Provinces. 

The faid adminiftrators general^ or direSors, fhall ob- 
lige themfelves by the fame aft, to pay off, by equal pay- 
ments in five years, what remains to be paid to the States- 
General of the faid 1,040,625 florins, raifed in 17 fo upon 
the toU-houfes of Ghent, Bruges, and Oftend, with the 
interefts that ihall accrue every year; -to the end, that 
when the five years are expired, the faid toll-houfes may 
be er.tirely difcharged from the faid levy. 

And 
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And dn the failure of the payment, after the manner 
above ftipulated^ ai well of the fums of the fubfidy of 
500,000 crowns, or 1,250,000 Dutch florins, as of the 
iaid money raifed upon the toll houfes, the lords the 
States General may proceed to methods of compulfion and 
execution, even by way of violence, againft the receiver 
general of his majefty's finances, and againft the receiver 
of the countries yielded back again, who (hall be both re- 
fponfible and liable to an execution^ for the particular and 
fubaltem receivers of the funds afligned to their refpe6lrv'c 
provinces; if either the receivers general, or the others, 
divert any part of their general or particular receipt to 
the prejudice of what is contained in the prefent conven- 
tion : provided however, thM this article fhall not take place 
againft the receiver general of the finances, but in cafe of 
the management of the duties of import and export. 

His majefty grants the fame power to bring an execu- 
tion as well againft the toUhoufes, engaged previoufly by 
fpecial mortgage, as againft the toll-houfes engaged fub-i 
fidiarily on failure of the former, and againft the funds of 
the faid country made over again, as alfo againft the States, 
except the ecclefiafticks, and againft the magiftrates of 
jhe towns and chatellanies of the faid country yielded back 
again, if they make any fcruple or too long delays in af- 
feiling and furnifhing the impofts, which they are obliged 
to raife for his Imperial and Catholick Majefty. 

And this execution againft, the faid States, excepting thfc*^ 
clergy, and againft the faid magiftrates, ftiall be made in 
the name, apd on 'the part of his majefty, and in the 
ufual manner ; his majefty for this end authorizing the go- 
vernors of the barrier towns who have taken an oath to him, 
and fubjefting the faid States thereto, (except the clergy) 
and the faid magiftrates by virtue of the prefent conven- 
tion, as well as the faid funds, as thofe were fubjefled to it 
which were fpecially mortgaged and afligned for the re- 
fpeftive fums of the faid fubfidy, by the 19th article, an4 
the feparate article of the barrier treaty. 

The officers of juftice, to whom it fliall appertain 
Ihall be obliged to give the neceffary afliftance of their ofr 
fice, when thofe who bring the writs that ftiall be ordered 
Wd ifliied in favpur of their High Mightinefles, againft tl^ 
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adthinlftrators of his majefty's duties of Import and e5q>bEt, 
as well as againft their affociates, fhall have recourfe tQ 
them, in order to proceed to the execution of the fai4 
writs, according to the received ufage of the tribunals 
from whence they are difpatched ; in the fame manner 
as they are ufed to execute the fentences which the na- 
tives and othex" inhabitants of the Auflrian Netherlands 
obtain there. And as to the States of the Netherlands 
yielded back again, ^the ecclefiafticks excepted) ''magi- 
ftrates, toll-houfcs and funds, execution may be ifTued 
againft them in the manner as is agreed by the barrier treaty. 

And finally, befides the order which fhall be givea 
by his maiefty to the governor general of the Auftrfea 
Netherlands, the prefent convention ftall ferve inftead of 
a fpecial and irrevocable order and inftriiftion, for hira 
and his future fucceflbrs, in purfuance of which they fhall 
perform and caufe to be performed what is ftipulated by 
the prefent convention ; and are exprefsly forbid not to 
divert, or fufFer to be diverted by the council of flate and 
the finances, by the direflor general of the finances, 
or by any other perfon whatfoever, any fam . of tl)e 
revenues abovementioned of the faid towns and cha- 
telfanies, nor of the faid adminiftration, management and 
receipt of the duties of import and export, for any occafion 
whatfoever, though never fo material and urgent, unlefs 
of what fhall remain after the payment of the faid quar^ 
ters ; which payment fhall not be retarded, much lefs re- 
fufed under colour of compenfatigns, liquidations, or 
other pretences of what name or nature foever they be : 
in confequence of which^ their High Mightinefles the 
States General renounce, and entirely give up, by virtue 
of the prefent convention, every jiaiop and mortgage 
which had been ftipulated by the 1 9th article of the bar- 
rier treaty, and its feparate article, ^^gainft the provinces 
of Brabant and Flanders, their jurifdiftions, chatellanies. 
the feven quarters of Antwerp, and againft the ftates and 
receivers of the faid provinces. 

III. The arrears due of the intereft of the fums raifed 
upon the revenue of the pofts in the Auftrian Nether- 
lands being very confiderable, his Imperial and Catholick 
Majefty promifes and engages to remedy it, by caufiiig 
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entire payment to be made both of the intereft and principal 
as foon as pofiible ; and till this is performed, his Imperial 
and Catholick Majefty will give very ftrift orders that the 
revenue of the pofts may be employed conformably to the 
bonds, and that no part of it be diverted to the prejudice 
of their conteifls. 

IV. The Lords the States General having made con- 
fiderable advances towards paying off the intereft of th^ 
monies levied as fpecified in the barrier treaty, it has been 
agreed and concluded, that the lum of 705,011 florin5, 18 
ft>us and 10 dcniers, which his Catholick Majefty owes to 

• their High Mightineffes, according to the liquidation fet- 
tled on this day the 22d of December 1718, Iball be paid 
- off by equal portions of 20,000 crowns or 50,000 Dutch 
florins a year, to commence immediately after the fix years 
<rf the prefent general adminiftration of the duties 6f import 
and export ; his Imperial and Catholick Majefty engaging 
the faid duties in Flanders as they are now raifed, and as 
they fliall continue to be raifed after the end of the faid 
general adminiftration, for paying off the faid fum of 
705,011 florins, 18 fous and 10 deniers, by wiyof fpecial 
mortgage : and till the fame is effeSually paid off', he fhall 
caufe intereft to be paid for the faid fum, or that part of it 
which ftiall remain unpaid, at the rate of two and a half 
per cent, per annum. ' 

In order to facilitate the payment of the faid intereft of 
two and a half per cent, per annum, their High Mighti- 
neffes confent that it be computed by the double canon 
of 800,000 florins per annum, raifed upon the revenues 
of the province of Namur, and fubfidiarily upon thofe of 
the mayoralty and province of Luxemburg ; on condition 
that the faid double canon be continued proportionably to 
the time that the reimburfement of the faid 800,000 flo- 
rins fliall be retarded by the faid diminution. 

V. To put an end to the differences touching the artil- 
lery and the magazines of war, and particularly concern- 
ing the propriety of thofe of Venlo, St. Michael andSte- 
venfwaert, places yielded to the States General by the 
treaty of barrier, his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
gives up all claim to the faid artillery and magazines, on 
coiwiition that their High Mightineffes recede, as they do 
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by the prefent convention, from the demandof the moneyr 
due to them, in purfuanc^ of the aQ pafied at Antwerp 
the 30th of January 1716, by the count de Konigfegg, 
plenipotentiary of nis Imperial and Catholick Majefty^ 
took for the powder, ball, and other ammunition, which the 
commiffioners of his Imperial and Catholick Majefty 
took for his accompt, agreeable to the faid a£l, and to 
lifts (igned by the faid commiflfioners, which amount in 
value to above 100,000 florins : but his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick M^jefty I3lakes no claim on account of the powder 
and ammunition belonging to France, which was foun4 
at the redufiion of Antwerp, Mechlin, Ghent, and oth^r 
places of the Auftrian Netherlands, 

VI. The States General imniediately after the exchange 
of the r^ifications of the prefent convention, (hall remit 
to his Imperial and Cathohck Majefty the pofleffion and 
enjoyment of all the towns, chatellanies, diftri£ls and ju- 
rifdiBiona made over again by France, according to the 
tenor of the firft article qf the barrier treaty. And his 
Imperial ^nd Catholick lyfajefty Ihall likewife remit to 
their High M'ightinefles, immediately after the exchange 
of the faid ratifications, the poflellion of the land and pol- 
ders which he has yielded to them in Flanders by the firft 
article of this convention. , 

VII. The barrier treaty, and its ftparate article of the 
15th of November 1715, fhall be confiriped by thefepre- 
fents, in all and every of it!^ arti(:le$. 

VJII. Forafmuch as for the greater fecurity and better 
performance of the barrier treaty, his Britannick Ma- 
jefty has confirmed and guarantied the faid treaty, fo his 
faid majefty doth prpmife and engage to confirm and gua- 
rantee the prefent convention, ^s he doth confirm an4 
gurantee it by thi* article. 

IX. The prefent treaty fhall be ratified and approved 
by his Imperial and Catholick M^jefty, by his Britannick 
Majefty, and by the Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, and the ratifiications (hall be ejcchanged 
in fix weeks, or fooner if poffible, after tlie day of its 
being figned. 

In witnefs whereof, we the ambafladors and plenipo- 
teatiaries of his Imperial and Cathplipk Majefty, and of 
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%tb BritannicH Majejly^ and the deputies and plenipoten-' 
aiaries of the Lordi tne States GeneraU by virtue of our 
'i^pedive powers, have in their names (igned thefe pre • 

^ts,/and thereto fet the feals of our arms. Dpne at the

BE it known by thefe prefents : whereas the troubles 
of the North, which began without the hoty Roman

Berg, Landgravine and hereditary princefs of Heffe, 
princefs of Hirchsfeld, countefs of Catzenellebogen, Dietz, 
Ziegenhain, Nidda, and Schaumbourg, &c. and his faid 
Britannick Majefty have with a Chriftian and laudable in- 
tention, confidered by what meafures they might not only 
prevent greater misfortunes, and the ruin of countries and 
nations being occafioned by fuch a war, but chiefly to 
reftore peace and tranquillity betwixt their faid majefiies, 
and to eftablilh and renew the good harmony and mutual 
underftanding between the t^fro parties. For this end the 
moft illuftrious and moft potent prince and lord Lewis XV. 
the moft Cbriftian King of France and Navarre, employed 
his good offices and mediation by the noble lord James 
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jSe Cat!ipred<^, &is minift^r refiditig dt the Su^dilh Court ; 
and a preliminary treaty of peace was aftually agreed on 
betweeA their faid majefties, which wascomrluded at Stock- 
holm the ^ of July Uft, in which it was ftipulated that 
peace ftiould m formally concluded betwixt them on the 
foot of the faid treaty, and th^t 2^ folemn inftrument 
ihould be drawn up for that purpofe. For the advancing 
and perfefting a work fo defirable and falutary, the ple^ 
nipotentiary minifters on both fides being veiled with fuffici- 
cnt full powers, h^ve in the name of God entered into a 
conferencie, vh. on the part of her Swedifli Majefty, 
the coutit Guflavus Crofthielm, fenator of her majefty 
^nd the kingdom, prefident of the royal chancery, and 
chancellor of the academy at Upfal ; the count Charles 
Guftavus Ducker, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom; 
velt marfhal and counfellor of war; the count Guftavus 
Adam Taube, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, 
ati4 governor of Stockholm ; the count Magnus de la Gar- 
die, fenator of her majefty and the kingdom, and prefix 
dent of the college of commerce ; and the baron Daniel 
Nicholas de Hopken, fecretary of ftate to her Swedifli 
Majefty; and on the part of his Britannick Majefty, as duke 
and eleQor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, his plenipoten- 
tiary, minifter and colonel, Adolphus Frederick de Baffe- 
witz ; who have agreed to the following articles. 

I. A lafting and fincere peace and friendfliip fliall be 
eftabliflied and confirmed by thefe prefents, between his 
Swedifli Majerty and the kingdom of Sweden on the one 
part, and his Britarmick Majefty as duke and eleQor of 
Brunfwick Lunenburg, and his ducal and eleftoral houfe 
on the other part ; and both ftiall fincerely and conftantly 
do every thing in their power for ftrengthening the bands 
of union and confidence between them, as much as pot 
fible ; and all hoftilities and warlike proceedings of the one 
part againft the other fliall entirely ceafe from this time. 

IL There fliall alfo be on both fides, a perpetual ob- 
livion and amnefty of whatever the one has committed 
hoftilely againft the other, of what nature foever the aQion 
was, in fuch manner that nothing done by either party, or 
by their fubjeQ$, ftiall be correfled or revenged, but every 
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Amg IhlJI by thefe prefent3 be abolUhed, and for ever 
buried in oblivion. 

III. As ber Swedifli Majefty, by virtue of the prelimi- 
nary treaty of peace concluded July 4*7 ^7^99 with his 
Britanrifck Majefty, as duke and ele3oF of Brunfmdf^ 
and Lunenburg, did then yield, f[> ihe does by virtue 
of thefe prefents again yield for herfelf, the kingdom of 
Sweden, and her fucqeffors and defcendents, to his Bri« 
tannick Majefty, as duke and eleOor of Brunfwick and 
Lunenburg, and: hi$ fucceflbrs for ever, the duchies of 
Bremen and Verden, pleno jure, with nil their rights an<i 
dependencies, in the fame manner as thofe duchies were 
among others appropriated, according to the Xth article 
of the trjBaty of peace at Ofnaburg, dated the 44 Oftober 
2648, and as the kings and kingdom of Sweden have fince 
that time pofiefTed, do now pouefs, or ought to have pof- 
lefled the faid duchies, with their rights, appendages and 
appurienances, without any exception ; and principally the 
jus pignoris of the bailywick and town of Vilfliaufen* 
with all its rights and dependencies, which was formerly 
in the hands of the eledor of Brunfwick ; ii> fuch man* 
i^r however, that no demand Ihall be formed upon her 
majefty or the kingdom of Sweden for any engagements 
with which the feme are, or may be incumbered, either 
now or hereafter : giving up the whoe together, and eve-f 
ry particular thereof now and for ev r, with the fame pre- 
rogatives as her Swedifti Majefty and her predecefibrs in 
the government, as well as the kingdom of Sweden, had 
pofleffed them, without any diminution or refervation ; as 
alfo without exception of any rights, inteftine or foreign, 
to keep and potTefs them in propriety, without any dif- 
pute, hindrance or interruption on the part of her Swedilh 
Majefty^ or her fucceflbrs ; yielding up, and renouncing 
by thefe prefents in favour of his faid Britannick Majefty, 
as duke and eledor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, and 
bis heirs for ever, all the rights flie hath, or ever had, 
or ought either one way or another to claim, to the duchies 
of Bremen and Verden, in general and particular, both as 
to the direQorlhip in the circle of Lower Saxony, a feffion 
and vote in the diets of the empire and the/:ircles, or any 
thing elfe, by what n^me foever called, refigning in the 
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ikme Planner by thefe prefents, to the fub}e6ls and inlnlH-^ 
tants of the faia dutchies, all their oaths and obUgations bjr 
whidi they were bound to her majefty and the |cingdoia 
of Sweden, and tranfenring them by the fame to bis ma- 
jefty of Great Britain, as duke and eleftor of Brunfwick 
and Lunenburg, and to his heirs, as their prefent fok and 
perpetual fovereign lord ; and in like manner the chapter 
of Hamburg and that of Bremen, together with the per- 
ions appertaining to the latter, liibjefls, tenants in fief, far- 
mers and tributaries, as well in the town of Bremen, as 
thofe whb live in what are called the four Gohen of Brc- 
inen, and all other places which are there, (hall be by vir- 
tue of thefe prefents freed from their faid cfciths and 
engagements taken to the crown and kingdom of Swe- 
den, and made over to his firitannick Majefty, as duke 
and eledor of Brunfwick and Lunenburg, and his heirs. 

Her Swedifli Majefty, for herfelf and her fucceffors, 
does, by virtue of thefe prefents, again renounce the jura 
feudi which fhe and her predeceflbrs had, on account of 
the duchies of Bremen and Verden, acquired of the em- 
perors and the holy empire, and hitherto enjoyed; and 
transfers the faid jura feudi in like manner to his Britannick 
Majefty and his heirs. 

And the archives and documents which relate to the 
duchies of Bremen and Verden, ftiall bona fide, with all 
the fpeed poffible, be put into the hands of perfons 
named and authorifed by his Britannick Majefty, to re- 
ceive them. 

IV. His Britannick Majefty, as duke and eleftor of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, does as well for himfelf as hit 
heirs, promife and engage on his part to the ftates, fubjeSs, 
and all (he inhabitants of the country, both in the towns 
of the iaid diK:hies of Bremen and Verden, and all places 
that do or may depend thereon, no perfon excepted, and 
confequently to every one of them, to maintain and defend 
their juftly acquired liberties, eftates, rights and privi- 
leges, in general and particular, in the fame manner as the 
faid ftates, fubjefts and inhabitants enjoyed and poflefled 
them, and as they were granted to them by the peace of 
Weftphalia, as well as the free exercife of the two reli- 
gions; according to the Augfburg confeflion; as (• whigh 
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tkey llian nt all times be left to their free tb(w«t widmit 
moleftation. 

And in cafe that either the one or the other is not yet 
aBually confirmed in the expe£latives of certain prehendf 
of the chapter of Hambuig, granted by the former kings 
of Sweden, or bought of others, fuch expe^latives, ac-r 
cording to their ri^ts and origin, fliall remain entire ; la 
liich manner neverthelefs, that for* the future, whenava^ 
cancy happens, no body ftMl be preferred to tbofe who are 
the bearers of them. 

V. The redufiion and liquidation eftabliihed every 
where by the preceding government of Sweden, having 
given occafion to n^any grievances of the fubje& and in* 
habitants, the late king of Sweden of glorious memorjr, 
in juftice to the caufe« was determined to give a fecurti^ 
by letters patent, that in cafe any of the fybji^Q^ could 
prove, that any eftate juftly belonging to them had been 
taken from them, their right Ihould be preferved ; in con* 
lequence of which feveral were reftored to the poflefljon 
of their eftates formerly difputed, or fequeftered by virtue 
of the faid reduftion, or any other pretext ; which riglit 
has been again confirmed to them iince, by their laft aflem<* 
biy of the 30th of May laft. 

It is therefore agreed and ftipulated by tbefe prefents, 
between the two contracting fovereigns, that th^ ceffion 
made of the duchies of Bremen and Verden, by the afore* 
faid third article of the prefent treaty, ihall not prejudice 
the rights andjuftpretenfions of the fubje6is and inhabit* 
tants of the faid duchies, or their heirs, living intra vel 
extra territorium ; but the fame (hall be maintained by his 
Britanrdck Majefty, as ele£tor of Brunfwick and Lunei^ 
burg, to all intents and pui^fes in the fame manner as 
they are ndw by her SwediXh Majefty, and as (hey may be 
certified now or hereafter. 

VI. In like manner, purfuant to what is ftipulated by 
the lecond article concerning the amnefty, the eftates, 
houfes and properties of any perfons whatfoever, who had 
been put under arreft by rcafon of the war, ihall be re- 
ftored and returned to the lawful proprietors, whether 
they live intra vel extra territorium. 

VII. 
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Vth N^eit^efe, MJKgom6om aduMly: made in iht 
laid iiiidiie($, and during, the Sn^ediih icgency, publico no- 
mine, tiU th^ > faid ducfaies ^fMrc invaded by fais DaAi& 
Majefiy, by ve^fon of debts and.&rins wh^ch were levied 
and carried into the royal cheft, and the fuias put into it. 
by the (aid f^^ncy, ihall resaain in fuil force, in fuch 
manner that the creditors, and thofe.who have kgal bonds 
in confequence of their loam of mooey^ and : mortgages 
truly furrendered, (ballenlc^ the contraas whicbthey have 
in their hands, and the engagements included therein, tili 
by virtue of their contra^ they are quite expired; and 
their monies advanced are all paid ; at which time the: 
eftatds^ and houfes fixuate or belonging in and :to the faid 
duchies. To eingaged to the.faid creditors, ihall become the 
property of his Britannick Majefty, ^ duke and eIe£l6ro£ 
Brunfwickand Lunenburg and his fucceflbrs, andihali be; 
iacorpprated in his chamber* But the ftates ihall h6 o]>- 
lijged to pay every thing. negoUait£d upon the bonds and fe* 
curity of the faid ilates. 

*i VHL His. Britannick Majcfty promifeth by thefe pre- 
{^nis, not onty as king, but alfo as duke and ele6lor of 
Brun&^kk and Lunenburg, . to renew from henceforth 
V?ith her raajefty, and the kingdom of Sweden, the i\riSb 
alliances and- treaties of friendibip heretofore eAabliihed 
with the prcdeceilbrs pf her majefty and the kingdom of 
Sweden, as well as the guaranties, which by virtue of the 
treaty of peace concluded between the allies of the North, 
or by that which may be concluded hereafter, (hall be ap- 
plied to the advantage of the ducal houfe of Hcilftein 
Gottorp, and to regulate the fame according to the prefent 
junSure of affairs. 

• Moreover, his Britannick Majefty, as duke and ele8:or 
of Brunfwick, engages to pay at Hamburg to her Swedifh 
" Majefty the fum of a million of rix dollars, in new and 
valid pieces of fingle and double marks or drittels, accord- 
ing to the allay of Leipfic in the year 1690, of which 
each fine mark of filver was worth 12 current dollars. 
And it is fettled, that one third of the faid fum, viz. 
333,3334- rixdollars, (hall be paid at Hamburg to her 
Swedifli Majefty upon her receipts, before the figning of 
this inftrument of peace, which fl;all accordingly remain 
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in force ; and the teft of the laid mUlioh of rhloUam ilmll 
be paid fpeedily, and without fail at Htaibu^g aJl at once, 
npon proper affignments and acquittances, in five or fix 
weeks time after the exchange of the ratifications of this 
treaty of p^ace. 

IX. The treaty of Weftphalia, except where it is al- 
tered by this treaty, or otherwife where it may be altered 
by treaties that may be concluded in the North, Ihail re- 
main in its full force and efficacy ; and the two contracting 
ibvereigns engage themfelves feverally to do every thing 
that fhall be judged necefTary for the obfervation of the 
iaid treaty of Weftphalia. 

X. The two contraQiing fovereigns referve to theni« 
felves by this article to demand and accept his Imperial 
Majefty's guarantee for this treaty, and that of other 
powers, according to the circumftance of affairs, 

XI. The ratifications of this peace fhall be difpatched 
in two months time at fartheft, and exchanged one with 
the other here at Stockholm, 

XII. In witnefs of the above, two copies, both of one 
and the fame tenor, have been made, which have been 
figned and fealed by the plenipotentiaries of the two con- 
trading fovereigns, of which one has been given to each 
party. Done at Stockholm, the 20th of November^ 1719.

€afe of neceffity, on the bafis of former treaties, which are 
hereby reaffumed. And the King promifes the Queen to 
nffift her asfoon as poffible with fubfidies and foldiers, in 
the prefent war againft the Czar oj Mufcovy, and to con^ 
tinue Juch oMjlance till a peace is reflored; and the Queen 
binds herfelj and her kingdoms to the perpetual guarantee 
cf the fucceffion of the crown , of GtCdX ^ni?im, in the fa--* 
Tnily of Brunfwick Lunenburg. Made the 2ift of Ja- 
nuary, 1720, 

WHEREAS the moft ferene and moft potent princefi 
and la4y, Ulrica Eleonora, queen of the Swedes, 
Goths and Vandals, &c. &c. &c. and the moft ferene and 
moft potent prince and lord, George king of Great Bri- 
tain, France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, duke of 
Brunfwick and Lunenburg, arch-treafurer and eleftor of 
the holy Roman empire, for the better afferting and con- 
firming an intimate friendftiip and clofe union, and for 
SncreaiGng and promoting the welfare and fecurity of the 
faid fovereigns, and their kingdoms and fubjefts, thought 
it expedient that the former treaties made between the fa- 
mous kingdoms of Sweden and Great Britain, and between 
the former fovereigns of the faid kingdoms, ftiould now 
be reaflumed, amended, renewed and accommodated, 
and applied to the prefent ftate of affairs, by the media- 
tion, and under the guarantee of his facred royal majefty 
of France, who for that end was pleafed to appoint and in- 
ftruft his refident M. de Campredon, to be his plenipo- 
tentiary, and efpecially that treaty which was made for 18 
years at the Hague in 1700, between bis royal majefty of 
Sweden, Charles XII. of bleffed and moft glorious me- 
mory then reigning, and his royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain, William fIL alfo of blefled and riioft glorious me- 
mory then reigning, and which expired in the year 1718. 
Her facred royal majefty of Sweden has therefore been 
pleafed, for perfeQing this falutary work, lawfully to con- 
Vou.I. A k ftitute 
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ftitute and fully to authorire his excellency count Charle* 
Guftavus a Ducker, fenator of her majefty and the king- 
dom, Velt Hiarfhal general, and counfellor at war; and 
his excellency count Guftavus Adam a Tauble, anpther of 
her majefty's and the kingdom's fenators, Velt marfhal 
general, and chief governor of Stockholm * alfo his ex- 
cellency the count Magnus de la Gatdie, her majefty's and 
the kingdom's fenator, and prefident of the college of 
commerce ; and his excellency John count Lillienftedt, 
her majefty's and the kingdom's fenator, and counfellor 
of the chancery ; and finally, his excellency Daniel Nicho- 
las de Hopken, free baron, and her fecretary of ftate : and 
his facred royal majefty of Great Britain has commifSoned 
his excellency John lord Carteret, baron of Hawnes in the 
county of Bedford, one of the lords of his bedchamber, 
lord lieutenant of the county of Devon, and his ambaf- 
fador extraordinary and plenipotentiary at the court of hi» 
facred royal majefty of Sweden : who having duly exhi- 
bited and communics^ted their full powers in a congrefs at 
Stockholm, and held divers conferences on that account, 
did, after accurate knowledge and difquifition of things, ac- 
cording to the importance of the affair, agree and conclude 
to make the treaties of the firfi of March 1665, at Stock* 
holm, and the 6th of June 1700, at Stockholm, the bafis* 
and foundation ; provided neverthelefs, that a negotiation- 
be entered into immediately, without lofs of time, by the 
commiflioners of both parties at Stockholm, concerning 
thofe things which relate to the commerce of both king- 
' doms, and of their fubjefls, and which conftitute a part of 
the treaties of 1665 and 1700; and as for every thing which 
relates to mutual friendftiip, good correfpondence and fe- 
ciirity, the faid treaties of 1665 and 1700 are by this pre- 
fent' treaty intirely confirmed and corroborated, with ad- 
ditions jind alterations only to render them better accom- 
mpdated, and more applicable to the prefent ftate of af- 
fairs, as will appear to be more at large fet forth, provided 
and ftipulated by the following articles. 

I. There ftiall be a fincere, conftant and perpetual 
friendfhip, league and good correfpondence between her 
facred royal majefty of Sweden, and the kings her heirs' 
and fucceflbrs on the one part, and his facred royal ma- 
jefty 
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jefty of Great Britain, and the kings his heirs and fuccefi 
fors on the other part, and all and fingular their kingdoms, 
dominions, provinces, iflands, lands, colonies, cities, 
towns, people, fubjefts, and inhabitants, and confequendy 
all their fubjefts and vaflals, both now and hereafter, within 
Europe and without it, in all places both by land or fea, 
and on the frefh-waters ; fo that neither they nor either of 
them flrall do any detriment to the other's kingdoms, pro- 
vinces, . colonies, wherever fituate, or fubjefts, nor permit, 
much lefs confent that it be done by others ; but fhall em- 
brace each other's interefts with fincere afFeftion, all man- 
ner of good will, and mutual affeftion. 

II. In like manner, both.of the confederates, andtlieir 
lieirs and fucceffors, fhall be obliged to take care of and 
promote their mutual advantage and honoui* with all ap- 
plication, to difcover and bring to light all dangers, con- 
ipiracies and machinations of the enemy, as foon as they 
cooie to their knowledge, to oppofe the fame as far as lies 
in therr power, and i6 employ and unite their counfels and 
forces, for averting and hindering them ; for which reafon 
it fhall not be lawful for any one of the confederates, either 
by himfelf, or any others whcJmfbever, to negotiate or at- 
tempt any thing to the detriment of the other, or even to 
the damage of the other's lands, dominions, or rights where- 
foever, fituate either by land of fea ; and they fhall in no 
yife fiipport thd other confederate's rebels, or enemies, to 
his prejudice, nor fhall receive or admit any of his rebels 
and traitors into his dominions, much lefs afford them any 
advice, aid, and favour, or fuffer or permit fuch advice, 
aid, or favour, tobegiVen by his fubjefls, people or in- 
habitants. 

III. Aftd particularly as to rebels, jufl now mentioned, 
whofoever fhall be declared a rebel and enemy, by letters 
fent from either of the confederates to the other, he fhall 
be inftandy reputed as fuch by that confederate to whom 
fuch letters fhall be fent; and all the flipulations made by 
this alliance againfl the enemies and rebels of either, fhall 
be put in force. 

IV. And to the end that the faid friencjfhip and good 
correfpondence may be cultivated every day with greater 
fuccefe, to the advantage of both the faid princes, and 
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their kingdoms and fubjeas, and the proteBion of the pro- 
teftant religion, and that their fecurity may be the better' 
provided for and guarded, it is agreed on both fides, that 
the moft ferene and mod potent kings and kingdoms of 
Sweden and Great Britain, may be united as clofely aspoC-. 
fible, by a particular defenfive alliance, as they are by 
thefe prefents joined together by the cloleft alliance, 
and reciprocally obliged to the mutual defence of their 
kingdoms, dominions, provinces, ftates, fubjeQs, poC- 
feffions, rights, liberty of navigation and commerce in 
the Baltick, the Sound, the Northern, Weftern, and Bri- 
tifli feas, and in the Channel ; as alfo of the privileges and 
prerogatives lawfully belonging to either of the confede- 
rates, as well by compafts and recfeived cuftoms, as by the- 
law of nations and hereditary right, againft all manner of 
invaders, aggreffors, and difturbers, whether by land or 
fea in Europe, as is more particularly declared hereaf- 
ter. 

V, If it happen therefore that her royal majefty, and 
her heirs and fucceflbrs, the kings and kingdom of Swe- 
den, be invaded, infefted or difturbed in their kingdoms, 
dominions and provinces, iflands, and jurifdiftions, either 
within their kingdoms, or without, or in thofe parts of Ger* 
many now belonging to the kings and kingdom of Sweden, 
or even in their poffeflions and prerogatives, privileges and 
laws thereon depending, or in any other manner whatfoever 
hindered and molefted in the freedom of navigation and 
Commerce in the feas and channels abovementioned, by 
any one or more kings, princes, ftates, republicks, or re- 
bels, or by any one or more ill defigning perfons in Eu- 
rope, his facrcd royal majefty of Great Britain, and his 
heirs and fucceflbrs the kings thereof, fhall, after being du- 
ly required, conftantly aflift the moft ferene queen, and 
her heirs and fucceflbrs, the kings and kingdoms of Swe- 
den, againft all fuch aggreflbrs, difturbers, and rebels, with 
an army of 6,000 foot, on the terms, and in the manner 
as are hereafter ftipulated. 

VL And thofe auxiliary forces which fliall hereafter be 
fo defired, fliall be all fent in four months after they are 
required, or fooner if poflible, to fome convenient place 
and port to be nominated and appointed by the party who 
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defircis them; and the preparation and fending of fuch 
fuccours fhall in no wife be retarded, much left Ihall thofe 
friendly offices be wholly withdrawn, which by virtue of 
this alliance, the confederate who is fent to is firft of all 
to make trial of for obtaining an amicable compofition : 
and when the forces are fent and arrived, they fhall be 
maintained and fubfifted at the expence of the ally who 
fends them, till peace be obtained, or as long as the con- 
federate who requires them thinks them neceflary ; provided 
however, that while the fuccours are in his dominions, they 
may be furnifhed with all neceflaries for food and raiment, 
at as reafonable a price as his own. 

VII. It fhall be free for the confederate who requires 
the fuccours, to chufe whether he will have the whole num- 
ber of forces abovementioned, or only a part thereof, and 
the refl in military flores, ammunition, provifion, (hips, 
and the neceffary equipage, reckoning each thoufand foot 
per month, as long as the war lafls, at the rate of 4,coq 
imperial dollars; which matter the commiffioners on both 
fides fhall agree on bona fide without delay. 

VIII. But if there be danger, that the auxiliary forces 
may be hindered in coming to the place where they fhall 
be neceffary for him jhat requires them, the confederate^ 
Ihall be obliged to join their endeavours that their paffage 
may bqmade more fafe and eafy ; and it fhall be lawful for 
the confederate of whom they are required, to appoint his 
own general to command his forces, and the fam^ fhall be 
kept as clofe together in one body, as the flate qf the war 
will admit of; which is to be underflood in fuch a fenfc, 
that they may not be difperfed in parties, to places re- 
mote from each other. And he who is appointed Ge- 
neral of the auxiliary forces, fhall be fubjeft to the 
command of the ally who requires them, or to his general 
in military operations ; and all things which relate to ac- 
tion, and all other military events, fhall be fo ordered as is 
the ufual cuftom in war, and in cafe of furnilhing fuccours; 
and the fame rule fhall take place if fhips fhould happen 
to be fent inflead of land forces, which, z,s auxiliaries, 
fhall be obliged to carry the flag of the ally who requires them, 

X. If it happen that the determined numbeilf of forces 
be not fufificient for the greatnefs of the danger, as in cafe 
th^ ag^reffors be fuccoured by the auxiliaries of any of his 
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confederates, and be fo ftrong as to over-power and de^ 
feat either of the allies, then the other ally ihall be obliged 
as foon as poflible toaflift the party injured and oppreffed, 
with as many forces as he can both by fea and land, and 
by pecuniary fublidies; provided neverthelefs, that in fuch 
cafe, the manner, nature and time of giving fuch aid jnay 
be fettled according to the exigency of the affair. And 
whereas the kingdom of Sweden has long ere now been 
infefted by feveral neighbouring powers, even while the 
treaty which was concluded in the year 1700 ftill fubfifts, 
and as the war continues hitherto, for this reafon his facred 
royal majefty of Great Britain thinks himfelf obliged, 
jts well by the treaty abovementioned, as by virtue of thele. 
ptefents, to give thofe farther fuccours to her facred royal 
majefty and the kingdom of Swedeo, as are hereafter fti- 
■puJated. 

XL And whereas every amicable method has been hi* 
therto attempted, but without fuccefs, for putting an end 
to this Northern war, according to the defire of her royal 
Swedilh Majefty, his facred royal majefty of Great Bri- 
tain doth declare, and bind himfelf by thefe prefents, ' that 
he will not fuff'er any more time to be wafted in vainly at- 
tempting fuch a reconciliation, but will next fpring fend 
a ftrong fquadron of men of war to the kingdom of 
Sweden, as Tuccours to aO: in conjunfiion with the men 
of war of her facred royal majefty of Sweden, under 
her command, and at her difpofal, for repelling the inva* 
Jions of Sweden by the Czar of Mufcovy, and for Ipeedily 
obtaining a juft peace from him ; and all operations that 
'are to be performed by their joint forces, fhall be ordered 
and di{pofed in a previous council, of war, held with the 
commanders of the fquadrons of both crowns : but for the 
. future, before the auxiliary forces are fent, the party that 
fufFers any force or injury fliall give notice to the other 
ally, and then both of the allies fhall ufe their endeavours, 
that the invaders or difturbers may be induced by fair 
means to abftain from fuch violence and injury, that there 
may not be a neceflity of having recourfe to arms ; and if 
the offender Ihould be fo obftinate, that he will not 
condefcend to do juftice by amicable meafures, and con- 
fequently the party injured and offended be compelle4 
to repel the violence done to him, and' any fartl\er dif- 
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turbance by force of arms, then the faid forces fliall be 
lent without delay, and fuch fupply fhall be continued till 
the party injured has obtained full fatisfaClion. He jfhall 
be accounted an aggreflbr, \vho extorts a juft defence by 
injuries. 

Xn. It fhall likewife be lawful for both of the confe- 
' derates, and their fubjefts, to enter the ports of either 
with their men of war, arid other fliips of force, there to 
winter and flay, and to poffefs and enjoy the immunities 
and privileges of thofe ports ; provided that they who 
are not the common enemies be not infefled in fuch ports, 
or at their entrance, nor that the traflfick to the faid ports 
be interrupted, much lefs wholly ciit off* It is alfo de- 
termined by the mutual confent of their royal confederate 
inajeflies, that a particular negotiation for navigation 
and commerce be immediately fet on foot at Stockholm, 
for the mutual advantage and emolument of both na- 
tions ; arid in the mean while, and till the fame has its - 
efFeft, it is covenanted and agreed between both the allies, 
that there fhall be a reciprocal and entire freedom of na- 
vigation and commerce in all forts of goods and merchan- 
dize, through all and fingular their dominions, jurifdic- 
tionsand territories fituate in Europe; fo that it Ihallhe 
lawful for one another's fubjefts freely and fafely to en-y 
ler by land or fea into cither's kingdoms, provinces, 
iflands, cities, towns, and villages, and there to refide 
and exercife commerce in all forts of goods and merchan- 
dize, the importation and exportation of which are not 
particularly prohibited and reftrained by the laws and fta- 
lutes of both kingdoms ; provided neverthelefs, that fuch 
freedom of commerce be not extended to any '^ other 
places than to thofe fea ports which have hitherto been 
opened for the trade of any foreign nation : in which faid 
ports, towns, cities, and places, it fhall always be free and 
lawful for the fubjefts of both of the confederates, not only 
to flay, refide and inhabit there as long as they ple^^ife, 
, without any moleftation, oppreffion, reflraint, or limita- 
tion of time, but alfo to tranfport diemfelve« from thence, 
with their goods, merchandize, and effefts, elfewhere, 
whenfoever and wherefoever • they think fit, ^without any 
4etriment, delay, or impediment, under any pretence, un- 
jcf$ they have borrowed money, and contraQed any juft 
* A a 4 ^^^.^ 
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and lawful debts ; nor {hall the faid fubjefts be obliged to 
pay any tributes or taxes of any kind, under any pretence, 
during their ftay in the dominions and territories of either 
of the confederates, which the nations in the moft intire 
friendfliip are not obliged tp pay. And to the end that the 
mercantile affairs of the faid Iiibjefls may be confirmed 
and increafed as much as poflible, and that commerce 
may be reciprocally promoted between both kingdoms, 
the faid allies bind one another, and feverally engage that 
the merchandize and manufaftures of both nations jQiall 
hereafter pay no other tribute nor taxes, than what are al- 
ready eftablifhed ; and (hall enjoy fuch immunity, till all 
points relating to their mutual commerce be more clearly 
and firmly decided, by a fpecial convention or treaty to 
be forthwith concluded, and always to be obferved for the 
•ufe and profit of both nations : nor fhall it be lawful for 
the fubjeQs of both ^he allies refpeftively, to claim and 
demand greater rates for the weight and menfuration of 
the goods and merchandize by them imported and ex- 
ported, than what are demanded and paid by the cities, in- 
habitants, and fubjeQs of both kingdoms. It is moreover 
agreed and eftablifhed, for a general rule between the 
faid confederates, that all and Angular their fubjeQs (hall 
enjoy equal favour, at leaft in all things, and on every oc- 
■ cafion, in the dominions and territories fubjeft on botli 
fides to their obedience : and that they (hall ufe and pof- 
fefsthe fame privileges, liberties and immunities which the 
fubjefts of any other prince or ftate, even in the ftrideft 
amity, do or may hereafter ufe, enjoy and pofTefs. 

XIII. Whereas by virtue of the fourth and fifth article* 
cF the treaty of 1700, both crowns were obliged recipro- 
' cally to furnifli the fuccours therein ftipulated ; on the 
conditions neverthelefs, w^hich are fpecified in the XVIth 
of the faid treaty, viz, that if the confederate applied to 
for fuccours fliould himfelf be involved in a war, either 
againft his own fubjefts, or againft a foreign enemy, he 
ftiould not only be obliged, during fuch war, to furnifh 
fuccours to the other confederate demanding them, but 
might alfo- after three months previous notice reCal the 
auxiliary forces, fent in aid of his confederate, by virtue 
of the league : and whereas it happened that her late fa- 
cred royal majefly of Great Britain was herfelf engaged 
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In a war againft the crown of France, till the year 
1713, when the war was concluded by the treaty of 
peace at Utrecht, and therefore neither could nor ought 
to be bound to furniQi the fubfidies promifed to the crown 
of Sweden ; yet forafmuch as the kingdom of Sweden 
has been in war from that time to this, and for that 
l*eafon demands the Swedifti fubfidies which are in arrear; 
. and whereas the fubjefts of his facred royal m?yefty of 
. Great Britain deipanded juft fatisfafiion for their Ihips 
and merchandize intercepted by the Swedifh men of war 
and privateers, and afterwards confifcated; and whereas in 
like manner the fubjefts of her facred royal majefty qf 
Sweden require juft fatisfaftion for their fhips and goods 
intercepted by the men of war and privateers of Great 
3ritain ; for this reafon it is agreed by the contrafting 
parties, that commiffaries ftiall forthwith be defied on 
both fides, to examine and liquidate the complaints relat- 
ing to the fhips and goods fo intercepted and taken, that it 
may appear what part the one owes to the other, and that 
what is accordingly due, after a calculation made on both 
fides, may be punftually paid within the term fixed by the 
commilfioners for fetding thofe pretenfions. 

XIV. 3ut the prerogatives mentioned in the beginning 
of the twelfth article, as granted by either of the confe- 
derates to the fhips of the other in his harbours, fhall in 
110 wife be indulged to the enemies of the other. Nor 
fliall it be lawful for the fubjeQs of either of the confe- 
derates, to affifl the enemies of the odier confederate to 
Jiis inconvenience and detriment, or to ferve them either 
as foldiers or mariners by fea or land, and therefore they 
fliall be laid under the fevereft prohibition. 

Xy. The prefent treaty made between the moft ferene 
monarchs of Sweden and Great Britain, fhall not dero- 
gate in the leaft from the 1-egalities,. rights and dominion of 
ner facred royal majefty of Sweden in the Baltick, nor 
from thofe of his facred royal majefty of Great Britain 
in thole commonly called the Britifh Seas ; but both of the 
confederates fhall hereafter preferve and enjoy all the pre- 
rogatives and privileges above mentioned, with all things 
depending thereon, as they have pofTefTed them hitherto, 
freply and without any cavil. Which enjoyment of all 

things 
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things as aforefaid muft be underftood on both fides, faving 
this prefcnt treaty. 

XVI After the confederate required as aforefaid, hath 
fent hts auxiliaries, or difcharged his obligation according 
to the laws of treaties, it isneccflary that provifion be made 
in like manner for him and his fecurity / and therefore it is 
agreed on both (ides, that the confederate who fends forces 
to the other confederate at his requeft, (hall always be re- 
puted as an auxiliary, and not be involved in the war for 
fending fuch afliflance ; nor fhali any treaty of peace or 
truce be entered into, nor any fufpenfk)xi of arms concluded 
lor a confiderable time, which may be hurtful to the other 
confederate, without including and fecuring him that lent 
iuch affifhince. But if he ihould be involved in open war 
-with the aggrefTor, or any other whomfoever, by realbn 
of his fending fuccours, tnen neither fhaB condefcend to 
agree to any preliminaries, or to any general treaty with 
the enemy or enemies, without the confent and council of 
the other, but ail things fhall be a3:ed and treated with 
nmtual help, communication and counfel, till moft ample 
provifion is made with common confent, for the fufficient 
fecurity and due fatisfaftion of both confederates. Above 
all, it fhall be by no means lawful for that ally who is fiift 
engaged in the war, to make peace, before the other ally, 
who by virtue of this treaty has fent help to his ally, fhall 
bave ample fatisfa£tion made him for any damage from 
Ae enemy, and be fully reftored at leaft to his former 
Itate, which he was in poffeffion of, or had ajufltideto 
before the war began, in Cafe that his ftate ana condition 
fcall have fufFered any diminution in the progrefs of 
War. 

XVII. This condition is exprefsty added to the former, 
concerning fending help at the requefl of his ally, * That 

* if it happens that either of the confederate kings, ei* 

* ther he of whom help is required, or he who rc- 

* quires it, fhould be engaged in war againfl a common 

* enemy, or be molefled by any other neighbouring king, 

* prince or flate, in his own kingdoms or provinces, (fo 
' tliat he of whom it is required may juftly account fucb 

* moleftation for a real war) to the averting of which he 

* that requires help might otlierwife by virtue of this treaty 
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\>e obliged himfelf to fend auxiliaries^ then the (»her 

ally fo molefted, if any auxiliary forces were fent at the 

.requeft of the other ally before the invafion, may after 

three months notification recal them to 'hi^ own and his 

kirngdom's defence, and while he is preffed with fucb in- 

yafion, he fhall not be obliged to fend the promifcd fuc- 

cours, as happened heretofore during the war which 

continued fo many years betwixt the crown jpf Great 

Britain and the moft Chriftian King. And although 

' that treaty of 1700, which (hall be reckoned as the bsSji 

^ of this, was entered into upon this condition, and this 

' which is concluded even now, ought to be explained in 

f that manner hereafter, neverthelefs his facred royal ma- 

» jefty of Great Britain, in order to give the moft lighal 

* tokens of his friendfliip to the crown of Sweden, engages 

* pro hac vice, that the prefent war between the erowns of 
f Great Britain and Spain, fhall by no means hinder hc|r 

* royal majefty of Sweden from obtaining the aids a£faiall|r 

* ftipulated by this treaty, or from enjoying and beinj 

* fupported by the feme, till the peace is happily reftore4, 

* viz. the fuofidies and fquadron of men of war, proU 

* mifed in the Vlllthand IXth articles, till a peace was 

* reftored with the Czar of Mufcovy; but if the wa^witb 
f Denmark Ihould, contrary to expeflation, laft logger 

* than that with the Czar, then only the fubfidies IhaH be 
^ cpntinued. On the contrary, her facred royal majefty 
< of Sweden obliges herfelf not to admit of any terms 

* which may be propofed or offered to Jier direftly or in^ 

* direftly by tTie king of Spain, if thofe terms are capable 

* of doing any prejudice or damage to the caufe for which, 
f a war has been carried on for feveral years againft Spain* 

* Moreover, her facred majefty of Sweden obliges her- 

* felf, her heirs and fucceflbrs, to maintain and guarantee^ 

* the fucceffion to the crown of Great Britain, as it is 
^ eftablifhed by the laws of the realm, in the family of his 

* Britannick Majefty now upon the throne, and likewifc 

* to defend alPthe dominions and provinces poffeffed by 

* his majefty; and that fhe will not give or grant any 

* fhelter or refqge in any part of her dominions to the per- 

* fon or his defcendents, if he fhould have any, who in 

* the life-time of James I L took the tide of prince of 
^ ^ " ' ' "" ' '[ Wales,

Wales, and after his death the royal title of king of 
Great Britain : promifing likewife for herfelf, her heirs 
and fucceffbrs, that flie will not direftly or indireQly 
give the faid perfon or his defcendents, any aid, counfel 
or affiftance whatfoeyer, either in money, arms, military 
equipage, fliips, foldiers, mariners, or in any other man-^^ 
ner whatfoever ; arid that (he will obferve the fame pre- 
cautiofi with regard to thofe perfons who may be com- 
manded or commiflloned to difturb his Britannick Ma- 
jefty's government, or the tranquillity of his kingdom, 
either by open war, or clandeftine confpiracies, or in 
exciting fpditions and rebellions, or in committing pira- 
cies upon hi^ Britannick- Majefty'sfubjefts ; in which laft 
cafe, her facred royal majefty of Sweden promifes that 
(he will by no means permit any refuge to be given to 
fuch pirates in the harbours of her kingdom. Laftly, 
hei; royal majefty of Sweden obliges herfclf, not to give 
any proteQion or flicker in any p^rt of her dominions 
to thofe fubjeSs of his royal majefty of Great Britain, 
who are now, or fliall herereafter be declared rebels ; and 
that in gafe there happen to be fuch in her kingdoms, 
provinces and dominions, flie will command them to 
depart her territories in eight days after the warning 
given them fro n) court. And if his facred royal majefty 
of Great Britain ftiall happen to be invaded in a hoftile 
manner, flic obliges herfelf to fend the fuccours above- 
mentioned, and to do the fame to his defcendents, if they 
fhall happen to' be difturbed in the fucceffion to the 
crown of Great Britain. And forafmuch as it is of the 
greateft importance to the Proteftant Religion, to the 
commerce of the kingdoms 0/ Sweden and Great Bri- 
tain, and to all Chriftendom, that the Baltick may not 
be in the power of the Czar of Mufcovy; if therefore 
the faid Czar refufe to make ^ peace with Sweden, and 
to reftore thofe things which are required for the fecurity 
of the kingdom of Sweden, and to re-eftablifh the faui^ 
freedom of Commerce in the Baltick, as both enjoyed 
before the prefent v/ar, in this cafe his facred royal ma- 
jefty of Grc3t Britain obliges himfelf not only to furnifli 
thofe aids which are expreffed in this treaty, for obtain- 
[ ing thp ikme by force of arms, but he promifes to ufe all 
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* his endeavours, and to employ all his offices with hif 

* confederates, that they may help Sweden with fubfidies, 
' and confequently furnilh the crown of Sweden with thtf 

* means for keeping the Czar within bounds/ 

XVIII. And although the allies fhall be obliged to 
fend auxiliaries to one another, according to the articles 
above, yet that obligation (hall not be fo far extended, as 
that all friendfhip and mutual correfpondence fhall be taken 
away and prohibited with the enemies of the other confe- 
derate : for fuppofing that one of the confederates fhould 
when required fend his auxiliaries, and not be engaged in 
the war himfelf, it fhall then be free for his fubjefls and 
inhabitants to have trade and navigation with the enemies 
of that ally who is engaged in the war ; and it fhall be 
lawful for them to carry any goods whatfoever to them, 
thofe only excepted which are exprefsly forbid, and com- 
monly called contraband, and declared iuch by the com- 
mon agreement of all nations. 

XIX. Forafmuch as both their royal majefties above- 
mentioned do hereby declare that they are ftill bound by 
.certain conventions and treaties formerly entered into with 
other powers, and that they are willing to obferve the fame 
duly, according to the flipulations of the faid articles, 
but that neverthelefs they are not at this time bound by any 
articles and claufes therein contained, which may or ought 
to weaken and obftruft this prefent treaty in any manner, 
or under any pretence : to the end therefore, that the faith 
of the confederates, and their perfevcrance in this alliance, 
may appear the more reciprocal, and that the minds of 
their fubjefts and friends may be the more confirmed, 
both their royal majefties abovementioned do oblige them- 
felves and declare, that they will fincerely and bona Jide, 
iland to all and every one of the articles of this treaty, and 
that they will not depart a tittle from the genuine and 
plain fenfe of the faid articles, under any pretexts of 
profit," friendlhip, former treaty, contrafcl and promife, 
or for any other colour whatfoever ; but that they will 
give effeftual orders that all the things which they have 
promifed in this treaty, as the Itate of affairs fhall re- 
quire, be fpeedily and fully put in execution by them- 
felves^ or their rainifters and fubjefts, according as they 
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exception or excufe, thofe excepted which are exprefied 
ia the preceding articles of this treaty. 

XX. This defenfive treaty Ihall laft 18 years, before 
the end of which the confederate fovereigns may again 
treat concerning its farther continuance, if it fliall feen> 
fpod to both of them. 

XXI. Whereas this treaty has been concluded purfuant 
to powers and orders received on both fides, fo the fame 
ought to be approved and ratified iadue and folemn form, 
)by both their facred royal raajeftiesof Sweden and Great 
Britain, and the inftruments of their ratification be de-- 
livered and exchanged at Stockholm within the (pace* 
of three months^ to be reckoned from the time of this 
fub(cription, or Iboner if poflible. 

For the greater evidence and confirmation of all things 
afprefaid, two copies of this treaty have been made, on^ 
tf which . the aforefaid fenators and fecretary of ftate 
of her facred royal majefty and the kingdofni of Swe- 
den, have figned and confirmed with thdr feals, as the 
other has been by the aforefaid ambafiador extraortjli- 
nary and plenipotentiary of his faCted royal majefty of 
Great Britain, who were all particularly impowered for 
that end, and that on one and the fame day, viz. th^ 
aift of January 1720. 



The treaty between Great Britain and Spain, concluded 
at Madrid, June 13, N. S, 1721^ 

IT having pleafed the Divine Providence to difpofe the 
hearts of the moft ferene and potent princes, George, 
by the Grace of God king of Great Britain, France, and 
Ireland, &c. and Philip V. by the Grace of God king 
©f Spain, the , Indies, &c. to forget all the grounds of 
diflatisfaQion and mifunderftanding that have given occa- 
fion to interrupt, for fome time, the friendftiip and good 
correfpondence which before flourilhed between them 5 
and their Britannick and Catholick Majefties being now 
defirous to renew and re-eftablilh them by the ftrongeft 
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ties, have ftipulated and agreed by their under-writtea 
minifters plenipotentiary, named for that purpofe, the 
following articles. 

I. That, for the future, there {hall be, between his Bri-i 
tannick Majefty his heirs and fuccellbrs, and his Catholick 
Majefty his heirs and fucceifors, as alfo between their 
kingdoms, dominions, fovereignties, fubjeQs and vaflals, 
a good, firm and inviolable peace, and a perpetual and 
fincere friertdftiip, and a general oblivion of every thing 
that has beeh done, on both (ides, upon occafion of the 
lail war. 

IL The treaties of peace and commerce, concluded at 
Utrecht on the 13th of July, and the 9th of December^ 
in the year 1713, wherein are comprehended, the treaty 
made at Madrid in the year 1667, and the cedulas there* 
in mentioned, ihall remain confirn^d and' ratified by the 
prefent treaty, except the third, fifth, and eighth arti- 
cles of the faid treaty of commerce, commonly called 
explanatory ; which have been annulled by virtue of 
another fubfequent treaty, made at Madrid the 14th of 
the month of December 1715- between the minifters ple- 
nipotentiary, named for that purpofe, by their Britannick 
and Catholick Majefties, which treaty remains likewiie 
confirmed and ratified; as alfo the particular contrad^ 
commonly called The Affiento, for the importation of 
negroe flaves into the Spaniih Indies, which was made 
the 26th of March in the faid year 1713, in confequence 
of the 12th article of the treaty of commerce of Utrecht; 
and likewife the treaty of declaration, concerning that of 
the Afllieqto, made the 26th of May 1716: all which 
treaties, mentioned in this article, with their declaration, . 
(hall remain in their full force, virtue and vigour, in every 
thing, wherein they (hall not be contrary to this ; and, to 
the end they may have their entire eflFett and accomplifh- 
ment, his Catholick Majefty will caufe his circular or^ 
ders, cedulas, to be difpatched to his viceroys, gover- 
nors, and other minifters, to whom it (hall belong, of 
the ports and towns in America, that the (hips employed 
for the traffick of negroes by the royal compa!iy of Great 
Britain eftabliflaed at London, may be admitted, with- 
out 
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Out hindrance, to trade freely, and in the (axne majihef 
ais they did before the laft rupture between the two crowns ; 
and the abovementioned cedulas (hall be delivered as fooil 
as the ratifications of the prefent treaty fhall have been 
exchanged; and at the fame time his Catholick Majefty 
will give his orders to the council of the Indies, that the 
junta, compofcd of minifters taken out of that council, and 
appointed for the cognizance (exclufive of all others) of 
the caufes that refpeQ the faid Affiento, may again have 
its courfe, admit of, and confult upon thofe affairs, ac- 
cording to the rule eftablifhed at the time of its appoint- 
ment ; and as to what regards the obfervation of the treaties 
of peace and commerce, circular orders ftiall be difpatched 
to all the governors of Spain, to the end that they may, 
without any of their interpretations, caufe them to be ob- 
ferved and accompliflied ; as in like manner fhall be given, 
on the part of his Britannick Majefly, the orders which 
Ihall be demanded, and judged neceffary for the accom- 
plifhment of every thing that has been flipulated and agreed 
between the two crowns in the abovementioned treaties of 
Utrecht ; and particularly as to what may not have been 
put in execution of the points fetded by the eighth, ele- 
venth and fifteenth articles of the treaty of peace, which 
mention the leaving to the Spaniards the free commerce 
and navigation to the Weft Indies, arid the maintaining 
the antient limits in America, as they were in the time of 
King Charles II. the free exercife of the Catholick Re^ 
ligion in the ifland of Minorca, and the cod-fifbing in 
the feas of Newfoundland ; as well as with regard to all 
the other articles which may not hitherto have been put 
in execution, on the part of Great Britain. 

III. Forafmuch as by the feventh article of the treaty 
of commerce of Utrecht it was agreed, that all the goods 
confifcated at the beginning of the former war fhould be 
reftored, in regard to the confifcation thereof, had been 
i^ade contrary to the tenor of the 36th article of the 
treaty of 1667, his Catholick Majefty, .in like conformity, 
will order, that all the goods, merchandizes, money, fhips 
and other effefts, which have been feized, as well in Spain 
as in the Indies, by virtue of his orders of the month of 
September 1718, or of any other fiibfequent orders, at the 

. time 
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«iiBe before Ac var was declared belveen the two crowiu, 
or afeer it was declared, be fpeedily rcftored in thtir fame 
kind, as to thofe which (ball be ftiU in being ; .or, if tlie^r 
^re not, the juft and true value of them, at the time that 
they were ieized ; die valuation whereof, if, by omiffion 
or negle6i;, it was not then made, ihall be adjufted, ac- 
cording to the authentick informations that the owners fhall 
produce before the ordinary magiftrates of the towns and 
places where the faid effefts fhall have been feized. And 
as it is certain, that the orders of bis Catholick Majefty 
(although they direfted, that inventories of thofe gooa6 
and efFeds (hould be made and drawn up, and accounts 
and declarations (hould be kept) have not, however, been 
executed in that manner in feveral places, it has been 
agreed, that if the proprietors make it appear, by legs^ 
proofs, informations, and other documents, that any of 
them have been omitted in the faid -inventories, his Ca- 
iholick Majefty will give exprefs orders, that the value of 
thofe things which fhall have been omitted, be ^id by the 
treafurers or other perfons, through whafe negled fuch 
imiiffions fhall have been made. 

IV. It is mutually agreed, that Jtis Britannick Majefty 
fhall give order to his governcMrs, officers, and odxer jni* 
nifters, to whom it fhall belong, to caufe to be reftored all 
the goods and effefts of the fubjeSb of his Catholidk Ma- 
jefty, which they fhall prove to have been feized and con- 
iifcated in the dominions of his Britannick Majefty, upon 
occafion of the laft war; in the fame manner as it has been 
fettled in the foregping article^ in favour oft the »fubj(6^ftf 
of his Britannick Msyefty. 

V. It is alfo agreed, that his Britannick Majefty fhall 
caufe to be reftored to his Catholick Majefty atl the 
fhips of the SpaniQi fleet, which were taken by ttet 
of JEngland, in the naval battle that was fought in 
die month of Auguft 1718, in the feas of Sicily; with the 
guns, fails, rigging, and other equipage, in the condi« 
tion they are atprefent; or elfe the value of thofe which 
may have beenNfdld, at the fame price that the purchafera 
fiiall have given, according to the proofs and vouchers : 
and for the execution of this reftitution, his Britannick 
Majefty fhall caufe the proper orders to be difpatched, im- 
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mediately after the ratification of this treaty. It is aI(o^ 
declared, that the other pretenfions that there may be, on 
both fides, between the two crowns, concerning matters 
vhereof there is no mention made in the prefent treaty, 
and which are not comprehended in the fecond article 
hereof, (hall be treated of at the approaching congrefs of 
Cambray. 

VI* The prefent treaty fliall have its effeft immediatety 
after it (hall have been mutually ratified ; and the letters 
oF ratification (hall be exchanged in fix weeks after the 
figning, or fooner, if polfible ; deferring its publication 
till the general peace (hall have been concluded at the 
congreis of Cambray, between all the parties concerned ; 
or till their firitannick and Catholick Majefties ihall have 
particularly agreed upon it. 

In witnefs whereof, we the under-written minifters ple- 
htputentiaries of his Britannick Majefty and his Catholick 
Majefiy, being fumi(hed with our full powers, which have 
been mutually communicated, and copies whereof (hall be 
here under tranfcribed, have figned the prefent treaty^ 
and affixed thereto the feals of our arms. Done at Ma* 
drid the 13th of June, 1721.

Treaty of defenjive alliance^ betwixt France, Spain, and 
Great Britain. At Madrid, June 13, 1721. 

THE differences that have happened betwixt their Bri- 
tannick and mod Chriftian Majefties on the one 
part, and his Catholick Majefty on the other, having not 
a little impaired the friend(hip which they always (hewed 
to one another, it has been a long time their ardent wi(h 
to re-eftablifh the good correfpondence and fincere 
amity which ought to prevail among them, and which 
will always be the ftrongeft fupport of the greatnefs t6 
wbich God has raifed them, and the fureft mejins to pre- 
fervc the publick tranquillity, as well as the happinefs and 

mutual 



mutual advantages of their fubjefts ; and it is with a view 
to cement and corroborate, if poffible, thefe difpofitions, 
which arje as conducive to the mutual glory and fecurity 
of their crowns, as they are conformable to the welfare 
and tranquillity of all Europe, that their Britannick, moft 
Chriftian, and CathoHck Majefties have refolved to unite 
in fo ftrift a manner, that they may aft hereafter as if they 
had only the fame view, and the fame intereft : and for 
riiis end the moft ferene king of Great Britain, &c. hav- 
ing given full powers to treat in his name, to William 
Stanhope, efq. colonel of a regiment of dragoons, a mem- 
ber of the parliament of Great Britain, and ambaffador 
extraordinary from his Britannick Majefty to the court 
of the Catholick King; the moft ferene the moft Chrif- 
tian King having given full powers for the fame end, to 
John Baptift Lewis Andrault de Langeron,. marquifs de 
Maulevrier, lieutenant-general of his armies, commander 
and grand croix of the military order of St. Louis, his 
envoy extrordinary to his Catholick Majefty; and the moft 
ferene king of Spain having likewife granted his full powers 
for the fame end to Don Jofeph Grimaldo, knight of the 
order of Sc. Jago, governor of Rueira and Auzechal, a 
member of the council of the Indies, and his'firft fecre- 
tary of ftate and the difpatches ; they have agreed on the 
following articles. 

I. There fhall be hereafter and for ever a ftrift union 
and a fincere and lafting friendfhip between the moft fe- 
rene king of Great Britain, the moft ferene the moft 
Chriftian King, and the moft ferene king of Spain, 
their kingdoms and their fubjefts, and inhabitants of the 
countries under their dominion ; fo that the injuries or da^ 
mages fuffered during the war, to which an end has beeA 
put by the acceflion of the moft ferene king of Spain to 
the treaties of London, dated the 2d of Auguft 1718, 
fhail be buried in eternal oblivion, and that for Ihe future 
each ftiall take the fame care of one another's fafety as of 
his own, ancf not only inform his Silly of the danger that 
may threaten bim, but alio oppoft with all his power the 
injuries that may be done him. 
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IL In order to eftablifli this union and corre^ndenee 
firmly 5 and to render it yet more advantageous to the crowns 
of tlwir Britannick, mod Chriftian^ and Catholick Ma- 
Jefties, they promife and engage by the prefent treaty of 
'% defenfivc alliances mutually to guarantee the kingdoms, 
pitwincei, dates and countries under each other's domi* 
nion^ in what part of the world foever fituate ; fo that if 
iheir majefttes are attacked, contrary to what was refolved 
on at tl^ treaties of Utrecht and Baden, and contrary to 
the treaties of London, and the ftipulations which (halt 
be made at Cambray, they Ihall mutually afCft one ano- 
ther till the difturbance is at an end, or till they are fatis- 
fied, by the reparadon of the damages which they {halt 
faave fuffered. 

III. In purfuance of the foregoing article, the msdnte- 
nance and obfeivation of the treaties of Utrecht, Baden, 
London, and of that which is to be made at Cambray^ 
for putting an end to the differences that are to be decided 
betwixt the moft ferene king of Spain and the emperor, 
(ball be the chief aim of the prefent alliance. And to 
drengthen it the more, the moft ferene king of Great Bri- 
tain, the moft ferene the moft Chriftian King, and the 
moft ferene king of Spain, (hall by cdncert invite fuch 
powers as they ihall think fit to enter into the prefent 
treaty for the common good, and , for the prcfervation of 
the publick tranquillity. 

IV. If tt happen (which God forbid) that, contrary to 
the faid treaties of Utrecht, Baden, London, or the fti- 
puladons of thofe which ihall be made at Cambray, their 
Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties fliould 
be attacked, or in any manner difturbed in the enjoy, 
ment of their kingdoms and countries by any potentate, 
they promife and engage to employ their good offices as 
ibon as they (hall be required^ in order to procure for the 
party attacked fatisfadion for the wrong done to him, and 
to hinder the aggreffor from continuing his hoftilities ; and 
if it happen that his good oifices be not fufficient to pro* 
cure fuch reparation out of hand, their faid majefties pro- 
mife to furniih the following fuccours jointly or fepa* 
rately, viz. 

His 
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His Britannick Majefty 8,qoo foot, and 4,000 licsrfe- 
His moft Chriftian Majefty 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horfc. 
His Catholick Majefty 8,000 foot, and 4,000 horie. 

If the party that happens to be attacked, defire men of 
'wrar or tranfoorts, or even fubfidies in ready money, in 
the rooi;n of troops, in that cafe he ftiall be at liberty to 
make his choice, ^d thty Ihall furnifh him with the faid ' 
ihips or money in proportion to the expence of troops j 
and in order to prevent all occafion of doubt in the cal- 
culation of the feid expence, their majefties agree that 
1,000 footfhallbe fettled at 10,000 Dutch florins, and 
1 ,000 horfe at 30,000 florins per month, obferving the 
fame proportion with regard tp fhipping : their feid ma- 
jefties promifing to continue and maintain the faid fuccours 
as long as the troubles fhall laft ; and if the faid fuccours 
be not fufiicient to repel the attacks of the enemy, tliey 
Ihall agree to augment them ; and if it be neceffary, their 
faid majefties fhall mutually aftift one another with all 
/their forces, and declare war againft the aggreffor. 

V. Their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick 
Majefties, being entirely fatisfied in the fentiments which 
the duke of Parma has always manifefted towards them, 
and being deflrous tp give him marks of the Angular 
efteem and affeftion which they have for him, they pro- 
mife and engage by virtue of this prefent treaty, to grant 
him particular protection for the prefervation of his ter- 
ritories and rights, and for the maintenance of his dig- 
nity ; fo that if he be difturbed contrary to the treaties of 
peace already made, and contrary to what (hall be ftipu- 
lated in thofe that are to be made at Cambray, they Iha^l 
join their good oflices and efforts, to obtain juft fatisfac- 
iion ; and if it be refufed, they fliall agree on meafures 
to procure it for him by all other methods that ihall be in 
their power. 

VI. His Catholick Majefty being defirous to give his 
Britannick Majefty, and his moft Chriftian Majefty a par- 
ticular proof of his friendfliip, confirms as far as there 
may be occafion, all the advantages and privileges which 
have been granted by the kings his predeceflbrs to the 
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£ngli(h and French nations ; fo that the trading fubjeSs 
of the moft ferenc king of Great Britain, and the tnoft 
fcrene the inoll Chriftian King, (hall always enjoy in Spain, 
the fame rights, prerogatives, advantages and privileges for 
their perfons, commerce, merchandize, eftatesand efFe6ls, 
which they have enjoyed, or which they ought to have en- 
joyed by virtue of treaties or agreement^, or by virtue of all 
thofe which have been or (hall be granted in Spain, to the 
nation that is moft favoured. 

VII. The prefent treaty (hall be ratified by their Bri- 
tannick, moft Chriftian and Catholick Majefties, and the 
ratifications 111 all be mutually delivered in due form, and 
exchanged in the fpace of fix weeks, reckoning from the 
day of ligning, or fooner, if poflSble. 

In witnefs whereof, we the underwritten minifters, ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Britannick Majefty, his moft Chriftiaa 
Majcfty, and his moft Catholick Majefty, having mutu- 
ally communicated our full powers, have figned the prefent 
treaty, and thereunto fet the feals of our arms. Done at 
Madrid the isth of June 1721.

THE minifters plenipotentiaries ' of their Britannick 
and moft Chriftian Majefties, having this day figit^, 
"with the minifter plenipotentiary of the king of Spain,' by 
virtue of their refpeftive full powers, a treaty of defen- 
five alliance ; the abovefaid minifters of their Britannick 
and moft Chriftian Majefties have alfo agreed between 
themfelves, by virtue of the fame powers, that, as the 
principal intention and aim of that alliance is to maintain 
and preferve the peace and tranquillity of Europe, in 
which it cannot be doubted but the States General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands are difpofed to con-

THEIR majefties the king of Great Britain, the moft 
Chriftisfn King, and the king of Pruffia, having, 
with pleafure, obferved how much the ftrift union fub- 
fifting between them has contributed, not only to the 
happinefs of their own kingdoms arid fiibjefts, but alfb 
to the publick good and tranquillity ; being Hkewife per- 
fuaded that there is not a more proper means of fecuring 
and ftrengthening the faid advantages againft all events 
ihat nfay happen, than to cultivate the faid union laore 
ahd more, and to make it indiflbluble ; and having ma- 
turely confidered all the treaties that fubfift between their

king of Great Britain ; who, by virtue of the faid full 
powers^ having with all poffiUe attention weighed the moft

But-.if the ^ty attacked fhould rather defire to have 
men of war, or tranlport flrips, or even fubiidies in mo- 
.nsyiwjuch ihall always be left to hischcHCe; then the 
other parties fliail fapply him with fhips or money, in 
proportion to. the expence of the troops to be fumifhed 
ids above. . Audi to remove all manner of, doubt with 
regard to this expence, the. contrafting parties do agree, 
that ijPoo foot fliall be valued at 10,000 Dutch guilders 
by the month; and i,oqq horfe, at 30,090 guilders of the 
fame money alfo by the month : and the computation ihall 
be made in proportion as to the men of war and tranl|)ost 
fiiips. If the fuccour« above fpecified do n<X prove fuffi- 
clti\\ to caufe fetisfaflion.to be made to the injured party, 
then the contrafting . parties fliall agree together upon 
further forces tp be furniJhed ; and, finally, in cafe of 
need, the faid allies fliall aflift the injured party with

IV. And a$ the faid three moft fercne kings are re- 
fplved to bind more and more clofely the fl:ri& union that 
fubfifts among them, by c^ll poflSble tokens of good faith 
and mutual confidence, they have reciprocally agreed* 
tiot only to enter into no treaty, 2\lliance or engageniem 
whatfoever, which may, in any manner whatever, be ^pp- 
iTiary tp the interefts of each other ; but even faithfully to 
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xilunicate to each other the propofals that may be made to 
them, and not to take, upon what may be pvopoftd, any 
refolution, otherwife than in concert together, and after 
a joint examination of what may conduce to their common 
interefts, and be proper for maintaining the ballance of 
Europe, which is fo neceffary to be preserved for the 
good of the general peace. 

V. His moft Chriftian Majefty being particularly fn- 
terefted as guarantee of the treaties of "W^eftphalia, in the 
maintaining of the privileges and liberties of the Germa- 
nick Body ; and their Britannick and Pruffian Majefties as 
members of that body, obferving with equal concern 
ieeds of divifion and of compkint that may at length break 
4cmt, and bring on a war, which, by fatal confequences 
refulting from it, might fet all Europe on fire; their faid 
majefties being ever attentive to what may one day difturb 
the tranquillity of the empire in particular, ana that of 
Europe in general, do engage and promife to help each 
other mutually in maintaining and caufing to be obferved 
the abovefaid treaties, and the other a£is, which having 
fettled the affairs of the empire, are looked upon as the 
bails and foundation of the tranquillity of the Germanick 
Body, and the fupport of its right*, privileges and immu- 
nities, which their abovefaid majefties are truly defirous to 
fecure in a folid manner.

and they have now agreed to invite particularly the lords 
the States General of the United Provinces. 

VIII. This prefent treaty ftiall be approved and ra- 
tified by their majefties the king of Great Britain, the 
moft Chriftian King, and the king of Pruffia, and the 
ratification Iball be delivelred in the fpace of two months, 
from the figning of thefe prefents, or fooner, if poffi- 
ble.

WHEREAS the affair that lately happened in A» 
city of Thorn^ find what has enfued theDeupoi^ 
Imve alarmed many princes aod dates, who apprdiend 
that, to the prejudice of the trebly of C^va, difturbances 
may on this occaiioB arife, not only in Poland, but alfo 
m the neighbouring countries, their Britaiimck, moft 
Chriftian» and PruiHan Majefttes, who^. as guaranties cf 
the iaid treaty pf Qliva, ape obliged to fee it maintained 
gnd obfervad to alt iaitnts and purpoles, do enga^ to em- 
ploy, their offices the moft efiefluaUy they can, to caufe re- 
paratipn to be made for what may have been done contrary 
to the laid treaty of OUva ; and in order thereunta^ ilieir 
laid majefties will, in concert together, inform ihemfelves 
l^y their minilkrfs in Poland^ bf the infradions that may 
kavc been made of the faid treaty of OUva, and of the 
mews by which the fa«a$ may be cedreffed^ in iiaeh way as 
may entirely fecure t|ie puUick tranquillity agaiaft die 
dangers to which it might be expofed, fliovid fo iblemn k 
treaty ^s that of OUva be infringed.

IF out of refentment, on account of fifceoors which 
his moft Chriftiaii Majefty mssy fijmih to his Britan^*

jefty and his Pruffian Majefty promife in fuch cafe to em^ 
ploy their good offices, credit, and authority, the mcA 
effeftually they fhall be able, either by their own votes, 
and thofe of the princes in friendfliip with them at the 
diet, or by all other propet means, to prevent any thing 
being done contrary thereto : and if againft all expeflation, 
and notwithftanding all their endeavours, war ihould be 
declared againft France, on the part of the empire, aU 
though in this cafe the fame being no longer a defenfivc 
one, they might not by its coimitutions be obliged to 
furnifh any quota ; yet to remove all doubt between their 
faid majefties, if they (hould think they could not be dif* 
penfed with from performing their duty as members of 
that body, their faid Britannick and Pruffian Majefties do 
referve tothemfelves the liberties of fumilhing their quotas 
of foot or horfe, of their own troops, or of fuch as they 
fhall take into their pay from any other prince, at their 
Owo choice ; and their Britannick and Pruffian Majefties 
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Ihall not, on account of fuch fumi(hing ihtir qtiotas, be 
deemed to have afled contrary to the treaty figned this 
day, which fhall continue in all its force : their Britannick 
and Pruffian Majefties promifing not to furnifh in fuch 
cafe any other or greater number of troops againft his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, than what they are obliged to find 
for their quota; and that they wil! in other refpefts per- 
form, in the cafes forefeen, their engagements to his faid 
moft Chriftian Majefty, who on his part ftiall not on 
account of the faid quota exercife any hoftility againft 
the territories and fubjfefts of the faid moft ferene king 
of Great Britain, or the faid moft ferene king of Pruffia, 
in the empire, or elfewhere; nor demand, or pretend to 
any contributions, forage, quarters, paffage, or other 
things at the charge of the feid countries and territories, 
on any pretence whatfoevef. In like manner, it fhall 
alfo not be lawful for the faid territories, places, coun- 
tries, and fubjefts, to furnifli any of the faid things to the 
enemies of his moft Chriftian Majefty ; who does alfb 
oblige himfelf and promifeon his part, that if in the em* 
pire refolutions fhould come to be taken, like to thofe that 
are mentioned in tliis article, to the prejudice of the kings 
of Great Britain and PrUlTia, his moft Chriftian Majefty 
will openly take their part, and will not fail to aflift 
them with all neceffary vigour, in purfuanceof this treaty, 
until the difturbances, wrongs, and infraftions, fhall en- 
tirely xeafe. 

Thefe feparate articles fhall be of the fame force, as 
if they had been inferted word for word in the treaty 
this day concluded and figned: they fhall be ratified 
in the fame manner, and the ratifications thereof fhall be 
exchanged at the fame time as the treaty. In witnefs 
whereof, we have figned thefe articles, and have fet 
thereto the feals of our arms. Done at Hanover the 
third of September 1725.

WHEREAS their majeftics, the moft Chriftian King^ 
the king of Great Britain, and the king of Pruflia, 
as well for cementing the ilrid; union which fubfiils be^ 
twixt them, a« for the fafety of their own kingdoms and 
dominions, and alfo for the prefervation of the peace smd 
of the publick tranquillity, thought fit to enter into ait 
iiliance with. one another; the treaty for which purpofe 
was concluded at Hanover the 3d of September 1725^- 
together with three feparate articles, which were commu- 
nicated to their High MightineiTes (he lords (be States 
General of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, 
by the marquifs dc Fenelon, ambaflador of France ; by. 
Mr. Finch, envoy extraordinary of Great Britain j and 
by the fieur Meynhertlhagen, envoy extraordinary from 
the king of Pruflia ; who in the name of the kings their 
mafters, jointly invited the faid lords the States General to 
accede to the faid treaty, and the feparate articles, con-, 
formably to the agreement in the feventh article of the 
faid treaty, which with the feparate articles are here in- 
fer ted aerbatim.

And whereas the faid lords the States General, after 
having feen and examined the faid treaty and its feparate 
articles, have declared that they are fully fenfible of the 
honour which their tnajefties did them by fo ready and 
obliging an invitation to accede to the faid treaty ; and 
as at the fame time they acknowledge the care they took 
in the making of this treaty, as well for the prefervation 
of the publick tranquillity in general (without which the 
peace of their republick cannot be fecure) as in parti-

t cannot fubfift ; and as they are fully convinced more- 
over, ihat t^ aim of this alliance does not at aU tend to 
give the Icaft infringement to any former treaty or alliance, 
contraded either by them, or by any one of them, with 
other princes or ftates, but that their intention is rather to 
corroborate them ; and that the grand view of this alliance 
only tends to the uniting of themfelves the more dofely 
together, without giving offence to any perfon whatfo- 
ever, for the guarantee, proteQion, and maintenance of 
all the dominions, countries, and towns, in or out of 
Europe, which each of the sJIies ihall be aduaDy in poA 
feflion of at the time c^ the- figning the faid treaty, as well 
as of the ri^ts, immunities, and advai^ges, particularly 
tliofe irdating to commerce, either in Europe or out of it, 
which each of the allies enjoyed at the time of the figning 
of the faid acceffion. 

Moreover, the (aid lords the States General being firmly 
perfiiaded, that by their acceffion to the iaid treaty of 
Hanover, it is not required of them that they fiiall under- 
take the general guarantee of the treaties of Weftpfaalia 
and Oliva, mentioned in the fifth article of the treaty of • 
Hanover, and in the firft of the feparate articles, to which 
general guarantee they were never engaged; but that their 
guarantee in this refped extends only to the rights and 
pofieffions, which the high allies, or any one of them, have * 
acquired by thofe treaties, and which they enjoy at the 
time of the figning. 

And as to the affair of Thorn, mentioned in the firft, 
of the feparate articles of the treaty of Hanover, as they 
only engage to employ their amicable offices jointly with 
the high contraQing powers, to obtain a reafonable fatisfac- 
tion and reparation for the infra£lion of the treaty of Oliva ; 
and in cafe thofe amicable offices be employed without 
effeft, and it ihould be thought necelfary to do any thing 
further, then their High Mightineffes (hall be at full ' 
liberty of giving their thoughts, without being obliged to 
any thing more than* good offices, unlefs they renew 
their agreement.

as othfers, in Europe or out of Europe. 

A^d whereas in full perfaafion and firm confidelnce, 
that fuch is the real aim and intention of their faid ma^ 
jetties, the faid lords the States Gene^^al, to give a mahk 
of their defire to unite clofely with them, arid of their 
high efteem for* their friendfhip and alliance, have re- 
folved to accede to the treaty, and the feparate articles

Separate Article. 

THOUGH it is clear and indifputable, that their 
High Mightineffes the lords the States Genera) of 
the United Provinces of the Netherlands, by the fifth 
and fixth articles of the treaty of Munfter, in the year 
1648, made between Spain and the republick of thje 
United Provinces, have acquired a right which excludes 
ihe fubjefls of the Auftrian Netherlands, as well as the 
fubjeQs of all other countries, which at that time confti- 
tuted a part of the Spanifli monarchy, from navigation 
and commerce to the Indies, within the limits of the pri- 
vileges or charter granted by the faid lords the States Ge- 
neral to their Eaft and Weft-India companies; and that 
this right by confequence falls evidently under the guaran* 
tee of the rights to which the allies are mutually engaged 
by virtue of the 2d article of the treaty, concluded at

^ A LTHOUGH by the aft of acceflion and admiffion 
JljL figned this day, his Majefty and the crown of 
Sweden accede purely and firaply to the treaty of Han- 
over, the minifters plenipotentiary of their Britannick 
and moft, Chriftian Majefties have however agreed with 
the commifTaries of his faid majefty, to the exceptions and 
articles which follow. 

I. As the defenl^ve alliance concluded at Hanover the 
gd of September ^72^, has no other view but the peace 
and tranquility of Europe, and particularly that of the 
Jilprth, their majefties the king of Great Britain, and the 
moft Chriftian King, as likewife his majefty the king and 
the crown of Sweden declare, that, bpf^g not engaged by 
any treaties or conventions with other powers that are con- 
trar)* to this alliance, the faid treaties and conventions 
fliall not be weakened by this acceflion, but fhall r.emain 
in their full force : and their majefties declare, at the fame 
time/ that they are, at prefent, and ftiall continue always 
in a firm rcfolution to keep and fulfil, inviolably, all that 
has been ftipulated by the abovefaid alliance of Hanover; 
obliging themfelves, on each fide, to pbferve faithfully alt 
the engagements entered into by the prefent treaty of ac- 
QcflSon, and the feparate articles and fecret one thereof, 
without ncglefting or violating the fame in any wife, un- 
der the pretence of former: treaties and engagementJS, or un-< 
der any other pretence whatfoever^ 

II, His 
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II. His majefty and the crown of Sweden having no 
poffeifions at prel'ent out of Europe, referve to themfelves^ 
that their guarantee fhall not be extended* beyond thp 
Jbounds of Europe. 

» III. The king and the crown of Sweden having (hewn 
ihat they defire not to be under the obligation of fending 
the troops ftipuiated on their part in the aft of acceffion 
to the treaty of Hanover, and by the fecret article of the 
prcfent treaty of acceffion, into couhtries too far off, it 
is agreed, among the contrafting parties, that, when the 
,cafe of this prefent treaty fliall happen, the faid troops 
lliall nojt be employed in Italy, or in Spain, but they may 
lany where elfe; their Britaniiick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties preferving always the right of demanding the contin-> 
gent of five thoufand men, ftipuiated on the part of the 
king and of the crown of Sweden, in the aft of their 
HCCeffion to the treaty of Hanover, in money or in 
fliips, purfuant to \vhat is fettled in the faid treaty of 
Hanover. 

IV. His majefty and the crown of Sweden, in order 
to remove all poffibility of doubt, with refpeft to the afts 
mentipned in the fifth article of the treaty of Hanover, as 
having determined concerning the affairs of the empire, de- 
clare, that, by the faid afts, they underftand no other than 
thofe which have been received and approved by the ftate§ 
of the empire in the ufual manner. 

V. His majefty and the crown of Sweden declare, that 
they accede to the two laftfeparate articles of the treaty of 
flanoyer, as finding nothing therein contrary to the obli- 
gations wherewith his faid majefty is bound to the empe- 
ror and the empire, as a prince of the empire. 

VI. As by this acceffion his majefty the king and the 
icrown of Sweden, enter into no engagements with any 
pther power whatfoever, except thofe that are comprehend- 
ed by najne in the treaty of Hanover, and whofe mini- 

• (lers fign thefe prefents, their majefties, the king of Great 
Britain, and moft Chriftian King, as likewise hi^ faid ma- 
jefty and crown, do proniife each other reciprocally, not 
to enter, without the knowledge of each other, and with- 
put mutual concurrence, into any engagements with any 
pther power, that may be contrary to this treaty and thefe 

lepa^. 
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Icpante anicks and fecmt ^ne, or invalidate the fame iii 
any wife. 

Their Britannick, raoft Chriftian and Swedilh maje* 
fties have agreed, and do promife each other recipro- 
cally, that if, in hatred of this prefcnt treaty, or under 
5iny other pretext equally unjuft, they fliould be attacked, 
intefted or troubled, jointly or fep^rately, by any power 
whatfoever, they will make it a common caufe againft the 
aggreflbr; and they will mutually fuccour and affift each 
other £aiithfully, and in the moft ready and effedual way, 
according to the exigency of the danger, and according to 
the fitus^ion of their affairs, refpeftively, without excufing 
themfelves, under pretence of being in war thcmfelves, or 
under siny other pretence ivhatlbever. 

Secret Articxe? 

THEIR Britanaick arid moft Chriftian Majefties, 
to ihew their friendihip towards the king and crown 
of Sweden, promife and engage, by virtue of this prefcnt 
fecret article, to pay at Hamburg, Amfterdam, or Lon- 
don, as Sweden (hall chufe each, for three years fuccefive- 
ly, the fum of 50,000!. fterling a year, or the value thereof, 
according to the exchange, to be paid in two payments 
each year, fronj fix months to fix months, by way of ad- 
vance ; an4^whereof the firft payment for tke prefent year 
iball be made immediately after the exchange of the ratifi- 
cations ; and the fecond payment, for the fame year, a litr 
tie while afterwards, and as foon as the necefiary di^ofi- 
tions can be made for that purpofe ; the third payment to 
begin a year after the exchange of the ratifications ; and 
fo the reft from fix months to fix months. 

His majefty and the crown of Sweden oblige themfelves, 
and promife, on their fide, by this article, to hold in 
fcadinefs, befides the fuccour agreed upon by the aft of 
this prefent acceffion, a further body of 7,000 foot, and 
g,ooo horfe, to be employed where the cafes of the jJ- 
liance fh^ll render it neceffary. 

Provided, that when their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties ftiall require the fervice of thefe 10,000 men, 
they {hall be in tKfeir pay, and not in that of the king of 
Sweden ; which pay, as well as what concerns the recruits 

an4 
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ahdottier matters depending thereon, thall be tti(*n fi- 
tted by a particular convention; his majefty and the crown 
of Sweden rcferving to themfelves the right of recalling this 
body of troops, or of not fending it out of the kingdom, 
at fuch times when any real and imminent danger Ihall 
render it neceffary for the defence of their own domi- 
nions and provinces* 

Thefe feparate articles, and the fecret one, (hall have 
the fame force as if they had been inferted word for word 
in the aft of acceffion, concluded and figned this; day; 
they Ihall be ratified in the fame manner, and the ratifi- 
<!ation thereof fhall be exchanged at the fame thne with 
thofe of the aft of acceffion.

Treaty of alliance between Great Britain, Franqe, and 

Denmark> April 16, 1727* 

WHEREAS their majeilie^ the king of Great Bri- 
tain and the moft Chriftian King are always at- 
tentive to fulfil their engagements, and to watch over the 
quiet and fecurity of their friends and allies; and, as their 
faid majefties have really caufe to believe, that the Mufco-- 
vites and their adherents may foon concert means, and 
make difpofitions to come and attack the dominions of his 
majefty the king.of Denmark, either to takeaway by force 
from his Danilh Majefty the duchy of Slefwick; or to 
prepare the means for executing other projefts contrary 
to the tranquihty of the North, and of the Lower Saxony, 
and of the countries which are of concern to the con- 

tra6ting 
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tracing parties in the circle of Weftphalia; and ai thfeii:^' 
Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties are fo much'con-'' 
cerned in intereft to take due precautions againft ever/ 
thing that, by troubling the peace of the faid countries, may, 
at the fame time, give a blow to the trejity of Hanover^ 
as it efpecially confirms the treaties of Weftphalia ; and 
to put themfelves in a condition to execute faithfully the 
guaranties given againft any invafion or hoftihty 6n the 
part of the Czarina, or of any other power what/beVer, 
which (hould come and attack the duchy of Slefwick: 
their Britannick, moft Chriftian and Dani/h Majeftics 
have thought fit to give their full powers, that is to fay^ 
his Britannick Majefty to John lord Glenorchy, knight 
of the order of the Bath, and envoy extraordinary from 
' his majefty the king of Great Britain to his ^majefty the 
king of Denmark ; his moft Chriftian Majefty to Peter 
filouet, count of Carailly, knight of the grand crofs of 
the order of St. John of Jerufalem, captain of the fhips 
of his moft Chriftian Majefty, and his ambaflador pleni- 
potentiary to his majefty the king of Denmark ; as like- 
wife his Danifti Majefty to his minifters, viz. Ulrick A* 
dolph of Holftein, count of Holftenburg, knight of thje 
order of the elephant, great chancellor, privy coun- 
fellor of the council, and chamberlain W his majefty 
the king of Denmark ; John George of Holftein, lord 
of Mollenhagen, knight of the order of the elephant, 
privy counfellor of the council, and governor of the 
bailywick of Tondern, for his majefty the king of Den- 
mark; and Chriftian Lewis of Pleffeu, lord of Tufingoe, 
Silfoe and Glorup, knight of the order of Dunnebrog, 
and privy counfellor of the council of his majefty the 
king of Denmark ; who, having maturely weighed the 
circumftances of the times, and the dangers which threaten 
the dominions of his Danifli Majefty, and which may 
trouble the quiet of Lower Saxony, and of the coun- 
tries abovementioned, have agreed upon the following 
articles, 

/ I. His Danifli Majefty being wholly perfuaded, that 
their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties will fulfil 
the engagements and guaranties given, with refpeft to 
the duchy of Slefwick, and that they will ufe all the 

efforts 
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efforts' imaginable to. maintain : the quiet of tlic Lower 
Saxony ; .his Danifh Majefty, to concur in the fame end^ 
promifes to keep on foot a body of troops of 24,000 men, 
their officers, equipages, and artillery, which Ihall at 
femble without any delay, in the place that Ihall be the 
moft proper; and Ihall march every where, as k fhall 
be needful, upon the firft certain advices which {hall 
be received of the motion of the Mufcovite troops, or of . 
any other power whatfoever which Ihall come to attack 
Slefwick, and to trouble the quiet and tranquility of the 
Lower Saxony, and of the provinces belonging to the high 
contraftors in the circle of Weftphalia. 

IL His Danifti Majefty further obliges himfelf, when 
the faid body of troops of 24,000 men comes to march^ 
to have on toot at the fame time another boc^y of 
6,000 men, defigned to re-inforce the former body, if 
there be need. 

IIL And, towards helping, at prefent, his Oanifli 
Majefty to fupport the expence he will be obliged to 
make for fulfilling the engagements fpecified in the pre- 
cedent articles, his moft Chriftian Majefty promiles to 
caufe to be paid to his Danifli Majefty an annual fubfidy 
of 350,000 rixdollars, current riioney of Denmark; 
which fliall be continued for the fpace of four years, to 
be reckoned from the day of the ratification of this 
prefent treaty, and fliall be paid exaftly every three months, 
by way of advance, at Hamburg, 

IV. His moft Chriftian Majefty promifes further, in 
order to eafe his Danifli Majefty of part of the charge he 
will be at, in cafe the faid 24,000 men "ftiould be put 
in march towards the place of rendezvous, to take 
12,000 men into his pay, in fuch manner that, as 
the defence of the king of Denmark is their firft con- 
cern, his moft Chriftian Majefty fliall not pay them 
but on the foot of 9,000, in the fame proportion as 
his Danifli Majefty gives to his troops when they are 
in the field, as well for the pay of each regiment of 
foot and horfe, as for that of the ftaff-officers of each re- 
giment, of the general field oflicers, and of the artillery, 
iii proportion to the number of 12.000 men of his 

troops. 
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. V. The pay in the manner it is juft now expreflfed, 
Iball not begin to be on the account of his moft Chri*>' 
ftian Majefty, but from the day of the firft review which 
(bail be made before his majefty's commiflkry general, 
wKen the troops ihall be drawn together in a body, as an 
army in order to take the field ; the firft month fhall be 
paid by way of advance, and fo from nK>nth to month, as 
long as the faid troops (hall be in the pay of his mod 
Chriftian Majefty. 

VI. And although his moft Chriftian Majefty might 
with juftice pretend, that the fubfidy Ihould ceafe on the- 
day that the pay commences; however, as it may hap- 
pen that the payment of thefe troops might begin be- 
fore the king cm Denmark could receive any efFeftual 
fuccour from the faid fubfidy, his moft Chriftian Ma*- 
jefty is willing to confent, that, if the faid pay of the 
troops fhould commence before the king of Denmark 
Ihould have received two years of the fubfidy, then he 
will continue the fubfidy as long as is neceffary, to the 
end that the king of Denmark may always have two years 
of the fubfidy, what was paffed, and what was to come, 
being reckoned ; and if, after the faid two years, the faid 
troops fliould remain no longer in the pay of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, then the fubfidy ftipulated in the third 
article fliatl continue to be paid to his Danifh Majefty to 
the end of the four years, which is the term of the prefent 
treaty. 

- VII. His moft Chriftian Majefty will, when he fliall be 
required to do it, fend a conimiffary upon the place 
to affift at the review which {hall; be made of the faid 
troops in order to march; the faid commifTary (hall 
likewife take the names of the regiments which ftiall 
then go into the pay of his moft Chriftian Majefty ; he 
Ihall examine whether they are duly equipped, mounted 
and armed ; the giving of the vacant commifiions, and 
the adminiftration of juftice, fliall,' as before, be done 
hy his Danifli Majefty : the commifTary ' general from 
his majefty ftiaU affift at all the corfukations for the mi- 
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litary operations; and," although it is not poffible 'to de- 
termine beforehand ak to any cafe of war, which doth 
not yet exift, it is however agreed in general, that the 
twelve thoufand men of the troops in the pay of his 
moft Chriftian iMajefty, on the foot of nine thoufand 
men, Ihall be treated in all things with a perfeft equality, 
as the twelve thoufand men entirely in the pay of the king 
of Denmark, 

VIII. If it happens that his faid mod Chriftian Majefty 
fhould not think that he has any more need for the fuc- 
cour of his allies, to continue the payment of the faid 
troops, he (hall be obliged to give his Danilh Majefty no- 
tice thereof two months before. 

IX. His Britannick Majefty on his fide, (hall hold in a 
rcadinefs to march a body of twelve thoufand men, to be 
joined to the twenty four thoufand men of the DaniQi 
troops abovementioned, upon the firft certain advice 
which (hall be received of the motion of the Mufcovite 
troops, or of thofe of any other power what'foever, that 
fliall come to attack Slefwick, and trouble the quiet and 
tranquillity of the Lower Saxony. 

X. His Dani(h Majefty having given his Britannick 
Majefty to underftand, that, being engaged by this pre- 
fent treaty to march a confiderable body of troops into 
the Lower Saxony, his maritime provinces will lie expoled 
to the enterprizes of his enemies; his Britannick Ma- 
jefty being always difpofed to provide, according to his 
engagements, as a good and faithful ally, for the lecurity 
of the dominions of his Dani(h Majefty, promifes and en- 
gages to fend to the fuccour of his Dani{h Majefty, upon 
the firft advices of the motions of the Mufcovite fleet, 
which (hall give juft occafion for fear, a fufficient fquadron 
of good fhips of war, to help to cover the fea coafts of 
his Dani(h Majefty, and to hinder the Mufcovites from 
attacking the fame. 

XL And although their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties are not obliged to any fixed fuccour for the king 
of Denmark ; however, as they defire to keep at a diftance 
from the dominions of that prince all invafion, the 
confequence whereof would be doubtleis to kindle the 
fire of a war in violation of the treaty of Hanover, as

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likewife of the treaties of Wcftphalia ; which would oblige 
them to come to the fupport of their guaranties, and to 
the fuccour of their allies, who might be attacked, or 
in danger of being fo; to this end his moft Chriftian 
Majefty engages to hold always in a readinefe a body, 
at leaft, of thirty thoufand men; which body (hall be 
deftined, whenever his faid majefty (haH be required, to 
march to every place where it (hall be needful, and as it 
fliall be agreed, or to make diverfions„ or other opera- 
tions neceflary for the common advantage, and for the fe- 
curity of his allies in the empire or in the North •, and, at 
the fame time, his Britannick Majefty engages to hold 
likewife in readinefs another body of troops, which muft 
not be lefs than twelve thoufand men, to be deftined, in 
the fame manner, for marching every where, as it fliall 
be needful, and as it fliall be agreed, either to« make di- 
verfions or other operations neceflary for the fecurity of 
his allies in the empire or in the North, as the cafe fliall 
require. 

XII. As the Mufcovites or other troops that may join 
hem to come and attack the dominions of the king of 
Denmark, in order to take from him the duchy of Slef- 
wick, may endeavour to pafs through the countries fubjeft 
to the king of Pruflia, which the allies perfuade themfelves 
that this prince will not fail to refufe ; in cafe therefore, 
that the Czarina, or any other power whatfoever, ftjould 
endeavour to force the pafles through the territories of 
the king of Pruflia, or attack him, or occafion any in- 
jury or damage to him, by reafon of the refufal which 
his majefty might give to the letting the Mufcovites, or 
other adherents as abovefaid, pafs through his countries ; 
then the contraSing kings fliall caufe their joint army 
to march to the fuccour of the king of PruflJa, and ftiall 
make war upon thofe who fliall have invaded or troubled 
him, until the attack and danger fliall ceafe,- and the in- 
jury and damage be repaired. 

XIIL The ratifications of the prefent treaty fliall be 
exchanged at Copenhagen in fix weeks, to be reckpned 
from the day of the figning of this treaty, or fooner, if 
poflible.

Separate and fecret articles belonging to the treaty with 

Denmark, April 16, 1727. 

A Lt HOUGH his moft Chriftian Majefty might jufl- 
ly pretend, that the troops which he takes into his 
pay ought to take an oath to him ; however, his Danifh 
Majefty having refolved to command in perfon the confe- 
derate army, it is agreed, in confideration of his Danifli 
Majefty, to rely in that matter on his royal word, for 
a6ling purfuant to the engagements which he has entered 
into by the treaty figned this day; but if it fhould hap- 
pen, that his Danifli Majefty fliould change his refoliition 
abovefaid, and thctt the contrafting kings fliould find it re- 
quifite to feparate the body of troops, for the advantage of * 
the common caufe, then the faid troops, in the pay of his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, fliall take the oath to him in the 
ufual form, 

2. As their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majeftieshave 
made extraordinary efforts for the interefts of the king of 
Denmark, his Danifli Majefty promifes not to difpofe of 
any part of his troops, either direftly or indireSly, con- 
trary to the interefts of their Britannick and moft Chriftian 
Majefties; and it is agreed, that, as long as this treaty lafts, 
his Danifli Majefty ftiall not give or fell any part of his 
troops to any power wliatfoever, till after the fame has been 
concerted with their Britannick and moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefties, againft whofe interefts he promifes to do nothing ; 
engaging himfclflikewife to oppofe, every where, where 
it fliall be needful, every thing that may be done or pro- 
jected contrary thereto, by any power whatfoever; which 
their Britannick and moft Chriftian Majefties promife re-- 
ciprocally. 

3. It is agreed, that if his moft Chriftian Majefty fliould 
defire to employ the twelve thoufand men which he pays 
on the foot of nine thoufand, for affairs which having no 
refpeftto the fecurity of the king of Denmark ftiouldonly 

concern 
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concern the good of tlie fervice of his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, or that of the alliance of Hanover, in fugh cafe 
the king of Denmark fhall not make any difficulty to 
give them for the fervice of his moft Chriftian Majefty ; 
and a convention (ball be made, for that purpofe, fix 
weeks after the demand (hall have been made by his moft 
Chriftian Majefty. 

4. And con(idering, that if the Mufcovites (hould come 
by land to penetrate mto the North, and trouble the peace 
of the empire, they could not have any other pa(rage than 
through the territories of Poland ; and, as it cannot be 
doubted, but that this kingdom remembers ftill the difbr- 
ders \^hich the Muffcovites committed there a few years ago, 
it is agreed, by this prefent article, to communicate to the 
king, and to the republick of Poland, the concert which 
has been formed to hinder their entering into the em- 
pfre, and to invite them to take likewife on their part 
the moft effeQual meafures to ftop the paCTes which the 
Mufcovites would be defirous of taking in the territo- 
ries of the republick of Poland. Done at Copenhagen, 
this 1.6th day of April, in the year 1727.
